To  l^einberton  Dudley,  M.  D.,  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania: 
Sir:  It  again  becomes  the  duty  of  your  Secretary  to  make  full 
report  of  his  official  acts  for  the  space  of  one  year.  During  this 
period  the  Board  has  held  three  regular  and  five  special  meetings. 
The  former  took  place  November  8,  1894,  and  May  1,  1895,  at  Har- 
risburg,  and  July  11,  1895,  at  Marietta,  Lancaster  county,  and  the 
latter,  January  12,  and  January  30  (adjourned  meeting),  February  26, 
May  29,  all  at  Harrisburg,  and  August  29,  1895,  at  the  Executive 
office,  Philadelphia. 

Appointments. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  was  presented,  his  Excelleiuy,  the 
Governor,  has  commissioned  the  following  named  gentlemen  as 
members  of  the  Board,  Dr.  James  H.  McClelland,  Pittsburgh,  Hon. 
Samuel  T.  Davis,  M!  D.,  of  Lancaster,  and  Mr.  Richard  Y.  Cook,  of 
Philadelphia,  whose  terms  had  expired,  to  succeed  themselves,  and 
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Mr.  John  Pulton,  C.  E.,  of  Johnstown,  to  succeed  Mr.  Howard  Mur- 
phy, C.  E.,  whose  term  expired  last  year. 

At  the  regular  meeting  held  May  1,  1895,  the  following  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  relations  be- 
tween this  Board  and  its  former  enginieer  member,  Mr.  Howard 
Murphy,  C.  E.,  we  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  his  eminent 
abilities  as  a  sanitary  engineer,  and  of  the  great  value  of  his  labors 
during  his  long  official  connection  with  us." 

While  the  members  of  the  Board  congratulate  themselves  on 
being  privileged  to  continue  to  enjoy  the  wise  counsels  and  valued 
companionship  of  a  majority  of  their  old  associates,  the  assurances 
which  your  Secretary  has  received  from  many  sources  of  the  high 
standing  in  the  community  and  the  professional  ability  of  its  new 
engineer  member  do  not  permit  of  a  doubt  that  his  relations  with 
the  Board  will  be  equally  profitable  and  harmonious. 

Sanitary  Legislation. 

Inasmuch  as  the  year  1895  was  that  of  the  biennial  session  of  the 
State  Legislature,  the  first  and  one  of  the  most  important  duties 
confronting  the  Board  was  that  assigned  to  it  by, law  of  "suggesting 
any  further  legislative  action  or  precaution  deemed  proper  for  the 
better  protection  of  life^and  health." 

Acting  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  on  Sanitary  Legislation, 
your  Secretary  drew  up  and  submitted  to  the  Legislature  the  follow- 
ing bills,  viz: 

An  act  to  remove  limitations  on  the  appropriations  to  the  Board; 
introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator  Penrose,  of  Philadelphia,  Jan- 
uary 1,  and  in  the  House  by  Mr.  De  Velin,  of  Philadelphia,  January  9. 

An  act  to  remove  restrictions  on  the  binding  of  the  annual  report 
of  the  Board;  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator  Penrose,  January 
1,  and  in  the  House  January  9,  by  Mr.  Pennewill,  of  Philadelphia. 

An  act  to  constitute  school  boards  in  townships  boards  of  health: 
introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator  Penrose  January  1,  and  in  the 
House  by  Mr.  Riter,  January  9. 

An  act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Board;  introduced  in  the  House  by  Mr.  Stineman,  of  Cambria 
county,  January  9. 

An  act  to  establish  a  laboratory  of  hygiene  and  bacteriology  '^t 
the  Capital  of  the  State;  introduced  in  the  House  by  Mr.  Lytle,  of 
Huntingdon  county,  January  10. 

An  act  to  authorize  the  employment  of  a  registration  clerk  in  the 
Central  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  the  State  Capital;  introduced 
in  the  House  by  Mr.  Crothers,  of  Philadelphia,  January  10. 
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Au  act  instructing  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  make  a  special 
investigation  into  the  sources  of  pollution  of  the  water  supplies  of 
the  State;  introduced  in  the  House  by  Mr.  Culbertson,  of  Allegheny 
county,  January  10. 

An  act  to  continue  the  Emergency  Fund  of  J50,000.00,  introduced 
in  the  House  by  Mr.  Fow,  of  Philadelphia,  January  9. 

The  Board  also  gave  its  hearty  support  to  the  "Act  to  provide  for 
the  more  effectual  protection  .  of  the  public  health  in  the  several 
municipalities  of  this  Commonwealth,"  and  to  the  "Act  to  confer  the 
right  of  eminent  domain  on  the  sewerage  companies." 

It  will  be  observed  that  all  of  these  acts  were  introduced  early  in 
the  session.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  were  held,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  as  well  as  the  Secretary,  both  at  Harrisburg  and 
at  their  homes  were  incessant  in  their  efforts  to  urge  upon  commit- 
tees and  upon  individual  members  of  the  Legislature  the  importance 
of  the  measures  suggested.  Unfortunately,  the  newly  elected  State 
officers  had  found  the  finances  of  the  State  in  a  somewhat  depleted 
condition,  so  much  so  that  the  Governor  considered  it  his  duty  lo 
transmit  a  special  message  to  the  Legislature,  shortly  after  his  in- 
auguration, calling  the  attention  of  that  body  to  the  fact  that  owinj^ 
to  the  prevailing  financial  distress  there  had  been  a  shortage  in 
the  revenues  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  past  two  years,  and 
therefore  urging  the  exercise  of  the  closest  economy  in  the  matter 
of  appropriations.  As  several  of  the  bills  introduced  by  the  Board 
necessarily  involved  the  expenditure  of  trifling  amounts  of  money, 
the  condition  referred  to  was  considered  to  warrant  their  rejection. 
The  only  bills  of  all  those  referred  to  above  which  received  legislative 
and  executive  sanction  were,  that  to  establish  or  continue  the 
Emergency  Fund,  and  that  for  "the  better  protection  of  life  and 
health  in  the  several  municipalities  of  this  Commonwealth."  WitJi 
regard  to  the  latter,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  if  the  Board  and 
the  friends  of  efficient  sanitary  administration  in  this  State  can 
succeed  at  each  meeting  of  the  Legislature  in  securing  as  importan  t 
a  concession  as  this,  they  need  not  feel  that  their  labors  have  beoii 
in  vain. 

This  alone  is  a  sanitary  triumph  of  the  greatest  possible  moment. 
I  should  disregard  the  promptings  of  my  sense  of  justice  did  I  fail  to 
note  here  that  this  law  owes  its  inception  to  the  present  energetic 
and  efficient  superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  of  the  City  of 
Pittsburgh,  Mr.  Crosby  Gray,  one  of  the  best  equipped  practical 
sanitarians  in  the  State,  and  a  faithful  co-worker  with  this  Board  in 
its  efforts  to  promote  sanitary  reform.  Mr.  A.  M.  Beitler,  Director 
of  Public  Safety  of  Philadelphia,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  of  the  Associated  Health  Authorities  of  Pennsylvania, 
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to  which  the  bill  was  referred  for  revision,  also  gave  Its  provisions 
much  careful  thought.  It  traces  its  origin,  therefore,  not  to  med- 
ical theorists  or  sanitary  visionaries,  but  to  men  of  affairs  and 
action.    Its  value  consists  in  the  fact  that  it  constitutes  in  reality 

The  Sanitary  Code  of  Pennsylvania 
for  the  restriction  of  communicable  diseases. 

Heretofore  every  community  big  or  little,  has  adopted  its  own 
ordinances  for  the  control  of  contagious  disease.  It  followed  that 
in  many  places  the  regulations  were  utterly  inefficient,  and  that  in 
very  few  places  were  they  alike.  It  is  true  that  the  State  Board  of 
Health  in  its  Model  Ordinance  had  attempted  to  guide  local  boards 
and  borough  councils  in  their  efforts  at  legislation  on  this  important 
matter,  and  thus  to  induce  the  uniformity  which  is  so  essential  to  effi- 
cient administration  throughout  the  State;  but,  owing  to  the  deplor- 
able ignorance  and  ironclad  obstinacy  of  a  great  majority  of  the 
latter  it  had  met  with  but  trifling  success. 

Statute  law  and  not  municipal  ordinance  is  now  supreme,  in  every 
city,  borough  and  township  in  the  State.  The  language  of  the  law 
is  mandatory  throughout  leaving  nothing  to  the  discretion  of  local 
authorities,  save  in  one  particular  only,  that  of  placarding  houses  in 
which  infection  exists.  This  question  is  left  to  local  option..  The 
Secretary  suggests  that  the  Board  adopt  a  regulation  making  this 
measure  obligatory  in  all  places  having  no  local  health  authority  of 
their  own.  In  rural  districts  and  small  villages,  where  it  is  usually 
impossible  to  enforce  quarantine  by  police  officers,  this  precaution  is 
even  of  more  essential  value  than  in  cities.  Its  educational  value 
is  immense,  and  it  is  astonishing  how  quickly  communities  not  only 
cease  to  resent  its  enforcement,  but  actually  demand  it. 

Another  strong  point  in  this  law  is  that  the  payment  of  the  pen- 
alty for  its  violation  may  be  enforced  by  imprisonment.  But  its 
most  important  feature  consists  in  its  recognition  of  local  boards  of 
health  as  co-ordinate  branches  of  municipal  government  with  the 
councils,  and  not  dependent  upon  the  latter,  as  heretofore,  for  en- 
dorsement 6f  their  regulations  in  order  to  give  them  validity  in  these 
particulars.  More  than  this,  any  board  of  health  finding  it  desir- 
able for  any  special  reason,  or  in  any  emergency,  to  adopt  more 
stringent  regulations  than  those  prescribed  in  the  law,  can  do  so, 
and  these  regulations  will  have  equal  force  and  authority  as  though 
embodied  in  the  law  itself.  * 

Apart  from  this,  the  retrospect  of  the  legislation  of  the  recent 
session  is  not  encouraging.  The  Board  is  still  expected  to  have  a 
general  supervision  of  the  interests  of  the  health  and  lives  of  five  mil- 
lions of  people  scattered  over  an  area  of  forty-five  thousand  square 
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miles  with  the  paltry  expenditure  of  six  thousand  dollars  annually, 
including  the  Secretary's  salary  of  two  thousand.  A  comparison  of 
this  amount  with  those  appropriated  to  this  work  in  other  states, 
even  those  having  not  one-third  our  wealth  or  population,  is  enough 
to  bring  the  blush  to  the  cheek  of  every  thoughtful,  patriotic  Penn- 
sylvaniah.  The  following  tabular  statement  needs  no  further  com- 
mentary:

Illinois.  This  state  has  a  special  fund  of  f 40,000  for  emergencies. 

Pennsylvania.  This  State  has  a  special  fund  of  f 50,000  for  emer- 
jrencies,  only  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Governor. 

Not  less  mortifying  to  those  who  would  fain  see  evidences  of  in- 
tellectual growth  in  our  Commonwealth  and  of  breadth  of  states- 
manship in  the  chosen  representatives  of  the  people,  is  the  entire 
failure  of  the  Legislature  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  a 


State  System  of  Registration  of  Vital  Statistics. 
It  is  a  matter  of  profound  astonishment  to  all  intelligent  foreigners 
visiting  this  State,  as  well  as  to  residents  of  neighboring  states,  that 
the  great  and  venerable  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  is  entirely 
without  such  a  system.  Your  Secretary  is  in  receipt  of  frequent 
communications  from  various  ofScial  and  private  sources,  both 
within  and  without  our  own  State,  and  also  from  European  coun- 
tries, seeking  information  which  can  only  be  afforded  by  a  complete 
system  of  registration  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths;  but,  with 
annoyance  and  mortification  is  compelled  to  explain  that  there  are 
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no  data  from  which  to  furnish  the  information;  and  there  is  left 
the  unpleasant  reflection  that  Pennsylvania,  while  having  nominally 
a  Central  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  and  a  State  Superinten 
dent  of  Vital  Statistics,  is  almost  alone  among  civilized  governments, 
in  failing  to  furnish  the  machinery  by  which  such  a  system  can  be 
efficiently  maintained. .  Apart  from  the  general  advantage  of  such  a 
system  and  the  question  of  State  pride,  there  is  the  fact  that  the 
demand  for  its  establishment  is  wide  spread,  and  constantly  reiter 
ated  by  a  large  and  intelligent  class  of  our  citizens  for  all  kinds  of 
purposes.  Inquiries  for  such  information  come  from  professional 
men,  manufacturers,  corporations,  libraries,  literary  societies,  and 
various  departments  of  municipal  administration,  and  from  officials 
of  all  kinds.  The  failure  of  the  Board  to  comply  with  these  requests 
must  be  considered  a  serious  reflection  upon  its  efficiency  in  compar- 
ison with  the  boards  of  other  states.  The  prompt  registration  of 
vital  statistics  has  an  essential  use  in  preventing  the  concealment  of 
crime.  The  indispensable  provision  of  modern  registration  laws, 
which  requires  a  certificate  of  the  cause  of  death  from  the  attendin;;- 
physician  and  others,  and  the  issue  of  a  burial  permit  by  a  properly 
constituted  authority,  is  a  direct  assurance  of  safety  in  this  direc- 
tion. The  statement  will  scarcely  be  credited  that  in  this  State,  out 
side  of  large  cities  and  a  certain  number  of  incorporated  boroughs, 
a  human  being  may  die  and  be  put  under  the  ground  like  a  dog. 
without  official  record,  while  the  death  of  a  blooded  horse  or  an 
Alderney  bull  is  at  once  carefully  registered  in  the  Stock  Book  or 
Herd  Book.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  graveyard  insurance  has  flour 
ished  in  Pennsylvania? 

As  indicating  the  position  in  which  our  State  places  herself  in  tht- 
estimation  of  reasoning  men,  I  ask  leave  to  make  a  few  brief  ex:tracts 
from  an  address  delivered  before  the  American  Public  Health  Asso- 
ciation on  the  occasion  of  its  annual  meeting  at  Denver,  Colorado, 
in  October  last,  by  a  distinguished  western  sanitarian,  the  subject 
being  "The  Outlook  for  a  General  System  of  Registration  of  Vital 
Statistics  in  the  United  States." 

"The  most  serious  blow  that  the  advancement  of  vital  statistics 
has  received  .was  the  failure  of  the  great  State  of  Pennsylvania  to 
adopt  a  modern  registration  system,  instead  of  a  miserable  make- 
shift when  the  question  came  before  her  Legislature  in  1893.  Half 
a  loaf  is  not  always  better  than  no  bread  when  it  is  a  question  of 
vital  statistics.  Imperfect  statistics  may  be  far  worse  and  more 
misleading  than  none  at  all."  He  points  out  the  fact  that  Pennsylva 
nia  has  more  than  reached  "the  superior  limit  of  density  of  popula- 
tion, above  which  an  efficient  system  of  vital  registration,  under  our 
present  conditions  of  knowledge  is  recognized  as  an  indispensablt* 
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adjunct  to  the  public  health  administration  and  an  invaluable  source 
of  sociological  information/'  and  significantly  adds^  ^^This  limit  varies 
of  course  with  the  intelligence  of  the  people."  And  later,  "Had 
Pennsylvania  in  1893  joined  the  ranks  of  the  registration  states,  we 
should  have  had  the  entire  North  Atlantic  division  properly  repre- 
sented in  a  reliable  system  of  mortality  registration.  That  she 
failed  to  do  so,  that  she  embraced  the  discarded  plan  of  collecting 
births  and  deaths  by  a  periodical  enumeration,  and  that  the  particu- 
lars obtained  under  her  present  law  are  very  meagre,  and  are  not  re- 
quired to  be  returned  to  a  central  bureau  for  compilation  and  pub- 
lication, whereby  they  would  have  become  of  scientific  value — all 
these  regrettable  blunders  are  reminders  that  those  interested  in  ad- 
vancing the  cause  of  vital  statistics  in  this  country  should  be  on  the 
alert  lest  such  grand  opportunities  again  escape  them." 

The  fact  that  during  the  past  year  thirty-nine  complaints  have 
been  made  to  the  Board  of 

The  Pollution  of  Water  Supplies 
only  serves  to  emphasize  the  misfortune  to  the  State  of  the  persistent 
refusal  of  the  Legislature  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  Board  to 
give  it  a  special  appropriation  which  would  have  enabled  it  to  make 
a  thorough  investigation  into  the  condition  of  the  public  waters  of 
the  Commonwealth.  A  pure  water  supply  is  thei  one  great  desider- 
atum for  building  up  a  healthy,  vigorous  community.  All  other 
(juestions  are  dwarfed  by  it.  The  Board  will  probably  remember 
that  early  in  the  present  year  a  communication  was  addressed  to  it 
by  the  health  officer  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  calling  attention  to  the  fact 
that  a  bill  had  been  presented  in  Congress  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  commission  to  inquire  into  the  pollution  of  such  public 
streams  as  passed  from  one  state  to  another,  and  requesting  our 
Board  to  use  its  influence  with  the  representatives  of  Pennsylvania 
in  the  National  Legislature  in  favor  of  the  measure.  A  communica- 
tion was  also  received  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Missouri, 
enclosing  a  resolution  adopted  by  that  board  endorsing  the  proposed 
law.  At  the  meeting  of  the  National  Conference  of  State  Boards  of 
Health  at  Lansing,  two  years  ago,  your  Secretary,  at  the  request  of 
the  Board,  made  a  report  upon  this  subject,  calling  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  an  investigation  by  the  National  Government,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  general  inertness  of  state  governments  in  dealing  with 
this  important  question.  A  resolution  was  adopted  at  that  time  to 
memorialize  Congress  upon  the  subject,  and  the  present  movement 
was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  action  then  taken.  On  receipt  of  the 
communication,  the  Board  adopted  a  resolution  approving  the  bill, 
and  a  copy  of  the  same  was  forwarded  to  each  of  our  representatives 
1* 
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In  the  National  Legislature,  requesting  him  to  give  the  measure  his 
support  Inasmuch  as  many  important  streams  pass  hoth  into  and 
out  of  our  territory  from  and  to  that  of  other  states,  such  an  investi- 
gation, pursued  with  the  thoroughness  which  characterizes  work  un- 
dertaken under  national  auspices,  could  not  but  prove  of  the  greatest 
benefit  to  us. 

Conferences  and  Oouvtniions. 
Protection  of  Watersheds. 

On  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  1894,  the  Secretary  attended  a 
conference  of  the  officers  of  the  different  State  Boards  and  Commis 
sions  of  Pennsylvania  interested  in  the  protection  of  watersheds  in 
order  to  consider  the  needs  of  the  State  in  that  particular.  The 
meeting  was  presided  over  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  de 
veloped  much  interesting  discussion  and  suggestion.  A  paper  was 
read  by  your  Secretary  on  "The  Importance  of  the  Woodland  Areas 
of  the  State  as  a  Source  of  Pure  Water  Supply." 

On  the  evening  of  Friday,  November  30,  1894,  the  Secretary  at- 
tended the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Forestry  Associa 
tion  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  Interesting  addresses  were  made  by 
the  president,  Mr.  John  Birkinbine,  and  the  secretary,  Dr.  J.  T. 
Rothrock,  also  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Forestry  Com 
mission.  Your  Secretary  being  called  upon,  addressed  the  meeting 
on  the  ^'Necessity  for  Areas  of  Forest  Land  for  the  Perpetuity,  Con- 
stancy and  Purity  of  Water  Supplies." 

Hospitals  for  Consumptives. 
In  company  with  Dr.  Lawrence  F.  Flick,  president  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  and  others,  your 
Secretary,  on  the  morning  of  December  10,  1894,  appeared  before 
the  finance  committee  of  councils  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to  urge 
upon  that  body  the  importance  of  making  provision  for  that  portion 
of  the  population  which  is  suffering  at  once  from  the  ills  of  poverty 
and  the  blight  of  wasting  disease  of  a  contagious  nature.  An  appro- 
priation of  1100,000  was  asked  for,  in  order  to  establish  a  free  hospi- 
tal for  the  consumptive  poor.  Your  Secretary  supported  the  mea- 
sure entirely  on  sanitary  grounds,  and  not  as  one  of  charitable  relief. 

Legislative  Conference. 
On  the  tenth  day  of  December,  1894,  a  conference  between  sanitary 
officers  from  different  parts  of  the  State  was  held  in  the  office  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  of  Philadelphia,  with  a  view  to  formu- 
lating a  general  law  for  the  control  of  contagious  diseases,  in  whii'h 
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the  Secretary  took  part,  and  which  aided  materially  in  procuring  the 
excellout  legislation  already  referred  to. 


National  Conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health. 

Your  Secretary  attended  the  National  Conference  of  State  Boards 
of  Health,  held  in  Washington,  December  12  to  15,  1894.  The  sub- 
ject proposed  for  discussion  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Penn- 
sylvania was  "The  Best  Means  of  Governmental  Dealing  with  Tuber- 
culosis in  Cattle."  This  question  was  very  ably  treated  by  the 
President  of  the  State  Commission  of  New  York  for  the  Suppression 
of  Bovine  Tuberculosis. 

Among  other  important  subjects  introduced  was  the  question 
of  vaccine  propagating  establishments.  Your  Secretary  suggested 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  for  the  inspection  of  vaccine  farms 
throughout  the  United  States,  to  report  at  the  next  meeting,  which 
was  agreed  to. 

Eighth  State  Sanitary  Convention  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Eighth  State  Sanitary  Convention  of  Pennsylvania  was  held 
in  Harrisburg,  January  29  and  30,  1895,  in  conjunction  with  the 
second  annual  meeting  of  the  Associated  Health  Authorities  of  Penn- 
sylvania. It  was  opened  by  his  Excellency  Governor  Hastings,  and 
presided  over  by  Major  M.  Veale,  the  health  officer  of  Philadelphia. 
Its  deliberations  were  characterized  by  earnestness  and  vigor.  Much 
of  the  time  was  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  legislation  needed  in 
the  interests  of  the  public  health.  The  State  xA.ssociated  Health 
Authorities,  composed  as  it  is  of  active  health  officials  from  the  en- 
tire State,  is  proving  itself  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  and  an  instrument  of  great  value  in  promoting  a  knowledge 
of  sanitary  matters  among  the  people.  The  annual  public  address 
was  delivered  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  on  the 
evening  of  January  30,  by  Thomas  L.  Drown,  LL.D.,  for  many  years 
connected  with  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Health,  since 
elected  to  the  honorable  position  of  President  of  Lehigh  University 
in  this  State.  While  mainly  devoted  to  the  question  of  the  protec- 
tion of  water  supplies,  it  also  touched  upon  the  difficulties  which 
confront  state  boards  of  health,  and  strongly  urged  the  necessity  for 
liberal  appropriations  in  order  to  enable  them  to  overcome  the  same. 

Those  who  had  the  good  fortune  to  hear  it  were  deeply  impressed 
with  its  clearness  and  force,  but  owing  to  an  unfortunate  and  unex- 
p^rcted  abrupt  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  very  few  of  its  mera 
hers  enjoyed  the  privilege. 
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Women's  Health  Protective  Association  of  Philadelphia. 
On  the  evening  of  April  3,  1895,  your  Secretary  took  part  in  a 
public  meeting  held  by  the  Women's  Health  Protective  Association 
of  Philadelphia,  in  the  interests  of  an  improved  water  supply  for  the 
city.  This  association,  like  that  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  on  which 
it  is  to  a  great  extent  modeled,  is  doing  excellent  work.  The  inaugu- 
ration of  such  associated  efforts  on  the  part  of  women  to  improve 
local  hygienic  conditions  fn  all  our  large  towns  cannot  be  too 
strongly  recommended. 

Section  on  State  Medicine  of  the  American  Medical  Association. 

The  Secretary,  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Sec- 
tion on  State  Medicine  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  at- 
tended the  meeting  held  at  Baltimore,  May  7,  8,  9  and  10, 1895.  The 
fact  that  thirty -eight  papers  on  subjects  connected  with  public  health 
were  presented  at  this  meeting  indicates  the  strong  hold  which 
state  medicine  has  gained  upon  the  consideration  of  the  profession. 
Twelve  of  these  papers,  or  nearly  one-third,  were  by  members  of  the 
American  Medical  Temperance  Association,  and  treated  of  the  ef- 
fects of  alcoholism  on  the  human  body  from  various  standpoints. 
Your  Secretary  presented  a  paper  on  "The  Necessity  for  Increased 
Hospital  Accommodations  for  the  Treatment  of  Contagious  diseases 
in  Large  Cities,"  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  report. 

Conference  at  the  Office  of  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  U.  S.  Marine 

Hospital  Service. 
In  consequence  of  the  fact  that  the  Legislature  was  considering 
the  expediency  of  discontinuing  a  full  State  quarantine  service  on  the 
Delaware  river,  your  Secretary  considered  it  a  matter  of  consider- 
able importance  to  learn  the  exact  condition  of  the  service  estab- 
lished by  the  Federal  Government  on  the  Delaware  Bay,  for  the  pre- 
vention of  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases  into  this  Common- 
wealth, and  for  that  purpose  visited  Washington  on  the  9th  of  May. 
In  the  absence  of  the  Surgeon  General,  an  interview  was  had  with 
his  first  assistant,  and  the  fact  was  demonstrated  that,  although  the 
arrangements  at  the  Delaware  Breakwater  and  at  Reedy  Island  were 
not  such  as  are  demanded  by  modern  maritime  sanitation  in  the 
interest  of  the  comfort  of  passengers  and  of  the  least  possible  inter- 
ference with  traffic,  yet  they  could  be  relied  upon  to  prevent  intro- 
duction of  contagion.  Assurances  were  given  your  Secretary  that 
the  points  with  regard  to  which  there  is  at  present  a  deficiency  would 
be  carefully  considered,  and  so  far  as  possible  remedied  at  an  early 
date.    Information  has  since  been  received  that  the  accommodations 
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at  the  Breakwater  have  been  enlarged,  and  that  the  water  supply  has 
been  found  on  analysis  to  be  pure. 

Annual  Meeting  of  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  forty-fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania  took  place  at  Chambersburg,  May  21  to  24,  1895. 
The  address  on  "Hygiene"  was  delivered  by  a  woman,  Dr.  Hilde- 
garde  H.  Longsdorf,  of  Carlisle,  and  was  a  strong  and  well  consid- 
ered plea  for  more  extended  governmental  supervision  for  the  con- 
trol of  immorality  in  all  its  phases,  as  to  this  could  be  traced,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  essayist,  more  than  to  any  other  cause,  the  race  de- 
terioration which  is  going  on  at  the  present  time. 

Dr.  George  G.  Groff,  of  this  Board,  read  an  earnest  paper  on  "Ty- 
phoid Fever  and  the  Carelessness  of  the  General  Public  in  Spreading 
the  Germs  of  the  Disease." 

Your  Secretary  presented  a  paper  on  "The  Necessity  for  a  State* 
System  of  Registration  of  Vital  Statistics  in  Pennsylvania,"  a  copy 
of  which  is  appended. 

Dr.  F.  LeMoyne,  of  Pittsburgh,  presented  an  important  paper  on 
the  subject  of  "The  Necessity  for  the  Advertisement  and  Isolation 
of  Certain  Contagious  and  Infectious  Diseases."  , 

Other  papers  on  sanitary  subjects  were  presented,  and  it  was 
noticeable  that  these  questions  excited  on  the  whole  more  interest 
and  provoked  more  discussion  than  those  relating  to  medical  practice. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Society: 

A  resolution  urging  Congress  to  establish  a  Department  of  Health 
at  Washington. 

A  resolution  urging  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  to  pass  a  bill 
which  would  enable  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  establish  a  proper 
system  of  registration  of  vital  statistics  in  this  State. 

A  resolution  suggesting  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  the  import- 
ance of  keeping  vaccine  propagating  establishments  under  constant 
supervision. 

Bacteriological  Convention. 
On  the  22d  and  23d  days  of  June,  your  Secretary  attended  a  con- 
vention of  bacteriologists  in  the  city  of  New  York.  This  convention 
was  called  by  a  committee  of  the  American  Public  Health  Associa- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  agreeing  upon  greater  uniformity  of  methods 
in  making  bacteriological  examinations  of  drinking  waters.  Its 
probable  result  will  be  the  formation  of  a  national  society  for  the  pro- 
motion of  this  important  branch  of  scientific  investigation.  The  fact 
was  made  evident  that  the  actual  demonstration  of  the  presence  of 
the  typhoid  bacillus,  so  called,  in  drinking  water  is  still  a  matter  of 
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the  greatest  difficulty  and  of  very  unusual  accomplishment.  Dr.  W. 
M.  L.  Coplin,  bacteriologist  to  the  Board,  was  also  in  attendance  and 
took  part  in  the  discussions,  which  were  of  the  deepest  interest.  A 
committee  of  seven  distinguished  investigators  from  Canada  and  the 
United  States,  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  whole  field  of  bic 
teriology  and  to  decide  as  to  standard  types,  methods  of  cultivation 
and  the  interpretation  of  results. 

Associated  Boards  of  Health  of  Lackawanna  County. 
The  several  local  boards  of  health  of  Lackawanna  county  have 
taken  the  initiative  in  this  State  in  the  matter  of  organization  for 
mutual  improvement  and  support,  and  have  assumed  the  above  re- 
corded title.  Their  by-laws  state  the  object  to  "be  the  promotion  of 
public  health  and  uniformity  of  sanitary  administration  in  Lack.i- 
,  wanna  county."  Your  Secretary,  in  company  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Associated  Health  Authorities  of  Pennsylvania,  Prof.  Wm. 
B.  Atkinson,  of  Philadelphia,  attended  the  first  semi-annual  conven- 
tion of  this  body  at  the  rooms  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Scran  ton,  on 
Tuesday,  October  15,  1895,  by  invitation.  The  attendance  was  un- 
expectedly large.  Interesting  papers  were  read,  and  the  discussions 
evinced  an  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  the  participants  to  profit  by« 
the  occasion.  Your  Secretary  addressed  the  convention  on  *^The 
Sanitary  Code  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  Restriction  of  Communicable 
Diseases,"  explaining  the  provisions  of  the  new  law  on  the  subject. 
Prof.  Atkinson  read  a  useful  paper  on  "The  Practical  Control  of  Con- 
tagious Diseases."  Of  the  great  value  to  tlie  State  of  organizations 
(Of  this  kind  there  can  be  no  question,  and  it  might  be  well  for  the 
Board  to  put  itself  on  record  at  this  meeting  as  recommending  the 
boards  of  health  in  each  county  to  follow  the  excellent  example  thus 
set  by  those  of  Lackawanna. 

Communicable  Diseases. 
Small-Pox. 
Owing  to  the  very  general  enforcement  of  vaccination,  especially 
in  the  case  of  school  children,  rendered  necessary  by  the  presence  of 
wnall-pox  during  the  two  years  previous,  there  have  only  been  nine 
points  at  which  that  disease  has  been  present  during  the  past  year, 
and  in  these  it  has  been  held  well  in  check.  It  existed  in  Philadel- 
phia when  the  year  opened,  and,  although  there  have  never  been 
cases  enough  at  any  one  time  to  cause  great  uneasiness,  at  no  time 
has  the  city  been  entirely  free  from  its  presence.  On  the  twelfth  day 
of  January,  the  disease  having  spread  to  three  other  points  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  city,  viz,  the  villages  of  Avondale  and  Ash- 
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bourne  and  the  borough  of  Ridley  Park,  the  Board  adopted  a  resolu- 
tion instracting  the  Secretary  to  notify  the  authorities  and  physi- 
cians of  those  places  of  the  necessity  f(Jr  increased  vigilance.  This 
resolution  was  sent  to  local  boards  of  health  in  all  towns  surrounding 
Philadelphia,  and  was  given  general  publicity  by  the  daily  press. 
The  total  number  of  cases  in  Philadelphia  has  been  396  of  which  55 
have  proved  fatal.    There  is  now  but  one  case  in  the  city. 

The  Ashbourne  outbreak  was  promptly  taken  in  hand  by  Medical 
Inspector  Cooper,  aided  by  a  committee  of  citizens.    Houses  were 
placarded,  strict  quarantine  was  enforced,  vaccination  was  universal 
and  the  disease  was  quickly  stamped  out.    The  first  case  occurred  in 
the  family  of  a  barber,  and  being  mistaken  by  the  attending  physi- 
cian for  chicken-pox,  no  proper  precautions  were  taken  and  the  in- 
fection quickly  spread.    Nine  cases  occurred  with  one  death.    Seven 
houses  were  quarantined.    This  experience,  following  so  closely  upon 
the  disastrous  error  in  diagnosis  at  Danville  the  year  previous,  con- 
vinced the  Board  that  too  little  attention  was  being  given  in  our 
medical  colleges  to  the  instruction  of  students  in  the  symptomatology 
and  differential  diagnosis  of  the  eruptive  contagions.    A  resolution 
was  therefore  adopted  that  it  was  desirable  that  in  all  cities  having 
hospitals  for  contagious  diseases  arrangements  should  be  made  by    • 
which  medical  students  could  be  practically  instructed  in  the  symp- 
toms of  such  affections.    This  resolution  was  transmitted  to  the 
deans   of  medical   colleges   in   Philadelphia   and   Pittsburgh,   and 
throughout  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico,  and  to  all  State 
«nd  provincial  boards  of  health.    One  case  was  brought  to  Danville, 
Contour  county,  from  the  city  of  New  York,  in  the  month  of  Janu- 
ary.   Profiting  by  their  previous  unfortunate  experience,  the  local 
board  of  health  instantly  isolated  the  patient  and  no  other  cases  oc- 
curred.   Two  cases  occurred  in  Pittsburgh,  one  of  them  in  transit 
from  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  and  were  at  once  taken  to  the  Munici- 
pal hospital,  where  they  recovered  without  communicating  the  disease. 
Three  cases  occurred  at  Nazareth,  Northampton  county,  in  Decem- 
ber, 1894,  which  had  been  contracted  by  relatives  visiting  a  family 
In  Philadelphia  suffering  from  this  disease,  and  one  case  at  Wilkes- 
Barre,  Luzerne  county,  in  February,  1895,  of  which  no  origin  was 
given. 

Typhoid  Fever. 
This  disease,  which,  like  sin,  is  "a  reproach  to  any  people,"  pre- 
vailed to  about  its  usual  extent,  the  Board  ha^  ing  aided  in  its  sup- 
pression in  twenty-five  instances.  It  was  to  have  been  expected 
that  the  protracted  drought  of  the  last  few  m  mths  would  produce 
a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  eases.  That  i1  has  not  done  so  may 
fairly  be  attributed  to  the  care  exercised  by  the  newly  organized 
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local  boards  of  health,  in  urging  the  use  of  boiled  water,  and  in  in- 
Bisting  on  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  of  the  sick.  The  outbreak 
of  this  disease  at  Oil  City' in  the  month  of  April,  afforded  a  most 
convincing  demonstration  of  the  persistent  vitality  of  the  typhoid 
germ  when  frozen,  and  of  its  portability  in  large  streams  for  ver\ 
considerable  distances.  The  county  medical  inspector  reported  hav- 
ing found  that  the  disease  existed  in  all  parts  of  the  city  except 
lone  ward  which  had  only  one  case,  and  this  ward  gets  its  watev 
supply  independently  of  the  general  city  supply,  from  a  spring  run. 
The  rest  of  the  city  obtains  its  water  from  the  Allegheny  river, 
pumping  up  to  a  reservoir  and  distributing  by  gravitation.  The 
disease  began  to  make  its  appearance  as  soon  as  the  ice  began  to 
melt,  and  the  material  that  had  been  collecting  at  various  points 
along  the  river  was  thrown  into  the  stream  by  the  melting  snow. 
The  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  during  the  winter  at  towns  above 
was  demonstrated.  It  was  found  that  every  case  had  been  drinking 
the  polluted  water  without  boiling,  and  in  no  case  had  the  disease 
appeared  where  the  water  had  been  boiled  before  using.  The 
water,  on  examination,  was  found  to  contain  a  large  amount  of 
organic  material. 

Scarlet  Fever 
has  been  reported  in  a  greater  number  of  places  than  ever  before,  in 
all  twenty-two,  and  in  some  instances  has  been  of  quite  a  virulent 
type. 

Diphtheria 

continues  to  be  the  most  serious  scourge  from  which  our  people  now 
suflfer,  the  Board  having  been  called  upon  for  advice  or  executive 
action  in  thirty-six  outbreaks.  The  number  of  cases  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  has  been  3,423,  with  1,247  deaths,  as  compared  with 
3,159  cases  and  1,047  deaths  in  the  year  previous,  and  this  notwith- 
standing the  employment  of  the  anti-diphtheric  serum  by  a  very  con- 
siderable proportion  of  physicians.  Up  to  the  present  time  statistics 
appear  strongly  confirmatory  of  the  value  of  this  agent.  Until,  how- 
ever, we  can  educate  our  masses  into  the  same  wholesome  belief  in 
and  dread  of  the  infectiousness  of  this  disease  that  they  now  enter- 
tain with  regard  to  smallpox,  we  must  expect  to  see  it  reap  a  large 
harvest. 

Inspections, 
Disinfecting  Plant  at  Reedy  Island. 
On  Saturday,  November  24,  1894,  on  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Georj^e 
Purviance,  of  the  United  States  Marine  Hospital  Service,  in  coiii- 
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pany  with  the  Health  Officer  of  Philadelphia  and  members  of  the 
Board  of  Health  and  of  the  State  Quarantine  Board  of  Philadelphia, 
the  Secretary  visited  the  United  States  Quarantine  Station  at  Reedy 
Island  in  the  Delaware  Bay,  about  forty  miles  below  Philadelphia. 
The  accommodations  for  patients  at  this  place  are  very  limited.  The 
island  is  distant  from  the  mainland  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile, 
communication  being  had  with  the  village  of  Port  Penn,  Delaware, 
bj  means  of  a  steam  launch.  There  is  absolutely  no  provision  here 
for  the  accommodation  of  suspects.  The  only  recourse,  if  a  vessel 
arrives  at  this  Station  with  communicable  disease  on  board,  making 
it  necessary  to  keep  the  crew  and  passengers  under  observation,  is 
to  send  her  back  to  the  United  States  Quarantine  Station  at  Lewes, 
at  the  mouth  of  the  bay,  fifty  miles  further  down.  The  appliances 
for  the  disinfection  of  both  vessels  and  effects  of  passengers  are  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  modern  sanitation. 

Vaccine  Propagating  Establishments. 

On .  the  fourteenth  day  of  December,  1894,  in  company  with  Dr. 
Gardner  T.  Swarts,  Secretary  of  the  Rhode  Island  Board  of  Health, 
and  other  members  of  the  National  Conference  of  State  Boards  of 
Health,  the  Secretary  particijwted  in  an  inspection  of  the  so-called 
"National"  vaccine  establishment,  near  Washington.  Ample  op- 
portunity was  afforded  by  the  proprietor,  Dr.  Ralph  Walsh,  to  in- 
spect the  entire  establishment,  and  to  witness  the  operation  of 
vaccination  of  animals. 

The  Lancaster  CJounty  Vaccine  Farm,  at  >farietta,  Pennsylvania, 
under  the  management  of  Dr.  H.  M.  Alexander,  was  also  inspected 
by  Dr.  Swarts  and  your  Secretary,  December  15, 1894.  Both  of  these 
gentlemen  are  conducting  their  work  with  regard  to  modern  antisep- 
tic precautions,  but  the  arrangements  for  this  purpose  at  the  latter 
establishment  are  the  more  complete  and  effective.  Reports  of  these 
inspections  are  appended. 

Dauphin  County  Court  House. 
Accompanied  by  County  Medical  Inspector  Hartman,  the  Secre- 
tary, on  April  25*  inspected  the  new  annex  to  the  Dauphin  county 
court  house  at  Harrisburg.  Several  defects  in  the  ventilation  and 
plumbing  were  pointed  otit  to  the  architect  and  building  committee, 
who  promised  that  they  should  be  rectified. 

Antitoxin  Laboratory. 
In  the  month  of  April,  the  Secretary  made  a  careful  inspection  of 
the  diphtheria  antitoxin  laboratory  of  the  H.  K.  Mulford  Company, 
and  was  favorably  impressed  with  the  precautions  taken  in  every 
2-18-95  Y^  T 
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respect.  The  gentleman  who  had  charge  of  the  scientific  work  is 
Dr.  Jos.  McFarland,  assistant  demonstrator  of  Pathology  in  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  inspection  left  no  doubt  that 
everything  is  done  in  the  most  careful  manner.  Horses  were  seen  in 
every  ytage  of  process,  from  the  first  inoculation  to  the  immunized 
animal,  and  the  antitoxin  itself,  which  had  been  perfected,  was 
ready  to  place  on  the  market. 

Vaccine  Establishments  in  Pennsylvania. 
The  Jenner  Vaccine  Farm  and  the  Establishment  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Vaccine  Company,  both  in  Chambersburg,  were  visited  May  22 
and  23.  These  so-called  farms  labor  under  the  disadvantage  of  being 
situated  in  the  centre  of  a  large  town  where  the  air  is  necessarily 
more  or  less  full  of  disease  germs  and  noxious  emanations.  The 
precautions  as  regards  cleanliness  were  not  such  as  could  honestly 
be  commended. 

Lancaster  County  Vaccine  Farm. 
Together  with  the  entire  Board,  your  Secretary,  on  July  11,  made 
a  most  thorough  inspection  of  the  vaccine  propagating  plant  of  Dr. 
H.  M.  Alexander,  at  Marietta,  Lancaster  county.  This  is  undoubt- 
edly the  largest  and  best  arranged  establishment  of  its  kind  in  the 
country  and  probably  in  the  world.  The  expedients  for  ensuring 
cleanliness  from  the  time  the  animal  enters  the  stables  until  it  leaves, 
are  ingenious  and  admirable,  and  the  surrounding  country  furnishes 
heifers  of  known  pedigree  and  assured  freedom  from  disease.  The 
State  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having  so  carefully  constructed  and 
well  managed  an  establishment  for  this  important  work  within  its 
borders. 

Water  Supply  of  Wilkes-Barre. 
At  the  request  of  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Wilkes-Barre,  your 
Secretary,  accompanied  by  the  Medical  Inspector  of  Luzerne  County, 
Dr.  Chas.  P.  Knapp,  the  medical  inspector  of  Philadelphia  county,  Dr. 
Wm.  B.  Atkinson,  and  Health  Officer  Evans,  of  Wilkes-Barre,  visited 
the  reservoirs  and  works  of  the  Crystal  Spring  Water  Company,  on 
the  16th  day  of  October.  In  consequence  of  the  excessive  drought  of 
the  past  summer  and  fall,  all  the  sources  of  supply  of  this  company 
were  exhausted.  The  most  important  of  these  was  an  immense 
shallow  depression  of  about  four  hundred  and  fifty  acres  on  the  top 
of  the  Wilkes-Barre  mountain,  some  ten  or  twelve  miles  from  the 
city.  In  the  centre  of  this  area  was  formerly  a  stagnant  pond, 
known  to  huntsmen  and  miners  as  "Stink  Pond,"  in  consequence  of 
tlie  foul  odors  arising  from  its  surface.    By  damming  up  one  end  of 
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this  depression,  tlie  surrounding  forest  land  had  been  overflowed  and 
the  trees  had  died.  Advantage  had  been  taken  of  the  vv^inter  season 
to  cut  these  off  on  the  level  of  the  ice  and  remove  them.  The  stumps 
were  thus  left  to  decay,  with  the  result  of  filling  the  pond  with  a 
muck  of  foul,  decomposing  vegetable  matter  of  many  feet  in  depth. 
To  this  new  sheet  of  water  the  name  of  "Crystal  Lake"  had  been 
given.  This  change  of  name,  however,  failed  to  change  its  odor,  and 
your  Secretary  felt  compelled  to  instruct  the  company  to  cease  to  de- 
liver water  to  the  city  of  Wilkes-Barre,  either  from  this  reservoir  or 
from  a  rivulet  known  as  Solomon's  creek,  which  is  simply  the  open 
sewer  of  the  thriving  mining  village  of  Far  View.  Recent  advices 
indicate  the  probability  that  this  company  will  unite  with  other  com- 
]>anies  in  obtaining  a  copious  and  pure  water  supply  from  either  the 
Lehigh  or  the  Susquehanna. 

Electrozone  Plant. 
On  the  afternoon  of  October  18,  your  Secretary,  in  company  with 
Dr.  Pemberton  Dudley,  President  of  the  Board,  and  Dr.  Wm.  B.  At- 
kinson, medical  inspector,  were  present  by  invitation  of  the  Director 
of  Public  Safety  of  Philadelphia  at  a  demonstration  of  the  new  anti- 
sei>tic,  electrozone,  given  by  its  inventor,  Mr.  Wolf,  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Bureau  of  Health  of  that  city.  The  Board  will  remember  that 
the  Secretary,  in  a  previous  report,  described  the  effects  of  this 
ag^nt  as  witnessed  by  him  at  the  village  of  Brewster,  N.  Y.,  in  its 
application  to  sewage  and  to  drinking  water.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  scientific  demonstration,  an  inspection  of  a  plant  for  the  genera- 
lion  of  this  material  in  the  basement  of  the  building  was  made.  The 
process  consists,  as  before  explained,  in  the  passage  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  fine  currents  of  electricity  through  salt  water.  The  saline 
solution  is  decomposed,  with  the  result  of  the  formation  of  hypo- 
chlorites and  of  nascent  ozowe.  The  deodorizing  and  'antiseptic  or 
antiputrefactive  powers  of  the  fluid  thus  produced  are  unquestion- 
able Whether  it  is  a  disinfectant  in  the  sense  of  possession  the 
power  of  destroying  si>ecific  disease  germs,  observers  are  not  yet 
fully  satisfied.  From  a  clinical  point  of  view,  some  physicians  claim 
to  liave  obtained  remarkably  good  results  from  its  use  in  diphtheria. 
If  oflicacious,  its  cheapness  will  give  it  a  great  advantage.  It  is 
now  being  used  to  sprinkle  the  streets  and  alleys  in  the  more  densely 
crowded  parts  of  the  city. 

An  Aseptic  Dairy  Plant. 
A  number  of  physicians  residing  in  Philadelphia  and  interested  in 
procuring  a  pure  milk  supply  for  that  city,  among  them  your  Secre- 
tary', visited,  November  1.  a  dairy  plant  in  a  neighboring  state.     This 
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plant  is  situated  in  a  rich  grazing  country,  and  it  receives  the  milk 
from  six  or  eight  herds.  The  greatest  care  has  been  exercised  in 
stamping  out  every  vestige  of  tuberculosis  from  the  region.  Under 
the  supervision  of  Prof.  Neale,  of  the  State  Experiment  Station* 
every  animal  has  been  subjected  to  the  tuberculin  test,  and  when 
ever  that  has  been  followed  by  the  characteristic  rise  in  tempera- 
ture, the  cow  has  been  unhesitatingly  slaughtered.  Disinfection 
of  stable^  has  been  carefully  practised,  and  they  are  kept  scrupu- 
lously clean.  The  milk  is  carried  to  the  dairy  in  the  ordinary 
tin  cans.  When  emptied,  these  cans  are  washed  in  flowing  water 
of  assured  purity,  and  then  placed  in  a  steam  sterilizer,  in  which 
they  remain  sufficiently  long  to  become  perfectly  sterile.  The  milk 
is  brought  to  market  in  hermetically  sealed  glass  jars,  which  alsi> 
are  first  washed  and  then  sterilized  before  use. 

The  Addition  of  So-Oalled  Preservatives  to  Milk 
was  wisely  forbidden  by  the  last  Legislature  of  our  State.    The  sub 
stances  mentioned  by  name  in  the  law  are  boracic  acid  salt,  boracio 
acid,  salydlic  acid  and  salicylate  of  soda,  but  any  other  acid,  drug, 
compound  or  substance  is  equally  under  the  ban. 

Bovine  Tuberculosis 
still  occupies  a  large  share  of  the  attention  of  those  whose  duty  it  is 
to  look  after  the  purity  of  our  milk  and  meat  supply.  It  may  be  said 
to  have  entirely  passed  the  stage  of  doubt  and  experimentation,  so 
far  as  the  question  of  the  identity  of  the  disease  in  man  and  domestic 
animals  is  concerned,  as  well  as  the  frequency  of  its  transmission 
from  the  latter  to  the  former,  especially  in  milk.  New  facts  are 
continusUy  appearing  to  strengthen  this  belief.  During  the  past 
year,  a  Philadelphia  physician  has  demonstrated  the  fact  of  the 
presence  <:f  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  milk  of  tuberculous  women,  while 
Dr.  Harold  C.  Ernst,  bacteriologist  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School, 
who  has  long  been  working  in  this  field,  has,  in  a  number  of  in- 
stances, foiind  these  bacilli  in  large  quantities  in  tbe  milk  of  tuber- 
culous cows,  whose  udders  were  free  from  all  trace  of  tubercle. 
The  forthcoming  annual  report  of  our  Board,  the  issue  of  which  has 
been  unfortunately  delayed  by  the  burning  of  the  State  Printing 
office,  will  contain  a  valuable  report  on  this  subject  from  the  pen  of 
oui'  late  bacteriologist,  Dr.  Coplin.  The  Bureau  of  Health  of  Phila- 
delphii  has  shown  its  appreciation  of  the  gravity  of  the  situation 
by  making:  tbe  presentation  of  a  health  certificate  from  a-  respectable 
veterinarian  the  condition  on  which  the  milk  from  any  herd  shall  b<» 
allowed  to  be  offered  for  sale  in  the  city. 
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The  problem  which  now  confronts  sanitarians  is  the  most  prac- 
tical method  of  stamping  out  this  disease  in  the  shortest  possible 
time. 

The  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board  of  Pennsylvania 
was  established  by  the  last  Legislature  to  provfde  for  the  control 
and  suppression  of  dangerous,  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  of 
domestic  animals.  It  has  ample  powers  to  deal  with  this  question 
in  a  radical  and  summary  manner.  The  only  diflSculty  in  its  way 
will  be  the  lack  of  means  to  compensate  in  part  those  whose  property 
it  destroys  for  the  public  good.  Such  boards  have  existed  for  many 
years  in  other  states  and  have  proved  of  essential  utility. 

County  Medical  Inspectors. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Preventable  Diseases  in  his 
annudl  report  last  year  advocated  the  appointment  of  a  medical  in- 
spector in  each  county,  instead  of  the  district  medical  inspectors 
whose  jurisdiction  extended  over  several  counties  each.  The  Board 
approved  the  suggestion.  In  most  instances  the  district  inspectors 
accepted  the  position  of  county  inspectors  in  and  for  the  counties 
in  which  they  resided  respectively.  For  the  other  counties  nomina- 
tions were  solicited  from  the  district  inspectors  and  from  county 
medical  societies  throughout  the  State.  In  certain  instances,  where 
no  nominations  had  been  received,  the  Secretary  proposed  the  names 
of  gentlemen  whom  he  knew  to  take  an  active  and  intelligent  inter- 
est in  sanitary  measures.  In  a  number  of  cases,  however,  it  was 
found  very  diflBcult  to  obtain  the  names  of  any  persons  who  appeared 
to  pcesess  the  necessary  qualifications  for  the  position.  The  Secre- 
tary was  therefore  instructed  to  confer  with  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  representing  counties  for  which  no  appointment  had  been 
made,  and  to  request  from  them  nominations  for  such  counties. 

This  was  done  to  a  very  considerable  extent,  and  there  are  now 
representatives  of  th^  Board  in  and  for  sixty  counties.  The  few 
vacancies  existing  will  be  filled  as  the  right  men  are  found  for  them. 
Many  of  them  have  done  admirable  work,  especially  those  residing 
in  very  populous  districts.  During  the  year  they  have  made  fifty- 
one  inspections  of  serious  nuisances  or  epidemics  under  direct  in- 
structions from  the  Secretary. 

Deputy  Inspectors 
represent  the  Board  in  townships,  fulfilling  the  duties  of  local  health 
oiBcers.    They  serve  entirely  without  pay,  simply  from  motives  of 
patriotism  and  good  citizenship.  Their  zeal  and  self  devotion  in  many 
instances  U  remarkable,  and  deserving  of  all  commendation.    Nine- 
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teen  additional  agents  of  this  class  have  been  appointed  during  tbt^ 
past  year.  The  constant  demand  for  their  services  emphasizes  the 
misfortune  tr  the  State  incurred  in  the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to 
pass  the  bill  for  the  establishment  of  boards  of  health  in  townships. 

New  Boards  of  Health. 

Durinjr  the  year  thirty-eight  new  boards  of  health  have  been  es- 
tablished in  boroughs.  The  present  number  of  boards  and  bureaus 
in  the  State  is  five  hundred  and  forty.  The  rate  of  increment  is  not 
as  rapid  as  it  should  be.  Councils  are  averse  to  sharing  any  of  their 
powers  with  aiiother  body.  In  several  cases  the  threat  of  a  man- 
damus has  cleared  their  mental  perceptions,  and  enabled  them  to 
see  their  duty  in  this  matter. 

Several  cities  of  considerable  size  are  still  working  under  the  an- 
tiquated and  insulBcient  system  of  a  sanitary  committee  of  councils. 
As  was  to  be  expected,  in  many  cases  there  has  been  considerable 
friction  betv  een  the  newly  organized  boards  and  councils,  and  the 
latter  have  abused  their  position  as  controlling  the  borough  treasury 
by  refusing  to  make  appropriations  for  the  uses  of  the  boards.  In 
order  to  settle  questions  of  this  kind  definitely,  your  Secretary-  has 
obtained  the  following 

Legal  Opinions. 

The  Attorney  General  of  the  State  has  decided  as  follows: 

First,  as  to 
The  Right  of  a  Board  of  Health  to  Fix  the  Salaries  of  Its  Officer*. 

"The  act  of  1889  (P.  L.  H06),  incorporating  cities  of  the  third  class, 
in  articU.'  IT,  section  3,  provided  that  *the  Secretary  and  Health 
Officer  shall  receive  such  salaries  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board.'  Tlu- 
act  of  1893  (P.  L.  45),  establishing  boards  of  health  in  boroughs,  in 
section  3,  provided  that  *the  secretary  and  health  officer  shall 
receive  such  salary  as  may  bo  fixed  by  the  Board.'  The 
terms  of  the  acts  referred  to  give  to  the  boards  of  health,  in  cities 
of  the  third  class  and  boroughs,  the  right  to  fix  the  salaries  of  the 
secretaries  and  health  offii^ers.  Since  the  specific  authority  has  been 
conferred  upon  the  boards  of  health,  councils  do  not  have*  the  right 
to  regulate  the  salaries  of  those  officers." 

Secondly,  as  to  the  duty  of  a  borough  council  to  make  an  appro 
priation  to  the  board  of  health. 

"In  section  7  of  the  act  of  May  11th,  1893,  (P.  L.,  47),  it  is  provided 
that  the  Board  of  Health  shall  submit  annually  to  the  council  an  es- 
timate of  the  probable  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  ensuing 
year,  and  the  counci]  shall  then  proceed  to  make  such  appropriation 
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as  thoj  shall  deem  necessary.  This  vests  in  the  council  a  large  dis- 
cretion. Borne  appropriation  must,  however,  be  made  by  the  council, 
but  the  amount  of  that  appropriation  is  discretionary  with  the  coun- 
cil, piovided  that  it  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  secretary 
and  health  officer,  as  fixed  by  the  board.  If  this  is  not  done,  a  man- 
damns  would  lie  to  compel  the  council  to  perform  its  duties  under 
the  law.'' 

Thirdly;  as  to  the  illegality  of  the  withdrawal  by  a  council  of  an 
appropriation  once  made  to  the  board  of  health. 

'*Wh«n)  an  appropriation  is  made  by  a  council  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose, it  is  not  lawful  to  use  that  money  for  any  other  purpobe." 

The  following  opinion  as  to  the  applicability  of  the  law  of  1893  to 
all  boroughs,  was  rendered  by  the  Hon.  H.  D.  Saylor,  solicitor  to  the 
borough  of  Pottstown,  at  a  meeting  of  the  council  of  that  borough,  as 
to  whether  "the  act  enabling  borough  councils  to  establish  boards  of 
health'  applied  to  the  borough  of  Pottstown." 

It  was  contended  by  certain  members  of  council  that  the  act  was 
not  applicable  to  the  borough  of  Pottstown  for  the  reason  that  the 
borough  is  working  under  a  special  charter,  and  that  the  act  estab- 
lishing borough  boards  of  health  could  not  alter  such  a  charter  or 
afifect  it  in  any  way.  The  opinion  was  that,  'When  the  act  in  ques- 
tion uses  the  words,  'of  every  borough  in  this  Commonwealth,'  it 
means  boroughs  incorporated  under  special  as  well  as  general  laws, 
and  that  its  i)rovisions  thereof  apply  to  the  borough  of  Pottstown." 

All  of  these  opinions  have  been  of  great  service  to  your  Secretary 
in  enabling  him  to  aid  local  boards  in  asserting  their  rights.     . 

Successful  Prosecution. 

In  consequence  of  the  obstinate  refusal  of  the  proprietor  of  a 
bone-boiling  establishment  in  Whitpain  township,  Montgomery 
county,  to  obey  the  order  of  the  Board,  and  abate  the  very  offensive 
nuisance  which  he  was  creating,  the  Secretary  instructed  Dr.  H.  H. 
Whitcomb,  county  medical  inspector,  to  have  the  man  arrested  and 
shut  up  his  establishment.  This  was  promptly  done.  By  the  advice 
of  his  attorney,  the  offender  pleaded  guilty,  and  will  be  sentenced  at 
the  next  term  of  court.  A  similar  arrest  was  made  of  the  proprietor 
of  a  filthy  slaughter  house  just  outside  the  limits  of  Emaus,  in  Salis- 
bury township,  Lancaster  county.  This  case  comes  up  for  trial  dur- 
inf?  the  present  month. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  the  Board  that,  in  every  instance 
in  which  it  has  appealed  to  the  courts  it  has  been  sustained. 

This  has  perhaps  been  due  to  the  fact  that  it  has  been  slow  to 
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rush  into  litigation,  preferring  to  exhaust  all  other  means  of  com- 
pelling obedience  to  its  mandates  first 

Resignations  and  Appointments. 

The  Board  has  been  compelled  reluctantly  to  accept  the  resigna- 
tion of  its  chemist,  Prof.  Henry  Leffmann,  M.  D.,  and  its  bacterio- 
logist, Prof.  W.  M.  L.  Coplin,  M.  D.,  the  latter  gentleman  having 
been  called  to  fill  the  chair  of  pathology  at  the  Vanderbilt  University 
at  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

In  consequence  of  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Henry  Leffmann,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  immediately  make  some  other  arrangements  for 
testing  samples  of  drinking  waters,  which  were  constantly  being 
sent  to  the  Secretary,  and  he  accordingly  addressed  a  communica- 
tion to  Prof.  John  S.  Billings,  professor  of  hygiene  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  requesting  that  some  arrangements  should  be  en- 
tered into  by  which  the  laboratory  of  hygiene  of  the  University  could 
be  made  use  of  by  the  State  Board.  After  some  correspondence,  a 
personal  interview  took  place  at  the  office  of  the  Board.  It  was  de- 
cided that  the  Board  should  have  the  use  of  the  laboratory  of  hy- 
giene for  investigations  for  this  purpose,  and  that  the  same  fee  which 
had  been  paid  heretofore  to  a  private  chemist  should  be  paid  to  the 
assistant  chemist  of  the  laboratory.  Prof.  Billings  has  signified  his 
readiness,  during  the  sessions  of  the  University,  when  he  will  be 
present,  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  of  such  investigations. 
During  the  summer  season,  the  assistant  chemist,  Dr.  D.  H.  Bergey, 
a  young  man  thoroughly  equipped  to  make  such  investigations,  has 
had  active  charge. 

While  holding  the  election  of  a  bacteriologist  under  advisement, 
the  Board  elected  Dr.  Robert  L.  Pitfield,  of  Philadelphia,  assistant 
bacteriologist.    Reports  of  both  these  officers  are  appended. 

The  State  Quarantine  Board  for  the  Port  of  Philadelphia, 
while  continued  by  act  of  Assembly,  has  had  its  functions  somewhat 
modified,  becoming  a  quarantine  of  observation  and  inspection  only. 
It  has  established  its  new  station  in  the  borough  of  Marcus  Hook, 
dose  to  the  Delaware  line. 

The  total  number  of  vessels  inspected  and  permitted  up  during  the 
year  ending  July  1, 1895,  was  fifteen  hundred  and  five  (1,505),  and  the 
number  of  passengers  inspected  and  passed  during  the  same  period, 
twenty-nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  eleven  (29,111). 

Throughout  the  year,  certificates  of  disinfection  were  required  for 
all  rags  and  other  articles  of  merchandise  liable  to  convey  diseases. 
All  cargoes  deficient  in  certificates  of  disinfection  were  denied  ad- 
mittance to  the  port,  for  such  articles,  at  least,  which  did  not  present 
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the  proper  certificates  of  disinfection.  The  articles  for  which  certifi- 
cates of  disinfection,  after  some  of  the. methods  prescribed  bv  the 
United  States  Treasury's  regulations  are  rags,  human  hair,  bed 
feathers,  second  hand  bedding,  and  worn  clothing;  also,  any  articles 
liable  to  convey  diseaee  coming  from  any  infected  port,  must  have 
certificates  of  disinfection  corresponding  thereto  before  they  are  ad- 
mitted to  the  port. 

On  the  twenty-first  day  of  December,  1894,  it  became  necessary  for 
the  quarantine  physician,  in  order  to  avoid  a  disastrous  interference 
with  commerce,  and  great  inconvenience,  if  not  suffering,  to  passen- 
gers, to  receive  at  the  station  the  steerage  passengers  of  the  steam- 
ship Southwark,  who  had  been  exposed  to  the  contagix)n  of  small-pox 
on  the  voyage  from  Liverpool,  to  the  number  of  three  hundred  and 
sixty-five  (365).  To  provide  accommodations  and  food  for  this  large 
number  of  persons  on  such  short  notice  was  no  easy  task.  It  is 
greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  quarantine  physician.  Dr.  Boenning,  and 
his  deputies,  and  of  the  superintendent,  Mr.  McLaughlin,  that  these 
people  were  housed  and  fed  and  kept  warm,  notwithstanding  the  in- 
tense cold,  during  their  detention  of  fourteen  days.  This  is  suffi- 
ciently proven  by  the  fact  that  only  one  very  serious  case  of  illness 
occurred  and  that  a  chronic  case  of  alcoholism,  which  proved  fatal. 
A  full  report  of  the  incident  will  appear  in  the  appendix. 

The  State  Medical  Examining  Board  and  Council 

have  amply  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  their  establishment,  having 
already  refused  ninety-four  imperfectly  qualified  graduates  permis- 
sion to  practice. 

The  summary  of  the  results  of  the  examinations  by  the  three 
boards  is  as  follows:

A  full  list  of  those  passed  is  appended  to  this  report. 

In  consequence  of  the  election  of  Dr.  Pemberton  Dudley  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  that  gentleman  now  takes  the 
place  of  Dr.  Samuel  T.  Davis,  on  the  State  Medical  Council.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Council  has  received  official  notice  of  this  change. 
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The  permanent  establishment  of  the  office  of 
State  Forestry  Commissioner 
by  the  last  I^egislature  must  be  regarded  with  satisfaction  by  all 
those  who  are  acquainted  with  the  wanton  destruction  of  the  forests 
of  the  State,  and  who  appreciate  how  intimately  large  areas  of  wood- 
land are  associated  with  the  permanence  and  purity  of  water  sup- 
plies. The  State  Board  of  Health  will  have  in  the  Commissioner, 
Prof.  Rothrock,  an  able,  enthusiastic,  and  willing  ally  in  its  efforts 
to  prevent  the  contamination  of  the  great  water  sheds  of  the  State. 

The  "act  to  provide  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  health  by 
diminishing  the  danger  from  contagious  and  infectious  diseases 
through  the  creation  of  a 

State  Board  of  Undertakers, 
to  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cities,  and  which  requires  "all  who  prac- 
tise this  calling  to  have  a  reasonable  knowledge  of  sanitation,  pre- 
servation of  the  dead,  disinfecting  the  bodies  of  deceased  persons, 
and  the  apartment,  clothing  and  bedding  in  cases  of  death  from  in- 
fectious or  contagious  diseases"  is  also  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

We  have  thus  cursorily  run  over  the  principal  features  of  the  work 
of  the  Board,  of  its  Secretary  and  its  agents,  of  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  State  and  the  legislation  for  its  improvement,  during  the 
tenth  complete  year  of  its  existence. 

While  from  year  to  year  we  may  feel  discouraged  as  we  note  the 
very  gradual  character  of  our  progress  in  educating  the  State  and  its 
lawmakers  in  the  principles  and  practice  of  an  enlightened  sanita- 
tion, yet  when  we  cast  a  glance  backward  over  a  decade,  when  we 
compare  the  few  scattered  boards  of  health  of  the  State  at  its  begin- 
ning, which  could  be  numbered  on  one's  fingers,  with  the  five  hun- 
dred and  forty  boards  now  doing  good  service  all  over  the  Common- 
wealth, and  looking  to  the  Central  Board  for  advice  and  guidance, 
when  we  contrast  the  apathy  which  then  prevailed  in  regard  to 
public  health  with  the  intelligent  and  lively  interest  which  is  now 
witnessed  even  in  our  smaller  towns,  when  we  note  the  readiness  of 
municipal  authorities,  corporations  and  companies  to  adopt  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  Board,  in  correcting  sanitary  defects  even  at  the 
cost  of  large  outlay,  we  may  well  congratulate  ourselves  on  the  past 
and  look  forward  hopefully  to  the  future.  It  only  remains  for  your 
Secretary  to  express  his  grateful  acknowledgments  for  your  unfail- 
ing confidence  in  him  and  your  ever  ready  co-operation  with  him  in 
his  efforts  to  discharge  the  important  duties  of  his  office.

Gentlemen:  Your  committee  begs  leave  lespectfully 
to  report  that,  in  accordance  with  instructions  con- 
veyed to  it  at  its  last  meeting,  it  has  prepared  and  in- 
troduced in  the  State  Legislature  bills  for  the  foil  > wing 
purposes,  namely: 

An  act  to  remove  limitations  on  the  appropriations 
to  the  Board;  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator 
Penrose,  of  Philadelphia,  January  1st,  and  in  the 
House  by  Mr.  De  Velin,  of  Philadelphia,  January  l>th. 

An  act  to  remove  restrictions  on  the  binding  of  the 
annual  report  of  the  Board;  introduced  in  the  Senate 
by  Senator  Penrose,  January  1st,  and  in  the  House, 
January  9th,  by  Mr.  Pennewill,  of  Philadelphia. 

An  act  to  constitute  school  boards  in  townships 
boards  of  health;  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator 
Penrose,  January  1st,  and  in  the  House  by  Mr.  Rlter, 
January  9th. 
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An  act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Board;  introduced  in  the  House  by  Mr. 
Stineman,  of  Cambria  county,  January  9th. 

An  act  to  establish  a  laboratory  of  hygiene  and  bac- 
teriology at  the  Capital  of  the  State;  introduced  in  the 
House  by  Mr.  Lytic,  of  Huntingdon  county,  January 
10th. 

An  act  to  authorize  the  employment  of  a  registra- 
tion clerk  in  the  Central  Bureau  of  Vital  fciStatislics  at 
the  State  Capitol;  introduced  in  the  House  by  Mr. 
Crothers,  of  Philadelphia,  January  10. 

An  act  instructing  the  State  Board  of  Health  to 
make  a  special  investigation  into  the  sources  of  pollu- 
tion of  the  water  supplies  of  the  State;  introduced  in 
the  House  by  Mr.  Culbertson,  of  Allegheny  county, 
January  10th. 

An  ac  to  continue  the  emergency  fund  of  f.^iO.OOO; 
introduced  in  the  House  by  Mr.  Fow,  of  Philadelphia, 
January  9th. 

These  bills  have  all  been  submitted  to  Mr.  John  (i. 
Johnson,  of  Philadelphia,  an  attorney  who  has  had 
much  experience  in  drafting  bills  for  the  Legi8latur*\ 
and  have  met  with  his  approval,  sa\^  in  one  instance, 
that  of  the  act  to  remove  the  limitations  to  the  appro- 
I)riation  to  the  Board,  whi(*h  has  been  rewritten  by 
that  gentleman.  His  criticisms  on  the  bill  to  establish 
boards  of  health  in  townships  will  be  submitted  when 
that  bill  comes  up  for  the  special  consideration  of  the 
Board.

this  act  had  been  returned  to  him  by  Dr.  Groff  as  beinir 
incomplete.  He  su])posed  that  Dr.  (rroff's  meaning  was 
that  the  entire  act  had  not  been  rehearsed  in  amend- 
ment, and  having  submitted  the  same  to  ^Ir.  Johnson, 
he  had,  as  alreadv  stated,  rewritten  it  in(ir  somewhat 
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simplor  form,  which  he  thought  would  remove  the  ob- 
jection. Dr.  (ii-otf  stated  that  it  was  not  so  much  the 
form  of  the  bill  which  he  had  in  his  mind  as  being  in- 
complete, as  the  fact  that  it  made  no  provision  for 
w^movinp^  the  limitation  on  tlie  salary  of  the  S<M-retarY. 
It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Howard  Murphy,  C.  E.,  and  sec- 
onded by  Dr.  Groff,  that  the  act  be  amended  in  this 
particular,  and  that  the  amount  of  |5,000  be  inserted 
as  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  per  annum.

boards  of  health  for  townships.  The  Secn^tary  read  fo^n^ifps ****'***  *" 
that  portion  of  Mr.  Johnson's  letter  which  referred  to 
this  subject,  in  which  he  stated  that,  while  he  believed 
such  an  act  to  be  constitutional,  it  was  a  question 
whether  it  would. not  be  better  to  make  it  binding  only 
on  members  of  health  boards  who  should  be  elected  to 
office  after  the  passage  of  the  act.  Dr.  Groff  moved  to 
amend  section  five  by  omitting  the  word  "arresting," 
and  changing  the  word  "treatment"  to  the  word  "cure.'' 
It  was  carried.  On  the  suggestion  of  the  president  it 
was  determined  that  further  consideration  of  this  bill 
bepo8tj>oneduntilthe  Secretary  should  endeavor  to  ob- 
tain the  presence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Schaeffer,  the  Stat<» 
Superintendent  of  Public  Education.  Dr.  Schaeffer 
being  present,  the  consideration  of  the  bill  was  re- 
sumed. Dr.  Schaeffer  expressed  himself  as  in  favor  of 
the  bill  as  a  whole.  He  considered  that  the  attempt 
heretofore  made  to  forbid  the  attendance  of  children, 
in  whose  families  contagious  disease  existed,  on  pub- 
lic schools,  was  rendered  null  and  void  by  the  fact  that 
such  children  were  not  restrained  from  attending  Sun- 
day school,  church  and  other  public  gatherincs.  and 
that  if  this  additional  power  were  given  to  boards  of 
education,  such  attendance  on  other  places  of  publir 
assemblage  could  be  directly  prevented.  He  believed 
that  the  Section  No.  9,  which,  authorized  the  school 
board  to  levy  and  collect  a  health  tax,  would,  in  the 
first  place,  be  of  little  use,  from  the  fact  that  in  many 
cases  it  was  almost  impossible  to  induce  school  boards 
to  collect  a  school  tax,  and  that,  in  the  second  place, 
there  was  great  risk  that  it  would  defeat  the  bill  in 
the  L(*gislature.  Mr.  Cook  moved  that  section  nine, 
containing  the  clause  referred  to,  should  be  omitted. 
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and  that  the  Oonxmittee  on  Sanitary  Legislation  be 
instructed  to  consider  whether  another  method  of  pro* 
Tiding  for  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  under  the  opera- 
tion of  the  proposed  act  is  feasible,  with  power  to  act. 
It  was  carried. 

The  Board  then,  on  motion,  took  a  recess  until  2 
p.  m. 

On  reassembling  at  2  p.  m.,  a  telegram  from  Dr.  Mc- 
Clelland was  read.  The  act  making  an  appropriation 
for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Board  was  then  con- 
sidered and  adopted  as  read. 

An  act  to  establish  a  laboratory  of  hygiene  at  the 
capital  of  the  State  was,  on  motion,  amended  by  re- 
ducing the  sum  asked  for  for  renting  and  equipping  a 
station  to  |5,000,  and  increasing  the  amount  for  sal- 
aries and  running  expenses  to  $6,000  for  two  years. 

The  Secretary  tlien  moved  that  the  order  of  business 
be  interrupted  in  order  to  permit  Dr.  Hoskins,  the 
president  of  the  National  Veterinary  Association,  and 
Prof.  Pearson,  the  president  of  the  State  Veterinary 
Association  of  Pennsylvania,  to  appear  before  the 
Board  in  order  to  explain  objects  of  a  proposed  act 
for  the  establishment  of  a  live  stock  sanitary  commis 
sion  for  the  State.  The  Secretary  then  introduced  the 
gentlemen  referred  to,  who  presented  their  arguments 
in  favor  of  the  proposed  act,  and  answered  questions  . 
presented  to  them  by  members  of  the  Board. 

On  their  withdrawal  the  act  to  provide  for  a  regis- 
tration clerk  in  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  in  the 
capital  of  the  State  was  approved. 

An  act  instructing  the  State  Board  of  Health  to 
make  an  investigation  into  the  sources  of  pollution  of 
water  supplies  was  considered,  and  approved  as  read. 

An  act  to  continue  the  emergency  fund  was  consid- 
ered and  approved  as  read. 

The  entire  series  of  acts,  as  read  and  amended,  was 
then  ripferred  back  to  the  Committee  on  T^egislation. 
with  power  to  act. 

At  the  request  of  the  president,  Mr.  Cook  took  the 
chair,  and  the  president  then  offered  the  following 
resolution:

It  was  resolvt^d  that 
the  consideration  of  these  measures  be  postponed  un- 
til the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  moved  that  when  w(*  adjourn  we  ad- 
journ until  Tuesday,  January  29th,  at  4  p.  m.,  to  meet 
in  the  office  of  the  Board,  at  Harrisburg. 

Mr.  Howard  Murphy,  C.  E.,  chairman  of  the  Commit-  . 
tee  on  Water  Supply,  Sewerage,  etc.,  presented  the  re-  iSp?!iy"f"RiadrnT 
port  of  Engineer  William  H.  Boardman,  of  an  inspec- 
tion of  the  special  source  of  pollution  of  the  water  sup- 
ply of  the  city  of  Reading,  which  had  been  referred  to 
his  committee  at  the  November  meeting.  This  report 
presented  a  carefully  detailed  descrijition  of  the  several 
sources  of  pollution  of  the  stream  or  streams  feeding 
the  reservoir,  and  was  accompanied  by  carefully  pre- 
pared diagrams. 

Mr.  Howard  Murphy  also  presented  his  own  report 
on  the  subject,  having  accompanied  ^Ir.  lioaidnian  in 
his  inspection.  The  reports  were  accepted  and  or- 
dered on  file,  and  their  recommendations  adopti^d. 

The  next  item  in  the  order  of  business  was  tin*  con- 
sideration of  the  proposed  plan  of  disposal  of  the  house  iMgpoeai of  house 
sewage  of  city  of  Reading.  Mr.  Howard  Murphy,  C  E., 
considered  that  this  i)roposal  to  place  a  plant  for  the 
l)urification  of  the  sewage  directly  on  the  bank  of  the 
river,  where  it  was  liable  to  overflow,  and  with  a  pro- 
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vision,  wliich  he  understood  bad  been  made,  for  direct 
introduction  of  said  sewage  into  the  ISchujikiil  river  in 
lime  of  hood,  was  one  of  the  gravest  questions  which 
had  ever  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  this  Board. 
Mr.  Cook  suggested  that  it  was  possible  that  useful  in- 
formation could  be  obtained  on  this  question  from  the 
board  of  health  of  the  city  of  Reading,  and  it  was  then 
moved  by  Mr.  Howard  Murphy,  C.  E.,  that  this  subject 
be  referred  to  the  Secretary  with  instructions  to  com- 
municate with  the  Reading  board  of  health  and  obtain 
its  opinion  as  to  the  merits  of  the  proposed  plan,  so  far 
as  the  prevention  of  the  pollution  of  the  Schuylkill 
river  is  concerned. 

The  Secrc^tary  then  reported  that,  owing  to  the  prev- 
alence of  small-pox  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  cases 
had  occurred  in  the  vallage  of  Avondale  and  boroughs 
of  Nazareth  and  Ashbourne,  and  suggested  that  some 
action  should  be  taken  by  the  Board  for  the  protection 
of  regions  adjacent  to  the  city. 

Dr.  Pemberton  Dudley  then  introduced  the  following 
resolution: 

Whereas,  There  has  been  for  several  months  past 
a  more  than  usual  prevalence  of  small-pox  in  many 
cities  of  the  United  States,  and  among  them  in  the 
city  of  IMiiladelphia, 

And  whereas.  Said  disease  has  recently  found  its 
way  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia  to  three  different 
points  in  this  State,  contiguous  to  said  city,  therefore 

Resolved,  That,  while,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board, 
the  energetic  measures  employed  by  the  Philadelphia 
board  of  health  in  providing  for  and  urging  general 
vaccination  and  enforcing  the  rigid  isolation  of  all 
cases,  will,  if  seconded  by  the  intelligent  and  ready 
co-operation  of  citizens,  prevent  the  disease  from  be- 
coming epidemic; 

Nevertheless,  For  the  absolute  protection  of  com- 
munities adjacent  to  or  liable  to  constant  intercom- 
munication with  the  city,  this  Board  recommends  and 
strongly  urges  upon  the  health  authorities  of  all  such 
communities,  and  also  upon  all  heads  of  families,  a 
general  and  prompt  resort  to  vaccination  and  re-vacci- 
nation. 
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The  resolution  was  seconded  and  carried,  and  the  AdjoummeDt. 
Hoard  tlien,  on  motion,  adjourned.

The  election  of  county  medical  inspectors  being  next  coumy  meaicai  m- 
in  <)rd(M%  the  StMretai'v  iiresented  a  list  of  nominees. 
The  nominations  had  been  solicited  from  the  district 
inspectors  of  the  Board  and  from  county  medical  socie- 
ties throughout  the  State.  In  certain  instances,  where 
no  nominations  had  been  received,  the  Secretary  had 
introduced  the  names  of  gentlemen  whom  he  knew  to 
take  an  active  and  intelligent  interest  in  sanitary 
measures.

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  following  cbanges  m  the  per- 
named  gentlemen  have  been  appointed  by  His  Excel- 
lency, Governor  Hastings,  as  members  of  the  Board, 
and  said  appointments  having  been  duly  confirmed  by 
the  Senate,  they  are  entitled  to  seats  on  the  Board,  viz:

Hospital  Service,  in  company  with  the  health  officer  of  '^d^'  D«»»'»«re 
Philadelphia,  and  members  of  the  board  of  health  of 
Philadelphia,  and  of  the  State  Quarantine  Board,  the 
Secretary  visited  the  I'nited  States  Quarantine  Station 
at  Reedy  Island,  in  the  Delaware  bay,  about  forty 
miles  below  Philadelphia. 

The  accommodations  for  patients  at  this  place  are 
very  limited.  The  island  is  distant  from  the  main?and 
about  three- fourth  of  a  mile,  communication  being 
had  with  the  village  of  Port  Penn,  Delaware,  by  means 
of  a  steam  launch.  There  is  absolutely  no  provision 
here  for  the  accommodation  of  suspects.  The  only  re- 
course, if  a  vessel  arrives  at  this  station  with  com- 
municable diseases  on  board,  making  it  necessary  to 
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keep  the  crew  and  pasHengers  under  obBervation,  is  to 
send  her  back  to  the  United  States  Quarantine  Station 
at  Lewes,  at  the  mouth  of  the  bay,  fifty  miles  further 
down,  or  to  pass  her  up  to  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Quarantine  Station,  at  Tiuicum,  near  Chester. 

The  location  at  Lewes  being  on  the  main  land,  com 
plete  isolation  and  detention  of  the  suspects  is  also  dit 
ficult  of  accomplishment.  This  is  also  the  case  at  tho 
State  Quarantine  Station,  as  was  abundantly  proven 
during  the  detention  of  the  Southwark's  steerage,  al 
ready  alluded  to. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  tjie  provisions  for  the  pro 
tection  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  against  contagiouM 
disease  are  not  at  present  satisfactory.  The  State 
(iuarantiut*  Hoard,  conscious  of  this  fact,  and  also  of 
the  responsibility  which  rests  upon  it,  has  appealc^d  to 
the  Legislature  to  give  it  the  means  and  authority  to 
establish  a  fully  equipped,  modern,  maritime  sanita 
tion  station  on  Little  Tinicum  island,  just  opposite  the 
present  station,  in  the  Delaware  river.  Against  this 
strong  remonstrance  is  made  by  the  citizens  of  Ohi  ster, 
situated  two  or  three  miles  below,  especially  on  the 
ground  that  it  will  pollute  their  water  supply,  which  is 
taken  from  the  Delaware. 

A  communication  has  also  been  received  from  Dr. 
Robert  S.  Maison,  county  medical  inspector  for  Dela- 
ware county,  declaring  that  in  his  opinion  the  proposed 
location  of  the  station  would  be  a  menace*  to  the  li<»alth 
of  Chester  and  the  adjoining  region,  and  requesting  the 
Board  to  pronounce  against  this  action  comemplated 
by  the  State  Quarantine  Board. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  McClelland,  the  order  of  business 
was  interrupted  in  order  that  the  communication  of 
County  Medical  Inspector  Dr.  Robert  S.  liaison  mij;ht 
be  considerc^d.     Dr.  McClelland  then  otTcn^d  the  follow 
ing  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  medical  inspector  of  this  Boa»d  for 
Delaware  county  has  centered  a  protest  against  the 
proposed  establishment  of  a  quarantine  station  oil  Lit 
tie  Tinicum  island,  as  inimical  to  the  [)ublic  h(»alth  of 
the  city  of  Chest(»r,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Board  of  Health  oonsidei  s 
the  location  referred  to  as  unsuitable,  on  account  of 
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its  proximity  to  the  city  of  Chester,  and  its  source  of 
water  supply,  and  earnestly  recommends  the  choi<:e  of 
a  location  lower  down  the  river  or  bay. 

The  order  of  business  was  then,  on  motion,  resumed.

< -ommission.  Your  Secretary,  being  called  upon,  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  on  the  "Necessity  for  Areas  of 
Forest  Land  for  the  Peri)etuity,  Constancy  and  Purity 
of  Water  Supplies." 

In  company  with  Dr.  Lawrence  F.  Flick,  president  of  TOMAmitwV ^poor. 
the  Pennsylvania  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuber- 
culosis, Dr.  Samuel  G.  Dixon,  Dr.  Howard  Anders,  Mr. 
Charles  M.  Lea  and  Major  Moses  Veale,  health  officer 
<'f  Philadelphia,  your  Secretary,  on  the  morning  of  I>e- 
(jember  10, 1894,  appeared  before  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee of  Councils  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to  urge  upon 
that  city  the  importance  of  making  provision  for  that 
portion  of  the  population  which  is  suffering  at  once 
from  the  ills  of  poverty  and  the  blight  of  wasting  dis- 
ease of  a  contagious  nature.  An  appropriation  of 
f  100,000  was  asked  for,  in  order  to  establish  a  free 
hospital  for  the  consumptive  poor.  Your  Secretary 
supported  the  measure  entirely  on  sanitary  j;vonnds, 
and  not  as  one  of  charitable  relief. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  he  had  attended  the  Na-  ^•^J'.'i'deiwie 
tional  Conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health,  held  in  g^ifj^SS^Sfsute 
Washington,  December  12th  to  15th,  1894.     The  sub-  b^'«» *>'««""»' 
ject  proposed  for  discussion  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  of  Pennsylvania  was,  "What  is  the  Best  Means 
for  Oovernmental  D4»aling  with  Tuberculosis  in  Cat- 
tle?''      This  question   was  very  ably   treated  by  F. 
O'Donohue,  of  New  York,  the  president  of  the  State 
Commission  of  New  York  for  the  Sup])ression  of  Bo- 
vine Tuberculosis. 

Among  the  important  subjects  introduced  was  Ibe 
question  of  vaccine  propagating  establishments.  Tho 
Secretary  suguested  the  appointment  of  a  comiuittee 
for  the  inspection  of  vaccine  farms  throughout  the 
United  States,  to  re])ort  at  the  next  meeting.

committee  was  appointed,  and,  in  company  with  tlie 
chairman,  Dr.  Gardner  T.  Jj^wartz,  secretary  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Board  of  Health,  and  other  members  of 
the  conference,  the  Secretary  had  participated  in  an 
inspection  of  tlie  so-called  "national"  vaccine  establish- 
ment, near  Washington.  The  title  of  this  farm  is 
somewhat  misleading,  inasmuch  as  it  is  not  in  any 
sense  a  national,  but  simply  a  private  establishmi^nt. 
Ample  opportunity  was  afforded  by  the  proprietor,  l>r. 
Ralph  Walsh,  to  inspect  the  entire  establishment,  and 
to  witness  the  operation  of  vaccination  of  animal.*^. 

The  Lancaster  County  Vaccine  Farm,  at  Marietta, 
Pennsylvania,  under  the  management  of  Dr.  H.  M. 
Alexander,  was  also  inspected  by  Dr.  Swartz  and  your 
Secretary,  December  15,  1894.  Both  of  these  gentle- 
men are  conducting  their  work  with  regard  to  modern 
antiseptic  precautions,  but  the  arrangements  foi*  this 
purpose  at  the  latter  establishment  are  the  more  com- 
plete and  effective.  Reports  of  the  inspections  are  ap- 
pended. 

The  Board,  at  its  last  meeting  passed  a  resolution 
that  it  was  important  that  in  all  cities  having  hospitals 
for  contagious  diseases,  arrangements  be  made  by 
which  medical  students  could  be  instructed  in  the 
symptoms  of  such  diseases. 

This  resolution  had  been  sent  to  all  State  Boards  of 
Health,  to  the  Medical  College  of  Pittsburgh,  to  the 
Medical  Colleges  in  Philadelphia,  to  newspapers 
throughout  the  State,  and  to  medical  colleges  through- 
out the  country. 

At  the  special  meeting  held  January  12.  1895,  a  reso 
lution  had  been  adopted  calling  the  attention  of  lowns 
throughout  the  State  to  the  existenc(»  of  small-pox  ii. 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  urging  that  careful  precai'- 
tionary  measures  be  taken,  and  especially  urging  gen 
eral  vaccination.  This  resolution  was  sent  to  local 
boards  of  health  in  all  towns  surrounding  Philadel- 
phia, to  State  Boards  of  Health,  to  newspapers  and  to 
medical  journals. 

Tl)(*  Secretary  had  made  a  very  careful  inspection  of 
the  anti-toxin  laboratory  of  the  H.  H.  Mulford  Com- 
pany, and  was  favorably  impressed  with  the  pr.  cau- 
tions taken  in  (^very  respect.  The  gentleman  who  had 
charge  of  the  scientific  work  is  Dr.  Jos.  McFarland,  as 
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sistant  demonstrator  of  pathology  in  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  a  man  eminently  fitted  for  the  position, 
and  the  Secretary  has  no  doubt  that  everything?  is  done 
in  the  most  careful  manner.  The  Secretary  sa^v 
horses  in  every  stage  of  the  process  from  the  tirst  in- 
oculation to  the  immunized  animal,  and  the  anti  loxin 
itself,  which  had  been  perfected  and  was  ready  to 
place  on  the  market. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  question  had   very  opimon  o^  saumg 

•^  ^  railway  tracks. 

often  been  brought  before  him  as  to  whether  the  salt- 
ing of  railway  tracks  was  not  detrimental  to  the  pub- 
lic health  or  dangerous  to  animals  traveling  on  the 
roads,  and  as  to  how  long  the  salt  must  lie  on  common 
earth  before  it  loses  its  irritating  power,  and  becomes 
absorbed  and  evaporated. 

The  Secretary  had  replied  to  the  present  communica- 
tion that  he  could  conceive  of  no  possible  way  in  which 
the  practice  could  exercise  an  injurious  influence  on 
the  health  of  either  human  beings  or  animals.  In 
closely  built  up  cities  with  narrow  stre(»fs,  shut  in  by 
high  buildings,  the  objection  may  be  made  that  it  pro- 
duo(»s  dampness.  His  view  was  that  it  slightly  low- 
ers the  temperature,  but  that,  as  regards  dampness,  it 
simply  produces  it  at  an  earlier  stage  of  the  melting 
snow.  It  is  not  probable  that  it  evaporates  to  any  ex- 
tent into  the  atmosphere.  So  far  as  it  does  so,  how- 
ever, it  would  be  eminently  sanitary  in  its  effi^cts. 
People  go  to  the  seashore  to  obtain  just  this  condition. 
It  has  been  said  that  the  effect  is  injurious  to  the  hoofs 
of  horses,  but  the  Secretary  had  no  reliable  informa- 
tion on  this  subject. 

Tlu»  Se(M"etary  jjresented  documents  with  regard  io 
the  prevalence  of  small-pox  at  different  points  in  the  smaii-pox. 
State,  which  could  be  referred  to  if  desired. 

The  places  in  which  the  outbreaks  had  occurred 
were  as  follows: 

Small-pox  was  reported  in  Philadelphia,  February  3,   Philadelphia. 
1894,  and  continued  until  the  end  of  June.     A  single 
case  occurred  in  the  month  of  September;  there  having 
been  thirty-three  cases  and  no  deaths. 

A  second  outbreak  began  October  1st,  and  has  con- 
tinued up  to  th(»  present  time.  The  total  number  of

A  light  epidemic  of  diphtheria  was  reported  in  Lans- 
ford,  Carbon  county,  November  23,  1894,  by  Mr.  Na- 
than Tanner,  secretary  of  the  board  of  health  of  rhat 
borough.  Circular  No.  19  was  sent  for  distribution, 
and  no  further  report  was  received. 

Diphtheria  was  reported  in  Grand  Valley,  Warren 
ccninty,  November  28,  1SJ)4,  by  Mr.  (Jeorge  W.  IVck. 
Four  (4)  deaths  had  occurred  and  several  c«ases  still  ex- 
isted in  the  borough. 

This  disease  was  reported  in  Plymouth  Meeting, 
Montgomery  county,  November  14,  1894.  No  deaths 
were  reported.  The  circulars  of  the  Board  were  sent 
for  distribution. 

On  December  31,  1894,  James  A.  Steuart,  secretary 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Maryland,  sent  a  com- 
munication to  this  Board,  enclosing  a  report  )f  live 
cases  and  one  death  from  diphtlieria  in  one  family,  and 
one  case  also  existing  in  anotlier  family,  which  had 
been  sent  to  Dr.  Steuart,  from  Black  Rock,  York 
county,  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Sherman.

four  families.    One  case  had  resulted  fatally.    The  ac- 
tive measures  taken  by  the  doctor  prevented  the  fur- 
ther spread  of  the  disease. 

One  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  at  Picture  picture  Books.  Ly- 
Rocks,  Lycoming  county,  on  January  8,  1895,  by  Mr.  ^o*"*"*  «^""y- 
0.  W.  Longbay,  secretary  of  the  board  of  health  of 
that  borough.    The  circular  of  the  Board  on  precau- 
tions against  diphtheria  was  sent  him  for  distribu- 
tion.   No  further  cases  were  reported. 

A  number  of  cases  were  reported  January  11,  1895,  coaipon,  cieameid

An  inspection  was  made  by  Dr.  C.  B.  Kibler,  ™®'*  *" 
medical  inspector  for  the  State  Board,  and  he  re- 
ported ten  cases,  six  of  which  had  resulted  fatally.

The  circulars  of 
the  Board  were  sent  for  distribution,  and  no  further 
cases  were  reported. 

Four  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  at  Warwick, 
Chester  county,  January  7, 1895,  all  in  one  family.  Be- 
fore taking  this  disease  the  children  had  been  asso- 
ciated with  school  children.  Inquiry  was  made  of  the 
State  Board  if  the  families  could  be  isolated,  and  also 
how  long  they  should  be  kept  from  school.  A  copy  of 
circular  No.  33,  "School  Hygiene  No.  2,"  was  sent  for 
information,  which  contained  the  period  prescribed  l>y 
the  State  Board  of  Health  for  both  those  who  had  been 
sick  and  for  those  who  had  been  exposed  to  the  infec- 
tion. 

Scarlet  fever  was  reported  at  Kennett  Square,  Ches- 
ter county,  January  12,  1895.  Eight  cases,  with  one 
death,  had  occurred.  Copies  of  circular  No.  21  were 
sent  for  distribution.  The  outbreak  was  in  charge 
of  the  board  of  health  of  that  borough,  and  was  soon 
brought  under  control. 

One  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  reported  at  Grove  Oily, 
Mercer  county,  January  23,  1895,  by  the  secretary  of 
the  local  board  of  health.  The  patient  recovered  and 
no  further  cases  were  reported. 

Three  cases  were  reported  at  Prospect  Park,  Dela- 
ware county,  February  4,  1895,  by  the  local  board  of 
health,  who  asked  for  information  and  instructions  as 
to  preventing  the  further  spread  of  the  disease.  The 
Secretary  replied,  giving  the  necessary  instructions. 

This  disease  was  reported  at  South  Bethlehem, 
Northampton  county,  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  of 
health,  February  2,  1895.  Three  cases  were  reported 
in  one  family.  Information  was  requested  as  to 
whether  it  wouhl  be  necessary  to  destroy  by  Are 
everything  which  had  been  exposed  to  the  infection, 
or  whether  thorough  fumigation  would  be  suffi<vient. 
In  reply  the  Secretary  wrote  as  follows: 

"Mr.  J.  W.  Martenis,  Secretary  Board  of  Health. 
South  Bethlehem,  Penna.  Dear  Sir:  Replying  to  your 
fjivor  of  the  2d  inst.,  I  have  to  sav  that,  while  feathers 
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could  undoubtedly  be  disinfected  by  steam,  yet  there 
would  be  a  very  decided  risk  to  those  who  handled 
them;  and,  if  sent  to  a  place  where  other  beddinj^j  was 
being  renovated,  there  would  be  danger  of  the  infec- 
tion of  the  other  materials.  Fumigation  cannot  bo 
relied  upon  for  beds.  A  case^  was  related  at  our  sani- 
tary convention  last  week  in  which  six  persons  were 
stricken  down  with  typhoid  fever  in  consequen^^e  of 
picking  the  hair  of  a  mattress  on  which  a  typhoid 
fever  patient  had  slept.  If  there  is  any  plant  in  your 
horough  or  in  Bethlehem,  where  such  things  could  be 
disinfected  by  steam,  the  attempt  should  be  made  but 
with  the  greatest  precaution  as  regards  any  other  bed- 
ding or  articles.  If  the  carpets  can  be  soaked  in  a  so- 
lution of  bichloride  that  will  undoubtedly  disinfect 
them,  but  there  is  a  possibility  that  it  will  also  discolor 
tbem.  Any  article  removed  from  the  house  for  such  a 
purpose  should  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet,  thoroughly  wet 
with  bichloride  solution.

Circular  No.  1^3, 
on  school  hygiene,  was  sent  him,  and  the  Secretary 
replied  that  in  view  of  the  boy's  exposure  to  the  infec- 
tion he  should  remain  away  from  school  the  required 
length   of  time. 
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Typhoid  Fever. 

Six  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported  at  Cata- 
wissa,  Columbia  county,  December  3,  1894,  directly 
traceable  to  the  drainage  from  a  hotel. 

Typhoid  fever  has  been  prevailing  for  the  past  two 
years  in  a  very  severe  form  at  Beaver  Valley,  Colum- 
bia county,  about  ten  miles  south  of  Catawissa.  Sev- 
eral deaths  had  occurred  at  this  place.  The  sauifary 
condition  of  the  place  is  bad. 

On  November  24,  1894,  information  was  received 
from  Soudersburg,  Lancaster  county,  that  within  th*- 
past  two  months  there  had  been  twelve  cases  of  ty- 
phoid fever  in  that  borough.  An  inspection  was  made 
by  Dr.  Paul  A.  Hartman,  medical  inspector  for  th(* 
Susquehanna  district,  who  reported  the  origin  of  the 
disease  as  having  been  a  ease  contracted  away  from 
the  borough.  The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the 
place  is  good.  Circulars  on  typhoid  fever  were  sent 
for  distribution.    No  further  cases  were  reported. 

Typhoid  fever  w^as  reported  at  Montrose,  Susque- 
hanna county,  November  22,  1894,  by  the  secretary  uf 
the  board  of  health  of  that  borough.  An  inspection 
was  made  by  Dr.  Charles  P.  Knapp,  medical  inspectc^r 
for  the  Wyoming  district,  who  reported  the  origin  of 
tlie  disease  to  be  imperfect  drainage  and  polluted 
drinking  water. 

Typhoid  fever  was  reported  at  Carlisle,  Cumberland 
county,  November  21,  1894,  by  the  board  of  health. 
Inquiry  was  made  of  the  Secretary  whether  they 
should  quarantine  the  families  where  the  fever  t^xisted. 
The  disease  occurred  mostly  in  poor  families,  and  to 
quarantine  them  would  entail  an  expense  on  the  bor- 
ough. The  Secretary  replied  that  typhoid  fever  was 
not  directly  contagious,  but  infectious  tlirough  the  nw- 
dium  of  polluted  food  or  water.  Tt  was  unnecessary, 
therefore,  to  quarantine  the  houses  in  which  it  (ex- 
isted or  to  prevent  the  children  from  going  to  school, 
but  it  was  necessary  for  both  the  family  physician  and 
the  board  of  health,  to  assume  a  certain  degr(»e  of 
sanitary  supervision  of  all  cases,  so  that  they  might 
feel  certain  that  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  was 
carefully  performed,  the  water  boiled,  and  the  mosi 
scrupulous  cleanliness  observed. 
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Several  eases  were  reported  at  Lanesboro,  Susnue-  i^nesboro.  susque-

lianna  county,  December  5, 1894.    The  origin  of  tnr*  dis 
ease  was  supposed  to  have  been  two  polluted  wells.

Mount  Carbon,  Schuylkill  county,  December  5,  1894. 
Six  deaths  occurred.  The  origin  of  the  disease  is  be- 
lieved to  have  been  from  a  well  contaminated  by  Ital- 
ians, and  the  water  used  at  a  dairy,  the  milk  from 
which  spread  the  fever  to  many  families.  The  dirty, 
unsanitary  condition  of  the  borough  aided  in  spreading 
the  disease.  All  precautions  were  being  taken  by  the 
board  of  health  of  Pottsville,  and  they  hoped  soon  to 
get  the  disease  under  controh 

Three  cases,  one  resulting  fatally,  were  reported  at  7o*53°J*^J,%^™''' 
Townville,  Crawford  county,  January  23,  1895.  The 
first  of  the  cases  occurred  January  4,  1895.

The  physician  in  charge  of  the  case  had 
used  all  precautions  and  disinfection  had  been  general, 
yet  the  disease  did  not  appear  to  abate.  .  The  premises 
were  in  a  good  sanitary  condition.  The  Secretary  sug- 
gested a  careful  investigation  of  the  milk  supply,  and 
an  analysis  of  the  water  of  the  well. 

About  one  hundred  cases  were  reported  at  Johas-  jounstown.  cam- 
town,  Cambria  county,  on  February  25,  1895.     An  an-  **'''•  ®®""'^ 
alysia  of  the  water  of  Border  reservoir  was  made, 
which  was  found  to  be  contaminated.  It  appeared  that 
this  disease  had  been  prevalent  about  two  months  pre- 
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vious  to  this  outbreak  along  the  streams  tributary  to 
the  Border  reservoir,  which  had  supplied  the  people 
who  were  now  stricken  with  the  disease.  The  circulars 
of  the  State  Board  on  "Precautions  against  Typhoid 
Fever''  were  sent  for  distribution.

Inspections. 

Complaint  was  received  from  Cardington,  Deiawaie 
county,  December  3,  1894,  that  a  number  of  piggeries 
were  causing  a  serious  nuisance.  An  inspection  was 
made  by  Dr.  \Vm.  B.  Atkinson,  medical  inspector  for 
the  Delaware  district,  who  reported  that  he  found 
about  live  hundred  pigs  located  in  several  pens,  and 
that  the  nuisance  arose  from  carelessness  in  feeding 
and  cleaning,  and  the  presence  of  a  large  amount  of 
old  garbage  and  pig  manure.  Orders  were  left  to 
have  all  the  filfli  removed,  and  that  the  keepers  of  ihe 
pigs  abstain  from  bringing  to  the  place  more  garbage 
than  the  pigs  could  consume. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  report  from  Dr.  E.  O. 
Town,  medical  inspector  of  the  State  Board  of  Heilth 
for  the  premises  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, stating  that  on  January  18,  1895,  he  had  de- 
stroyed by  burning,  507  packages  of  filthy  clothing  and 
effects  that  had  been  left  on  trains  and  in  stations  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  His  action  had  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Secretary. 

Chas.  P.  Knapp,  M.  D.,  medical  inspector  of  the  Wy- 
oming district,  made  an  inspection  on  account  of  an 
outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  Montrose,  Susquehannu 
county,  and  reported  the  sanitary  conditions  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  borough  is  situated  on  a  small  elevated  plateau 
and  the  natural  drainage  is  in  three  dir(M*tions.  Thr 
water  supply  of  the  borough  is  from  three  sources,  all 
of  which  is  obtained  from  a  small  lake  about  one  mile 
from  the  borough.  No  cases  of  typhoid  fever  ^vere 
found  in  the  water  shed  of  the  lake.  This  lake  is  sup- 
plied principally  by  underground  springs,  and  is  «  fine 
body  of  water.  The  drainage  of  the  borough  is  in  ;hreo 
directions,  and  towards  lowlands  or  swanijjs.  The 
only  sewer  is  a  drain  dug  out  of  the  earth  about  throe 
feet  wide  and  laid  up  with  loose  stones  on  the  s-d<»R 
and  covered  with  flagging,  and  the  earth  thrown  over 
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it  to  the  depth  of  about  two  feet.  This  drain  finds  its 
way  sometimes  across  the  streets,  into  gardens  in  dan- 
gerous proximity  to  wells  and  cess-pools.  In  places 
it  is  an  open  drain,  and  the  stench  of  it  is  offensive, 
even  in  winter.  In  one  case  this  run  had  emptied 
almost  directly  into  a  well,  and  there  were  a  number 
of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  aniong  persons  who  had  used 
this  water  for  drinking  purposes.  In  most  all  cases 
the  wells  were  in  close  proximity  to  cess-pools,  many 
of  which  were  mere  holes  in  the  ground  and  filled  to 
overflowing.  This  was  especially  true  where  typhoid 
fever  existed. 

Dr.  Paul  A.  Hartman,  medical  inspector  to  ihe  j)niina«a  of  soud- 
Board  for  the  Susquehanna  district,  made  an  mspec-  county. 
tion  at  Soudersburg,  Lancaster  county,  November  28, 
1894,  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever.  The 
stream  which  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  cause  of 
the  disease,  runs  across  the  road  at  the  extreme  end 
of  the  village,  and  originates  from  a  spring.  No  cases 
of  the  disease  were  found  along  the  stream,  and  it 
therefore  was  not  considered  to  be  the  cause  of  the 
outbreak,  which  was  not  determined. 

An  inspection  was  made  at  Hatfield,  Montgomery  Diphtheria  at  uat-

Board  for  Venango  county,  made  an  inspection  at  Oil   venangoconmy. 
nty,  Venani^o  county,  on  account  of  an  epidemic  of 
typhoid     fever,  April  3,  1895.     He    reported    havin.ir 
found  that  the  disease  existed  in  all  parts  of  the  rily. 
except  one  ward,  which  only  had  one  case,  and  this 
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ward  got  its  water  supply  independently  of  the  general 
city  supply.  This  ward  obtains  its  supply  from  a  spring 
run.  The  rest  of  the  city  from  the  Allegheny  river, 
pumping  up  to  a  reservoir  and  supplying  by  gravita- 
tion. This  disease  began  to  make  its  appearance  as 
soon  as  the  ice  began  to  melt,  and  the  material  that 
had  been  collecting  at  various  points  along  the  river 
was  thrown  into  the  stream  by  the  mfelting  snow.  The 
prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  during  the  winter  at  towns 
above  was  demonstrated.  It  was  found  that  every 
case  had  been  drinking  the  polluted  water  without 
boiling,  and  in  no  case  had  the  disease  appeared  where 
the  water  had  been  boiled  before  using.  The  water,  tm 
examination,  was  found  to  contain  a  large  amount  of 
organic  material. 

An  inspection  was  made  by  Dr.  A.  Enfield,  medical 
inspector  for  Bedford  county,  April  6,  1895,  on  account 
of  typhoid  fever  in  the  almshouse.  lie  reported  tliat 
the  disease  had  been  prevalent  for  the  past  two 
months,  two  cases  having  died.  All  who  had  taken  the 
disease  were  in  one  wing  of  the  building  and  on  one 
floor.  There  is  a  foul  water  closet  in  this  part  of  the 
building,  and  those  whose  rooms  w^ere  nearest  to  it 
were  the  ones  who  contracted  the  disease.  During  the 
winter  the  pipes  leading  away  from  this  closet  became 
frozen,  which  soon  put  it  in  a  filthy  condition. 

An  inspection  was  made  of  the  new  annex  to  the 
Dauphin  county  court  house,  April  7,  1895,  by  Paul  A. 
llartman,  M.  D.,  medical  inspector  for  Dauphin  county, 
on  account  of  alleged  imperfect  plumbing  and  ventila- 
tion. He  reported  that  no  traps  could  be  seen  in->sonie 
instances,  and  that  the  water  closets,  urinals  and  wash 
stands  had  imperfect  ventilation.  The  building  is  heat- 
ed and  ventilated  by  the  Sturtevant  system,  and  when 
the  building  was  in  use,  the  odor  and  gases  from  the 
sewers  would  be  in  danger  of  being  blown  through  the 
building. 

An  inspection  was  made  at  Mt.  Joy,  Lancaster 
county,  March  23,  1895,  on  account  of  a  number  of 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  at  that  place,  by  Dr.  Wm.  Bla  *- 
wood,  medical  inspector  for  that  county.  He  reported 
that  the  pollution  of  the  spring  can  be  traced  to  a  cess- 
pool on  a  property  about  two  hundred  yards  away,  and 
about  fifty  feet  higher,  which  had  been  there  for  forty- 
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five  years.    At  the  time  of  his  inspection  this  cess-pool 
was  filled  to  within  a  few  inches  of  the  floor.

Dr.  M.  F.  Cawley,  county  medical  inspector,  ^ient  lb 
the  State  Board  of  Health  a  number  of  complaints 
which  had  been  received  by  him  from  residents  of  Kasi 
Catasauqua,  Lehigh  county,  of  an  offensive  cattle  yard, 
situated  in  Hanover  township,  which  was  thought  to 
be  causing  much  sickness. 

On  April  13,  1895,  from  the  board  of  health  of  Roy- 
ersford,  Montgomery  county,  of  the  presence  of  a 
number  of  dead  hogs  on  a  property  just  outside  the 
borough.    An  order  for  abatement  was  served  upon 
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the  owner,  ordering  the  carcasses  to  be  burned  or  bur- 
ied six  feet  deep  and  covered  with  quick  lime. 

The  Secretarj'  presented  a  paper  detailing  the  du 
ties  of  county  medical  inspectors,  as  follows:

The  duties  of  a  county  medical  inspector  are  pnnci-  inspectors. 
pally  supervisory  and  are  as  follows: 

First,  To  keep  himself  informed,  in  a  general  way,  of 
the  sanitary  condition  of  his  county,  of  the  towns  and 
villages  within  its  borders,  and  of  its  public  streams 
and  other  waters,  making  report  of  the  same  at  least 
annually  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Secondly,  To  notify  the  Secretary  of  any  instances 
in  which  boroughs  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  law 
establisliing  boards  of  health  in  boroughs,  and  also  of 
any  instances  in  which  local  boards  of  health,  either  by 
their  own  negligence,  or  through  neglect  of  their  oo-m- 
cils  to  furnish  them  with  the  necessary  means,  habitu- 
ally fail  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

Thirdly,  To  notify  the  Secretary  immediately,  by 
post  or  by  wire,  as  the  circumstances  may  in  his  judg- 
ment seem  to  demand,  of  the  outbreak  of  any  epidemic, 
and  of  the  occurrence  of  any  case  of  small-pox  or  diph- 
theria. 

Fourthly,  On  receiving  instructions  from  the  Secre- 
tary, to  make  inspections,  either  of  conditions  com- 
plained of  as  nuisances  or  of  the  prevalence  of  con- 
tagions disease,  and  to  report  at  once  the  result  of  such 
inspections,  together  with  suggestions  as  to  the  steps 
necessary  to  be  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance  or  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Fifthly,  In  cases  of  contagious  disease,  to  order 
quarantine  and  disinfection  in  the  name  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  in  all  places  having  no  board  of  health 
of  their  own;  in  places  where  a  board  of  health  exists, 
he  shall  act  in  conjunction  with  the  local  board  of 
health  in  any  such  measures. 

Sixthly,  In  all  cases  in  which  compliance  with  such 
orders  would  entail  expense,  to  confer  with  the  county 
commissioners  and  the  directors  of  the  poor,  in  order 
that  the.se  authorities  may  assume,  each  their  own  ap- 
propriate share  of  said  expense,  which  can,  under  no 
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circumstances,  be  born  by  the  State  Board  of  Healtb, 
unless  the  epidemic  or  catastrophe  is  of  such  propor- 
tions as  to  entitle  it  to  consideration  by  the  Board,  con- 
sisting of  the  Governor  and  other  State  officials,  which 
has  the  emergency  fund  in  its  keeping. 

Quarantine  and  disihfecting  expenses  should  J)e  as- 
sumed by  the  county  commissioners,  and  the  expenses 
for  furnishing  nursing  and  medical  care,  and  provi- 
sions, when  necessary,  in  consequence  of  the  impover- 
ished circumstances  of  the  sufferers,  should  be  borne 
by  the  poor  directors. 

Seventhly,  To  take  an  active  interest  in  all  legisla- 
tion proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  or  others, 
for  sanitary  reform  and  organization  throughout  the 
State,  and  to  use  his  influence  with  his  representatives 
in  the  Legislature  for  the  passage  of  such  measures. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Grofl  it  was  ordered  that  the  state- 
ment of  duties  of  county  medical  inspectors,  as  pre- 
sented by  the  Secretary,  be  adopted  by  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  also,  in  this  connection,  called  the  at- 
tention of  the  Board  to  a  letter  which  had  been  pre- 
pared by  Dr.  S.  P.  Heilman,  medical  inspector  for  Leb- 
anon county,  with  the  idea  of  sending  it  to  the  physl 
cians  and  the  officials  in  the  county,  announcing  bis 
appointment  as  medical  inspector  for  the  county,  and 
it  has  appeared  to  the  Secretary  that  it  would  be  well 
to  place  it  in  the  hands  of  each  county  medical  inspec- 
tor. The  letter  was  read  by  the  Secretary  and  was  as 
follows: 

Dear  Sir:  At  the  solicitation  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Lebanon 
County  Medical  Society,  the  undersigned  has  been  ap- 
pointed medical  inspector  to  the  State  Board  of  Health 
of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  county  of  Lebanon,  and  pro- 
vided with  full  legal  authority  to  act  in  said  capacity. 

The  duties  attached  to  the  said  inspectorship  :ire 
defined  in  the  enclosed  circular,  a  copy  of  which,  to- 
gether with  this,  notice  of  my  appointment,  has  been 
mailed  to  every  practicing  physician  in  Lebanon  coun- 
ty, to  the  commissioners  and  to  the  directors  of  the 
])oor  of  the  county,  and  to  the  boards  of  health  in  the 
city  and  county  of  Lebanon.  My  duties  as  county 
medical  inspector  do  not  conflict  with  those  of  boards 
of  health.    Tt  is  desired  that  they  shall  be  exercised 
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in  conjnnctlon  with  such  boards  as  may  exist  now,  or 
be  called  into  existence  within  the  bounds  of  Lebanon 
countT. 

I  shall  be  pleased  to  have  the  active  co-operation 
and  assistance  at  all  times  of  all  the  members  of  the 
medical  profession  in  our  county,  together  with  that 
of  all  boards  of  health,  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
county  and  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  poor  of  the 
county,  in  this  effort  to  secure  better  sanitary  condi- 
tions in  our  communities,  to  protect  the  unfortunate 
and  afflicted,  and  to  provide  prompt  and  effective  rem- 
edies against  the  ever  present  menaces  to  the  health 
and  well-being  of  our  citizens.  It  is  a  matter  that  per- 
tains to  our  larger  professional  sphere  of  preventative 
activity,  and  at  all  times  appeals  to  the  exercise  of 
our  intelligent  and  discriminating  intervention.  My 
duties  lead  me  to  make  this  personal  appeal  to  you 
collectively,  and  to  you  individually  as  a  member  of  the 
medical  profession  for  aid  and  advice  as  to  matters 
named  in  the  enclosed  circular,  especially  those  indi- 
cated in  clauses  one,  three,  four  and  five.  All  com- 
munications, bearing  on  these  matters,  from  you  will 
be  carefully  considered,  properly  credited  and  confi- 
dentially held,  if  so  requested. 

There  is  no  emolument  connected  with  the  position 
of  county  medical  inspector,  except  when  the  incum- 
bent is  actually  making  an  inspection.

Reading  Railroad.  The  letter  stated  that  the  sewage 
plant  for  the  purification  of  the  sewage  of  the  city  of 
Reading  was  now  being  changed  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  officials  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Company,  in  such  a  way  as  would,  it  was  thought, 
entirely  prevent  the  pollution  of  the  river.  The  pro- 
posed plan  of  the  contractors  had  been  to  run  a  pump- 
ing main  down  the  towing  path,  with  a  sewage  dis- 
posal station  on  about  two.  acres  of  land  adjoining  the 
crossing  of  the  Pennsylvania  Schuylkill  Valley  Rail- 
road, over  the  Schuylkill,  just  below  the  city.  The 
present  arrangement  is  to  extend  the  pumping  main 
across  the  river  in  front  of  the  works  and  carry  it 
down  the  west  bank  of  the  river  to  Fritz's  Island, 
about  one  and  three-eighths  miles  below  the  city.  The 
surface  of  this  island  lies  about  twelve  feet  higher 
than  the  surface  of  the  water  in  the  Schuylkill  in  the 
second  dam  below  Reading,  and  is  over  50  acres  in 
extent,  having  a  sand  and  alluvial  soil,  and  it  is 
claimed  that  there  is  ample  room  for  the  disposal  and 
filtration  of  what  is  left  of  the  sewage  after  chemical 
treatment  in  the  tanks  at  the  pump  house.

MINUTES  OF  SPECIAL  MEETING 


Held  at  Harrisburg,  Wednesday,  May  29,  1895. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  at  Harris-   8p«ciai  meeting. 
burg,  Wednesday,  May  29th,  at  4.15  P.  M.,  in  the  office 
of  Ihe  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics. 

The  President,  Dr.  S.  T.  Davis,  in  the  chair.    Drs.  Members  piesent. 
Pemberton  Dudley,  George  G.  Groff  and  Dr.  Benjamin 
Lee,  Secretary. 

A  letter  was  presented  from  Mr.  Richard  Y.  Cook, 
explaining  his  inability  to  attend  the  meeting  in  con- 
sequence of  an  important  business  engagement. 
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The  Secretary  stated  the  object  of  the  meeting  to  be 
the  aaditiug  of  accoants  and  consideration  of  .legisla- 
tion. 

On  motion  the  reading  of  the  minutes  was  dispensed 
with. 

On  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Secretary 
presented  bills  covering  vouchers  No.  764  to  768  in- 
clusive, amounting  to  |213.83,  which  had  been  audited 
and  found  correct.  On  motion  they  were  approved  as 
presented. 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  the  Sec- 
retary reported  that  Senate  bill  No.  52,  to  remove  the 
limitations  on  the  appropriations  to  the  Board  had 
failed  of  final  passage  in  the  House. 

Senate  bill  No.  120,  for  conferring  the  powers  of  a 
board  of  health  on  the  school  boards  of  each  township, 
having  passed  the  Senate,  was  now  on  third  reading 
in  the  House  with  every  prospect  of  success. 

The  House  appropriation  bill,  which  simply  contin- 
ued to  the  Board  the  same  appropriation  as  was  given 
by  the  last  Legislature,  having  passed  the  House,  was 
now  on  third  reading  in  the  Senate. 

The  Committee  proposed  to  have  this  Oill  amended 
so  as  to  give  the  Board  the  full  appropriation  allowed 
by  the  law.    The  report  was  accepted. 

The  Secretary  had  received,  within  a  few  days  a 
communication  from  the  President  of  the  Board,  en- 
closing a  newspaper  account  of  the  pollution  of  Owl 
Creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Conestoga  river,  which  sup- 
plies the  city  of  Lancaster  with  its  drinking  water, 
the  source  of  pollution  being  the  drainage  from  a 
bone-boiling  and  fat  rendering  establishment. 

The  statement  derived  additional  importance  from 
the  fact  that  a  fever  was  prevalent  at  the  present 
time  at  Lancaster,  which  was  by  many  attributed  to 
the  pollution  of  the  stream.  While  the  President  did 
not  consider  the  majority  of  cases  to  be  those  of  ty- 
phoid fever,  as  had  been  reported,  or  that  they  were 
dependent  for  their  cause  on  the  condition  of  the 
public  water  supply,  yet  he  considered  that  it  was 
desirable  that  the  Board  should  investigate  the  sup- 
])0sed  nuisance.  On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
>tructed  to  take  the  customary  steps  with  regard  to 
ihiR  matter. 
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A  communication  was  then  presented  from  the  Sec-  duKKertionfurin. 

*  TesiiKStiOD  i'f  vac- 

retary  of  the  State  Medical  Society,  transmitting  a  ^JJit'^"*'""*' 
resolution  suggesting  that  the  various  vaccine  propa- 
gating establishments  in  this  State  should  be  sub- 
jected to  the  regular  and  frequent  inspections  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  and  offering  the  co-operation 
of  the  Society  in  this  work.  The  Secretary  stated 
that  a  number  of  establishments  of  this  nature  of 
small  size  are  now  in  operation  in  this  State,  three  of 
them  being  in  Chambersburg,  and  that  investigations 
recently  made  by  himself  indicated  that  they  were  not 
conducted  under  strictly  sanitary  conditions. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Dudley,  the  consideration  of  the 
subject  of  the  vaccine  establishments  in  the  State  was 
deferred  until  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  in 
July. 

On  motion,  the  Board  then  adjourned.

The  thirty-first  regular  meeting  of  the  State  Board  Regular  meeting, 
of  Health  was  held  in  the  hall  of  the  Young  Men^s  •'"'y^'  "»• 
Ghiistian  Association  Building,  Marietta,  Lancaster 
county,  Thursday,  July  11,  1895,  at  4.30  P.  M.

The  Secretary  presented  a  letter  from  Mr.  John  Ful 
ton,  C.  E.,  of  Johnstown,  announcing  and  regretting 
his  inability  to  be  present  at  the  meeting,  also  a  com- 
munication from  Mr.  Richard  Y.  Cook,  of  Philadelphia, 
stating  that  he  was  about  leaving  for  Europe,  and 
would  therefore  be  unable  to  attend. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  a  typewritten  order 
of  business  for  the  meeting,  which  was,  on  motion, 
adopted. 


Order  of  business. 
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The  Secretary  presented  the  minutes  of  the  regular 
meeting,  held  at  Harrisburg,  Wednesday,  May  1,  1895, 
copies  of  which  had  already  -been  sent  to  each  member 
of  the  Board.  Their  being  no  corrections,  the  minutes 
were  adopted. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  minutes  of  a  special 
meeting  held  in  Harrisburg,  Wednesday,  May  29,  1895, 
copies  of  which  had  also  been  sent  to  each  member  of 
the  Board.    On  motion,  the  minutes  were  adopted. 

The  first  business  in  order  was  the  report  of  the 
Secretary,  which  embraced  the  following  items: 

Legal  opinions  on  matters  connected  with  the  pow- 
ers of  Boards  of  Health.  The  text  of  these  opinions 
was  presented  in  each  case,  but  their  object  was 
briefly  stated  by  the  Secretary. 

1.  An  opinion  which  had  been  formulated  by  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  State  in  regard  to  the  salaries 
of  the  Secretary  and  Health  Officer  of  local  boards  of 
health,  which  reads  as  follows:  "The  act  of  1889  (P.  L., 
306),  incorporating  cities  of  the  third  class,  in  article 
II,  section  3,  provided  that  'the  Secretary  and  Health 
Officer  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by 
the  Board.'  The  act  of  1893  (P.  L.  45),  establishing 
boards  of  health  in  boroughs,  in  section  3  provided 
that  'the  Secretary  and  Health  Officer  shall  receive 
such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board.'  The  terms 
of  the  acts  referred  to  give  to  the  boards  of  health  in 
cities  of  the  third  class  and  boroughs,  the  right  to  fix 
the  salaries  of  the  secretaries  and  health  officers. 
Since  the  specific  authority  has  been  conferred  upon 
the  boards  of  health,  councils  do  not  have  the  right  to 
regulate  the  salaries  of  those  officers." 

Solicitor's  opinion  in  re  Board  of  Health  of  Potts- 
town. 

This  was  an  opinion  given  by  Solicitor  H.  D.  Say  lor, 
at  a  meeting  of  council  of  Pottstown,  as  to  whether 
the  "act  enabling  borough  councils  to  establish  boards 
of  health,"  applied  to  tbe  borough  of  Pottstown.  It 
was  contended  by  certain  members  of  council  that  the 
act  was  not  applicable  to  the  borough  of  Pottstown, 
for  the  reason  that  the  borough  is  working  under  a 
special  charter,  and  that  the  act  establishing  borough 
boards  of  health  could  not  alter  such  charter  or  affect 
it  in  any  way.    The  opinion  was  that  when  the  act  in 
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questiQii  uses  the  words  "of  every  borough  in  this 
Commonwealth,"  it  means.boroughs  incorporated  under 
special  as  well  as  general  laws,  and  that  its  provisions 
therefore  apply  to  the  borough  of  Pottstown. 

3.  Authority  of  Boards  of  Health: 

This  was  an  opinion  furnished  by  the  Attorney  Gen-  Authority  ot  Board. 

"  of  Health. 

eral  as  to  the  authority  of  boards  of  health,  and  was 
to  the  effect  that  local  boards  of  health  established 
under  the  act  of  1893,  have  no  authority  except  such 
as  is  derived  from  the  acts  of  Assembly  creating  such 
boards.  In  section  7  of  the  act  of  May  11,  1893,  (P. 
L.,  47),  it  is  provided  that  the  board  of  health  shall 
submit  annually  to  the  council  an  estimate  of  the 
probable  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  ensuing 
year,  and  the  council  shall  then  proceed  to  make  such 
appropriation  thereto  as  they  shall  deem  necessary. 
This  vests  in  the  council  a  large  discretion.  Some  ap- 
propriation must,  however,  be  made  by  the  council, 
but  the  amount  of  that  appropriation  is  discretionary 
with  the  council,  provided  that  it  be  sufficient  to  pay 
the  salaries  of  the  secretary  and  health  officer  as  fixed 
by  the  board.  If  this  is  not  done,  a  mandamus  would 
He  to  compel  the  council  to  perform  its  duty  under  the 
law. 

4.  Authority  to  Abate  Slaughter  House  Nuisances:     Authorjt7  to  abate 
The  Authority  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  abate  nuisancer.  Attor- 

slaughter  house  nuisances  is  given  by  the  act  under 
which  it  is  created.  The  slaughterhouse  business, 
when  properly  conducted  is  a  legitimate  business  and 
jt  is  the  manner  of  conducting  the  business  that 
causes  the  nuisance,  and  not  the  business  itself.  The 
law  protects  every  citizen  in  a  legitimate  business,  so 
long  as  it  does  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the 
public,  and  the  health  of  the  people.  But,  if  the  man- 
ner of  conducting  the  business  is  prejudicial  to  the 
rights  of  the  public  and  health  of  the  people,  it  is  a 
nuisance,  but  as  property  rights  are  involved  in  the 
attempts  to  abate  such  nuisances,  it  is  advisable  to 
proceed  by  some  well  established  legal  method,  rather 
than  a  summary-  process  under  the  police  powers  of 
the  State  Board.  Two  methods  are  suggested,  one, 
by  bill  in  equity,  asking  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  proprietor  from  conducting  the  business  in  sucli 
an  offensive  way,  and  the  other,  that  the  local  health 
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officer  make  an  information  against  the  proprietor  fo?- 
maintaining  a  nuisance. 

5.  Opinion  in  re  appropriation  by  Council: 

The  Secretary  had  written  to  the  Attorney  General 
asking  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  it  is  legal  for  a 
council,  having,  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year, 
made  an  appropriation  of  a  certain  amount  for  the 
use  of  a  certain  department  of  the  municipal  govern- 
ment, to  make  any  other  use  of  the  money  thus  ap- 
propriated. The  opinion  given  by  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral was  "When  an  appropriation  is  made  by  a  council 
for  a  specific  purpose,  it  is  not  lawful  to  use  that 
money  for  any  other  purpose." 

The  Secretary  stated  that,  in  order  to  obtain  some 
information  in  advance  with  regard  to  several  institu- 
tions for  propagating  virus,  he  had  sent  to  them  a 
form  of  questions,  which  had  been  determined  upon 
by  a  committee  of  the  National  Conference  of  State 
Boards  of  Health.    Reports  were  received  from: 

6.  Mr.  Louis  R.  Susserott,  of  the  Jenner  Vaccine 
Farm  at  Chambersburg,  Franklin  county,  dated  June 
6th,  1896. 

7.  Mr.  Wm.  McKnight,  manager  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Vaccine  Company,  at  Chambersburg,  Franklin  county, 
dated  June  6,  1895. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  John  B.  Roberts,  M.  D., 
President  of  the  State  Medical  Society,  and  himself, 
visited  these  establishments,  and,  he  regretted  to  say. 
did  not  find  all  the  precautions  taken  as  regards  clean- 
liness that  were  necessary,  in  his  opinion. 

8.  In  connection  with  this  subject,  the  Secretary 
stated  that  he  had  received  a  communication  from  Dr. 
Ralph  Walsh,  proprietor  of  the  so-called  "National" 
Vaccine  Establishment  at  Washington.  This  com 
munication  contained  a  printed  circular  from  Dr. 
Ralph  Walsh,  enclosing  a  paper  read  by  Surgeon 
Walter  Reed,  a  report  of  examinations  made  by  him- 
self of  the  virus  sold  by  a  number  of  propagators,  be- 
fore the  Medical  Society  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 
The  report,  as  read  by  the  Secretary,  indicated  that 
the  virus  from  Dr.  W^alsh's  establishment  showed  tlie 
best  results,  viz:  an  average  of  383  colonies  to  the 
point,  the  Lancaster  county  vaccine  virus  showing  an 
average  of  2,386  colonies  to  the  point.    The  Minne- 
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BOta  station  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  the  secretary  of  that  board,  a 
very  careful  operator,  has  it  under  his  supervision. 
Yet  the  number  of  colonies  reported  in  that  virus  is 
about  twice  that  of  the  Lancaster  County  Vaccine 
Farm  and  twelve  times  that  of  Dr.  Walsh's  establish- 
ment. The  difference  here  is  quite  as  striking  as 
that  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Columbian  Labora- 
tory in  favor  of  the  Lancaster  county  product,  and  ap- 
pears to  allow  room  for  criticism. 

9.  The  Secretary  stated  that  he  had  brought  before  Tubercular  infec-

by  Harold  C.  Ernst,  bacteriologist  of  Harvard  Med- 
ical School,  showing  results  in  a  number  of  cases  in 
which  cows  which  were  tuberculous,  but  in  which  the 
udder  was  not  tuberculous,  gave  milk  in  which  tuber- 
cle bacilli  was  found  in  large  quantities.

once  close  up  said  establishment,  remove  all  offensive 
material  and  cause  such  portion  of  it  as  can  be  burned 
to  be  destroyed  by  fire,  and  such  as  cannot  thus  be  de- 
stroyed to  be  buried  four  feet  below  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  and  to  have  the  whole  establishment  cleansed 
and  disinfected  so  that  it  shall  cease  to  be  offensive.

The  origin  of  the  disease  is  traceable  to  a  stream  of 
water  known  as  Buffalo  run.  Along  the  banks  of  the 
stream  are  several  water  closets,  pig  pens  and  stables, 
all  of  which  drain  directly  into  the  stream.  At  every 
rise  of  water  the  stream  overflows  and  runs  into 
springs  from  which  drinking  water  is  obtained,  thus 
polluting  the  water  of  said  springs,  which  is  prac- 
tically nothing  more  than  creek  water. 

43.  Dr.  W.  E.  Matthews,  medical  inspector  for  Cam-  Ji«{;sV^^«mbr°I'® 
bria  county,  made  an  inspection  at  Lilly,  Cambria  conniy' 
county,  July  2,  1895,  on  account  of  a  complaint  of  de- 
fective drainage.

supply  from  springs,  wells  and  a  reservoir  at  the  water 
works.

New  York  City,  June  21st  and  22nd,  1895,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply  of  the 
American  Public  Health  Association,  reported  as  fol- 
lows:— 

"The  object  of  the  Conv.ention  of  Bacteriologists, 
recently  held  in  the  city  of  New  York,  will  be  best  ex- 
plained by  the  following  letter  addressed  to  your  Sec- 
retary, and  requesting  that  the  Board  be  represented 
at  the  same.  (Extracts  from  the  letter  were  then 
read). 

Dr.  W.  M.  L.  Coplin,  Bacteriologi«t  to  the  Board, 
was  also  in  attendance  and  took  part  in  the  discus- 
sions which  were  of  the  deepest  interest. 

A  point  of  considerable  importance  which  was  de- 
veloped in  the  course  of  the  discussions,  was  the  fact 
that  the  determining  of  the  presence  of  bacillus  of 
typhoid  fever  in  water  is  a  matter  of  very  much 
greater  difficulty  than  is  usually  supposed  by  the  pub- 
lic, or  even  by  members  of  boards  of  health,  who  have 
not  devoted  a  special  study  to  the  subject  of  bacteri- 
ology. In  fact  the  general  sentiment  was  that,  even 
when  there  is  reason  to  regard  it  as  positively  certain 
that  a  particular  water  has  been  the  source  of  typhoid 
fever,  yet  the  discovery  of  germs  of  the  disease  in  a 
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given  sample  of  water  was  by  no  means  to  be  antici 
pated. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  whole 
field  of  bacteriology  and  to  decide  as  to  the  standard 
types,  methods  of  cultivation  and  the  interpretation  of 
results.

In  the  absence  of  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral, an  interview  was  had  with  his  first  assistant,  and 
that  fact  was  demonstrated  that,  although  the  ar- 
rangements at  the  Delaware  Breakwater  and  at  Reedy 
Island  were  not  such  as  is  demanded  by  modern  Mari- 
time Sanitation  in  the  interest  of  the  comfort  of  pas- 
sengers and  of  the  least  possible  interference  with 
traffic,  yet  tbey  were  such  as  could  be  relied  upon  to 
prevent  introduction  of  contagion.

Tj^phoid  Fever. 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  reported  at  Hummels- 
town,  Dauphin  county,  July  19,  1895. 

On  July  25th,  1895,  at  South  Burgettstown,  Wash- 
ington county,  confined  to  two  dwellings. 

Three  cases  at  Pottstown,  Montgomery  county, 
July  25th,  1895.  Defective  drainage  found  to  exist 
near  by. 

An  outbreak  was  reported  at  Olarington,  Forest 
county,  July  29th,  1895,  by  the  county  medical  inspei?- 
tor.  An  inspection  was  made  and  the  cause  was  found 
to  be  a  polluted  stream,  which  fed  a  large  number  of 
dug  wells  in  that  locality.

Diphtheria. 

Three  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  at  Grady- 
ville,  Delaware  county,  July  13,  1895.  An  inspection 
was  made  by  the  county  medical  inspector,  who  found 
that  one  case  had  resulted  fatally,  and  two  others 
were  still  sick.    Quarantine  was  established.

Dr.  A.  S.  McKnight,  deputy  inspector,  reported  on 
July  6,  1895,  that,  for  the  six  months  ending  June  30, 
1895,  27  cases  of  scarlet  fever  had  occurred  at  Eckley, 
Luzerne  county,  and  that  new  cases  were  continually 
occurring.  In  the  outbreak  of  1894,  there  were  IIG 
cases,  with  16  deaths. 

An  outbreak  was  reported  at  and  near  Shamokiu, 
Northumberland  county,  July  12,  1895.  Health  officer 
and  deputy  inspector  F.  A.  Smink,  reported  that  during 
July,  August,  September  and  October,"  93  cases  had 
occurred  with  23  deaths. 

Three  cases  were  reported  at  Meadville,  Crawford 
county,  July  23,  1895. 

Three  cases  at  Bradford,  McKean  county,  July  27, 
1895.

to  the  present  time  the  stream  had  not  been  polluted, 
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because — the  drain  had  not  been  used.  The  superin- 
tendent of  the  State  Normal  School  was  notified  that 
should  a  nuisance  be  caused  by  the  disposal  of  their 
sewage  in  such  a  manner,  the  State  Board  of  Health 
would  be  compelled  to  order  its  abatement. 
BjoMburg,  Tioga  Au  inspectiou  was  made  at  Blossburg,  Tioga  county, 

July  12,  1895,  by  l.>r.  0.  S.  Logan,  medical  inspector  for 
Tioga  county,  on  account  of  sudden  deaths  apparently 
from  insect  bites.  The  Secretary  had  received  a  tele- 
gram from  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Marine  Hos- 
pital Service  at  Washington,  D.  C,  calling  attention 
to  the  existence  of  an  unusual  disease  at  Blossburg, 
suggesting  that  it  might  be  anthrax,  and  asking  that 
he  be  notified  as  to  its  probable  origin.  A  telegram 
was  sent' to  Dr.  G.  D.  Crandall,  surgeon  to  the  Bloss- 
burg hospital,  asking  for  particulars.  He  replied  that 
he  was  doubtful  as  to  its  nature.  The  inspection 
made  by  Dr.  Logan  showed  the  cause  to  be  blood  poi- 
soning resulting  from  bites  of  flies  which  had  been 
feeding  on  a  pile  of  putrid  fleshings  on  the  ground  of 
the  Union  Tanning  Company,  at  Blossburg,  and  the 
persons  bitten  had,  in  most  cases,  been  employes  of 
the  tannery  or  members  of  their  families.  The  flesh- 
ings consisted  of  six  o?  eight  tons  of  decaying  animal 
matter  composed  of  hair  and  scrapings  from  the  hides, 
and  were  literally  covered  with  flies.  In  every  case 
the  disease  began  as  a  minute  black  pimple,  and  the 
parts  affected  had  usually  been  the  hands  and  arms. 
The  report  of  Dr.  Crandall  showed  that  four  cases  had 
occurred  in  the  hospital,  two  resulting  fatally.  No 
cattle  had  been  affected,  as  reported  in  the  papers. 
An  order  was  served  on  the  Union  Tanning  Company, 
declaring  the  conditions  reported  a  nuisance,  ?ind  di- 
recting that  the  fleshings  be  at  once  removed  and 
buried  four  feet  deep,  that  quick  lime  be  added  in  the 
proportion  of  one  bushel  to  every  four  hundred  pounds 
(estimated)  of  the  fleshings,  that  they  be  covered  with 
clean  earth;  that  the  ground  which  had  been  satu- 
rated with  the  drainage  from  the  pile  of  fleshings  be 
covered  with  quick  lime  to  the  depth  of  one  inch,  and 
that  hereafter  no  accumulation  of  fleshings  be  allowed 
on  the  surface  of  the  ground;

July  18,  1895,  by  Dr.  W.  L.  Williams,  medical  inspec- 
tor for  Elk  county,  who  reported  that  a  number  of 
dwellings  and  a  hotel  were  draining  the  refuse  from 
water  closets  and  kitchens  into  a  mill  race,  situated 
near  tbe  main  street  of  the  town.  He  stated  that  the 
local  board  of  health  had  called  the  attention  of  the 
council  to  the  matter,  but  they  had  refused  to  take 
any  action,  stating  that  they  had  nothing  to  do  with 
such  conditions.  The  property  owners  had  refused 
to  abate  the  nuisance.  The  Secretary  wrote  the  med- 
ical inspector  stating  that  the  nuisance  reported  was 
one  of  very  common  occurrence  throughout  the  State, 
that  such  matters  were  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
council,  and  that  the  only  action  the  local  board  of 
healtli  could  take  would  be  to  report  to  that  body  the 
fact  that  in  their  opinion  disease  would  be  likely  to  re- 
sult from  such  conditions,  and  to  suggest  the  expe- 
diency of  introducing  a  sewerage  system.  When  they 
had  done  this,  they  had  shifted  the  responsibility  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  councilmen,  and  should  an  epi- 
demic disease  occur,  the  odium  would  fall  upon  them 
and  not  upon  the  board  of  health.

graves  being  dug,  and  that  they  were  only  from  two 
to  three  feet  deep.  At  every  change  in  the  weather  a 
foul  odor  was  perceptible.  The  inspector  had  exam- 
ined one  grave  which  had  recently  been  dug,  and  it 
was  only  about  one  and  one-half  feet  deep,  and  from 
appearances  they  all  seemed  to  be  about  the  same 
depth.  Orders  were  served  on  the  congregations  that 
in  future  cases  all  graves  be  six  feet  deep,  and  those 
in  which  persons  had  recently  been  buried  should  be 
covered  with  quick  lime.  This  matter  was,  on  motion, 
referred  to  new  business. 

On  July  13,  1895,  an  inspection  was  made  at  Chester 
township,  Delaware  county,  by  Dr.  Robert  S.  Maison, 
medical  inspector  for  Delaware  county,  on  account  of 
a  complaint  from  the  board  of  health  of  Upland,  of  a 
filthy  fat-rendering  establishment.  He  reported  that 
the  boilers  in  use  were  not  such  as  should  be  required 
in  such  an  establishment.  The  general  sanitary  condi- 
tions of  the  place  were  good.  An  order  was  sent  the 
proprietor  of  the  establishment  to  put  up  properly  con- 
structed steam-tight  boilers  and  scrubbers  in  place  of 
the  present  imperfect  ones.  The  inspector  has  re- 
cently reported  that  this  order  has  been  complied  with. 

.An  inspection  was  made  at  Allentown,  Lehigh  coun- 
on  July  29,  1895,  by  Dr.  Morris  F.  Gawley,  county  med- 
ical inspector,  on  account  of  a  complaint  of  the  pollu- 
tion of  the  city  water  supply.  He  reported  that  the 
pollution  was  due  to  alterations  being  made  in  the 
catch  basin  of  the  spring.  The  excavations  had  been 
almost  completed,  and  he  could  not  suggest  any  fur- 
ther precautions  than  were  already  being  taken  by  the 
health  officer.  On  account  of  the  prevalence  of  ty- 
phoid fever  in  the  city,  notice  had  been  given  to  boil 
all  water  used  for  culinary  purposes. 

On  July  27,  1895,  an  inspection  was  made  at  Corn- 
wells,  Bucks  county,  by  Dr.  A.  M.  Cooper,  county  med- 
ical inspector,  on  account  of  complaint  of  an  offensive, 
odor  from  a  cattle-pen  owned  by  the  Pure  Rye  Distil- 
lery Company.  He  reported  that  this  company  had  a 
pen  built  in  the  woods  nexir  the  distillery,  in  which 
were  about  275  bulls  being  fattened  for  the  market, 
and  which  were  fed  on  refuse  from  the  distillery.  The 
manure  from  these  cattle  was  hauled  out  and  spread 
upon  land,  and  the  liquid  from  the  excreta  would  gravl- 
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ually  find  its  way  into  the  Delaware  river,  together 
with  other  offensive  matter,  which  during  low  tide, 
was  exposed  to  the  sun,  causing  a  very  offensive  odor. 
An  order  was  sent  the  company  to  adopt  means  to  pre- 
vent the  said  polluting  material  from  entering  the 
river,  and  to  treat  the  effluent  with  lime. 
An  inspection  was  made  at  Grove,  Chester  county,  urove.  (nie»ter

on  July  31,  1895,  by  Dr.  Isaac  Massey,  county  medical 
inspector,  on  account  of  diphtheria.    He  reported  find-   .

Quarantine  was  enforced  and  no  further  danger  was 
feared. 

Diphtheria  having  been  reported  at  Morton,  Diela-  Morton.  Delaware 
ware  county,  an  inspection  was  made  August  3,  1895, 
by  the  county  medical  inspector,  Dr.  Robert  S.  Maison, 
who  reported  that  diphtheria  had  occurred  in  a  child, 
resulting  fatally.  The  mother  contracted  the  disease 
from  the  child.  The  funeral  of  the  child  was  unneces- 
sarily delayed,,  and  relations  of  the  child  had  been  al- 
lowed to  mingle  with  the  family.  Quarantine  was  im- 
mediately enforced,  and  thorough  disinfection  ordered. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  Morton  was  found  to  be 
very  bad. 

Delaware 
ty,  August  5,  1895,  by  the  county  medical  inspector,  SfSiw'"'**'  ^^ 
Dr.  Robert  S.  Maison,  on  account  of  a  complaint  to  the 
effect  that  foul  drainage  was  being  run  into  Darby 
from  this  borough.  The  inspector  reported  that  a 
row  of  houses  had  connected  their  drains  and  closets 
with  a  common  gutter,  which  ran  directly  into  the 
gutter  of  Darby  pike.

there  for  several  weeks  and  become  stagnant.  A  drain 
had  been  constructed  by  the  Turnpike  Company,  but 
was  inadequate.  The  Secretary  sent  a  communication 
to  the  Turnpike  Company  urging  that  arrangements 
should  be  made  whereby  this  water  could  be  properly 
disposed  of.  A  communication  was  soon  after  re- 
ceived from  the  Berks  and  Dauphin  Turnpike  Com- 
pany to  the  effect  that  a  large  stone  and  iron  box  cul- 
vert had  been  constructed,  which  effectually  drained 
the  roadside. 

On  August  8,  1895,  an  inspection  was  made  at  Clar- 
•  ington,  Forest  county,  on  account  of  typhoid  fever, 
Dr.  J.  W.  Morrow,  the  county  medical  inspector,  re- 
ported that  the  supply  of  water  was  derived  from  dug 
wells,  and  there  was  no  doubt  that  the  disease  was 
caused  by  drinking  the  water  from  a  number  of  wells 
situated  near  the  banks  of  a  stream,  which  receives 
the  refuse  from  water  closets.  The  outbreak  was 
confined  almost  exclusively  to  persons  living  along 
the  banks  of  this  stream.  Proclamations  were  posted 
by  order  of  the  Board,  in  conspicuous  places,  ordering 
that  all  water  used  for  drinking  and  culinary  purposes 
be  boiled  before  using,  and  that  the  excreta  of  the  sick 
be  disinfected. 

An  inspection  was  made  at  Lansdowne,  Delaware 
county,  by  Dr.  Robert  S.  Maison,  county  medical  in- 
spector, on  account  of  a  complaint  of  foul  drainage 
from  Lansdowne  'and  Yeadon  entering  the  Darby  creek 
at  a  point  opposite  Garrett's  paper  mills.  He  reported 
that  the  water  in  this  stream  (Darby  creek)  was  insuffi- 
cient to  carry  off  the  drainage  from  these  two  bor- 
oughs, and,  as  the  mill  owned  needed  the  regular  sup- 
ply of  water,  it  would  entail  a  loss  to  them  to  fre- 
quently flush  the  stream.

structed to  tidewater,  which  would  relieve  the  resi- 
dents of  that  entire  region.

Delaware 
made  an  inspection  at  Tinicum,  Delaware  county,  on 
August  27,  1895,  on  account  of  diphtheria.  He  re 
ported  the  disease  to  be  in  a  shanty  surrounded  by 
pig-pens,  and  scarcely  to  be  distinguished  from  the 
I  ens,  except  that  the  latter  are  raised  two  feet  from 
the  ground,  while  the  shanty  was  not.

An  inspection  was  made  at  Montoursville,  Lycoming 
county,  September  2,  1895,.  by  Dr.  Aug.  Richter,  coun- 
ty medical  inspector,  of  a  filthy  slaughter  house.  In- 
structions were  given  that  the  establishment  be  main- 
tained in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health. 

An  inspection  was  made  at  Venice,  Washington 
county,  on  September  3, 1895,  by  Dr.  C.  B.  Wood,  coun- 
ty medical  inspector  for  Erie  county.  He  reported 
typhoid  fever  existing  at  the  place,  due,  no  doubt,  to 
the  use  of  polluted  water,  caused  by  draining  cess- 
pools and  other  refuse  into  a  stream.  Nine  cases  were 
found  with  four  deaths. 

On  September  3,  1895,  an  inspection  was  made  ai 
Sharpsburg,  Allegheny  county,  by  Dr.  S.  M.  Riaehart, 
county  medical  inspector,  on  account  of  an  epidemic 
of  diphtheria.  About  35  cases  were  reported  by  him 
with  five  deaths.  No  effort  seemed  to  have  been  made 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  A  number  of 
public  funerals  had  been  held,  one  from  a  church,  and 
the  people  in  general  had  been  allowed  to  mingle 
freely.  Orders  were  given  to  enforce  complete  isola- 
tion of  every  case,  and  to  placard  every  infected  house. 

An  inspection  was  made  at  Avondale,  Delaware 
county,  by  Dr.  Robert  S.  Maison,  county  medical  in- 
spector, on  account  of  scarlet  fever.  One  case  was  re 
ported  by  him,  in  a  family  where  there  were  thrive 
other  children.  The  premises  were  placarded,  and 
circulars  and  instructions  left. 

An  inspection  was  made  at  Narbertb,  Montgomery 
county,  on  September  13,  1895,  by  Dr.  H.  H.  Whit- 
comb,  county  medical  inspector,  on  account  of  a  com- 
plaint of  the  pollution  of  a  creek  by  sewage  from  the 
north  side  of  Narberth.

On  motion 
the  report  was  referred  to  "Reports  of  Standing  Com- 
mittees," to  be  presented  in  full  as  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Water  Supply  and  Drainage,  of  which 
Mr.  Fulton  was  chairman.

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An  inspection  was  made  at  Mt.  Joy  township,  Lan- 
caster county,  September  17,  1895,  by  Dr.  Wm.  Black- 
wood, county  medical  inspector,  on  account  of 
a  bone  boiling  establishment.  No  nuisance  was  found 
to  exist  at  the  establishment,  and  the  surroundings 
were  in  a  sanitary  condition.  There  is  but  one  house 
near  the  premises,  that  being  about  one-half  mile 
away. 

On  September  15,  1895,  Dr.  G.  F.  Harris,  county 
medical  inspector,  made  an  inspection  at  Coleville, 
Centre  county,  on  account  of  an  epidemic  of  typhoid 
fever.  He  reported  six  cases,  all  of  a  mild  form.  The 
probable  cause  of  the  disease  was  the  use  of  polluted 
spring  and  well  water.  Instructions  were  given  to 
have  all  water  boiled  before  using.  A  second  inspec- 
tion was  made,  and  it  was  found  that  the  people  were 
not  following  the  instructions  given  by  the  Inspector. 
The  Secretary  then  caused  proclamations  to  be  posted 
in  conspicuous  places  in  the  village,  positively  forbid- 
ding the  use  of  all  water  before  boiling.  Circulars  on 
typhoid  fever  were  circulated  throughout  the  village. 

An  inspection  was  made  at  Folcroft,  Delaware  coun- 
ty, on  September  27,  1895,  by  Dr.  Robert  S.  Maison, 
county  medical  inspector,  on  account  of  filthy  pig- 
pens. He  reported  finding  six  pens  in  a  filthy  condi- 
tion. An  order  was  issued  by  the  Board,  that  all  the 
pens  be  raised  three  feet  above  the  ground,  and  the 
filth  be  removed  twice  every  week  until  the  first  of 
November. 

An  inspection  was  made  at  Wilkes-Barre,  Luzerne 
county,  October  3,  1895,  by  Dr.  Chas.  P.  Knapp, 
county  medical  inspector,  of  the  reservoirs  of  the 
Crystal  Spring  Water  Company.  He  reported  that 
this  company  secured  its  supply  of  water  from  three 
sources,  namely:  Pine  Creek,  Solomon's  creek  and 
Crystal  lake.  The  Pine  creek  supply  was  found  to  be 
of  fair  quality,  and  the  water  shed  not  polluted  in  any 
way.  The  water  shed  of  Solomon's  creek  was  found 
to  be  polluted  for  a  long  distance  with  the  washings 
from  closets,  stables  and  chicken-yards,  and  to  be  un- 
fit for  use  as  a  water  supply.

**Stink  Pond,"  on  account  of  the  odor  arising  from  it

Strict  quarantine  was  being  maintained  by  the  at- 
tending phjsiciaii.  The  general  sanitary  conditions 
were  found  to  be  good. 

Complaint  having  been  entered  against  the  Elk  Tan 
ning  Company,  at  Mann's  Choice,  Bedford  county, 
that  they  were  polluting  the  water  supply  of  Bedford, 
by  draining  the  refuse  from  their  tannery  into  the 
waters  of  the  Rays  Town  branch  of  the  Juniata  river, 
an  inspection  was  made  by  Dr.  A.  Enfield,  county  med- 
ical inspector,  on  July  29,  1895.  He  reported  that  this 
company  were  draining  the  refuse  liquors  into  the 
stream  by  means  of  an  open  ditch,  said  liquor  discol- 
oring the  water  and  killing  the  fish  for  several  miles 
along  the  stream.  An  order  of  abatement  was  served 
on  the  company,  October  9,  1895,  ordering  that  they 
filter  their  drainage  before  allowing  it  to  enter  the 
stream.  In  consequence  of  this  order  not  having  been 
satisfactorily  complied  with,  a  second  inspection  was 
made  by  Dr.  Enfield.  He  reported  that  no  adequate* 
effort  had  been  made  to  abate  the  nuisance.  Samples 
of  water  have  been  secured  from  the  river  for  analysis. 
The  Secretary  suggested  that  this  whole  subject  of 
tannery  pollution  needed  investigation.  On  motion 
the  report  was  referred  to  new  business.

Your  Committee  begs  leave  rest)ectfully  to  report 
that  re|T:istration  of  deaths,  causes  of  death  and  con 
tagious  diseases,  is  making  rapid  progress  in  all  the 
larger  centres  of  population,  and  that,  even  in  some 
very  small  boroughs  these  records  are  kept.  Weekly 
reports  are  received  from  Philadelphia,  Pittsbuigli, 
Scranton,  and  Butler,  monthly  reports  from  Lancaster, 
Norristown,  York,  Shamokin,  Johnstown  and  Wil- 
liamsport  Even  tliese  scanty  returns  it  is  quite 
out    of    the    i)0wer   of    the    Superintendent    to    prop 
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erly  digest  and  tabulate,  owing  to  insufficient  clerical 
force.  Quotations  were  made  from  a  paper  by  Cressy 
L.  Wilbur,  Ph.  M.,  M.  D.,  of  the  Division  of  Vital  Sta 
tistics,  Department  of  State,  Lansing,  Michigan,  en- 
titled "The  Outlook  for  a  System  of  Registration  of 
Vital  Statistics  in  the  United  States;"  read  at  the 
twenty-third  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Public 
Health  Association,  indicating  that  the  most  serious 
blow  that  the  advancement  of  vital  statistics  has  re- 
ceived, was  the  failure  of  the  great  State  of  Pennsylva- 
nia to  adopt  a  more  modern  registration  system,  in- 
stead of  a  miserable  make-shift,  when  the  question 
came  before  her  Legislature  in  1893.  On  motion,  the 
report  was  accepted.

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Legislation,  Rules  and 
Regulations,  J.  H.  McClelland,  M.  D.,  chairman,  pre- 
sented a  list  of  26  laws  passed  at  the  last  Legislature, 
having  reference  to  sanitary  matters.  The  committee 
alluded  to  Act  No.  124,  which  provides  a  sanitary  code 
for  the  restriction  of  contagious  diseases,  as  a  step 
in  advance  of  the  very  greatest  improvement  and 
value.  Also,  Act  No.  133,  which  places  the  subject  of 
house  drainage  and  registration  of  plumbers  in  the 
hands  of  the  local  boards  of  health,  where  it  properly 
belongs;  also,  to  an  amendment  to  the  act  for  the  reg- 
istration of  births  and  deaths  in  the  several  counties, 
adding  to  its  efficiency.  The  fact  that  the  emergency 
fund,  to  be  used  in  cases  of  great  calamities  or  epidem- 
ics, had  been  re-established,  was  mentioned,  but  it  was 
regretted  that  no  addition  had  been  made  to  the  scanty 
appropriation  for  the  use  of  the  Board.  The  report 
concluded  by  urging  upon  every  member  of  the  Board 
to  make  known  among  his  constithents  and  his  repre 
sentatives  in  the  Assembly,  the  essential  needs,  both  of 
the  Board  and  of  the  public,  in  reference  to  additional 
sanitary  laws.  The  report  was,  on  motion,  accepted 
and  ordered  for  publication.

VII.  Committee  on  Sanitary  Legislation,  Rules  and 
Regulations — J.  H.  McClelland,  M.  D.,  chairman,  and 
Benjamin  Lee,  M.  D. 

Unfinished  Business. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  he  had  received  a  com- 
munication from  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of 
Reading,  stating  that  the  suits  which  had  been  entered 
against  certain  persons  polluting  their  water  supply 
had  been  withdrawn,  as  the  Deparment  had  purchase(l 
all  the  farms  on  which  the  pollution  occurred.  There 
was  no  doubt  that  the  action  taken  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  in  this  matter  had  enabled  the  city  of  Read- 
ing to  purchase  these  farms  without  paying  extortion- 
ate prices. 

New  Business. 


Under  the  head  of  new  business,  the  Secretary  pre-  Pre.entntion  of  ac- 
sented  accounts  covered  by  vouchers  No.  793  to  826,  *'°""^'* 
amounting  to  1946.56,  which  had  .been  audited  by  the 
Executive  Committee  and  found  correct.    On  motion, 
the  accounts  were  approved. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  appointment  of  Appointnientof 
deputy    inspectors.

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Henry  Hasbrouck,  Ralston,  for  the  Ralston  dis- 
trict, including  the  township  of  Mclntire,  in  Lycoming 
county. 

David  R.  Kinsey,  Williamstown,  for  the  Williams- 
town  district,  including  the  township  of  Williams, 
in  Dauphin  county. 

J.  R  Johns,  M.  D.,  Denver,  for  the  Denver  dis- 
trict, including  the  townships  of  East  and  West  Co- 
calico,  in  Lancaster  county. 

•Rev.  George  D.  Statler,  D.  D.,  Avenue,  for  the  Av- 
enue district,  including  the  second  precinct  of  Har- 
rison township,  in  Allegheny  county. 

Anton  P.  Green,  J.  P.,  Sharpsburgh,  for  the  Sharps- 
burgh  district,  including  the  township  of  Ohara,  in  Al- 
legheny county, 

J.  M.  Claar,  Rush^  for  the  Rush  district,  including 
the  township  of  Rush,  in  Centre  county. 

On  motion,  the  persons  nominated  were  appointed 
to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  position  of  medical  inspector  for  Franklin  coun- 
ty having  been  rendered  vacant  by  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  George  Hull,  the  Secretary  nominated  Dr.  J.  B. 
Montgomery,  of  Chambersburg,  as  county  medical  in- 
spector for  Franklin  county.  On  motion,  the  appoint- 
ment was  confirmed. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  Mr. 
Crosby  Gray,  superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Health, 
Pittsburgh,  referring  to  an  act  passed  by  the  last  Leg- 
islature, entitled  "An  act  for  the  Prevention  of  Blind- 
ness," which  provides,  among  other  things,  that  upon 
receipt  of  notification  of  an  incipient  case  of  ophthal- 
mia in  the  new  bom  infant,  the  health  officer  shall  for- 
ward directions  for  treatment  of  cases.  Mr.  Gray  sug- 
gested that  it  would  be  entirely  proper  that  the  State 
Board  of  Health  take  up  this  matter,  and  prepare  such 
directions.  On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Secre- 
tary prepare  suggestions  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  the  law  as  proposed,  employing 
the  assistance  of  such  competent  occulists  as  he  might 
desire. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  he  had  been  in  correspond- 
ence with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Associated 
Health  Authorities  of  Pennsylvania  as  to  the  time  of 
its  next  meeting,  and  the  subjects  of  importance  to  be 
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brought  before  it,  and  that  he  thought  it  desirable 
that  the  Board  should  express  some  preference  as  to 
the  time  of  the  meeting. 
On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Board  resume   sanitary  conven- 

'  tlon. 

its  annual  sanitary  conventions,  independently  of  the  . 
Associated  Health  Authorities,  and  that  the  next  con- 
vention be  held  in  the  city  of  Williamsport,  in  con- 
nection with  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  in  the  month  of  May,  1896. 

The  following  committee  of  arrangements  for  the 
convention  was  appointed : 

Dr.  Creorge  G.  Groff,  Chairman,  Dr.  Benjamin  Lee, 
Mr.  John  Pulton,  C.  E. 

The  Secretary  called  up  the  subject  of  boards  of  Sj^th^A^^riuS? 
health  in  counties,  and  suggested  that  it  would  be  ad- 
vantageous if  an  association  should  be  established  in 
every  county.  He  thought  it  would  be  well  to  address 
each  county  medical  inspector,  requesting  him  to  take 
the  initiative  in  the  movement.  On  motion  it  was  re- 
solved that  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  take  such 

action.  a  quarterly  oncan 

for  the  board. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  Board  would  no  doubt 
remember  that  at  one  time  it  had  authorized  the  pub- 
lisher of  a  journal  entitled  "The  Annals  of  Hygiene," 
the  editor  of  which  was  a  member  of  the  Board,  to 
place  upon  its  cover  the  words  "This  journal  publishes 
the  proceedings  and  papers  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  of  Pennsylvania."  That  journal  had  passed 
under  another  administration  and  had  for  some  time 
ceased  to  publish  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  as  not 
being  of  popular  interest.  The  editor  is  no  longer  a 
member  of  the  Board,  and  there  did  not  seem  to  be  any 
reason  why  the  statement  should  still  appear  on  the 
rover.  The  following  resolution  was  then  on  motion 
adopted: 

Whereas,  The  editor  of  the  "Annals  of  Hygiene"  is 
no  longer  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Healtli  of 
Pennsylvania,  and 

Whereas,  That  journal  has,  for  some  time  past, 
ceased  to  publish  the  proceedings  and  papers  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  publishers  of  the  "Annals  of  Uy 
pene"  be  requested  to  remove  from  the  cover  of  said 
journal  the  statement  that  "Tliis  Journal  publishes  the 
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proceedings  and  papers  of  the  State  Board  of  Healt)i 
of  Pennsylvania." 

A  communication  was  then  presented  from  Dr.  Wm. 
B.  Atkinson,  secretary  of  the  Associated  Health  Au- 
thorities of  Pennsylvania,  containing  a  proposition  to 
publish  a  quarterly  journal,  in  which  would  be  in- 
serted the  proceedings  and  papers  of  the  Associated 
Health  Authorities  of  Pennsylvania  and  those  of  this 
Board,  and  asking  that  he  be  allowed  to  call  his  Jour- 
nal, *'The  Organ  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Penn- 
sylvania." It  was  for  the  Board  to  consider  whether 
such  an  arrangement  might  be  to  its  advantage.  He 
was  himself  inclined  to  look  favorably  on  the  pro- 
posal. Dr.  Dudley  moved  that  the  request  contained 
in  the  communication  of  Dr.  Atkinson  be  granted,  and 
that,  in  the  event  of  the  proposal  taking  definite  shape 
the  Board  subscribe  for  a  certain  number  of  copies 
for  distribution  to  State  oflBcials  and  others  interested, 
which  was  carried.  The  following  comm/ittee  was 
then  appointed  to  confer  with  Dr.  Atkinson  on  the  sub- 
ject, with  power  to  act,  if  in  their  opinion  desirable: 
Dr.  Pemberton  Dudley,  Dr.  Benjamin  Lee.

which  was  not  mandatory,  namely,  that  with  regard 
to  placarding  houses  in  which  contagious  disease 
exists.  Considering  this,  a  very  desirable  provision, 
he  would  move  the  adoption  of  the  following  regula- 
tion: 

Regulation  9.  Section  1.  Whenever  the  Secretary 
shall  have  satisfactory  information  that  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing diseases,  cholera,  small-pox,  (variola  or  vario- 
loid), scarlet  fever  (scarlatina),  typhus  fever,  yellow 
fever,  relapsing  fever,  diphtheria  (diphtheritic  croup, 
membranous  croup),  or  leprosy  exists  in  any  city,  bor- 
ough, district  or  place  having  no  local  board  of  health, 
or  in  which  the  sanitary  laws  or  regulations  are  inop- 
erative, he  shall  have  authority  to  place  or  cause  to  be 
placed,  in  a  conspicuous  place  or  places  upon  or  near 
the  house  or  premises  in  which  said  case  may  be  lo- 
cated, a  placard  or  placards,  upon  which  shall  be 
printed  in  large  letters  the  name  of  the  dii&ease  from 
which  the  person  or  persons  in  said  house^rpjpen^ises 
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may  be  suffering,  as  aforesaid,  as  the  case  may  be. 
Provided,  That  variola  or  varioloid  shall  be  placarded 
as  small-pox  and  that  diphtheritic  croup  and  membra- 
neous croup  shall  be  placarded  as  diphtheria,  and  that 
scarlatina  shall  be  placarded  as  scarlet  fever,  and  said 
placard  or  placards  shall  remain  thereon  until  such 
time  as  the  ruled  and  regulations  established  by  thi^ 
Board  regarding  the  destruction  or  disinfection  of  in- 
fected bedding,  clothing  or  other  articles  which  have 
been  exposed  to  infection,  and  the  disinfection  of 
houses  and  premises  have  been  fully  complied  with. 
Provided,  That  in  addition  to  the  placarding  aforesaid 
or  in  lieu  of  the  same,  the  Secretary  may  place  or 
cause  to  be  placed  a  guard  or  guards  upon  said  house 
or  premises. 

Section  2.  The  head  of  the  family  occupying  any 
house  or  premises  upon  or  near  which  said  placard  or 
placards  aforesaid  may  be  placed,  shall,  on  conviction 
before  any  mayor,  burgess,  alderman,  police  magis- 
trate or  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  city,  borough  or 
township  in  which  said  offense  was  committed,  be 
liable  for  the  fine  or  penalty  provided  by  the  Act  of 
Assembly  of  June  18, 1895,  in  any  case  where  such  pla- 
card or  placards  are  removed,  disturbed,  covered  up, 
taken  down  or  destroyed  with  his  or  her  knowledge  or 
consent  before  the  time  provided  by  section  1  of  this 
regulation;  said  fine  to  be  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  in  default  of  payment  where- 
of such  person  or  persons  so  convicted  shall  undergo 
an  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  the  proper  county  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  60  days. 

On  motion  the  foregoing  was  adopted  as  Regulation 
IX  of  the  Board. 

With  reference  to  the  matter  of  blood-poisoning 
from  tannery  filth,  referred  to  new  business,  the  Secre- 
tary suggested  the  advisability  of  making  an  investiga- 
tion into  the  methods  of  the  preparation  of  hides,  in 
order,  if  possible,  to  devise  means  whereby  this  danger 
might  be  avoided,  and  moved  that  the  whole  question 
of  the  responsibility  of  the  proprietors  of  tanneries  for 
creating  nuisances  by  the  pollution  of  air  and  water, 
and  also  for  subjecting  their  employes  and  others  to 
the  dnnger  of  infection  and  blood-poisoning,  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Preventable  Diseases,  fogigitizedbyGoOQle 
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thorough  investigation,  the  committee  to  report  at  its 
convenience.    It  was  carried. 

The  matter  of  burials  at  insufficient  depth  having 
been  referred,  the  Secretary  stated  that  the  Board  had 
never  adopted  regulations  with  regard  to  depth  of  bu- 
rial, and  moved  that  a  regulation  be  drawn  up  to  be 
known  as  regulation  10,  requiring  that,  in  populous 
districts,  burials  shall  be  at  a  depth  not  less  than  six 
feet  bfelow  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  in  rural  dis- 
tricts at  a  depth  not  lesg  than  four  feet  It  was  car- 
ried, and  the  regulation  was  adopted  as  Regulation  X. 
The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  the  State  Board 
of  Undertakers  that  such  a  regulation  had  been 
adopted. 

The  Secretary  then  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Groff: 

Whereas,  Regulation  IX  contains  a  reference  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  established  by  this  Board,  re- 
garding the  destruction  or  disinfection  of  infected  bed- 
ding, clothing  or  other  articles  which  have  been  ex- 
posed to  infection,  and  the  disinfection  of  houses  and 
premises,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  on  this  subject  contained 
in  Circular  No.  20  of  the  Board,  second  edition  re- 
vised, be  declared  to  be  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Board  on  the  disinfection  of  the  effects  and  dwell- 
ings.   The  resolution  was  unanimously  passed. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Secretary  that  the  State  Board 
of  Health  endorse  the  proposed  movement  to  obtain 
the  assistance  of  the  National  Government  in  estab- 
lishing a  laboratory  of  hygiene  in  each  State  under  the 
control  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  said  State.  It 
was  carried. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  State  Board  of 
Health  recommend  to  local  boards  of  health,  that  mid- 
wives  practicing  in  their  jurisdiction  be  required  to  be 
registered. 

The  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
recommendations  appended  to  the  report  of  the  spe- 
cial committee,  of  which  Dr.  Groff  was  chairman,  pn»- 
sented  some  time  last  year,  had  never  been  acted  upon. 

He  moved  the  adoption  of  these  rules  as  a  regula- 
tion of  the  Board.  Dr.  Groff  however  stated  that  he 
would  like  to  have  an  opportiinitypi^lfi^iy falsing  thm^g 
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and  thoy  were  therefore  referred  back  to  the  commit- 
tee, with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

Nominations. 

Mr.  John  Pulton,  C.  E.,  then  nominated  Mr.  James  Engineer  inspector 
H.  Harlow,  C.  E.,  of  Pittsburgh,  as  Engineer  Insipeetor  ''®'^'""  ^**'*'**'^ 
to  the  Board  for  the  Western  district.    The  nomina- 
tion was  seconded  by  the  Secretary.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITT^EE  ON  REGISTRATION  AND 
VITAL  STATISTICS. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of 

Pennsylvania : 

Gentlemen:    Your  Committee  begs  leave  respectfully  to  report 

that  registration  of  deaths,  causes  of  death,  and  contagious  diseases, 

is  making  rapid  progress  in  all  the  larger  centres  of  population,  ar.d 

that  even  in  some  very  small  boroughs  these  records  are  carefally 
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kept.  Up  to  the  present  time,  however,  the  Central  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics  is  receiving  regular  reports  of  more  frequency  than  the 
annual  reports,  from  only  ten  cities  and  bureaus,  as  follows: 

Weekly  reports  from  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  Scranton,  and  But- 
ler. Monthly  reports  from  Lancaster,  Norristown,  York,  Shamokiii, 
Johnstown  and  William  sport. 

Even  these  scanty  returns  it  is  quite  out  of  the  power  of  the  Su- 
perintendent to  properly  digest  and  tabulate  owing  to  insufficient 
clerical  force.    They  are  however,  carefully  filed  and  will  be  of  use 
I  at  some  future  day  when  the  State  Legislature  has  become  sufficiently 

instructed  as  to  the  importance  of  vital  statistics  to  make  provision 
for  their  tabulation.  Through  the  medium  of  the  State  Medical 
Council  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain  a  list  of  all  the  physicians  who 
have  passed  the  several  medical  examing  boards  and  recived  a  li- 
cense to  practice  since  the  establishment  of  that  body.  The  com- 
mittee trusts  that  the  representative  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  in 
the  Council  will  make  it  his  duty  to  see  that  these  statistics  are 
promptly  and  fully  furnished. 

The  fact  that  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  has  not  yet  awakened  to 
the  sense  of  the  importance  of  a  State  system  of  registration  of  vital 
statistics  is  exciting  unfavorable  comment  not  only  among  other 
States  in  this  Union,  but  even  abroad.  As  evidencing  the  manner 
in  which  intelligent  sanitarians  in  this  country  regard  this  vital 
defect  in  our  system  of  State  government,  your  Committee  quotes 
from  a  paper  by  Cressy  L.  Wilbur,  Ph.  M.,  M.  D.,  of  the  Division  of 
Vital  Statistics,  Department  of  State,  Lansing,  Michigan,  entitl»?d 
'The  Outlook  for  a  System  of  Registration  of  Vital  Statistics  in  the 
United  States,"  read  at  the  Twenty-third  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
American  Public  Health  Association,  held  at  Denver,  October  1  to  4, 
1895,  a  manuscript  copy  of  which  has  kindly  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  your  Committee,  by  the  author,  in  advance  of  publication. 
(It  will  be  remembered  that  the  State  of  Michigan  looks  upon  this 
question  as  a  matter  of  so  much  importance  as  to  employ  seven  (7) 
clerks  in  this  work  alone.)  Dr.  Wilbur,  in  the  course  of  his  paper, 
remarks: 

"The  most  serious  blow  that  the  advancement  of  vital  &tatisti(*a 
has  received,  was  the  failure  of  the  great  State  of  Pennsylvania  to 
adopt  a  modern  registration  system  instead  of  a  miserable  make- 
shift, when  the  question  came  before  her  Legislature  in  1893.  Half 
a  loaf  is  not  always  better  than  no  bread,  when  it  is  a  question  of 
vital  statistics.  Imperfect  statistics  may  be  far  worse  and  more 
misleading  than  none  at  all,  and  it  has  been  the*  experience  of  states 
with  imperfect  systems  of  registration,  that  the  very  existence  of  any 
system  at  all  acts  as  an  obstacle  to  the  introduction  of  a  better 
one.  and  thus  retafrds  the  coming  of  efficient  registration. -'       ^  j 
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After  painting  out  the  fact  that  sanitarians  have  very  generally 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  reliable  bta- 
tistics  until  a  certain  population  has  been  reached,  he  notes  that 
our  State  has  more  than  reached  "the  superior  limit  of  density  of 
population,  above  which  an  efficient  system  of  vital  registration, 
under  our  present  conditions  of  knowledge  is  recognized  as  an  indis- 
pensible  adjunct  to  the  public  health  administration,  and  an  in- 
valuable source  of  sociological  information,  and  significantly  add:*, 
"This  limit  varies  of  course  with  the  intelligence  of  the  people." 

He  finds  that  the  failure  of  Pennsylvania  to  recognize  the  im- 
l}ortance  of  this  subject  has  been  a  serious  obstacle  to  uniformity  of 
registration  in  this  portion  of  the  country,  alluding  to  it  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Had  Pennsylvania,  in  1893,  joined  the  ranKs  of  the  registration 
states,  we  should  have  had  the  entire  Nor^th  Atlantic  division  prop- 
erly represented  in  a  reliable  system  of  mortality  registration.  That 
she  failed  to  do  so,  that  she  embraced  the  discarded  plan  of  collect- 
ing births  and  deaths  by  a  periodical  enumeration,  and  that  the 
particulars  obtained  under  her  present  law  are  very  meagre  and 
are  not  required  to  be  returned  to  a  central  bureau  for  com- 
pilation and  publication,  whereby  Ihey  .would  have  become  of 
scientific  value,  all  these  regretable  blunders  are  reminders  that 
those  interested  in  advancing  the  cause  of  vital  statistics  in  this 
country  should  be  on  the  alert  lest  such  grand  opportunities  again 
escape  them." 

Not  a  single  state  in  New  England  is  now  without  registration  of 
vital  statistics,  and  in  many  of  them  it  has  been  carefully  maintained 
for  a  long  series  of  years.  This  fact  has  enabled  the  secretaries  of 
these  states  to  unite  in  issuing  a  valuable  condensed  report  under 
the  title  "A  summary  of  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  New  England 
States  for  the  year  1892,  Being  a  Condse  Statement  of  the  Mar- 
riages, Divorces,  Births  and  Deaths  in  the  Six  New  England  States, 
compiled  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  State  Boards 
of  Health  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island  and  Connecticut."  The  Committee  has  sent  a  copy  of  this 
to  each  member  of  the  Board  and  begs  that  they  will  consider  it 
worthy  of  careful  attention.

Pemberton  Dudley,  M.  D.,  President  Pennsylvania  State  Board  of 
Health  and  Vital  Statistics: 

Sir:  The  questions  propounded  to  this  Committee  were  two,  vix; 
1.  How  long  after  the  beginning  of  a  case  of  true  mumps  is  the  pa- 
tient liable  to  carry  the  disease  to  others;  and  2,  After  exposure  to 
the  disease,  how  long  are  adults  and  children  liable  to  communicate 
it  to  others? 

After  careful  search,  your  committee  is  compelled  to  say  thai 
authoritative  answers  to  these  questions  are  not  at  present  attain- 
able, the  disease  apparently  never  having  been  exhaustively  studied. 
As  good  answers  as  can  be  found  were  received  from  Drs.  Wm. 
Pepper  and  A.  A.  Stevens.    To  the  first  question,  the  answers  were: 

'*rnti1  within  a  few  days  of  complete  subsidence  of  swellinjj:/'

Vacher's  table  states  that  the  patient  suffering  from  mumps  is  in- 
fective for  21  days  from  the  beginning  of  the  eruption. 

The  New  Jersey  State  Board  of  Health,  in  their  circular  No.  7U, 
arbitrarily  fixes  the  period  of  quarantine  for  an  exposed  child  at 
24  days,  and  the  earliest  date  at  which  a  child  may  return  to  school 
after  an  attack,  four  weeks,  if  all  swelling  have  subsided.

Dear  Sir:  In  harmony  with  your  request  of  September  13,  I  vis- 
i.ed  the  city  of  Williamsport,  Lycoming  county,  on  October  1,  and 
^accompanied  by  Dr.  Augustus  Richter,  county  medical  inspector, 
jaade  a  careful  examination  of  the  section  of  the  west  branch  of  the 
Susquehanna  river  passing  the  city  limits. 

In  this  examination,  the  chief  localities  of  obstruction  to  the  ready 
discharge  of  water,  during  floods,  were  carefully  considered. 

They  consisted  mainly  of  the  narrowing  and  confining  of  th(; 
necessary  flood  waterway  by  the  Philadelphia  and  Erie  Railroad 
bridge,  with  its  embankment  approaches,  at  points  A.B.  on  the 
accompanying  map.  The  narrowing  of  the  channel  at  the  Market 
street  bridge,  C;  the  dam  at  D.;  the  Maynard  street  bridge  at  E., 
and  the  islands  at  F.P.P.  The  boom  piers  are  shown  on  the  larger 
map,  in  and  above  the  pool  of  the  dam,  with  the  old  aqueduct  piers 
at  the  mouth  of  Lycoming  creek. 

It  appears  self  evident  that  the  channel  of  the  river,  passing 
through  the  city,  requires  enlargement  and  cleaning,  with  embank- 
ments to  confine  its  waters,  during  floods,  to  this  enlarged  channel, 
so  as  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  the  periodical  flooding  of  the 
lower  portions  of  the  city  and  its  suburbs. 

Immediately  after  this  examination,  a  pamphlet  report  was  put 
into  my  hands  containing  reports  of  Major  Charles  W.  Raymond, 
corps  of  the  United  States  engineers,  dated  December  20,  1890;  also 
a  very  exhaustive  report  to  the  Committee  on  Flood  Protection,  by 
Major  Raymond  and  L.  Y.  Schermerhorn,  C.  E.,  dated  April  26, 
1 S95.  Supplemental  to  these  reports,  the  Committee  on  Flood  Pro- 
lection  submits  "recommendations  of  methods  of  protection''  with 
estimated  cost  of  such  work. 

These  papers  cover  the  whole  matter  so  accurately  and  exhaust- 
ively that  little  remains  for  your  engineer  to  add,  except  to  rein- 
force the  pressing  need  and  practicability  of  the  defenses  suggested 
and  urged  in  these  papers. 

It  may  be  briefly  noted  that  the  city  of  Williamsport  has  a  water 
drainage  immediately  west  of  it  of  0,900  square  miles,  or  one-fourth 
of  the  whole  drainage  of  the  Susquehanna  river  and  its  tributaries. 
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The  section  A  exhibits  tlie  steep  gradients  of  the  affluents  of  tie 
West  Branchj  west  of  Williamsport.  These  elevated  water  sheis 
explain  the  rapid  discharge  of  the  waters  with  the  sudden  rise  in  tht 
main  channel  at  this  city. 

The  rapid  discharge  of  the  waters  of  these  tributaries  and  their  di- 
structive  effects  in  an  increasing  degree,  are  accelerated  by  the  re- 
moval of  the  forests  to  supply  the  480  mills  manufacturing  lumba* 
along  the  main  river  and  its  affluents.

This  would  cut  about  10,000  feet  B.  M.  per  acre,  making  628,260 
acres  or  about  980  square  miles.  It  is  estimated  that  about  as  much 
again  was  cut  in  the  small  mills  up  the  river,  making  1,960  square 
miles. 

The  destruction  of  property  at  Williamsport  has  been  quite  large. 
The  flooding  of  the  cellars  and  first  floors  of  dwellings  in  the  lower 
portion  of  the  city  is  in  itself  a  serious  tax  on  the  citizens  of  this 
section,  besides  the  great  danger  of  generating  diseases  from  the^^e 
floods.  I  have  asked  Dr.  Richter  as  to  his  observations  of  the  ef- 
fects of  these  floodings  of  houses  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  city. 
He  replies:  "In  regard  to  your  inquiry  after  the  effects  of  flooded 
cellars  on  the  inhabitants,  must  state  that  the  last  two  floods  of  1881) 
and  1894  did  not  confine  themselves  to  cellars  only,  but  came  sevenil 
feet  upon  the  second  floor  of  the  lower  sections  of  Williamsport. 
The  largest  portion  of  our  city,  and  the  densest  and  best  part  of  It, 
had  from  three  to  seven  feet  of  water  on  the  first  floor.  Now,  con- 
sider, that  every  privy  vault,  every  cesspool,  with  barns  and  barn 
yards,  supplied  their  foul  contents  to  the  flood  waters,  pollutin;^ 
every  business  place  and  dwelling.  The  effect  of  this  kind  of  tainted 
water  on  tjie  human  system  is  certainly  very  deleterious  and  its  re 
suits  dangerous  to  the  community.  Through  extra  sanitary  exer- 
10- 18  95 
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tion3  WIlliaiDsport  has  been  spared  from  filth  diseases  after  each 
Hood,  whilst  Lock  Haven,  a  city  twenty-eight  miles  west  of  Williams- 
port,  where  the  flood  filth  was  not  removed  promptly,  typhoid  fever 
prevailed  almost  epidemically,  and  the  place  was  pronounced  very 
sickly.  In  conclusion,  I  might  remark  that  flood  water  is  a  men- 
strum  of  great  pathological  activity,  especially  when  followed  by  a 
high  temperature.  Almost  any  zymotic  disease  might  overtake  the 
flood  sufferers." 

To  modify  the  destructive  work  of  these  floods,  as  indicated  in  the 
report  of  the  committee,  it  has  been  shown  by  careful  calculation, 
pages  44  and  45  of  pamphlet,  that  the  original  section  of  river  at 
these  bridges  before  noted,  were  46,000,  40,500  and  48,000  square  feet 
respectively.    In  the  construction  of  these  bridges,  with  their  bank 
approaches,  the  original  section  has  been  encroached  upon  as  fol- 
lows: 
Maynard  street  bridge,  30,600  square  feet  or  21  per  cent.  lost. 
Market  street  bridge,  35,000  square  feet  or  13  per  cent.  lost. 
Philadelphia  and  Erie  Railroad  bridge,  35,000  square  feet  or  28 
per  cent.  lost. 

The  section  required  to  pass  the  flood  waters  freely  is  40,000 
square  feet. 

The  average  width  of  river  channel  at  Williamsport  is  about  1,600 
feet:  it  is  proposed  to  enlarge  this  to  a  width  of  2,000  feet.     . 

The  heavy  dotted  lines  on  map  show  the  location  of  the  proposed 
embankments  for  confining  the  flood  waters  of  the  river  within  this 
limit. 

It  is  submitted  that  advantage  be  taken  of  the  railroad  embank- 
ments in  constructing  these  river  defenses. 

It  has  been  shown  that  the  maximum  rise  of  flood  water  in  the 
river  is  33  feet  above  low  water.  To  construct  embankments  for 
protection  would  require  an  elevation  overtopping  this  to  prevent 
overflow.  In  the  work  of  removing  the  islands  and  bars  in  the  river 
bed,  shown  by  shaded  lines  on  the  map,  the  materials  can  be  used  in 
making  the  protecting  embankments. 

llie  three  bridges  curtailing  the  river  channel  will  require  to  be 
raised  and  additional  spans  constructed  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  enlarged  cross  section  to  facilitate  the  passage  of  flood  water. 
As  the  Philadelphia  and  Erie  Railroad  bridge  has  once  been  car- 
ried away  during  a  flood,  and  in  danger  of  destruction  by  the  flood 
of  1894,  it  would  appear  evident  that  the  co-operation  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company  would  be  afforded  in  this  work  protect- 
ing its  own  property  as  well  as  that  of  the  city  of  Williamsport. 

An  additional  span  at  each  end  of  this  railroad  bridge,  at  A.B., 
would  be  required  to  afford  the  maximum  flood  section  of  40,00<l 
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squai*e  feet,  and  at  the  same  time  remove  the  menace  to  this  bridge 
from  the  destructive  periodical  floods  in  this  river. 

The  Market  street  bridge  will  require  to  be  raised  and  an  addi- 
tional span  constructed  at  its  south  end,  at  G.  As  this  comes  under, 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  local  authorities,  the  desire  of  self-protection 
should  secure  its  early  construction. 

The  Maynard  street  bridge  will  require  an  additional  span  at  its 
north  end,  at  H,  which  will  doubtless  be  readily  secured. 

The  removal  of  the  dam  would,  it  is  estimated,  lower  the  flood 
waters  one  to  two  feet.  This  obstruction  cannot  be  removed  tit 
present,  from  the  necessity  of  its  continued  presence  to  secure  the 
lumber  booms  in  and  above  its  pool. 

With  the  exhaustion  of  the  lumber  trade  the  dam  and  boom  piers 
can  be  removed.  It  is  possible  under  reduced  requii-ement  of  timber 
boom,  some  of  the  cribs  could  be  removed  without  injury  to  the  lum- 
ber interests. 

The  piers  of  the  old  canal  aqueduct,  at  the  mouth  of  Lycoming 
creek,  at  H.,  could  be  removed  by  securing  the  privilege  from  the 
Pennsylvania  Canal  Company,  as  they  no  longer  subserve  any  useful 
purpose. 

The  estimates  of  the  cost  of  these  retaining  embankments  are 
given  on  pages  63  to  69  inclusive. 

They  may  be  briefly  summed  up  as  follows: 
Cost  of  embankment  from  Lycoming  creek  to  P  &  E. 
R.  R  crossing,  including  fl4,000.00  for  pumping 
plant  to  rtmove  waters  collecting  north  of  the  em- 
bankment,         ?361,200  00 

Embankment  west  of  Lycoming  creek,  115,920  00 

Embankment  protecting  South  Williamsport, 33,890  00 

Raising  and  extending  Market  and  Maynard  street 
bridges, 75,000  00 

Total,     f586,010  00 


In  the  above  estimate  it  is  assured  that  the  P.  &  E.  R.  R.  and  the 
P.  &  R.  R.  R.  companies  will  perform  the  work  of  widening  and  se- 
curing the  safet}^  of  their  own  bridges  at  their  own  proper  expense. 

There  arc  1865  acres  to  be  protected  at  the  cost  above  indicated, 
involving  a  cost  of  f274  per  acre  from  such  protection  from  these 
floods. 

The  order  of  construction  of  these  protecting  embankments  is 
given  on  page  69.  It  is  there  submitted  that  this  work  can  be  com- 
pleted in  sections,  affording  increasing  security  as  each  is  con- 
structed. 
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in  a  conference  with  Mr.  John  M.  Young,  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  accomplish  this  work, 
he  incidentally  referred  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  city  as  ap- 
proaching the  limit  conferred  on  its  authorities  by  law  for  raisinj^ 
funds  by  taxation  for  this  and  similar  purposes. 

Doubtless,  with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  citizens  of  Williams 
port,  wise  means  will  be  devised  for  securing  this  very  needful  ana 
desirable  end. 

In  addition  to  the  sanitary  claims  for  the  construction  of  these 
flood  defences,  which  is  regarded  of  prime  importance,  the  future 
progress  and  welfare  of  the  city  demand  this  protection,  so  as  to 
assure  the  health  of  its  citizens,  the  protection  of  their  property  and 
invite  further  additions  to  its  manufacturing  industries  with  coi- 
responding  increase  of  its  population. 

The  city  of  Johnstown  is  in  many  respects  situated,  as  regards  rapid 
discharges  of  water  into  its  rivers  from  the  steep  drainage  places  of 
the  western  slopes  of  the  Allegheny  mountains,  as  the  city  of  Wil- 
liamspOrt.  The  former  city,  after  its  sad  experience  in  the  great 
flood  of  1889,  took  prompt  action  in  cleaning  its  river  channels  and 
raising  their  banks,  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  the  flooding  of  th»' 
lower  portions  of  its  buildings  by  ordinary  floods. 

It  is  evident,  however,  that  much  the  greater  task  is  kid  upon  tlie 
officials  of  Williamsport  in  defending  the  lower  portions  of  their 
city  from  denudations. 

With  the  past  experience  of  death  and  destruction  of  property  by 
these  floods  in  these  two  cities,  which  are  so  well  known  by  the  citi- 
zens of  our  Commonwealth,  it  is  confidently  believed  any  necessary 
legislation  required  to  enable  the  Williamsport  city  authorities  lo 
carry  out  any  legitimate  plans  of  securing  funds  for  their  defensive 
works,  will  be  readily  afforded. 

It  is  also  submitted  that  any  assistance  the  State  Board  of  Health 
can  afford,  by  placing  the  sanitary  necessities  of  these  improvements 
before  the  public,  will  be  heartily  and  cheerfully  rendered. 

"Sour  engineer  was  received  at  W^illiamsport  in  a  very  cordial  man- 
ner by  its  citizens,  with  whom  he  had  the  pleasure  of  conference. 
He  is  especially  indebted  to  Mr.  Geo.  D.  Snyder,  city  engineer,  for 
maps,  plans  and  tables  illustrating  the  statistics  of  the  river  and  its 
floods.

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REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS  AND 
SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 


Pemberton  Dudley,  M.  D.,  President  Pennsylvania  State  Board  of 
Health  and  Vital  Statistics: 

Sir:  Your  committee  has  been  investigating  and  collecting  informa- 
tion in  reference  to  the  effects  of  a  peculiar  glare  or  reflection  of 
light  from  the  surfaces  of  slate  blackboards  upon  the  eyes  of  school 
children.  From  a  considerable  volume  of  testimony  collected  it 
would  se^'m  that  slate  blackboards  are  open  to  the  same  objections 
as  the  common  slate,  which  have  novir  nearly  been  displaced  by  cheap 
paper  tablets.  Your  committee  has  not  been  able,  as  yet  to  learn 
of  any  device  which  can  conveniently  take  the  place  of  the  black- 
board. 

The  most  important  matter  needing  attention  in  school  hygiene,  in 
I  lie  estimation  of  your  committee,  is  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
the  contagious  diseases  of  childhood  among  those  who  attend  our 
j>ublic  schools.  It  is  suggested  that  it  would  be  well  to  revise  the 
circulars  of  the  Board  on  the  subject  of  school  hygiene,  or  possibly 
to  issue  a  new  one  calling  special  attention  to  the  control  of  con- 
tagious diseases  of  childhood. 

Some  investigations  have  been  started  in  reference  to  thoroughness 
of  ventilation  by  the  Smead- Wills  system,  now  in  quite  general  use  in 
city  and  town  schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SANITARY  LEGISLATION, 
RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Penn- 
sylvania: 
Gentlemen :  Your  committee  begs  leave  respectfully  to  report  that 
at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State  the  following  acts 
relating  to  the  protection  of  life  and  health  were  passed: 

P.  L. 
No.    20.  An  act  to  regulate  the  employment  and  provide  for  the 
safety  of  persons  employed  in  tenement  houses  and  shoos 
where  clothing,  cigarettes,  cigars  and  certain  other  arti- 
cles are  made.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  are  many  laws  among  those  just  re- 
hearsed which  will  be  of  essential  use  in  protecting  the  public  healtli. 
Your  committee  would  especially  call  attention  to  two  of  these: 

First,  Act  No.  124,  of  the  pamphlet  laws,  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  more  effectual  protection  of  the  public  health  in  the  >ov 
era!  municipalities  of  this  Commonwealth."  This  act  in  effect,  pro- 
vides a  State  sanitary  code  for  the  restriction  of  c^i^tag|g^^8@^^ft3^1g 
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It  is  the  first  effort  in  this  State  to  formulate  a  health  law  of  general 
application.  It  reaches  every  section  of  the  State,  rural  as  well  as 
civic;  it  is  very  complete  in  its  provisions,  and  what  gives  it  especial 
efficacy  is  the  fact  that  it  may  be  enforced  by  health  authorities  with- 
out the  endorsement  or  confirmation  of  city  or  borough  councils,  thus 
I'elieving  local  boards  of  health  from  a  very  serious  embarrassment, 
under  which  they  have  labored  up  to  the  present  time.  This  places 
health  authorities  in  their  proper  position  as  co-ordinate  branches  of 
municipal  government,  deriving  their  authority  directly  from  the 
State  Legislature. 

Second.  The  same  fact  is  true  with  regard  to  Act  No.  133,  en- 
titled "An  act  authorizing  boards  of  health  in  the  cities  and  bor- 
oughs of  this  Commonwealth  to  regulate  house  drainage,  the  registra- 
tion of  journeymen  and  master  plumbers,  and  the  construction  of 
cess-pools." 

While  your  committee  cannot  but  deplore  the  failure  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  give  its  sanction  to  the  proposed  act  to  provide  a  system  of 
State  registration  of  births  and  deaths,  yet  it  notes  with  satisfaction 
that  a  supplement  (No.  156)  to  the  act  "to  provide  for  the  registration 
of  births  and  deaths  in  the  several  counties  of  the  Commonwealth" 
was  passed,  which  compels  the  miction  of  the  county  officials,  and  pro- 
vides for  payment  for  the  discharge  of.  these  duties.  This  is  one 
step  in  advance  and  we  may  hope  for  better  things  at  th^  next  i^es- 
sion. 

The  failure  of  the  bills  to  provide  for  a  sanitary  survey  of  the  water 
supplies  of  the  State,  to  confer  the  powers  of  a  board  of  health  on 
township  school  boards,  and  to  establish  a  laboratory  of  hygiene  at 
the  Capitol  of  the  State,  are  certainly  causes  for  deep  regret.  The 
financial  embarrassment  in  which  the  State  found  itself  at  the  open- 
ing of  the*  present  administration,  however,  must  undoubtedly  be 
credited  as  a  leading  factor  in  this  result. 

The  bill  to  establish  an  emergency  fund  of  150,000.00  was  re-en- 
acted, but  no  addition  was  made  to  the  scanty  appropriation  for  llie 
work  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

When  it  is  remembered,  however,  that  twenty-five  (25)  bills  were 
passed,  directly  in  the  interest  of  the  protection  of  the  public  health, 
it  must  be  conceded  that  the  indirect  infiuence  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  is  making  itself  felt  both  with  our  people  and  our  legislators. 

The  interval  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature  should  be 
improved  by  every  member  of  the  Board  in  making  known  among  bis 
constituents  and  his  representatives  in  the  Assembly  the  essential 
needs  both  of  the  Board  and  of  the  public  in  this  relation.

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1— INSPECTION  AT   SOUDERSBURG,   LANCASTER   COUNTY. 


By  P.  A.  Habtman,  MediccU  Inspector,  on  account  of  Typhoid  Fever. 

November  28,  1894. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
re(*eived  from  you  November  28,  1894,  I  visited  Soudersburg,  on 
December  1,  1894,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

A  rather  neat  and  clean  village,  in  which  were  reported  a  number 
of  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  On  interviewing  a  number  of  citizens  of 
the  place  I  found  that  there  had  been  about  a  dozen  cases  of  fever, 
of  which  four  were  typhoid  and  only  one  of  these  severe.  The  stream 
which  is  su]>poRed  to  have  been  the  cause  of  the  typhoid  cases,  runs 
across  the  road  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  place,  and  not  through  it, 
as  reported.  It  rises  but  a  short  distance  from  the  village,  and  is 
of  spring  water.  No  cases  of  the  disease  have  occurred  along  the 
stream,  nor  in  families  whose  cattle  have  used  the  water,  so  I  have 
excluded  this  as  a  cause  of  the  disease.  I  think  it  is  fair  to  conclade 
from  all  that  has  been  reported  to  me,  that  the  first  case  was  t:on- 
tracted  away  from  this  place  (probably  in  Lancaster),  as  is  suggestad 
by  the  note  of  Dr.  Leaman.  I  enclose  letters  received  from  Drs.  Bry- 
son,  Leaman  and  Miller,  which  will  show  that  there  is  no  epidemic, 
and  as  far  as  can  be  learned  there  is  no  nuisance  about  the  place  to 
be  removed.  I  would  suggest  that  any  literature  on  the  subject  that 
the  Board  has  may  be  sent  to  the  town  in  care  of  Dr.  Bryson  for  dis- 
tribution among  the  citizens. 


2— INSPECTION  AT  MONTROSE,  SUSQUEHANNA  COUNTY. 


By  Ohas  P.  Knapp,  Medical  Inspector^  on  account  of  Typhoid  Fever. 


Wyoming,  Pa.,  December  1,  1894. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  November  27,  1894,  I  visited  Montrose  on  Novem- 
ber 28  and  29,  1894,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 
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Montrose  is  a  borough  of  1,800  inhabitants,  situated  in  Susque- 
hanna county  (county  seat),  1,900  feet  above  sea  level,  and  in  ex- 
tent is  about  one  mile  square.  The  surrounding  region  is  a  fertile 
agricultural  one,  which  industry  is  the  chief  one.  The  chief  burgess 
19  H.  0.  Jessup,  Esq.;  health  officer,  E.  R.  Gardner,  M.  D.  The  board 
of  health  is  composed  of  educated  and  leading  men,  A.  H.  McCollum, 
Esq.,  lawyer,  president;  H. P. Read,  merchant, secretary ;  C.  L.  Halsey, 
physician;  R.  M.  Bostick,  merchant;  E.  B.  Joachim,  dentist.  The 
board  of  health,  up  to  the  present  time,  has  not  been  an  active  one, 
very  meagre  health  ordinances  have  been  adopted,  and  these  have 
not  been  carried  qut.  Contagious  and  infectious  diseases  are  not 
reported,  and  no  registry  of  vital  statistics  is  kept.  I  met  with  the 
board  at  Mr.  McCollum's  office  on  evening  of  November  28th,  and  the 
general  sanitary  aspect  of  the  borough  and  the  present  epidemic  were 
gone  over,  and  I  believe  the  present  board  will  be  an  active  and 
aggressive  one.  The  town  is  situated  on  a  small  elevated  plateau, 
and  the  natural  drainage  is  in  three  directions,  towards  lowlands 
or  swamps.  The  only  sewer  is  a  sort  of  drain,  beginning  on  Chestnut 
street  and  extending  southeast  one  half  mile.  This  drain  is  dug  out 
of  the  earth,  is  about  three  feet  wide,  laid  up  with  loose  ptones  on  the 
sides,  covered  with  flagging  and  the  earth  thrown  over  it  to  the  depth 
of  about  two  feet.  Its  course  is  sometimes  in  street,  sometimes  across 
the  street  (Church  street),  where  catch  basins  are  run  in;  again  it 
meanders  through  gardens,  in  dangerous  proximity  to  wells,  and  the 
closets  are  placed  directly  over  it;  in  places  it  is  an  open  drain,  and 
the  stench  from  it,  even  at  this  season  of  the  year,  is  bad.  Until 
within  a  few  weeks  near  corner  of  Chestnut  and  Church  street,  on 
Camp  property,  this  sewer  overflowed,  and  ran  almost  directly  into 
a  well,  already  surrounded  by  privies.  Three  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
now  exist  in  the  house  supplied  by  this  well,  and  an  adjacent  one 
equally  dangerous.  The  drain  finally  flows  into  a  swamp  about  half 
mile  from  its  origin,  and  the  water  from  this  swamp  is  drank  by  the 
cows  pasturing  in  the  vicinity.  Water  closets  from  fine  homes  are 
run  into  this  apology  for  a  sewer,  and  i)erliaps  next  door  a  well  is 
used,  which  must  be  contaminated  by  the  drain.  In  the  course  of 
my  inspection  of  the  sewer  system  (?)  I  did  not  find  a  well  more  than 
forty  feet  from  a  closet,  most  of  which  are  mere  holes  in  the  ground, 
slightly  boarded  and  stoned  and  generally  filled  to  overflowing.  This 
is  especially  true  where  typhoid  exists  (and  the  majority  of  the  cases 
are  on  Chestnut,  Cherry  and  Church  streets,  where  this  sewer  is 
used — as  will  be  shown  further  on.  In  the  other  parts  of  the  town 
the  ordinary  cess-pool  is  used,  and  wells  are  always  near,  and  some- 
times below  closets  and  cesspools. 

The  Water  Supply.  The  water  supply  of  the  borough  is  from  three 
sources:    First,  The  Consumers  Water  Company,  Mr.  J.  D^Stockfcr. 
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Jermyu,  Pa.,  president;  Charles  H.  Willis,  Scranton,  Pa.,  secretary 
J.  J.  Williams,  Scraton,  Pa.,  treasurier.  In  company  with  Dr.  Gard 
ner,  liealth  oflScer,  and  H.  P.  Beed,  secretary  of  board  of  health,  I  vis 
ited  the  water  plant  on  November  29.  The  source  of  supply  is  a  smal 
lake  about  one  mile  from  the  borough;  no  houses  are  in  close  prox 
imitj  to  the  lake,  and  I  could  not  find  a  case  of  ty))hoid  fever  in  the 
water  shed  of  the  lake.  The  lake  does  not  receive  a  large  amount  of 
surface  water,  but  is  fed  principally  by  underground  springs,  and 
is  a  fine  body  of  water,  and  does  not  receive  any  of  the  drainage  of 
the  town.  The  water  company  pumps  the  water  directly  into  the 
mains,  any  overflow  being  conveyed  to  a  small  -reservoir  about  one- 
fourth  mile  from  town,  as  a  reserve  supply  for  fire  and  emergencies. 
This  reservoir  is  clean,  well  protected  and  free  from  contamination. 

Second.  Cisterns — The  number  is  small,  but  they  are  in  good  con- 
dition, and  the  source  of  a  fair  and  wholesome  supply  of  water.  No 
casesof  typhoid  fever  among  the  users. 

Third.  Wells,  the  situation  and  condition  of  which  are  given  under 
the  sewage  disposal.

Deductions — The  four  cases  contracted  away  from  the  borough 
were  probably  by  improper  care  of  excreta,  the  source  of  infection  of 
the  wells,  sewers  and  milk  supply  (private),  as  will  be  seen  by  the  lo- 
cation of  cases  in  tabular  report. 

This  is  further  rendered  more  probable  by  the  people  thinking  thi^ 
public  water  supply  contaminated,  resorted  more  than  usual  to  well 
water,  also  using  it  (well  water)  more  freely  on  account  of  coolness  of 
the  water.  The  careless  way  in  which  excreta  has  been  cared  for, 
would  in  other  cases  tend  to  keep  up  the  contamination. 

Recommendations. 

1.  All  well  and  spring  water  be  thoroughly  boiled  before  using  for 
any  purpose. 

2.  All  families  in  which  typhoid  fever  exists  be  prohibited  from 
selling  milk,  until  such  a  time  as  the  health  officer  can  give  them  a 
proper  certificate  of  freedom  from  infection. 

3.  The  health  officer  to  take  care  that  the  excreta  are  properly 
cared  for  by  disinfection  on  the  moment  of  evacuation,  and  buried  at 
a  point  as  remote  as  possible  from  any  well  or  spring,  and  that  the 
instructions  of  the  attending  physician  are  carried  out. 

4.  The  present  sewer  or  drain  be  done  away  with  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble, and  a  suitable  and  hygenic  sewer  system  be  constructed,  or  the 
earth  closet  substituted. 

5.  That  the  use  of  water  from  wells  and  springs  be  forbidden  as 
soon  as  possible. 

6.  That  the  use  of  the  well  on  Camp  property,  corner  Church  and 
Chestnut  street  be  forbidden,  and  the  well  filled  immediately. 


3— INSPECTION  OF  PIGGEKIE8  NEAR  OARDINGTON,  DELA- 

WARE  COUNTY.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
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received  from  you  December  1,  1894, 1  visited  Cardington,  Delaware 
county,  on  December  3d,. and  found  the  following  conditions  to  ex- 
ist: 

Population  very  sparse.  Surface  drainage.  The  temperature  was 
about  38  degrees,  clear  and  bracing.  I  found  about  500  pigs  lo- 
cated in  several  pens  on  land  owned  by  W.  W ,  rented  by  I. 

L Son,  and  allowed  by  them  to  be  occupied  by  C.  M ,  I. 

G ,  P.  M ,  W.  W and  P.  C for  the  keeping  of  pigs. 

I  examined  the  premises  with  care,  and  found  that  much  of  the  nui 
sance  arose  from  carelessness  in  feeding  and  cleaning,  and  the  pr^s 
ence  of  a  large  amount  of  old  garbage,  and  pig  manure.  The  latter 
estimated  at  fifty  tons.  It  had  not  been  removed  for  several  months. 
I  suggest  that  all  this  filth  be  removed  at  once,  and  the  place  be  kept 
clean;  that  the  pig  keepers  be  required  to  abstain  from  bringing  to 
the  place  more  garbage  than  the  pigs  consume.  I  feel  sure  that  if 
these  ideas  be  carried  out  much,  if  not  all  the  trouble  will  be  obvi- 
ated.    I  learned  that  L was  entitled  to  the  manure,  but  removed 

it  only  as  he  needed  it. 


4— INSPECTION  AT  HATFIELD,  MONTGOMERY  COUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  December  5,  1894,  I  visited  Hatfield  on  December 
6th,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Population  is  about  650;  not  incorporated;  no  drainage.  Water 
supply,  ordinary  wells.  Diphtheria  has  prevailed  here  for  some 
weeks.  Two  deaths  have  occurred.  I  could  not  ascertain  how  many 
cases  had  occurred,  but  was  told  there  had  been  six  or  eight.    In  the 

family  of  S Z.  K ,  a  farmer,  two  children  had  been  ill.    Peter, 

aged  10,  taken  sick  on  November  23,  was  in  bed  five  days,  with  what 
the  doctor  pronounced  diphtheria.  He  is  now  running  about  in  th*' 
fields  and  appears  in  perfect  health.  Zella  May,  aged  4,  taken  sick 
with  the  same  on  November  24,  in  bed  one  day.  Now  out  without  any 
head  or  other  covering  save  what  she  wore  in  the  house.  She  looked 
jiale,  had  a  slight  ulcer  on  one  tonsil,  but  was  regaMed  as  well.  Th(* 
school  had  been  closed,  and  precautions  taken  as  far  as  I  conlil 
learn.  The  time  had  passed  for  quarantine  if  any  need  of  it  had 
existed.    Under  these  conditions  T  have  no  suggestions  to  make. 
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5— INSPECTION  AT  MT.  JOY,  LANCASTER  COUNTY.

Lancaster,  March  23, 1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  March  14, 1895, 1  visited  Mt.  Joy  on  March  18, 1895, 
and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist : 

The  contamination  of  the  spring  can  be  easily  traced  to  a  cesspool 
on  a  property  about  two  hundred  yards  away,  and  about  fifty  (50)  feet 
higher.  This  cesspool,  24x24  feet,  and  24  feet  deep,  was  built  forty- 
five  years  ago,  and  there  is  no  history  of  its  ever  being  cleaned.  Some 
years  ago  a  drain  was  dug  close  to  the  outside  wall  and  extending  to 
the  bottom  of  the  vault,  into  which  all  the  slop  and  waste  water  from 
the  house  runs.  The  slope  of  the  rock  is  such  that  it  carries  every- 
thing in  the  direction  of  Nissley's  spring.  The  accompanying  sketch 
will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  different  places.  At  the  time  of  my 
visit  the  cesspool  was  filled  to  within  a  few  inches  of  the  floor,  the 
vaults  should  be  cleaned  out  and  filled  up,  and  its  use  prohibited  in 
the  future,  otherwise  another  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  may  be  looked 
for  next  summer.  In  my  opinion  the  conditions  do  constitute  a  nui- 
sance, prejudicial  to  the  public  health. 


^—INSPECTION  OF  EAST  AND  WEST  GREEKS,  BERKS 

COUNTY.

0.  E ,  Member  of  State  Board. 


Philadelphia,  December  27,  1894. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  Pursuant  to  your  instructions,  I  accompanied  Mr.  Howard 
Murphy,  0.  E.,  engineer  member  of  the  Board,  to  Beading,  and  spent 
December  5th  and  6th  there.  With  George  H.  Felix,  Esq.,  chairman 
of  the  board  of  water  commissioners,  and  A.  B.  Dundore,  M.  D.,  presi- 
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dent  of  the  Reading  board  of  health,  we  carefully  investigated  some 
of  the  most  serious  sources  of  pollution  in  the  drainage  area  of  An- 
tietam  creek,  above  the  Antietam  reservoir. 

The  drainage  area  of  the  creek,  above  the  dam,  is  5  44-100  square 
railes.    The  capacity  of  the  reservoir  is  101,000,000  gallons. 

Mr.  Felix,  whom  we  found  well  and  carefully  informed,  did  not 
deem  it  necessary  for  us  to  minutely  examine  all  the  habitations  in 
this  drainage  area,  so  we  confined  our  special  investigations  to  the 
following  properties,  seven  in  number,  on  all  of  which  we  found  just 
cause  for  the  apprehension  which  has  prevailed,  and  sufficient  to  ac- 
count for  much  disease  among  the  consumers  of  Antietam  water. 
The  drawings  which  accompany  the  descriptions,  while  not  to  exact 
scale,  will  convey  a  correct  impression  of  the  conditions. 

The  Hinnershitz  Mill  Property 

Is  located  on  both  sides  of  the  creek,  about  2,500  feet  above  the  res- 
ervoir. All  the  drainage  from  these  premises  enters  the  stream. 
The  pig  pens  are  within  thirty  feet  of  the  edge  of  the  creek.  Wh^n 
the  examination  was  made  the  pens  contained  seven  pigs,  but  quite 
a  number  had  been  killed  a  few  days  previous.  Notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  these  pens  drain  into  the  creek,  they  were  in  a  filthy  con- 
dition. 

The  privy  is  located  about  fort>-two  feet  from  the  edge  of  the 
stream.  An  open  drain  extends  from  the  kitchen,  passing  under  the 
rear  part  of  the  privy,  which  has  no  well,  and  the  excreta  lie  on  thr 
Hurface  of  the  ground,  consequently,  during  rains,  the  contents  are 
carried  directly  into  the  stream. 

The  drainage  from  the  stable,  which  accommodated,  at  the  time  of 
our  visit,  two  mules,  two  horses  and  two  cows,  reaches  the  creek  by 
means  of  another  open  drain  running  from  the  stable  toward  the 
pump,  receiving  the  drainage  therefrom,  and  thence  into  the  stream. 

The  Faust  Property 

Is  situated  approximately  thirty-five  hundred  feet  above  the  reser- 
voir on  the  southeast  bank  of  the  creek. 

The  privy  and  pig  pens  are  built  about  forty-six  feet  from  a  mill 
race  that  passes  through  this  property  and  enters  the  creek  a  short 
distance  below.  The  privy  has  no  well  under  it,  but  rests  on  the  sur- 
face of  the  ground.  The  excreta  were  piled  up  nearly  to  the  top  of 
the  seat  of  the  privy,  and  there  was  a  large  pile  on  the  outside  at  the 
back,  the  whole  draining  into  the  creek. 

The  pig  pens  and  cow  yard  were  also  in  a  very  filthy  condition,  and 
are  drained  into  the  creek  by  open  ditches.  Two  wash  benches,  evi- 
dently used  for  doing  the  family  washing,  are  located  very  close  to 
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the  creek,  with  the  view,  perhaps,  of  using  the  creek  water  and,  after 
using  it,  emptying  it,  practically,  into  the  creek.  The  refuse  from  the 
kitchen  also  drains  into  the  stream. 


The  Hartman  Farm 

Is  about  one  mile  above  the  reservoir  on  the  southeast  side  of  the 
road.  The  principal  sources  of  pollution  are  the  pig  pens  and  privy. 
A  small  stream  (almost  dry  at  the  time  of  our  visit)  runs  close-  to  the 
privy  and  under  the  pig  pens,  emptying  into  the  creek  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  road.  This  privy  is  without  a  well,  and  the  contents,  as 
well  as  the  drainage  from  the  pig  pens,  is  carried,  in  wet  weather, 
down  the  small  stream  into  the  creek. 

The  Hoch  Farm 

Is  approximately  one  and  one-half  miles  above  the  reservoir. 

The  stables  and  cow  yard  are  situated  at  the  up-stream  end  of  the 
property.  Between  the  cowyard  and  the  creek  is  a  low  meadow, 
about  180  feet  wide,  used  as  a  pasture,  which  is  oveiilowed  at  high 
water.  Adjoining  the  meadow  is  a  private  lane  leading  from  the 
cow  yard  to  the  creek.  The  cattle  use  this  lane  in  going  to  the  creek 
to  water,  and  in  warm  weather  they  wade  in  the  stream. 

The  privy  on  these  premises  was  in  a  clean  condition  but  the  pig 
pens  were  filthy.  A  pile  of  manure  from  the  pens  was  placed  be- 
tween the  privy  and  the  pens,  and  a  drain  from  the  kitchen  ran 
through  this  pile  into  the  creek. 

A  drain  from  the  pump  runs  between  the  wash  house  and  work- 
shop, and  empties  into  the  creek  near  the  private  lane. 

The  Schraeck  Property 

Is  located  about  one  and  three-quarter  miles  above  the  reservoir. 

The  most  direct  source  of  pollution  that  we  have  examined  was 
found  on  these  premises. 

The  pig  pens  are  located  partially  within  the  bed  of  the  stream, 
with  the  fioors  above  the  water  surface.  The  privy  is  built  over  a 
well  sunk  on  the  edge  of  a  bluff.  The  faeces  were  seen  percolating 
through  the  embankment  between  the  well  and  the  edge  of  the  creek, 
or,  practically,  into  the  creek. 

There  were  fourteen  cows  in  the  cow  yard.  A  lane  from  the  yard 
to  the  creek  afforded  direct  communication  with  the  creek.  A  small 
stream,  running  from  the  cow.  yard  down  the  centre  of  the  lane  into 
the  stream,  carries  all  the  drainage  from  this  very  foul  yard  and  land 
into  the  creek. 
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The  Wentzel  Property 

Is  about  one  thousand  feet  above  the  reservoir,  on  a  branch  of  the 
Antietam  creek. 

This  property  was  in  a  better  sanitary  condition  than  any  of  the 
others,  but  an  open  drain  on  the  side  of  the  road,  in  front  of  the 
property,  carried  all  the  drainage,  including  that  from  the  pig  pen, 
down  and  across  the  road  into  the  stream. 

The  Bingaman  Property 

Is  about  one  mile  above  the  reservoir,  on  the  same  branch  of  th(i 
creek  as  the  Wentzel  property. 

The  creek  at  this  point  flows  within  twenty-eight  feet  of  the  dwell- 
ing, and,  at  high  water,  within  eighteen  feet.  After  passing  the  house 
it  makes  an  abrupt  turn,  passing  under  a  small  stone  bridge  into  a 
swampy  piece  of  ground,  on  the  bank  of  which  the  privy  is  built.  The 
well  of  this  privy  ie  about  nine  feet  deep,  and  is  connected  with  the 
stream  by  an  undergroud  drain  or  culvert,  laid  from  the  well  into  the 
swamp,  or,  in  other  words,  the  stream  itself.  The  pig  pens,  stables, 
etc.,  being  located  very  near  to  small  streams  that  flow  through  the 
premises  and  into  the  creek,  no  doubt  contaminate  the  waters  thereof. 

The  water  from  the  Antietam  reservoir  should  not  be  used  for  do- 
mestic purposes  until  all  of  the  aforesaid  dangerous  nuisances  have 
been  entirely  abated. 


SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT. 


Philadelphia,  December  28,  1894. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen:  The  Board  having  specially  referred  the  complaint  as 
to  the  pollution  of  the  Antietam  reservoir,  which  forms  part  of  the 
water  supply  of  the  city  of  Reading,  to  the  Committee  on  Water  Sup- 
ply, Drainage,  Sewerage,.  Topography  and  Mines,  the  following  re 
port  is  respectfully  submitted: 

On  December  5,  1894,  your  chairman  visited  the  city  of  Readinj;, 
accompanied  by  Mr.  William  H.  Boardman,  C.  E.,  engineer  inspector 
of  your  Eastern  district.  On  that  day  we  had  interviews  with  officials 
and  on  the  succeeding  day,  December  6th,  made  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  farm  and  other  rural  establishments  which  have  been  des- 
ignated as  the  principal  sources  of  contamination.    These  establish- 
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ments  are  located  on  or  near  the  streams,  the  waters  of  which  are 
impounded  in  the  Antietam  reservoir,  as  shown  on  the  general 
sketch,  which  accompanies  Engineer  Inspector  Boardman's  report,  of 
the  territory  involved  in  this  investigation. 

Your  chairman  and  engineer  inspector  were  accompanied  on  this 
occasion  by  George  H.  Felix,  Esq.,  president  of  the  Beading  board  of 
water  commissioners,  and  A.  B.  Dundore,  M.  D.,  president  of  the 
Kekding  board  of  health.  Quite  a  comprehensive  view  was  had  of  a 
very  large  portion  of  the  drainage  area  of  the  Antietam  creek  and  its 
tributaries,  but  our  attention  was  especially  directed  to  the  estab- 
lishments which  were  pointed  out  to  us  as  being  the  most  evident, 
and  probably  the  greatest  sources  of  danger.  These  are  seven  in 
number,  and  the  detailed  description  of  each  is  included  in  the  report 
of  Engineer  Inspector  Boardman,  which  accompanies  this  report,  and 
forms  part  of  it. 

Every  one  of  these  establishments  is  a  nuisance  prejudicial  to  pub- 
lic health,  and  together  they  form  a  serious  life-threatening  danger. 
Almost  every  form  of  filth  incident  to  farm  and  household  life  is  pres- 
ent, and  has  been  and  is  being  produced.  Not  one  evidence  presented 
itself  that  any  effort  had  been  made  to  prevent  this  filth  from  enter- 
ing the  streams.  On  the  contrary,  nearly  everything  has  been  ar- 
ranged to  facilitate  its  rapid  conveyance  either  direct  to  the  main 
branch  passing  near  the  premises,  or  a  smaller  tributary  to  it.  Clos- 
ets generally  presented  evidences  of  extreme  neglect  of  ordinary  de- 
cency. In  one  case  where  a  cess  pool  had  been  constructed,  pains 
had  been  taken  to  furnish  it  with  an  underground  drain,  so  that  most 
of  its  contents  would  be  discharged  into  the  stream. 

This  report  need  include  no  dissertation  on  sanitary  science.  The 
dangerous  character  of  water  heavily  contaminated  with  the  dejecta 
of  human  beings,  hogs,  cattle  and  poultry,  together  with  other  filth, 
is  too  well  known.  The  volume  of  discharge  of  the  Antietam  and  its 
tributaries,  while  great  in  point  of  volume  is,  if  pure,  a  delightful  and 
economical  source  of  water  supply,  is  small  in  point  of  providing  suf- 
ficient and  safe  dilution  for  much  organic  matter,  and  the  gross  vio- 
lation of  sanitary  principles  in  the  cases  hereinbefore  cited,  is  more 
than  suflBcient  to  condemn  the  domestic  consumption  of  the  waters  of 
the  Antietam  reservoir  until  this  reservoir  ceases  to  be  used  as  a 
dump  for  the  filth  of  these  establishments. 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  the  owners  be  compelled  to 
Immediately  and  completely  abate  these  nuisances  or  be  prosecuted 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  law.

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7— INSPECTION  AT  OIL  CITY,  CRAWFORD  COUNTY. 


By  W.  G.  Johnston,  MediccU  Inspector,  on  account  of  Typhoid  Fever. 


Titusville,  Pa.,  April  3,  1895. 
Dr.  Benjamin  Lee: 

Dear  Sir:  I  visited  Oil  City  and  spent  yesterday  afternoon  and  , 
a  good  portion  of  to-day  in  conjunction  with  their  board  of  health  in 
looking  over  the  trouble.  The  main  disease,  I  think,  is  typhoid 
fever,  but  in  many  cases  it  is  so  modified  by  La  Grippe  or  influenza 
that  it  runs  a  ver^'  irregular  course.  The  majority  of  the  cases  have 
commenced  with  the  symptoms  of  influenza  and  then  rapidly  turned 
into  a  true  typhoid  fever.  A  large  percentage  of  the  remaining 
cases  commence  from  the  start  as  typical  typhoid  fever  and  pursued 
the  regular  course  of  the  disease,  with  the  possible  exception  that 
it  has  a  greater  range  of  fluctuation  in  the  temperature  than  usual. 
Then  there  are  a  large  number  of  cases  that  seem  to  be  abortive  ty- 
phoid fever.  These  are  botli  of  the  simple  form  and  the  complicated. 
This  latter  form  seems  to  have  occurred  in  the  practice  of  two  or 
three  of  the  physicians  there  and  makes  them  doubt  that  it  is  real 
typhoid  fever,  although  all  of  the  main  symptoms  of  the  disease, 
with  the  exception  of  the  eruption  which  is  usually  absent  in  this 
class,  are  present.  The  eruption  is  very  frequently  absent  in  some 
of  the  most  typical  of  the  cases  that  run  the  ordinary  course  of  the 
disease,  but  is  present  in  enough  to  say  that  it  is  typhoid,  beyond 
doubt.  The  majority  of  the  physicians  there  have  no  hesitation  in 
calling  it  typhoid  fever.  I  saw  a  number  of  cases  with  some  of  the 
physicians  yesterday,  and  these  eases  were  typhoid  fever  and  nothing 
else.  The  influenza  is  also  prevailing  to  a  large  extent.  I  went  over 
their  water  supply  and  all  the  other  parts  of  the  city  very  carefully. 
I  found  that  the  disease  existed  in  all  parts  of  the  city  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  ward  which  has  had  but  one  case.  I  found  that  this 
ward,  although  usually  the  one  in  which  most  diseases  of  this  na- 
ture usually  existed,  was  now  the  freest  from  disease.  This  ward 
gets  its  water  supply  independent  of  the  general  city  supply  and 
gets  it  from  a  spring  run.  The  rest  of  the  city  gets  its  water  from 
the  Allegheny  river,  pumping  it  up  to  a  reservoir  and  supplying  the 
city  by  gravitation.  The  disease  did  not  make  its  appearance  until 
the  ice  commenced  to  go  out  and  the  effete  materials  that  had  been 
collecting  up  the  river  at  various  points  during  the  winter  Wjcre 
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thrown  into  the  stream  by  the  melting  snow  and  ice.  The  physi- 
cians tell  me  that  in  every  oase  in  which  the  disease  is  making  its 
appearance,  the  patient  has  been  drinking  the  water  without  its 
first  being  boiled,  and  in  no  case  has  it  appeared  where  the  drinking 
water  has  first  been  boiled.  I  found,  upon  testing  the  water  with 
permanganate  of  potassium,  that  it  contained  an  unusually  large 
amount  of  organic  material.  The  influenza  seems  to  be  the  flame 
that  sets  the  germs  of  typhoid  to  working  in  the  majority  of  these 
cases.  Up  to  the  present  time  they  have  had  174  cases,  65  existing 
at  the  present  time.  The  majority  of  the  cases  that  have  died  have 
been  from  hemorrhage  from  the  bowels  and  have  usually  died  within 
the  first  two  weeks  of  the  attack.  The  local  board,  I  think,  is  doing 
all  that  can  be  done.  The  excreta  and  premises  in  all  the  cases  are 
being  thoroughly  disinfected.  The  physicians  are  advising  the  peo- 
ple to  boil  all  the  drinking  water.  In  addition  to  what  they  have 
been  doing,  I  advised  them  to  have  the  reservoir,  which  is  in  a  very 
good  condition,  thoroughly  cleaned,  so  that  there  will  be  no  filrther 
danger  from  any  sediment  that  may  now  be  present,  and  to  insist 
upon  the  boiling  of  the  drinking  water  for  at  least  a  half  an  hour  be- 
fore using  it. 

The  local  board  has  been  somewhat  negligent  in  enforcing  sewer 
connections  and  allowing  open  sewers  in  some  parts  of  the  city,  but 
on  the  whole  it  is  in  a  very  fair  condition.  The  disease  now  exists 
at  a  number  of  points  further  up  the  river  and  has  been  prevalent 
at  those  points  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  all  winter. 


8— INSPECTION  AT  MORTON,  DELAWARE  COUNTY.

April  4,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  April  4,  1895, 1  visited  Morton,  immediately 
on  this  date,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Population  about  1,000;  not  incorporated.  No  health  officer  or 
chief  burgess;  is  part  of  Springfield  township;  situated  on  a  ndge, 
the  ground  gently  sloping  on  either  side.  Several  small  boroughs 
adjoin — Butledge,  Folsom,  Moore's,  Swarthmore.  Underlying  the 
town  is  a  thick  bed  of  clay.    Surface  drainage  only.    Water  supply 
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from  wells — a  few  houses  are  supplied  by  means  of  Springfield 
waters.  No  prevalent  diseases.  Present  epidemic  disease  is  diph- 
theria; two  cases.  Duration  of  disease  has  been  two  weeks.  Upon 
my  arrival,  I  interviewed  the  constable  and  a  number  of  citizens  who 
ail  were  greatly  alarmed  and  said  that  the  other  children  in  the 
afflicted  family  had  been  allowed  to  go  to  school,  and  to  mix  socially 
with  other  children. 

I  called  on  Miss  G ,  principal  of  the  school  and  she  said  the 

other  children  in  the  family  had  been  taken  away  as  soon  as  disease 
was  discovered,  and  that  while  the  general  attendance  at  the  school 
was  diminished,  no  new  cases  of  diphtheria  or  sore  throat  had  ap- 
peared, and  that  children  had  been  taken  away  by  their  parents 
merely  because  said  parents  were  alarmed.  I  next  made  inspection 
of  the  house  and  was  told  by  the  family  that  the  child  that  died  was 
five  y^rs  old.  One  week  ago  last  Monday  the  glands  of  the  neck 
began  to  swell  and  the  mother  thinking  it  to  be  mumps  did  not  call 
a  doctor,  but  when  the  other  children  came  home  that  night  «he  told 
them  to  remain  away  from  school  and  they  have  not  been  there 
since.  Tuesday,  child  was  worse  and  Wednesday  she  called  a  phy- 
sician, who  said  that  the  child  had  bad  membraneous  croup.  Thurs- 
day morning  he  called  it  diphtheria  and  Thursday  afternoon  of  that 
week  the  child  died.  While  child  was  sick  the  mother  stayed  in  the 
room  and  no  one  else  was  allowed  to  enter.  After  the  child's  death 
the  bedding  was  burnt,  walls  were  whitewashed,  floor  scrubbed  and 
bed  clothing  boiled.  Woodwork  of  bed  and  rooms  washed  with 
strong  ammonia  water.    Sulphur  was  burned  in  the  room. 

I  told  tlie  family  not  to  send  the  children  to  school  yet.  The  other 
child  had  the  diphtheria  very  lightly  and  is  now  convalescing.  No 
disinfection  was  deemed  necessary  by  family,  nor  did  they  seem  to 
think  that  they  would  do  any  more  disinfecting  when  the  child  now 
recovering  leaves  the  room. 

While  at  Morton  a  case  of  alleged  small-pox  was  reported  to  me. 
T  went  to  the  house  immediately,  but  found  the  man  suffering  from 
La  Grippe,  and  that  the  rumor  had  originated  from  a  joke. 

My  conclusions  are  that  the  physicians  and  family  have  done  their 
duty  so  far.  It  might  be  well  to  direct  the  physician  to  disinfect 
the  room  again  when  the  child  leaves  it.  The  children  were  not 
allow  ed  to  attend  school,  as  alleged. 

As  regards  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  village — some  privies  are 
very  near  the  drinking  wells,  some  houses  have  water  in  the  cellars, 
and  the  surface  drainage,  especially  from  rows  of  houses  inhabited 
by  colored  people  is  said  to  be  very  offensive. 

I  think  the  investigation  need  not  proceed  any  further,  but  I  will 
keep  informed,  and  if  any  disease  breaks  out  again  will  notify  you. 
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9— INSPECTION  AT  BEDFORD  COUNTY  ALMSHOUSE. 


By  A  Enfield,  Medical  Inayector^  on  account  of  Typhoid  I* ever  pre- 
vailing in  haid  institution. 


April  6,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  April  1,  1895,  I  visited  almshouse  on  April 
5  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

That  typhoid  fever  has  prevailed  there  for  the  past  two  months. 
There  have  been  two  deaths  from  that  disease.  The  building  and 
closets  are  scrupulously  clean  and  there  are  no  odors.  All  who 
have  taken  the  disease  were  in  one  wing  of  the  building  and  on  the 
same  floor.  There  id  a  closet  in  this  end  of  the  building  and  those 
whose  rooms  were  nearest  to  th6  closet  and  who  loafed  near  the 
door  of  the  closet,  because  the  radiator  is  there,  are  the  ones  who 
took  the  disease.  There  may  have  been  odors  or  gases  at  that  time, 
but  they  have  been  using  disinfectants  since.  An  investigation  of 
the  sewage  from  this  closet  shows  the  following:  It  dis- 
charges into  a  pipe  that  leads  into  an  outside  closet  one  hun* 
dred  feet  from  the  building,  where  it  all  stopped,  and  was  frozen 
during  the  winter.  This  outside  closet  is  used  by  a  num- 
ber of  the  inmates  and  farm  hands,  and  is  in  a  filthy 
condition.  There  is  no  way  to  clean  it.  It  is  closed  in  by  a  stone 
wall,  with  a  small  opening  at  the  lower  side,  where  the  dejecta  dis- 
charges when  not  frozen.  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  trapping  in 
some  of  the  pipes  leading  back  to  the  institution  is  defective  and  that 
this  has  caused  the  disease. 

The  water  is  supplied  from  a  mountain  spring  and  is  abundant 
and  pure.  I  would  suggest  that  the  outside  closet  be  removed  at 
once,  or  its  arrangement  entirely  changed,  and  the  sewer  pipe  shouM 
be  continued  three  hundred  yards  to  the  stream,  over  their  own  land. 
The  fall  is  ample.  The  stream  is  not  used  for  domestic  purposes. 
The  pipe  from  the  insane  department  is  closed  at  its  outlet.  It 
should  also  be  connected  with  the  other  pipe  and  carried  to  the 
stream. 

Dr.  Clark,  the  county  physician,  agrees  with  me,  with  reference 
to  the  origin  and  the  changes  which  should  be  made.  He  also  in 
forms  me  that  Dr.  Wetherill,  of  the  Stiate  Board  of  Charities,  ban 
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often  heretofore  reported  against  this  outside  closet  and  drainage, 
but  no  action  has  been  taken  by  the  directors. 

There  have  been  in  all  six  .cases  in  the  last  two  months,  and  the 
disease  nerer  prevailed  there  before. 


10— INSPECTION  AT  HARRISBURG,  DAUPHIN  COUNTY.

Harrisburg,  April  7,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  April  5,  1895,  I  visited  the  court  house  on 
April  5,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

A  new  annex  to  the  Dauphin  county  court  house  containing  a 
number  of  water  closets,  urinals  and  wash  stands;  all  on  sewers. 
The  closets  and  sewers  have  no  ventilation,  and  so  far  as  the  work 
can  be  seen,  there  are  no  traps.  The  wash  stands  are  on  sewers  and 
have  no  traps. 

The  building  is  heated  and  ventilated  by  the  "Sturtevant"  steam 
apparatus  (with  fan).  The  effect  will  be  that  when  the  building  is 
in  use,  the  odors  and  gases  from  the  sewers  will  be  driven  through 
the  building. 

The  closets,  etc.,  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  should  be  altered 
so  as  to  prevent  escape  of  gases  and  odors. 

The  building,  I  can  not  now  declare  a  nuisance,  because  it  is  not 
yet  in  use.  But  I  believe  the  county  commissioners  will  remedy  the 
matter  on  notification  from  your  oflSce. 


11— INSPECTION  AT  ABDMORE,  MONTGOMERY  COUNTY.

Dear  Sir:  In  accordance  with  directions  of  State  Board  of  Health 
received  this  day,  I  have  made  an  inspection  of  piggeries  at  Ardmore.

Owing  to  the  directions  being  very  indefinite,  several  hours  wer^ 
lost  in  finding  the  proper  persons  against  whom  complaint  was 
lodged. 

The  tenant  on  Miss  S '  property,  is  Mr.  J P.  A .    He 

keeps  four  pigs  in  one  stye,  which  has  a  board  floor  and  the  pen  is 
uot  very  dirty.  It  is  claimed  that  the  floor  is  cleaned  every 
day,  and  appearances  would  seem  to  bear  out  this  statement.  He 
collects  swill  from  about  eleven  places  dnd  feeds  it  to  the  pigs. 

^'Manure  is  put  on  general  manure  pile  and  air  slacked  lime  is 
sprinkled  over  it.*'    He  claims  that  no  one  has  ever  complained  be 

fore.    The  nearest  neighbor  is  Mr.  R D ,  who  lives  150  feet 

away.    He  has  lived  there^only  since  April  1,  and  has  no  complaint 

to  make.    Mr.  R is  the  next  nearest  neighbor  and  lives  about 

200  feet  aw<ay.    The  R family  have  noticed  no  odor  so  far  this 

year,  but  occasionally  last  summer  the  odor  was  very  bad  when  wind 
blew  toward  them.    They  never  considered  the  nuisance  sufficiently 

objectionable  to  cause  them  to  make  complaint    The  R family 

appear  to  be  people  of  reflnement  and  the  fact  that  they  do  not  care 
to  make  complaint  carries  much  weight,  in  my  opinion.  If  these 
people,  living  within  200  feet,  can  stand  the  odor,  I  do  not  see  how 

Miss  T ,  who  lives  over  a  mile  away,  can  be  annoyed  by  the  odor 

from  this  pen.  I  recommend,  however,  that  tenant  be  advised  to 
make  floor  of  pen  water  tight  by  liiying  new  floor  and  at  a  slight 
angle,  so  as  to  enable  water  to  drain  off,  and  that  he  also  be  cau- 
tioned not  to  allow  swill  to  accumulate  and  decompose  exposed  to 
the  atmosphere. 

I  found  that  the  complainant,  Miss  T ,  is  living  in  Philadelphia, 

and  I  called  on  her.    She  made  the  following  statement: 

'We  rented  house  at  Ardmore  last  summer  and  we  were  much 
annoyed  by  smell  of  sour  swill  or  sour  fetid  garbage."  We  com- 
plained to  owner  of  property,  Mrs.  H ,  of  Washington,  D.  C, 

who  asked  a  Mr.  W ,  of  Ardmore,  to  investigate,  and  he  thought 

that  nuisance  was  at  A 's."    Miss  T did  not  designate 

location  of  nuisance  further  than  to  say  that  it  seemed  to  be  north 
<  f  lier  house. 

The  probable  cause  of  nuisance  was  piggeries  on  estate  of  0 

O'C ,  or  due  to  cess-pool  cleaner  spreading  contents  of  barrels 

over  field,  or  both. 

I  investigated  piggeries  owned  by  T K ,  tenant  on 

O'C property.    This  place  is  out  in  the  country — only  one 

place  within    quarter  of  a  mile — ^no  other  within  half  a  mile.    Last 
year  600  pigs  were  kept,  fed  on  swill  from  Philadelphia.    This  year 

there  is  a  new  tenant,  T K ,  who  keeps  50  pigs.    Pens 

have  wooden  floors,  "are  cleaned  every  day,  and  manure  is  spread 
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on  fields  aud  plowed  in."    Piggery  is  not  at  all  offensive.    I  recom- 
mend that  T K ,  Ardmore  P.  O.,  be  cautioned  not  to 

allow  swill  to  accumlate  and  decompose  exposed  to  air.    This  place 
is  about  one  and  one-half  miles  from  Miss  T . 


SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT  OF  INSPECTION  AT  ARDMORE. 


By  BoBEBT  8.  Maibon,  Medical  Inspector. 

April  24,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  With  reference  to  your  inquiry  regarding  general  sanitary 
condition  of  Ardmore,  would  state  that  as  my  inspection  took  me 
over  a  mile  away  from  Ardmore,  and  as  the  inspection  wasrordered 
for  a  particular  nuisance  (pig  pens),  I  did  not  make  inspection  of  the 
general  sanitary  condition  of  the  place  further  than  to  make  inqui- 
ries of  some  prominent  citizens. 

Ardmore  is  inhabited  by  a  very  nice  class  of  people,  and  owing 
to  absence  of  manufactories,  has  no  crowded  tenements  or  rows  of 
houses.  Nearly  every  house  is  by  itself,  with  spaces  of  lawn  or 
grass  plots  tiround  it;  hence,  although  the  kitchen  drainage  flows 
into  the  street  gutters,  yet  it  does  not  become  so  offensive  as  it  does 
when  houses  are  crowded  together.  No  one  knew  of  the  existence 
of  any  contagious  disease. 

Ardmore  is  generally  considered  to  be  very  healthy. 


12— INSPECTION  AT  MOYERS  CORNERS,  CLARION  COUNTY.

Clarion,  Pa.,  May  5,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc 
tious  received  from  you  May  4,  1895,  I  visited  Movers  Corners, 
on  May  5,  1805,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

The  family  of  C ;—  M ,  consisting  of  six  children  and  wife, 

all  of  whom  an*  afflictled  with  diphtheria;  four  died,  aged  respec- 
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tively  2,  8,  12  and  14  years.  Two  children  and  wife  are  convalescing. 
The  probable  source  of  infection  is  a  small  cellar  8x10,  with  no  ventil- 
ation, floor  wet  and  covered  with  fungoid  growths;  said  cellar  also 
contained  a  box  of  decayed  vegetable  matter,  the  only  egress  being 
a  door  from  the  outside  of  the  house  which  had  been  closed  all 
winter.  They  have  vacated  said  house,  which  I  ordered  thoroughly 
fumigated,  cellar  to  be  cleansed  and  covered  with  chloride  of  lime; 
all  carpets  used  in  sick  rooms  to  be  burned;  also,  all  furniture 
washed  with  a  disinfectant  solution.  The  house  they  now  occupy  I 
have  quarantined  and  forbidden  public  funerals,  should  any  more 
deaths  occur.    This,  however,  had  been  done  by  famijy  physician. 


13-^I»BPECTI0N    AT    CARDIKGTON,    DELAWARE    COUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  May  14,  1895,  I  visited  Cardington  on  May 
15,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Mr.  N H.  W ,  complainant,  was  away,  but  I  saw  his 

mother-in  law,  Mrs.  J.  W.  M ,  who  states  that  "Piggery  is  very 

offensive  when  the  wind  is  from  that  direction."  These  people  keep 
boarders  in  summer,  and  last  fall  when  Mr.  T.  carted  away  the  pig 
manure  and  spread  it  over  his  field  preparatory  to  plowing  it  in,  the 
boarders  were  not  able  to  sit  on  the  porches  or  leave  windows  open 
on  account  of  the  smell.  By  reference  to  the  attached  map  you  will 
see  that  they  are  about  one-eighth  mile  from  the  piggeries,  with  a 
valley  in  between.  The  question  with  her  is  that  unless  smell  is 
abated,  she  will  lose  her  custom,  and  she  is  anx.ious  to  have  said 
smell  abated  before  the  boarding  season  opens.    I  also  saw  Mr.  R.  P. 

R L^  store-keeper,  living  near  Mr.  W ,  who  says  that  "smell 

is  terrble."  He  was  one  of-  twelve  or  thirteen  to  sign  a  complaint 
which  was  sent  to  you  last  fall,  and  he  desires  me  to  call  your  atten- 
tion again  to  that  complaint.

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In  view  of  that  complaint  being  sent  to  you,  I  did  not  look  for  more 
complaints,  but  proceeded  to  inspect  the  piggeries  which  are  on  the 

property  of  W W .    This  property  is  leased  by  L & 

Son,  who,  with  six  others,  maintain  the  piggeries.    The  names  of  the 

others,  as  near  as  I  could  get  them,  are,  Dol.  W ,  W , 

M ,  O &  C (partners),  McS .     By  reference 

to  map  you  will  see  that  the  piggeries  are  situated  along  Naylors 
run,  which  empties  into  Cobb's  creek,  just  below.  They  are  upon 
the  hillside  and  I  should  say  number  over  1,000  pigs  in  about  200 
pens.  The  condition  of  these  pens  and  the  ground  surrounding 
them  is  extremely  filthy.  "About  twenty  loads  of  swill  are  fed  to 
them  daily,  from  West  Philadelphia."  I  counted  422  pigs  in  87 
pens,  and  as  high  as  thirteen  to  twenty  pigs  in  one  pen.  It  is  the 
most  filthy  piggery  I  have  seen.  The  board  floors  are  even  with  the 
ground.  Scarcely  any  pens  have  troughs  in  which  to  place  the 
swill.  In  most  of  them  the  swill  is  thrown  directly  on  the  floors  and 
mingles  with  the  discharges,  the  floors  being  often  covered  with 
swill  and  manure.  Where  there  are  troughs  most  of  them  are  so 
low  and  shallow  that  the  pigs  walk  in  them  and  scatter  the  swill. 
There  i»  no  suitable  provision  for  cleaning  the  pens,  as  the  droppings, 
swill  and  urine  flow  to  the  ground  and  are  taken  up  from  there. 
There  are  pools  of  filth  and  swill  scattered  over  the  ground  and  the 
whole  side  of  the  hill  is  filthy.  To  abate  nuisance,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  entirely  rebuild  the  pens,  making  the  floors  several  feet  from 
the  ground.  Proper  feeding  troughs  should  be  made  and  a  broad, 
flat  trough  should  be  made  in  front  of  pens  into  which  contents  of 
pens  can  be  swept  and  removed  twice  a  day.  At  the  Cardington 
Mills  office  I  w^as  informed  that  several  weeks  ago  there  were  a  great 
many  pigs  lying  dead  around  the  pens  and  that  one  of  the  persons  in 
the  office  threatened  to  complain  and  that  the  pigs  were  then  buried. 
I  saw  one  litter  of  dead  pigs  lying  on  a  heap  of  manure.  My  sugges- 
tion is  that  the  piggery  proprietors  be  given  thirty  days  to  remedy 
the  nuisance,  and  if  they  neglect  to  do  so  to  take  the  matter  into 
court  and  have  them  removed. 

This  little  village  of  Cardington  consists  of  the  houses  of  the  em- 
ployes of  the  mill — ^a  few  hundred  people.  Around  the  village,  farm 
houses  and  boarding  places  are  scattered  -over  the  country.  The 
place  is  not  incorporated  and  is  situated  on  the  little  hills  which 
slopt  toward  Cobbs  creek  and  Naylor's  run.  Surface  drainage  only, 
which  on  account  of  fewness  of  inhabitants,  does  not  seem  offensive. 
Well  water  is  used.    No  prevalent  diseases. 
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14— INSPECTION    AT   LEIPERVILLE,    DELAWARE    COUNTY. 


By  Robert  S.  Maison,  Medical  Inspector,  on  account  of  stagnant  pond 

creating  a  nuisance. 


May  16,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  May  13, 1895, 1  visited  Leiperville  on  May  16, 
1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

The  pond  has  been  there,  I  am  informed,  for  eighty  years,  and 
covers  the  site  of  a  quarry  hole,  100x100  feet.  It  is  situated  between 
the  Darby  and  Chester  Pike  and  Holland  street. 

Situated  immediately  on  the  banks  are  eleven  houses  and  I  append 
a  rough  diagram  which  will  illustrate  the  pond  and  adjoining  prop- 
erties more  clearly  than  I  can  described  it.    On  the  north  side  are 

three  (3)  houses,  F ,  W and  D .    Between  F and 

W are  two  vacant  lots,  the  owners  of  which  I  am  not  able  to 

find,  and  I  understand  that  said  lots  have  recently  been  sold.     Mr. 

F ,  senior,  lately  died  of  typhoid  fever,  and  Dr.  Long,  the  family 

physician,  says  that  the  whole  family  suffer  from  malaria  continually. 

At  Mrs.  W ,  a  daughter  is  ill  from  typhoid  fever.    Mrs.  W 's 

privy  is  shown  on  diagram.  It  is  near  edge  of  a  steep  bank  and  her 
drinking  well  is  by  it.  The  bank  is  fifteen  feet  high  (from  surface 
of  water)  and  the  well  is  21  feet  deep.  Privy  at  F is  appar- 
ently in  corner  of  stable,  which  projects  over  pond,  and  dejections 
can  be  seen  in  edge  of  water.    The  properties  on  either  side  of  pond, 

I  believe  are  owned  by  Mr.  McB .    On  the  south  side  of  the  pond 

is  a  row  of  nine  (9)  houses  owned  by  parties  whose  names  appear  on 
the  diagram.  The  three  (3)  lower  houses  (1,  2  and  3)  have  their  cel- 
lars filled  with  water  to  within  three  feet  of  the  ground  floor,  and 
cellars  cannot  be  used  at  all.  House  No.  1  cannot  be  rented  on  ac- 
count of  wet  condition.  In  house  No.  2  the  tenant  informs  me  that 
the  carpet  becomes  mouldy  on  the  floor.  The  water  from  the  whole 
row  is  obtained  from  a  well  situated  in  front  of  the  whole  row, 
about  75  feet  from  pond.  The  ground  on  this  side  is  partly  filled 
in  and  is  only  about  one  foot  above  surface  of  water.  Typhoid  fever 
has  existed  in  several  houses-  The  location  of  privies  is  shown  on 
diagram.    On  properties  7  and  8  they  project  over  the  water.    The* 
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lots  are  supposed  to  run  back  to  a  twelve  foot  alley  as  in  diagram. 
This  pond  is  never  entirely  dry  and  is  now  about  six  feet  deep.  Drs. 
Ulrich  and  Long  say  that  there  have  been  from  fifty  to  sixty  cases 
of  typhoid  fever,  with  many  deaths,  in  vicinity  of  tliis  pond  during 
the  past  four  ye^irs,  and  that  malaria  is  always  attacking  people 
near  pond.  It  is  thought  by  neighbors  that  there  is  no  spring  in  pond 
as  water  becomes  very  stagnant  in  summer.  Years  ago  a  stone 
drain  carried  the  water  oflf.  It  was  about  seven  feet  deep  and  ex- 
tended to  the  pike  and  then  along  the  pike  to  Ridley  creek.  Several 
years  ago  it  caved  in  and  has  not  since  been  repaired.  I  consider 
it  imperative  that  this  nuisance  be  removed  as  it  is  dangerous  to 
life,  and  I  suggest  that  parties  be  given  sixty  days  to  abate  nuisanc(\ 
If  they  will  not  do  so,  two  courses  are  open  to  the  Board.  One  is  to 
entirely  fill  up  pond  with  about  4,000  loads  of  dirt  and  make  drain 
near  surface,  or  to  lay  a  drain  about  six  feet  below  surface  of  bank 
where  the  original  drain  used  to  be,  and  carry  drain  to  Ridley  creek, 
and  then  fill  up  pond  several  feet  deep. 

The  popirltition  of  Leiperville  and  South-  Fairview  is  about  400. 
Not  iicorporated.  A  very  deep  strata  of  rock  underlies  this  locality 
and  above  it  is  a  deep  layer  of  clay.  Surface  drainage  only.  Water 
supply  entirely  from  wells.  Ground  slopes  towards  Ridley  creek. 
Prevalent  diseases  are  typhoid  fever  and  malaria.  Both  now  exist.  1 

have  verified  the  diagnosis  of  typhoid  in  W house,  and  it  is  a 

severe  type.  As  high  as  nine  cases  have  occurred  in  one  house. 
Fifty  to  sixty  cases  have  occurred  during  the  past  four  years.  I  b<»- 
lieve  that  physicians  are  using  precautions,  but  that  nothing  but 
abatement  of  the  nuisance  will  cause  disappearance  of  these  diseases. 


15— INSPECTION  AT  CHESTER  TOWNSHIP,  DELAWARE 

COUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  May  17,  1895,  I  visted  the  piggery  on  May 
i5,  1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 
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They  have  raised  pen  two  feet  above  ground  as  directed  and  claim 
that  they  clean  pen  every  day,  and  promise  to  continue  doing  so  all 
sunumer.  The  floor  is  of  tongued  «nd  grooved  -planks,  so  that  but 
very  little  can  drop  between  them.  I  consider  that  they  have  done 
their  best  to  comply  with  the  Board's  notice  to  abate  nnisance. 


16— INSPECTION  NEAR  MORRISVILLE,  BUCKS  COUNTY. 


By  A.  M.  CooPEii,  Medical  Inspector,  on  account  of  deposit  of  night  soil. 

May  28,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:   I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 

lions  received  from  you  May  24,  1895,  I  visited  the  W Bros. 

farm,  on  May  28, 1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Three  pits,  two  containing  night  soil.  This  is  outside  the  borough 
of  Morrisville.  The  drainage  is  from  the  borough  into  a  meadow  and 
from  thence  into  the  canal.  The  odor  was  not  pleasant  when  close 
lo  them.  There  was  a  strong  wind  and  I  went  with  the  wind  about 
forty  yards  and  I  thought  I  detected  a  slight  smiell.  I  then  went 
about  seventy-five  or  eighty  yards  from  the  pits  and  could  detect  no 
odop  whatever.  The  nearest  house  is  about  300  yards  from  the  pits 
and  Ihe  occupant  does  not  complain  for  he  is  in  the  same  business. 
The  house  from  which  the  complaint  comes  is  about  500  yards  from 
the  i)it8.  The  next  houses  are  about  700  yards  from  the  pits.  The 
only  complaint  would  be  from  the  odor.  The  board  of  health  from 
Morrisville  advised  the  digging  of  pits  and  putting  the  night-soil 
in  them  and  covering  them  over  with  horse  manure  till  time  for  using 
the  same.  Then  it  is  put  on  the  land  which  is  intended  for  the  next 
year's  trucking  and  covered  up  by  the  plough  about  two  inches  and 
lef  [  there  till  spring,  when  the  ground  is  plowed  again  and  this  time 
about  four  inches  deep  and  the  vegetables  are  raised  in  the  dirt  and 
night-soil.  Not  a  very  encouraging  outlook  for  the  eaters,  but 
whether  prejudical  to  public  health  or  not,  I  am  unable  to  say.  I 
think  it  would  be  well  to  communicate  with  the  Morrisville  board  of 
health.  I  would  advise  that  some  fresh  lime  ^rid  earth  be  put  on 
each  day's  accumulation  of  night-soil. 
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17— INSPECTION  AT  OWL  HILL,  LANCASTER  COUNTY. 


By  Wm.  Blackwood,  Mtdical  Inspector^  on  account  of  glue  fdctory. 


Lancaster,  June  8,  1895. 

Dear  Doctor:   I  inspected  the  glue  factory  of  P.  P.  M at  Owl 

Hill  on  June  3, 1895.  It  consists  of  three  small  buildings,  the  largest 
about  twenty  feet  square,  situated  upon  the  top  of  the,  hill  in  a  dense 
wood  on  the  edge  of  the  stream  which  empties  into  the  Conestoga 
creek,  which  latter  supplies  Lancaster  with  its  water.  The  stream 
is  two  miles  to  the  Conestoga  and  thence  twelve  (12)  by  the  Cones- 
toga  to  Lancaster — (14  miles).  The  largest  building  is  used  for  the 
manufacture  of  glue.  In  this  building  was  a  carcass  of  a  horse  and 
a  tog.  The  odor  is,  of  course,  very  offensive  inside.  Outside  there 
was  no  filth  or  remains  of  animals.  Tiie  surroundings  are  quite  clean. 
The  supposition  is  that  the  refuse  is  drained  into  the  stream,  although 
no  evidence  of  that  exists.  I  do  not  think  any  pollution  of  the  Cones- 
toga could  be  produced  from  this  factory,  nor  does  it  constitute  a 
nuisance  prejudicial  to  the  public  health. 

The  stream  at  the  factory  is  about  five  feet  wide  and  is  dammed  at 
that  point  for  the  use  of  the  water.  There  is  no  house  nearer  than 
half  a  mile.  I  did  not  hear  of  any  complaints  from  the  people  living 
along  the  stream. 


INSPECTION  AT  MORTON,  DELAWARE  COUNTY. 


By  RoBEBT  S.  Maison,  Medical  Inspector^  on  account  of  nuisance  caused 

by  depositing  night  soil. 


June  21,  1890. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  June  19,  1895,  I  visited  Morton  on  Juno  21, 
1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

The  nuisance  is  on  a  farm  rented  by  J S|.  R .    He  has 

allowed  the  depositing  of  night  soil  on  a  field  about  one  square  from 
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a  row  of  houses.  I  found  a  number  of  places  in  the  field  where  bar- 
rels of  excrement  had  been  dumped  on  the  grass  and  left  without 
any  dirt  being  spread  over  them.  Several  trenches  had  been  covered 
over,  but  one  large  hole,  about  15x20  feet  was  open  filled  with  night- 
soil  and  it  had  evidently  been  that  way  for  days,  as  evaporation  had 

lowered  the  surface  three  inches.    I  recommend  that  J S.  R , 

Morton,  Delaware  county,  be  notified  to  abate  nuisance  now  existing 
within  forty-eight  hours,  and  that  in  future  night-soil  be  deposited 
in  trenches  and  covered  over  immediately. 


19— INSPECTION  AT  READING,  BERKS  COUNTY. 


By  R.  Laing  and  C.  E  Milleb,  on  account  of  stream  pollution. 

Reading,  Pa.,  June  27,  1895. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Water  Board: 

Gentlemen:  By  request  of  your  president,  George  H.  Felix,  Charles 
E.  Miller  water  inspector,  and  myself  made  an  investigation  of  the 
drainage  at  the  Keystone  State  Normal  School,  Kutztown,  Berks 
county,  and  upon  investigation  found  that  the  building  of  said 
institution  drain  their  waste  waters  and  water  closets  into  three 
large  wells  situated  in  the  rear  lot,  one  well  being  in  the  northeast 
section  and  the  other  two  in  the  southeast;  they  seem  to  be  about 
18  feet  in  diameter,  and  are  about  200  yards  from  the  building;  they 
are  connected  by  12-inch  terra  cotta  drain  pipes  from  the  building  to 
the  wells. 

The  one  in  the  northeast  is  overflowing  and  the  contents  spread 
over  the  lot;  the  other  two  are  also  full  and  overflowing  through  a 
ditch  filled  with  stones  (or  in  other  words  a  French  drain).  We  have 
also  found  that  they  have  laid  a  12-inch  terra  cotta  pipe  through  a 
lane  and  a  street,  a  distance  of  a  mile  and  a.  half,  and  then  diverted 
through  a  field  on  Noble  street,  and  there  the  outlet  empties  into 
the  Sacony  creek,  which  empties  into  the  Maiden  creek. 

While  at  the  outlet  a  Kutztown  citizen  informed  us  that  the  author- 
ities stated  they  would  filter  this  matter  before  entering  the  drain, 
but  from  all  appearances  that  statement  cannot  be  correct,  as  they 
are  laying  smaller  pipes  up  to  the  building,  ready  to  connect  either 
with  the  main  pipe  or  the  buildings  themselves. 

There  is  also  a  slaughter  house  close  to  the  creek,  and  no  doubt 
the  blood  and  washings  are  both  run  into  it. 
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During  the  limited  time  we  had  we  also  discovered  that  two  privy 
wells  and  a  pig  sty  were  closely  built  to  a  culvert  which  empties  into 
this  creek,  and  we  feel  positive  that  during  each  rain,  the  contents 
also  are  emptied  therein. 


20— INSPECTION  AT  LANCASTER,  LANCASTER  COUNTY.

Lancaster,  July  10,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  July  3, 1895, 1  visited  Manheim  township,  on 
July  9,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

I  inspected  the  nuisance  complained  of  in  the  enclosed  letter. 

The  restaurant  keepers  and  m.arket  houses  have  been  in  the  habit 
of  depositing  all  kinds  of  refuse,  animal  and  vegetable,  creating  a 
great  stench.  It*  should  not  be  allowed  to  exist  longer,  as  it  would 
become  prejudicial  to  the  public  health.  I  find  all  the  people  living 
in  the  neighborhood  complaining  of  it. 


21— INSPECTION  AT  KUTZTOWN,  BERKS  COUNTY. 


By  Daniel  Longaker,  Medical  Inspector,  on  account  of  a  drain  which 
empties  into  Sacony  creek. 


Reading,  July  11,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  July  9,  1895, 1  visted  Kutztown  on  Thursday, 
and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

The  Sacony  creek,  which  runs  through  Kutztown,  empties  into 
the  Maiden  creek,  from  which  Reading  receives  its  water  supply. 
The  State  Normal  School  at  Kutztown  have  run  a  drain  from  the 
outhouses  of  the  school,  a  distance  of  about  a  mile  to  the  Sacony 
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creek,  into  which  it  empties.  The  drain  consists  of  a  12-inch  pipe 
which  is  buried  in  the  ground.  They  have  also  connected  the  cess- 
pools with  the  drain,  into  which  their  water  closets  empty.  The 
water  of  the  creek  has  not  been  polluted  so  far,  as  the  drain  has  not 
been  used.  But  it  was  built  for  the  purpose  of  draining  their  water 
closets  and  refuse  matter  into  the  creek. 

iTtttw  Mr.  Fetter,  of  the  water  board,  and  conferred  with  him.  He 
advised  me  to  make  an  inspection  at  Kutztown,  which  I  did.  I  wish 
you  would  let  me  know  what  to  do  in  case  they  should  use  the  drain 
to  carry  off  the  matter  from  the  school  into  the  creek. 


22— INSPECTION  AT  CENTRE  SQUARE,  MONTGOMERY 

COUNTY. 


By  H.  H.  Whitcomb,  Medical  Inspector,  on  account  of  bone  boiling  estab- 
lishment 


Norristown,  Pa.,  July  15,  1895. 
Dr.  Benj.  Lee,  Secretary: 
Dear  Sir:  As  per  instructions  of  July  10,  I  went  Friday,  July  12, 

to  H ,  at  Centre  Square,  Pa.,  and  finding  that  the  order 

for  abatement  had  not  been  executed,  I  closed  the  place  and  put  up 
a  placard,  as  directed  by  you.  Some  filth  that  had  just  been  brought 
there  I  had  buried  and  the  fires  drawn  from  the  hearth  and  stopped 
the  operations.  The  accumulation  of  things  about  there,  such  as  old 
bones  and  salted  hides,  and  some  dessicated  meat,  used  in  making 
fertilizer,  the  further  manufacturing  of  which  is  not  conducted  on 
the  premises,  and  some  glue  stock,  I  allowed  to  remain,  as  there  was 
nothing  very  objectionable  about  them,  until  he  could  sell  them, 
when  they  will  be  removed.  To  destroy  them  would  cause  more 
offense  than  to  allow  them  to  remain  and  to  bury  them  would  cost  a 
great  deal.  The  place  is  fairly  clean  for  such  an  establishment,  and 
will  not  be  any  nuisance  if  operations  cease.  The  greatest  trouble 
is  what  to  do  with  that  pool  of  filth,  the  liquid  from  the  boiling  of 
animals,  that  lies  just  outside  of  the  building.  As  it  lies  there  un- 
disturbed there  is  not  much  odor  from  it,  and  if  nothing  more  is 
added  to  it,  it  will  possibly  largely  dry  up,  and  by  the  addition  of 
soil  and  lime,  could  be  removed  as  compost  without  much  offense; 
but  if,  however,  heavy  rain  comes,  it  is  likely  to  run  over  into  the 
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creek  and  be  carried,  as  it  has  so  often  been,  down  through  the  vil- 
lage. It  will  take  a  large  quantity  of  lime  to  in  any  way  absorb  or 
destroy  it.  After  consulting  Captain  Weaver,  health  officer  of  Nor- 
ristown,  who  was  with  me,  I  thought  it  best  to  allow  it  to  remain 
until  he  is  ready  to  plow  and  then  permit  him  to  put  it  on  the  ground 
and  plow  it  in.  It  will  be  offensive  at  the  time,  but  for  a  very  brief 
interval.  I  desire  to  make  as  little  expense  as  possible  or  as  little 
commotion. 


23— INSPECTION  AT  OKEOLA,  DELAWARE  COUNTY.

June  28,  1895, 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  June  27,  1895,  I  visited  Okeola,  on  June  28, 
1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

I  saw  the  complainant  and  then  visited  piggery  complained  of. 

This  is  owned  by  Mr.  E ,  who  has  about  15  pigs.    The  immediate 

cause  of  the  complaint  was  due  to  hauling  pig  manure  and  spreading 

it  over  a  field.    It  is  now  plowed  in.    Mr.  E has  six  pens,  which 

were  not  properly  attended  to.  I  find,  however,  that  he  is  moving 
his  pens  some  miles  away  and  has  already  taken  400  pigs  away.  As 
soon  as  the  sows  all  litter,  he  will  move  the  rest.  I  saw  complain- 
ant again  and  arranged  for  him  to  notify  me  if  pigs  were  not  taken 

away  soon,  or  if  smell  became  again  offensive.     H G , 

who  owns  the  property  promised  me  that  pens  should  be  kept  clean 
in  future.     I  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken  at  present. 

Okeola  is  merely  a  little  settlement  consisting  of  a  few  houses 
scattered  along  both  sides  of  Oak  I/ane.  Not  incorporated.  No  epi- 
demic diseases.     Surface  drainage.    Well  water  used. 
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24— INSPECTION  AT  COLEVILLE,  CENTRE  COUNTY.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  June  29,  1895,  I  visited  Coleville  on  July  1, 
and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Coleville  is  a  small  village  of  200  inhabitants  situated  one  mile 
west  of  Bellefonte  at  the  foot  of  Muncy  mountain,  lying  between  the 
base  of  the  mountain  and  Buffalo  run,  a  small  stream  which  flows 
along  the  south  side  of  Muncy  mountain  for  ten  or  twelve  miles,  emp- 
tying into  Spring  creek  just  below  the  southern  line  of  the  borough 
of  Bellefonte.  There  is  nothing  unsanitary  in  the  location  of  the 
village.  The  water  supply  is  derived  from  two  or  three  small 
springs  situated  close  to  the  north  bank  of  Buffalo  Run,  and  at  the 
s[)me  level,  the  water  from  the  creek  flowing  into  the  springs  at  every 
rise  of  water.  Along  the  western  border  of  the  village,  extending 
from  the  foot  of  Muncy  mountain  to  the  creek  (Buffalo  run),  is  a  dry 
brook  which  receives  the  water  from  the  mountain  and  discharges 
it  into  the  creek  a  short  distance  above  the  springs.  Along  the  bank 
of  this  brook  are  situated  numerous  privies,  pig  pens  and  stables, 
the  contents  of  which  are  washed  out  and  emptied  into  the  creek 
(Buffalo  run)  at  every  freshet.  I  learned  also  that  two  cases  of  ty- 
phoid fever  had  occurred  on  a  farm  house  along  the  bank  of  the 
Buffalo  run,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  above  the  village,  in  the  autumn 
of  1894. 

As  to  the  disease,  the  cases  have  been  mostly  mild,  but  one  death 
having  occurred,  as  directly  due  to  typhoid  fever.  The  cases  at 
present  existing  are  not  more  than  eight  (8)  adults  and  children — 
none  severe. 

I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  the  use  of  water  from  these  springs 
which  is  practically  creek  water,  is  the  cause  of  the  disease  and  the 
residents  have  been  warned  repeatedly  against  it.  What  else  can 
we  do? 
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25— INSPEC5TI0N  AT  YORK,  YORK  COUNTY.

July  2,  1895. 
Dear  Dr.  Lee:  On  last  Thursday,  28th  ultimo,  Dr.  J.  Frank  Small, 
health  officer  of  the  city  of  York,  reported  to  me  that  diphtheria 

probably  existed  in  the  family  of  Mr.  A S-- — ,  residing  in  Spring 

Garden  town&hip,  about  one  mile  east  of  York,  and  one-fourth  mile 
from  the  borough  of  Freystown.  On  the  evening  of  the  same  day, 
I  officially  called  upon  the  family  and  found  a  little  girl  about  five 
years  old  suffering  from  diphtheria.  The  father  of  the  child  has 
been  employed  in  a  leading  hardware  and  grocery  store  in  this  city. 
I  have  the  house  quarantined  and  gave  specific  instruction  that  no 
one  except  those  having  permission  should  visit  or  leave  the  place 
of  infection.  It  was  reported  to  me  yesterday  evening,  by  Dr.  S.  J. 
Rouse,  the  physician  in  attendance,  that  the  father  of  the  child  has 
been  in  York  a  number  of  times  since  his  house  was  quarantined. 
Whfit  would  yQu  recommend  to  be  done  in  this  case?  The  little  pa- 
tient had  a  mild  attack  and  is  said  to  be  doing  nicely. 


26— INSPECTION  AT  LILLY,  CAMBRIA  COUNTY.

Johnstown,  Pa.,  July  2,  1895. 
Dr.  Benjamin  Lee,  Secretary: 

Dear  Doctor:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  this  report  of  an 
inspection  made  this  second  day  of  July,  1895,  at  Lilly,  Cambria, 
county. 

Lilly  is  a  small  borough  of  about  twelve  hundred  inhabitants,  sit- 
uated near  the  summit  of  the  Allegheny  mountains,  about  two  and 
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three-tenths  miles  west  of  Ci-esson  on  the  line  of  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road. Cresson  is  2,027  feet  above  sea  level,  and  Lilly  is  only  a  few 
feet  less  in  elevation.  I  found  the  inhabitants  of  the  borough,  almost 
to  an  individual  in  good  health,  as  far  as  I  could  learn  from  repre- 
sentative citizens  and  from  the  burgess.  Dr.  Bryant  Krebs.  Dr. 
Krebs  and  I  made  a  tour  of  inspection  through  the  entire  borough; 
we  also  visited  the  water  works,  located  about  one-fourth  mile  from 
the  borough.  The  borough  is  supplied  with  water  from  springs, 
wells  and  from  a  reservoir  at  the  waterworks  mentioned  above. 
About  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  people  are  supplied  from  this  reservoir. 

These  water  works  are  owned  by  a  private  individual  named  C 

h ,  who  is  also  president  of  the  local  board  of  health  of  the 

borough.    The  only  source  of  contamination  to  the  water  supply  to 

this  reservoir  is  this:   The  owner  of  the  waterworks,  Mr.  L , 

does  not  own  a  large  spring  from  which  this  reservoir  is  supplied, 
but  owns  the  ground  to  within  thirty  feet  of  the  spring.    T^o  men, 

J N and  P McC ,  own  the  spring  and  live  just  above 

it;  the  natural  drainage  from  at  least  one  of  the  houses  is  into  this 
spring  or  its  run  above  the  reservoir.  At  the  time  of  my  visit,  these 
families  were  washing  and  churning  right  at  the  spring,  and  the 
drainage  from  this  could  scarcely  help  but  reach  the  reservoir,  thirty 
feet  below.  You  can  readily  see  the  great  danger  to  the  water  sup- 
ply of  the  reservoir  if  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  should  develop  in  one 
of  these  houses  above  the  spring.    I  might  say,  however,  that  Mr. 

Ij and  Mr.  McC and  Mr.  N are  now  in  litigation  in  the 

courts  concerning  the  ownership  of  this  spring,  and  it  may  be  that 

Mr.  L may  secure  the  ownership  of  the  spring,  and  then  the 

water  supply  for  the  reservoir  can,  by  very  little  expense,  be  made 
the  very  best. 

Sewers  are  laid  in  .part  of  the  bocaugh,  land  there  shoold  be  a  line 
of  sewer  pipe  laid  the  entire  length  of  railroad  street,  also  along  part 
of  Main  street.    No  doubt,  it  was  on  account  of  the  laying  of  the 

sewer  on  railroad  street  that  led  Mr.  L to  write  you  about  the 

matter. 

I  do  not  consider  the  sanitary  condition  of  Lilly  such  as  to  consti- 
tute  a  nuisance,  but  on  the  contrary  it  is  as  healthy  and  cleanly  a  bor- 
ough as  one  usually  finds. 

The  board  of  health  need  to  be  awakened  to  their  duty,  for  they 
are  mere  figure  heads. 

Of  course,  the  sewers  are  really  a  necessity  for  the  good  health  and 
cleanliness  of  the  borough.  While  the  condition  of  the  borough  is 
fairly  good  without  sewers,  it  would  be  much  better  with  sewers. 

The  burgess,  A.  B.  Krebs,  M.  D.,  is  interested  in  sanitary  measures 
and  will  act  on  any  suggestion  yon  may  offer. 
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27— INSPECTION  AT  CHESTER  TOWNSHIP,  DELAWARE 

COUNTY.

establishment. 


July  24,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  July  23,  1895,  I  visited  O W 's 

establishment  on  July  24,  1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions 
to  exist: 

O w fat  rendering  establishment  is  a  small  place.    He 

boils  fat,  etc.,  and  cures  hides,  but  does  not  deal  in  bone  products. 
The'hid'es  are  salted  down  immediately  as  brought.  The  fat,  etc., 
is  put  in  the  one  large  cauldron  that  he  owns,  boiled,  the  lard  taken 
off  and  the  residue  pressed  into  cakes.  No  water  is  used.  What- 
ever grease  gets  on  the  floor  is  allowed  to  remain  and  a  little  lime 
is  sprinkled  over  it.  When  the  floor  gets  very  dirty,  the  grease  is 
scraped  off.  There  was  no  boiling  going  on  at  the  time  of  my  visit, 
and  I  noticed  no  odor  until  I  got  within  30  feet  of  the  place.  As  far 
as  I  can  ascertain,  no  smell  is  noticed  in  the  neighborhood  unless 
boiling  is  going  on.  The  cauldron  is  covered  with  a  heavy  plank 
cover  and  a  pipe  which  pierces  the  cover  carries  the  steam  and  odorn 
to  the  chimney,  the  idea  being  that  the  smoke  and  heat  in  the  chim- 
ney destroy  the  odor.  This,  in  my  opinion,  does  not  answer  the  pur- 
pose, for  if  the  odor  was  destroyed,  there  would  be  no  complaint.  I 
have  had  no  experience  in  this  class  of  nuisance,  but  it  seems  to  nie 

that  Mr.  W should  have  steam  tight  covers  to  his  cauldron 

and  that  pressure  of  steam  within  the  cauldron  should  force  foul 
odor  through  deodorizing  and  condensing  apparatus  and  thence  to 
ash  pit. 


28— INSPECTION    AT    GRADYVILLE,    DELAWARE    COUNTY

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instinic 
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tions  received  from  you  July  17, 1895, 1  visited  Grady ville  on  July  17, 
1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Four  or  fiA'e  houses  and  a  couple  of  little  stores,  in  one  of 
which  is  the  postofflce,  constitute  Gradyville.  Surrounding 
this   are    farms,    and    on    one    of    these    farms   about    one-fourth 

of   a   mile    from    the   postofflce    is    where    Mr.    W lives. 

Itolling  country,  about  the  higliest  in  the  county.  Water 
supplj   from  wells.    No  prevalent  diseases  ordinarily.    Four  cases 

of  diphtheria  altogether.    Mr.  W 's  son  taken  with  malignant 

type  and  died.  Daughter  exfi^mined  when  son  was  first  taken  was 
found  to  have  well  developed  membrane.  Not  known  which  had  dis- 
ease first.  Mother  and  Doctor  Pyle  took  disease  from  attending 
boy.  Dr.  Fussel  then  treated  family  and  Dr.  Pyle  also.  W fam- 
ily all  well.  Dr.  Pyle  still  in  bed  but  better.  After  boy  died,  rigid 
disinfection  was  done  under  Dr.  FussePs  supervision.  I  do  not  think 
that  disinfection  was  again  carried  out  after  the  recovery  of  Mrs. 

AA' so  I  would  suggest  that  circular  No.  19  be  sent  Dr.  Fus3ell 

and  that  he  be  asked  "to. again  order  disinfection,  if  he  has  not 
already  done  so. 

I  saw  Dr.  Pyle  personally  and  he  told  me  that  he  could  give  no 

cau8<'  for  the  outbreak.    About  one  half  mile  above  W 's  is  a 

stagnant  pond  fed  by  springs  and  is  called  Mundenhall's  dam.  The 
boy,  with  others,  bathed  in  this  pond  and  family  consider  that  said 
bathing  was  cause  of  outbreak.  Dr.  Pyle,  however,  does  not  think 
so,  because  no  other  boys  acquired  the  disease.  Ba tiling  in  the  cold 
spring  water  of  the  stagnant  pond  might  be  considered  a  predis- 
posing cause  at  any  rate.     Tht»  dish  water,  etc.,  at  W ran  over 

the  ground  for  about  ten  feet  and  then  down  a.  little  hill,  but  this 
is  common  to  all  country  farmhouses,  and  there  was  no  offensive 
smell  about  it.  All  that  I  can  say  is  that  cases  appear  sporadi(?  and 
that  cause  is  unknown.  There  was  no  necessity  oT  ordering  quaran- 
tine, as  that  has  been  done,  and  neighbws  cannot  be  induced  to  go 

near  the  W family  or  work  on  his  farm.    Of  course,  Dr.  Pyl(> 

allows  no  one  to  enter  his  house.  As  soon  as  all  possible  danger  of 
infection  is  over  I  would  suggest  that,  in  justice  to  the  W fam- 
ily, Dr.  Fussell  post  a  notice  to  that  effect  in  the  post  office  signed  by 
hinifelf  or  the  State  Board  of  Hejltli. 
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29— INSPECTION  AT  RIDQWAY,  ELK  COUNTY.

Ridgway,  Pa.,  July  18,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Dear  Sir:  We  have  a  matter  that  has  been  troubling  our  local 
health  board  for  some  time,  and  we  come  to  you  for  a  solution  of  the 
difficulty.  In  the  main  part  of  our  town  there  is  a  mill  race  that  fur- 
nishes water  to  run  a  planing  mill.  This  race  is  one  square  from  the 
main  street  of  the  town.  Into  this  race  the  largest  hotel  in  town 
and  several  dwellings  drain  their  water  closets  and  everything. 

We  have  called  the  attention  of  the  town  council  repeatedly  to  the 
danger  of  an  epidemic  at  any  time  from  this  source.  They  have  re- 
fused to  do  anything,  stating  that  they  have  nothing  to  do  with  it. 

The  property  owners  and  all  concerned  realize  the  danger,  but  no 
one  will  act  in  the  matter,  and  will  not  until  compelled. 

I  feel  solicitous  about  the  matter  because  I  am  a  member  of  the 
local  health  board,  and  if  anything  in  the  way  of  an  epidemic  should 
break  out,  I  would  feel  guilty  of  neglect,  while  at  the  same  time  I 
have  been  urging  the  property  owners  to  act  in  the  matter.  Please 
inform  me  the  proper  way  to  bring  about  the  reform. 


30— INSPECTION  AT  JEWISH  CEMETERY,  BALDWIN  TOWN- 
SHIP, ALLEGHENY  COUNTY. 


By  S.  M.  RiNEHART,  Medical  Inspector,  on  account  of  reports  of  im- 
proper and  unsanitary  burial  customs. 


Allegheny,  Pa.,  July  20,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  July  19,  1895, 1  visited  the  cemetery  on  July  19th, 
and  found  the  follow^ing  conditions  to  exist: 
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The  cemetery  Is  situated  on  a  small  road  called  "Ogden's  Lane," 
about  one-half  mile  from  Brownsville  road.  There  are  several  farm 
houses  in  the  vicinity,  but  none  closer  than  200  or  300  yards.  No 
superintendent  in  charge,  the  cemetery  being  owned  by  two  or  three 
Jewish  congregations  in  Pittsburgh  (South  Side),  and  the  graves  be- 
ing dug  by  the  Babbi  and  undertakers  at  the  time  of  burial  service. 
Several  neighbors,  of  two  of  whom  I  have  the  names  and  addresses, 
have  been  eye  witnesses  of  burials,  and  say  the  graves  are  from  two 
and  a  half  to  three  feet  for  adults  and  one  and  one-half  feet  for  in- 
fants. Daniel  Goetl  (or  Gettel),  the  closest  neighbor,  asserts  that 
there  is  a  perceptible  odor  from  the  graveyard  at  every  change  of 
weather. 

On  inspection  I  :*ound  the  graves  to  consist  in  most  part  of  small 
mounds,  covered  with  stones  (which  neighbors  say  are  placed  over  the 
surface  to  prevent  dogs  from  scratching  up  and  removing  bodies),  and 
marked  by  a  small  thin  board  or  shingle.  Some  few  of  the  graves  are 
better  kept,  and  ont*  is  covered  by  an  oblong  stone  with  cemented  box 
and  headstone.  Choosing  one  grave  that  appeared  fresh  I  ran  a  shovel 
into  the  soft  porous  earth  and  struck  the  board  directly  covering  the 
child's  body,  about  sixteen  inches  below  the  surface  of  ground.  As 
this  depth  coincided  with  general  report  of  neighbors,  no  other  graves 
were  tried. 

Conclusions:  I  believe  the  depth  of  the. graves  to  be  insuflftcient,  and 
the  general  condition  to  be  unsanitary  and  at  times  a  public  nuisance, 
on  account  of  odors  from  decomposing  bodies.  I  do  not  find  any  pre- 
vailing disease  in  the  neighborhood,  nor  does  the  cemetery  drain  into 
any  stream. 


31— INSPECTION  AT  MEDIA,  DELAWARE  COUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  August  20,  1895,  I  visited  Media  on  August  23, 
1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Upon  receipt  of  your  request  I  wrote  to  Drs.  Webster  and  Pratt. 
Dr.  Pratt  did  not  reply  but  Dr.  Webster  did,  and  I  append  his  note. 

13-18-95  ^  J 
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I  drove  all  over  Media  this  afternoon,  looking  at  the  streets  and  al- 
leys, and  also  called  upon  both  physicians,  and  endeavored  to  ascer- 
tain from  them  the  reason  that  complaint  was  made  and  the  location 
of  the  alleged  nuisance.  Dr.  Webster  said  that  although  he  had  oc- 
casionally seen  dirty  gutters,  yet  he  had  made  no  especial  inspection 
of  them,  and  lie  did  not  care  to  be  involved  in  the  matter.  Dr.  Pratt 
said  that  as  far  as  he  knew  Media  was  far  above  the  average  in 
point  of  cleanliness,  and  that  he  did  not  see  any  especial  need  for  an 
inspection.  As  far  as  he  knew  no  one  had  made  complaint  to  the 
Afedia  board  of  health. 

I  can  find  no  gutter  nuisance  suflftcient  to  need  interference  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

With  very  few  exceptions  the  gutters  are  curbed  and  paved  with 
brick,  and  frequently  flushed  with  water  obtained  from  the  reservoir 
near  the  upper  limit  of  the  borough.  Back  of  the  jail,  and  below  the 
Charter  House  (hotel),  there  is  Qonsiderable  flow  of  sewage,  but  this 
is  unavoidable  in  a  town  having  no  sewers.  The  majority  of  the 
houses  have  water  closets  in  the  houses,  but  they  drain  into  the  cess- 
pools in  the  yards.    The  houses  as  a  rule  are  built  with  yards  on  both 

sides,  and  average  only  a  few  to  a  square.    Mr.  H is  away,  and 

will  be  absent  for  about  a  month  longer  so  I  am  unable  to  get  any 
light  thrown  on  this  subject  by  him.  I  have  gone  to  Media  about 
twice  a  month  for  the  past  two  years,  and  to  every  part  of  it,  but  have 
never  noticed  objectionable  drainage.  With  the  information  at  pres- 
ent in  my  possession,  I  can  only  recommend  dismissal  of  the  com- 
plaint. 


32— INSPECTION  AT  FRANKLIN,  VENANGO  COUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  August  20,  1895, 1  visited  Franklin  on  August  21, 
and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

The  brewery  of  C.  B is  situated  on  a  small  spring  run,  known 

as  Monkey  Run,  about  200  yards  outside  of  the  city  limits  of  Frank- 
lin. The  run  passes  into  the  city  limits  for  about  250  yards  and  then 
empties  into  French  creek.  At  the  present  time  a  six  inch  tile  would 
take  all  the  water  in  it,  and  in  wet  weather  a  flfteen-inch  tile.    This 
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run  is  in  a  very  filthy  condition  from  the  brewery  to  its  outlet.  Above 
the  brewery  it  is  apparently  uncontarainated.  The  main  part  of  the 
filth  from  the  brewery  consists  of  the  washings  from  the  kegs,  bottles 
and  vats,  and  consists  mainly  of  stale  beer.  Between  the  brewery 
and  city  limits  there  are  six  privies  on  the  run,  and  two  in  the  city 
limits.  The  privies  cause  as  much  of  the  nuisance  as  the  brewery, 
although  the  brewery  causes  the  main  part  of  the  smell.  There  is  a 
good  deal  of  sickness  along  the  run,  but  of  no  special  type.  I  con- 
sider the  run  a  nuisance,  and  think  that  it  should  be  cleaned  out  and 
conducted  through  tile  sewer  pipe,  for  at  the  present  time  it  is  simply 
an  open  sewer.  The  ground  is  of  such  a  nature  that  this  is  the  only 
sewerage  the  brewery  has. 


33— INSPECTION  AT  ALLENTOWN,  LEHIGH  COUNTY. 


By  MoBBiB  F.  Oawlby,  MediccU  Inspector,  on  account  of  complaint  by 
petition  of  toater  supply. 


Allentown,  Pa.,  August  1,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  July  29,  1895,  I  visited  the  Spring  and  Water 
Works,  at  Allentown,  on  July  29  and  30,  and  found  the  following  con- 
ditions to  exist:. 

The  population  of  Allentown  is  about  30,000.  It  is  incorporated. 
Dr.  E.  H.  Dickenshied  is  the  health  officer.  Most  of  the  city  is  situ- 
ated upon  a  knoll  several  hundred  feet  higher  than  the  surrounding 
country  immediately  adjoining.  Almost  wholly  surface  drainag«\ 
Nearly  all  lots  or  properties  have  sinks  dug  out,  from  ten  to  sixty 
feet  in  depth,  which  carry  off  all  house  sewage  or  night  soil  into  crev- 
ices of  the  limestone  found  beneath  the  surface.  Some  of  these  sinks 
are  within  six  hundred  feet  of  the  spring  which  supplies  the  city 
•with  water.  The  spring  lies  at  the  base  of  a  bluff  on  the  south  side 
of  the  city,  near  the  Little  Lehigh  river.  Its  temperature  is  about  50 
degrees  F.,  does  not  vary  and  is  never  muddy.  The  capacity  is  about 
6,000,000  gallons  per  day.  T  am  afraid  that  sooner  or  later  if  it  has 
not  already  occurred,  the  water  will  be  contaminated  by  these  innum- 
r»rable  sinks.  The  water  that  appears  at  the  spring  must  come  from 
some  distance,  probably  a  subterranean  passage,  coming  either  from 
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the  Little  Lehigh  river  or  the  Cedar  creek.  An  analysis  which  I  en- 
close will  speak  for  itself.  For  some  years  the  subject  of  securing 
a  larger  supply  of  water  has  been  agitated,  and  early  this  spring 
councils  decided  to  enlarge  the  catch  basin  of  the  spring.  The  exca- 
vations are  almost  completed,  and  the  wall  likewise.  In  digging  out 
the  spring  and  surroundings,  the  water  becomes  muddy,  and  as  the 
people  have  been  accustomed  to  water  absolutely  colorless,  they  are 
very  much  put  out  about  it.  I  consulted  with  the  president  of  the 
water  board,  the  surveyor,  city  engineer,  and  some  councilmen,  and 
they  tell  me  that  it  is  impossible  to  catch  the  amount  of  water  con- 
sumed before  becoming  muddy.  They  tried  it  at  first,  but  failed. 
That  should  have  been  done  if  possible.  The  work  could  and  should 
have  been  pushed  more  rapidly. 

It  will  require  another  month  to  complete  the  work.  When  at  its 
worst  the  water  is  like  Philadelphia  water  after  a  heavy  rain.  An 
examination  of  Health  OflBcer  Dickenshied's  records  show  the  number 
of  cases  of  typhoid  reported  since  April  1, 1895  to  be  118;  deaths,  14; 
of  diphtheria  cases,  56;  deaths  18.  Some  cases  are  mild,  others  are 
malignant.  The  cases  are  scattered  all  over  the  city.  The  last 
month  shows  more  cases  of  typhoid  than  previous  months.  The 
local  health  board  and  health  officer  have  been  investigating  the  mat- 
ter, and  have  urged  the  people  to  boil  the  water  used  for  drinking  and 
cooking.  Streets  and  alleys  and  back  yards  are  constantly  being 
watched.  I  cannot  see  what  further  precautions  could  be  taken, 
unless  to  condemn  the  water  supply  altogether.  The  board  does  not 
quarantine  diphtheria.  I  think  most  of  the  physicians  order  the 
stools  of  patients  of  typhoid  to  be  disinfected.  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that  some  are  careless  in  this  matter.  It  would  take  too 
much  space  to  report  everything  done  by  me  as  medical  inspector, 
since  my  appointment.  Several  fatal  cases  of  diphtheria  in  Cedar- 
ville  (several  miles  from  Allentown),  were  investigated,  and  private 
funerals  urged:  eight  to  ten  visits  to  Old  Aineyville  for  the  same 
purpose,  several  trips  down  the  river  where  the  city's  garbage  is  de- 
posited, upon  the  complaints  of  residents  of  East  Allentown.  I  have 
heard  no  complaint  from  that  source  lately.  A  visit  to  Catasauqua 
to  examine  the  cattle-pen,  which  was  then  empty.  I  received  a  peti- 
tion from  the  South  Whitehall  school  board  protesting  against  the 
deposit  of  garbage  near  one  of  their  school  houses.  I  examined 
into  the  matter  and  shall  request  the  owner  of  the  ground  upon 
which  the  garbage  was  dumped  to  remove  or  cover  it,  unless  I  have 
different  orders  from  you.  Yesterday  I  visited  South  Allentown, 
upon  receiving  complaint  from  the  ex-county  superintendent  of 
schools  that  his  neighbor's  privy  is  full  and  flowing  over  upon  his 
ground,  and  that  there  are  two  eases  of  diphtheria  in  the  family.  The 
cases  are  convalescing  and  they  promised  me  to  remedy  the  sink  mat- 
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ter  next  week.  I  know  that  with  such  private  cases  I  would  not 
need  to  bother,  yet  the  people  expect  it  of  me,  and  where  I  can  at- 
tend to  it  without  offending  the  people.  Usually  I  find  very  little 
trouble.  The  greatest  trouble  is  to  have  private  funerals  in  deaths 
from  diphtheria. 

An  ordinance  of  the  city  exists  which  does  not  allow  sinks  to  be 
dug  west  of  Twelfth  street  The  capacity  of  the  spring  is  said  to  be 
greater  than  my  estimate  above. 


P.J— INSPECTION  AT  CORNWELL'S  STATION,  BUCKS  COUNTY. 


By  A.  M.  GooP£R,  Medical  Inspector,  on  aocoutU  of  a  nuisance  and  proba- 
ble pollution  of  Delaware  waters. 


Point  Pleasant,  August  1,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  July  27, 1895, 1  visited  the  aboved  named  place  on 
Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Tlie  "Pure  Rj-e  Distillery  Company''  lias  built  a  shed  in  the  woods, 
which  is  called  a  ''bull  pen,"  in  which  is  kept  from  275  to  300  bulls  in 
process  of  being  fattened  by  the  slop  from  the  distillery,  some  dis- 
tance away.  The  slop  smells  badly  before  it  passes  through  the  ani- 
mals, and  the  excreta  smells  much  worse.  The  thickest  of  the  filth  or 
manure  which  is  held  at  dam  No.  2,  is  hauled  out  on  the  farm,  and 
the  liquid  part,  and  some  other  is  carried  by  a  small  stream  into  the 
Delaware  river,  within  a  few  feet  of  the  property  of  the  "Schuylkill 
Fishing  Company,"  near  their  dining  room  and  cook  house.  Much 
of  it  lodges  on  the  banks  of  tlie  stream,  and,  according  to  the  evi- 
dence, produces  a  very  disagreeable  and  sickening  odor.  It  was  not 
as  bad  when  I  was  there,  because  it  was  a  cool  day  and  the  tide  wa$ 
high,  covering  much  of  the  filth  at  the  edges  of  the  stream.  The 
lady  living  in  the  club  house  said  they  could  not  sit  on  the  porch  or 
in  the  house,  much  of  the  time,  without  closing  the  windows  and 
doors.  The  little  stream  is  dammed  above  and  below  the  bull  pen. 
Dam  No.  1  holds  the  water  for  a  time,  and  then  the  stream  is  flooded, 
which  clears  the  bottom  of  the  stream,  but  much  remains  on  the  edges 
to  decay  and  emit  the  disagreeable  odor.  It  certainly  is  a  nuisance, 
and  should  be  abated.  The  firm  agreed  to  construct  a  sewer  from 
the  pen  to  the  river  some  distance  above  the  club  house  which  would 
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abate  the  nuisance  with  regard  to  the  club  house,  but  would  then, 
as  it  does  now,  pollute  the  waters  of  the  river.  This  is  some  miles 
above  the  Kensington  water  works.  I  would  suggest  that  they  dig  a 
pit  near  the  pen  and  run  all  the  refuse  into  that,  and  then  haul  it  on 
the  farm,  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance  to  no  one.    I  enclose  a  rough  draft. 


35— INSPECTION  AT  MORTON,  DELAWARE  COUNTY. 


By  BoBEBT  S.  Maibon,  Mediccd  Inspector,  on  account  of  Diphtheria. 

August  3,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  August  3, 1895, 1  visited  Morton  on  August  3, 1895, 
and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

John  McC 's  little  son  was  taken  sick  Sunday,  July  26th,  with 

diphtheria.  Profound  blood  poisoning  set  in  and  he  died  about  the 
31st.  I  am  informed  that  the  undertaker  delayed  the  burial  of  the 
child  over  twenty-four  hours,  on  the  ground  of  his  being  very  busy. 
It  would  also  appear  that  members  of  the  family,  and  relations  from 
the  surrounding  country  came  into  the  sick  room  and  embraced  the 
dying  child  and  the  funeral  was  the  occasion  of  a  large  family  gath- 
ering. The  stories  told  by  the  family,  on  one  side,  and  by  Dr.  God- 
dard  and  other  reputable  citizens,  on  the  other,  do  not  agree.  The 
family  claim  to  have  been  very  careful  and  the  neighbors  say  that 
the  family  have  been  guilty  of  gross  carelessness  not  only  in  leaving 
the  house  and  walking  around  the  street,  but  also  in  that  they  have 
allowed  relations  to  visit  them.  While  the  boy  was  sick  the  mother 
slept  in  the  same  bed,  being  with  him  night  and  day,  and  holding  him 
in  her  arms,  naturally  took  the  disease.  I  examined  the  patient, 
and  found  diphtheritic  membrane  over  the  pharynx,  tonsils  and  pal- 
ate. She  is  dangerously  ill.  After  the  boy  died  sulphur  was  burned 
in  the  room,  but  no  other  disinfection  was  done  to  the  room,  and 
the  woman  is  now  in  that  room.  I  posted  notice  on  front  porch  and 
ordered  quarantine  and  that  no  one  but  the  father  leave  the  grounds 
until  allowed  to  do  so.  Mrs.  M ,  the  married  daughter,  has  vis- 
ited the  house,  as  has  also  a  sister,  who  is  staying  with  her.  She 
claims  that  neither  went  inside  the  house,  but  neighbors  say  that  she 
has  done  so.  At  any  rate,  her  little  daughter  has  been  sick  twenty- 
four  hours  with  tonsilitis  and  sore  mouth,  and  she  claims  that  Dr. 
Bartleson,  of  Clifton  Heights,  her  attending  physician,  said  that  no 
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diphtheria  was  present.  I  examined  the  child^s  mouth  and,  although 
there  was  no  membrane  yet,  it  may  develop  later  and  the  case  is  sus- 
picious. I  did  not  quarantine  this  house,  because  no  positive  diag- 
nosis could  be  made,  but  have  made  arrangements  with  Dr.  (Jod- 
dard  that  I  be  notified  immediately  if  diphtheria  does  develop.  I 
have  also  made  arrangements  to  be  notified  if  quarantine  notice  is 
disobeyed  at  the  other  house. 

Owing  to  the  terrible  insanitary  condition  of  Morton  I  will  not  re- 
port finally  for  a  few  days,  as  I  deem  it  necessary  to  hold  myself  in 
readiness  to  proceed  to  Morton  in  case  other  cases  develop. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Morton  has  been  reported  to  you  by  Dr. 
Atkinson  in  1893,  and  by  myself,  this  year,  and  I  would  call  your  at- 
tention to  those  reports  and  merely  add  that,  according  to  the  ad- 
missions of  the  inhabitants,  the  village  is  far  more  filthy  than  it  has 
ever  been  before.  T  saw  contents  of  overfull  privies  flowing  over 
the  ground,  garbage  strewed  over  alleys  and  reeking  gutters  every- 
where. 

The  inhabitants  are  so  alarmed  that  a  mass  meeting  was  called  for 
this  evening  and  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  some  of  the  residents 
I  returned  to  Morton  in  the  evening,  attending  the  meeting,  and 
Urged  them  to  correct  the  evils  just  referred  to.  A  committee  was 
appointed  to  collect  a  list  of  all  persons  maintaining  nuisances,  said 
list  to  be  then  forwarded  to  the  State  Board  with  the  request  that 
the  State  Board  order  the  medical  inspector  to  investigate  thorough- 
ly all  places  complained  of  with  the  view  of  having  the  Board  order 
abatement  of  said  nuisances. 

It  appeared  to  be  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  money  be  collected 
to  prosecute  those  who  neglected  to  abate  nuisances.  The  supervisor 
scraped  some  of  the  streets  this  year,  but  many  streets  are  private 
property,  and  not  under  his  jurisdiction,  hence  many  streets  have 
not  been  attended  to.  The  soil  is  mostly  clay,  and  the  heavy  rains 
cut  the  dirt  gutters  up  and  cause  deep  holes  which  retain  sewage  so 
that  these  dirt  gutters  are  of  no  value. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  place  could  be  drained  by  piping,  with- 
out great  expense,  if  there  was  some  way  of  compelling  the  inhabit- 
ants to  unite  in  a  common  system.  The  Springfield  Water  Company 
runs  its  pipes  through  the  town,  but  very  few  people  use  it.  Many 
wells  are  dangerous  to  use,  and  some  means  should  be  employed  to 
compel  landlords  to  fill  up  such  wells  and  introduce  the  company's 
water  supply.  I  am  convinced  that  should  an  epidemic  break  out  the 
most  stringent  methods  will  have  to  be  employed  by  the  State 
Board. 
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3fr— INSPECTION  AT  GROVE, '  CHESTER  COUNTY.

West  Chester,  Pa.,  August  2,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  July  31,  1895, 1  visited  the  Grove  on  July  31,  1895, 
and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

One  case  of  a  child,  about  three  years  of  age  had  died  two  days 
before,  was  buried,  without  having  a  funeral.  The  father  of  the  chihi 
was  sick  at  that  time  with  a  mild  attack  of  the  disease.  Have  heard 
since  from  the  attending  physician.  Dr.  Woodward,  that  he  is  entirely 
well.  Could  And  no  cause,  drainage  good,  etc.  House  and  store  had 
been  quarantined,  will  not  be  opened  until  August  7th  or  8th,  after 
thorough  fumigation  and  cleaning. 

This  place  is  located  on  a  hill,  with  about  six  or  seven  houses. 


37— INSPECTION  AT  COLWYN,  DELAWARE  COUNTY. 


By  Robert  S.  Maison,  Medical  Inspector,  on  account  of  nuisance  caused 

by  drainage. 


August  5,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  August  3, 1895, 1  visited  Colwyn  on  August  5, 1895, 
and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

The  nuisance  comes  from  houses  built  by  T T .    The  drains 

from  all  these  houses  unite  and  the  common  drain  then  emptiv^s 
into  the  gutter  of  Darby  Pike.  The  five  houses  facing  the  pike  are 
in  Colwyn,  the  front  fence  being  the  boundary  line.  Two  other 
houses  are  on  Francis  street,  which  runs  parallel  to  the  pike,  one 
square  away,  and  two  other  houses  are  on  Third  street,  which  con- 
nects the  two  other  streets.  The  houses  have  water  closets  in  the 
bathrooms,  and  all  discharges  from  the  closets  empty  into  the  com 
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mon  drain  pipe.  I  visited  every  house.  One  is  vacant.  In  that  in- 
habited by  J S ,  pipe  leading  to  flush  box  over  water  closet 

has  been  disconnected.  The  seven  other  water  closets  remain  ready 
to  be  used.  All  the  families  claimed  that  they  did  not  use  the  water 
closets  and  that  they  used  privies  in  yards  instead.  The  night  be- 
fore my  visit  there  was  a  heavy  thunder  storm,  so  that  gutters  had 
been  flushed,  yet  I  noticed  a  very  bad  odor,  and  saw  signs  of  human 
excrement  and  toilet  paper  around  mouth  of  drain.    It  is  therefore 

evident  that  some  one,  if  not  all  use  the  closeta    Mr.  T owns  all 

the  houses  execept  possibly  the  one  that  J S lives  in.  No- 
tice should  be  sent  Mr.  T to  abate  nuisances  as  owner  of  proper- 
ties. Now,  as  long  as  water  closets  are  there  we  cannot  prevent  ten- 
ants from  using  them,  especially  as  no  one  could  tell  from  which 
house  nuisance  came,  on  account  of  common  drain.  To  stop  water 
running  to  flush  boxes  would  not  prevent  tenants  using  closets  and 
then  flushing  bowls  by  a  bucket  of  water  drawn  from  bath  tub.    Mr. 

T was  notified  by  the  Colwyn  board  of  health  to  abate  nuisance, 

and  I  believe  that  he  told  tenants  not  to  use  closets,  but  of  course  his 
order  did  not  prevent  the  use  of  them.  The  only  way  to  effectively 
abate  nuisance  is  to  order  bowls  to  be  removed  temporarily,  until 
sewer  is  built  on  Francis  street.  This  will  be  in  a  few  months,  as 
ordinance  has  been  passed  authorizing  the  building  of  the  sewer. 


38— INSPECTION  OP  ROBESONIA,  BERKS  COUNTY.

Reading,  August  6,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  August  5, 1895, 1  visited  Robesonia  on  August  6th, 
and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

There  is  no  stagnant  water  at  present  in  the  street,  but,  on  in- 
quiry of  Dr.  J.  H.  Draubaugh,  and  several  other  property  owners,  I 
was  told  that  after  a  heavy  rain  the  water  would  remain  on  both  sides 
of  the  street  for  several  weeks,  being  stagnant  and  emiting  a  very  bad 
odor.  It  also  runs  in  the  yards  of  several  of  the  properties  and  raised 
the  boardwalks  several  feet.  The  Berks  and  Dauphin  Turnpike 
Company  had  been  informed  several  times,  but  they  have  only  placed 
a  covered  drain  across  the  street,  which  will  not  be  any  advantage. 
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As  there  was  no  water  in  the  street  when  T  was  there  to-day,  Dr. 
Draubaugh  kindly  consented  to  telephone  me  after  the  next  heavy 
rain.  I  will  then  go  to  Bobesonia  and  see  the  exact  condition  of  the 
street  after  a  shower  and  report  to  you  later  what  can  be  done. 


Reading,  August  13,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  made  a  second  inspection  at 
Robesonia  on  August  12,  1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to 
exist: 

I  visited  Robesonia  after  the  heavy  rain  of  Sunday  for  the  second 
time,  and  found  that  there  was  stagnant  water  on  both  sides  of  the 
street.  As  I  explained  in  the  first  communication  the  drain  which 
the  turnpike  company  has  built  has  not  made  any  improvement  in 
the  condition  of  affairs.  The  only  way  that  I  can  see  that  it  can  be 
fixed  is  to  notify  the  Berks  and  Dauphin  Turnpike  Company, 
through  its  secretary.  Dr.  Roedel,  of  Lebanon,  to  drain  the  water  off 
the  street  into  the  Cornish  creek,  three  or  four  hundred  feet  below 
the  position  of  the  stagnant  water. 


39— INSPECTION  AT  CLARINGTON,  FOREST  COUNTY. 


By  J.  W.  Morrow,  Medical  Inspector,  on  account  of  prevalence  of  fetter. 


Tionesta,  Pa.,  August  8,  1895. 
Benjamin  Leo,  M.  D.,  Secretary: 

Dear  Doctor:  Yours  of  July  IUh{,  asking  mo  to  investigate  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  village  of  Clarington,  Forest  county, 
was  received  on  Saturday,  August  3d.  The  place  is  twenty-five  miles 
from  Tionesta,  over  a  mountainous  roadj  and  no  way  of  reaching  it 
except  by  driving. 

On  Monday  I  hired  a  carriage  and  arrived  there  in  the  evening.  I 
called  on  Dr.  J.  J.  Brewer,  the  physician  of  the  place,  and  talked  over 
the  matters  concerning  the  cause  for  the  typhoid  fever. 

There  is  a  sawmill  at  the  upper  end  of  town,  and  three  or  four  boat 
scaffolds  along  the  banks  of  the  stream  in  the  village. 

The  doctor  says  there  has  been  no  case  of  fever  (unless  it  might  be 
one)  but  has  either  lived  on  the  bank  of  the  river  or  worked  there,  or 
spent  at  least  a  portion  of  his  or  her  time  there. 
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The  chief  supply  of  water  is  from  dug  wells,  and  the  wells  on  the 
lots  adjoining  the  river,  it  is  believed,  are  fed  by  the  river. 

The  soil  is  sandy,  and,  after  digging  a  few  feet  there  are  boulders 
and  coarse  gravel,  so  that  water  can  pass  through  it  readily.  Any 
water  or  filth  or  anything  of  that  nature,  lying  upon  the  top  of  the 
ground,  or  sunk  in  the  earth,  would  leach  through  the  soil,  and  be- 
come mixed  with  the  water. 

The  wells  rise  and  fall  with  the  river,  and  when  the  stream  becomes 
low,  in  dry  weather,  there  is  scarcely  any  water  in  the  adjoining 
wells. 

In  wet  weather,  and  when  the  streams  are  high,  and  the  earth  full 
of  water,  it  is  my  theory  that  the  filth  lying  in  the  soil  and  earth  is 
carried  to  the  wells,  and  thereby,  they  become  polluted. 

About  two  hundred  feet  back  from  the  river  there  is  a  depression  of 
the  surface  of  the  earth,  or  a  small  basin,  where  the  water  and  filth 
would  naturally  flow,  and  not  having  a  free  outlet,  would  leach  or 
soak  into  the  soil. 

This  depression  is  on  the  rear  of  the  lots,  fronting  the  vivov,  where 
the  stables  and  pig  pens,  and  many  of  the  privies  are  built. 

In  1894,  during  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic,  Dr.  J,  J.  Brewer, 
and  some  two  or  three  of  the  citizens  visited  every  lot  and  place, 
and  urged  sanitation,  which  was  carried  out  to  a  certain  extent, 
but  there  are  some  very  bad  places  yet. 

Commencing  at  the  upper  end  of  the  river,  fronting  the  river,  is  a 
lot  of  P G . 

The  water  from  the  well  has  a  disagreeable  odor  and  an  ugly  taste. 

About  forty  feet  from  the  well  was  a  pile  of  cow  manure,  into 
which  the  waste  water  from  the  well  flows. 

The  privy  vault  is  in  a  bad  condition,  and  the  pigstys  filthy. 

On  the  next  lot  there  are  no  buildings,  but  there  is  a  well  of  water. 
I  was  told  it  was  like  the  other,  but  I  did  not  visit  it. 

On  the  next  lot  is  an  old  hotel.    It  is  owned  by  Mrs.  M R , 

who  lives  In  Clarington,  and  occupied  by  H.  S.  G . 

There  have  been  two  cases  of  typhod  fever  in  that  family,  this  sea- 
son.   They  have  recovered. 

The  water  from  the  well  smells  and  tastes  as  that  of  Mr.  G . 

The  privy  vault  is  overflowing,  and  is  in  a  very  bad  condition.  There 
is  a  very  filthy  pigsty  near  it,  and  the  mahure  from  the  hotel  barn  is 
thrown  between  the  barn  and  it,  facing  the  street. 

The  lowest  portion  of  that  basin,  or  hollow  I  attempted  to  de- 
scribe is  at  this  point,  and  in  warm  weather,  especially  in  wet  warm 
weather,  it  becomes  very  offensive. 

The  reason  they  gave  for  not  having  things  better  was,  the  owner 
of  property  would  do  nothing  to  remedy  it,  nor  allow  anything  for 
i-emedying  it,  and  they  could  not  afford  to  do  it.     Digitized  by  GoO^le 
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Grossing  the  street  and  passing  down  an  alley  in  the  rear  of  lots^ 

between  the  properties  of  M D and  P H 's  heirs, 

there  is  great  need  of  sanitation.  It  is  lined  with  chicken  coops, 
cow  stables  and  pig  stys.  Most  of  them  are  old  buildings,  and  the 
manure  is  either  in  the  buildings  or  thrown  in  the  alley.  They  emit 
a  very  offensive  effluvia.  The  pigstys  are  a  nuisance,  and  the  only 
way  I  can  see  thai  they  could  be  renovated  would  be  to  tear  them 
up,  burn  the  timbers  and  disinfect  the  premises. 

There  are  four  or  five  on  that  alley,  on  as  many  different  lots. 

There  were  other  places  which  I  saw,  which  were  not  near  as  bad 
as  I  have  described,  but  yet  not  what  they  should  have  been,  but 
ihe  owners  promised  to  rectify  them,  and  hence  I  do  not  report  them. 

These  I  have  been  describing  are  in  the  fever  district.  I  also  vis- 
ited a  few  places  not  within  that  district,  yet,  within  the  village,  but 
on  elevated  ground,  back  from  the  river. 

There  were  very  serious  complaints  lodged  against  one  family  es- 
pecially.   R H is  the  owner  of  the  lot,  and  W W is 

the  name  of  the  family  living  on  it 

The  privy  vault  on  that  lot  was  running  over,  and  very  filthy. 
They  are  also  careless  in  disposing  of  their  slops. 

The  family's  excuse  for  not  having  things  better  was  as  in  the 
other  case. 

The  privies  of  the  public  school  house  are  very  filthy.  They  aro 
not  overflowing,  but  they  need  renovating. 

There  are  a  great  many  of  the  citizens  think  the  trouble  is  in  or 
near  the  sawmill,  and  the  stagnant  water  in  the  boats  moored  there 
during  low  water. 

I  do  not  take  a  great  deal  of  stock  in  that  opinion,  but  might  be 
mistaken. 

I  can  see  very  little  difference  between  it  and  other  mills  and  yards. 

However,  some  two  or  three  that  took  the  fever  had  been  bathing 
in  the  water  at  or  near  that  place,  and  it  was  thought  by  some,  that 
it  was  there  they  contracted  the  fever. 

I  do  not  really  know  what  kind  of  a  report  you  expect  of  me,  but 
I  try  to  make  it  so  that  you  can  understand  the  situation. . 

In  making  the  investigation  I  was  guided  very  much  by  Dr. 
l^rewer,  and  he  proved  of  great  assistance  to  rae,  in  taking  me 
through  the  infected  districts.    T  think  he  is  alive  to  the  situation. 

The  day  that  we  made  the  investigation  was  showery,  which  made 
it  a  little  disagreeable  and  made  the  work  slower. 

I  did  not  examine  every  well  along  the  river  bank,  but  I  was  told 
that  they  were  all  alike. 
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40— INSPECTION  AT  LANSDOWNE,  DELAWARE  (  OUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health ; 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  August  9,  1895,  I  visited  Darby  creek  on  August 
12th,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Prom  where  the  creek  is  dammed — ^about  1,000  feet  above  Garrett's 
paper  mill — to  about  200  feet  below  mill,  where  water  from  race  re- 
enters stream,  the  bed  of  the  creek  is  almost  dry.  The  dam  breast  is 
dry,  and  what  water  is  at  bottom  is  in  puddles,  there  being  not 
enough  leakage  to  give  a  current  of  water.  In  company  with  Mr. 
Garrett  I  walked  up  the  bed  of  the  creek,  on  the  stones,  from  the 
mill  to  the  dam;  about  half  the  water  in  the  stream  seems  to  come 
from  the  sewers. 

Practically  the  mill  uses  the  entire  flow,  and  they  are  using  a  steam 
engine  also  at  this  time  of  year. 

To  use  the  water  from  above  the  dam  to  flush  the  creek  bed  would 
entail  loss  of  water  power  to  the  mill  owners.  In  Yeadon  borough  C. 

M.  B ,  J.  M.  S ,  J A ,  J.  H.  C ,  L and  Dr.  H 

drain  into  the  creek  opposite  the  mill.     Above  them,  in  Lansdowne 

borough,  G W ,  A L.  P and  M D.  P and  a 

six-inch  sewer  pipe  of  I^ansdowne  borough  drain  into  the  stream. 

This  six-inch  pipe  comes  from  the  Darby  road,  runs  diagonally 

down  a  steep  hill,  through  A L.  P 's  property  into  two  casks 

eight  feet  in  diameter.  Thence  directly  into  bed  of  creek.  There  is 
too  large  a  flow  for  the  casks  to  be  of  any  use  for  any  purpose. 

•The  G s  claim  that  smell  is  so  offensive  that  sometimes  the 

doors  and  windows  on  that  side  of  the  mill  have  to  be  closed.  I  ob- 
served several  pools  in  bed  of  creek  where  sewerage  was  of  the  con- 
sistency of  a  thick  soup,  and  nowhere  was  there  enough  water  to 
disguise  either  the  appearance,  smell  or  consistency  of  sewerage.  Fur- 
ther up  the  creek,  above  the  dam,  many  properties  drain  into  creek, 
but  as  there  is  plenty  of  water  there  is  no  offensive  smell.  Beside 
the  sewer  pipes,  sewerage  drains  into  creek  from  open  gutters  at 
several  points  below  dam. 

It  is  only  a  question  of  time  when,  as  borough  increases  in  size,  an 
intercepting  seVer  will  have  to  be  built  along  the  whole  of  the  bor- 
ough line  which  extends  along  creek. 
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The  only  way  to  remove  nuisance  as  it  exists  at  present  is  to  build 
a  sewer  from  below  the  dam  parallel  to  creek,  to  a  point  below  where 
water  from  race  enters  stream  again.  An  eight-inch  pipe  would  suf- 
fice at  present  but  I  strongly  advise  a  larger  one  with  the  view  of 

anticipating  future  needs.    Mr.  L 's  name  does  not  appear  ou 

county  map,  but  his  name  was  given  me  by  Mr.  G . 


41— INSPECTION  AT  TINIOUM,  DELAWARE  COUNTY. 


By  BoBSRT  S.  Maison,  Medical  Inspector,  on  account  of  Diphtheria. 

August  27,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  August  27,  1895,  I  visited  Tinicum  on  August  27, 
1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Immediately  upon  receipt  of  your  telegram  I  drove  to  Tinicum  and, 
after  some  trouble,  located  the  shanty  on  the  Island  road,  about 
three  miles  from  the  Lazaretto  road.  The  shanty  is  surrounded  by 
pigpens  and  can  hardly  be  distinguished  from  them,  except  that 
pens  are  raised  two  feet  above  the  ground,  while  the  shanty  is  not. 
The  family  moved  from  a  similar  shanty  last  week  because  the  floor 
became  covered  with  maggots.    The  shanty  consists  of  one  small 

room  in  which  room  the  baby,  R S took  diphtheria,  nasal 

type,  and  died.  At  the  begining  of  the  week  the  grandmother  took 
the  baby  to  Paschallville  and  consulted  Dr.  Pike,  who  was  unwilliuij: 
to  go  so  great  a  distance  without  remuneration.  The  baby  conse- 
quently had  no  medical  care.  He  died  on  Sunday,  August  25th,  and 
on  Tuesday  afternoon  an  undertaker  drove  body  away  without  takini^ 
the  slightest  antiseptic  precautions.  I  found  that  sulphur  had  been 
burnt  in  the  room.  I  ordered  matlress  and  pillows  to  be  burnt, 
clothing  to  be  boiled  in  bi-chloride  and  room  washed  with  same  solu- 
tion, and  then  whitewashed.  This  they  promised  to  do,  and  I  tacked 
notice  to  wall  of  house  and  ordered  them  to  keep  it  there  for  two 
weeks  after  disinfection  was  complete.  A  little  girl  was  also  taken 
with  the  disease,  but  was  removed  to  a  Philadelphia  hospital.  This 
piggery  is  on  the  meadows,  which  are  low  and  damp,  and  the  air  is 
foul  from  smell  of  swill  and  the  ground  is  strewn  with  it.  The  place 
is  not  fit  for  human  beings  to  live  in. 

This  place  is  isolated,  there  being  only  a  few  houses  within  three 
miles  of  it 

The  woman  did  not  know  name  of  undertaker,  but  from  descrip- 
tion given,  [  think  it  must  have  been  E Y ,  of  Paschallville. 
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i2— INSPECTION  AT  MANN'S  CHOICE,  BEDFORD  COUNTY.

stream. 


Bedford,  July  29,  1895. 
Benjamin  Lee,  M.  D.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.: 

Dear  Sir:  According  to  instructions  from  you,  dated  July  23d,  I 
proceeded  to  Mann's  Choice,  Bedford  county,  and  made  an  examina- 
tion of  the  tannery  and  river  at  that  point,  and  beg  leave  to  make 
the  following  report: 

First,  the  tannery  is  now  owned  and  operated  by  the  E T 

Co. 

Second,  The  tannery  has  been  laying  idle  for  about  two  yeara  with 
the  vats  filled  with  old  liquor,  this  liquor  is  being  discharged  into 
the  creek,  which  is  located  within  450  yards  of  the  tannery. 

There  is  a  ditch  dug  from  the  tannery  to  the  creek,  which  carries 
this  refuse  matter.  The  tannery  itself  is  in  a  good  sanitary  condi- 
tion, as  much  so  as  any  other  tannery  that  is  operated  in  this  section 
of  the  State,  but  the  old  liquors  which  are  being  discharged  into  the 
stream  are  very  offensive.  The  water  of  the  creek  is  colored  by  this 
discharge  as  black  as  ink  from  Mann's  Choice  to  Bedford,  a  distance 
of  about  sevfen  miles.  The  fish  have  been  killed  along  the  stream 
for  several  miles  from  the  point  where  the  discharge  enters  the 
creek.  Farmers  say  their  stock  will  not  drink  the  water.  At  several 
points  along  the  stream  I  noticed  dead  fish  that  were  decomposing. 

Third,  The  water  from  this  stream  is  used  at  Bedford  for  drinkins^ 
purposes  in  dry  seasons,  and  is  offensive  to  sight  and  smell,  and  1 
have  no  doubt  prejudicial  to  health.  I  would  suggest  the  following 
steps  to  abate  this  nuisance. 

The  tannery  is  situated  over  a  gravel  bottom,  450  yards  from  the 
stream.  The  people  should  be  directed  to  remove  the  soil  from  two 
dams  on  their  ground,  near  their  tannery  down  to  the  gravel  bottom, 
and  then  discharge  all  liquors  into  these  dams,  where,  I  think  it  will 
no  doubt  soak  away  into  the  earth.  There  should  be  two  constructed, 
so  that  in  case  one  should  fill  up  or  overflow,  the  other  could  be  used. 

These  reservoirs  can  be  made  very  cheaply,  as  there  are  only  a  cou- 
ple feet  of  ground  over  the  creek  gravel  at  the  point  where  they  ar-^ 
to  be  constructed,  and  the  ground  can  be  easily  scooped  out. 

Their  representative  at  Mann's  Choice,  Mr.  H.  B.  B ,  showed  mo 

every  kindness  and  said  he  had  no  doubt  that  the  company  would 
be  willing  to  carry  out  any  suggestions  that  the  Board  of  Health    , 
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might  make.  I  therefore  recommend  that  yoa  notify  them  at  once 
to  stop  emptying  any  refuse  matter  into  the  stream,  and  that  the  res- 
ervoirs suggested  be  at  once  constructed. 

I  enclose  you  a  sample  of  the  water  taken  some  distance  below 
where  the  refuse  matter  discharges  into  the  creek. 


43— INSPECTION  AT  MT.  CABMEL,  NORTHUMBERLAND 

COUNTY.

Benjamin  Lee,  M.  D.,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health: 

Dear  Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  directions  of  the  10th  inst.,  and 
at  the  request  of  the  board  of  health  of  Mt.  Carmel,  of  August  14, 
1895, 1  visited  said  borough  and  inspected  the  streams  and  cess  pools 
complained  of,  in  regard  to  which  I  report  as  follows,  viz: 

At  the  west  side  of  Maple  street,  on  an  alley,  between  Fourth  and 
Fifth  street,  I  found  an  open  stream,  into  which  two  streams  emptied 
which  were  covered  to  that  point,  one  of  which  passed  through  the 
city  five  squares  to  this  point,  and  the  other  one  and  a  half  squares, 
both  of  which  are  used  for  drainage  of  all  kinds,  closets,  cesspools, 
kitchens,  etc.,  and  when  it  comes  to  the  surface  at  the  point  named 
is  impregnated  by  noxious  gases  extremely  offensive,  and  is  the 
cause  of  the  complaint  made.  This  open  stream  continues  through 
said  borough  four  squares,  or  about  one-third  of  a  mile,  which  is  in- 
habited on  both  sides  of  the  stream.  While  passing  through  this 
neighborhood  I  observed  three  houses  with  cards  upon  them  which 
were  quarantined  on  account  of  contagious  diseases,  two  of  scarlet 
and  one  of  typhoid  fever.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  report  that  this  open 
stream  from  the  west  side  of  Maple  street  to  the  borough  limits  (and 
beyond)  is  a  public  nuisance,  and  has  a  tendency  to  endanger  and 
be  prejudicial  to  the  public  health,  and  should  be  abated.  The  sec- 
retary of  the  board  of  health  of  said  borough  informed  me  there  were 
ten  rases  of  typh(»id  and  two  of  scarlet  fever  at  this  time. 
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44^rNSPECTION  AT  MONTOUBSVILLE,  LYCOMING  COUNTS.

house. 


September  2,  1895. 
To  Benjamin  Lee,  M.  D.,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health : 

Dear  Sir:  By  request  of  the  Montoursville  board  of  health,  and  in 
company  with  two  members  of  said  board,  viz:  Mr.  David  Updegraff, 
secretary,  and  Mr.  Peter  Marsh,  health  officer,  I  inspected,  Thursday 

afternoon,  August  29th,  the  large  slaughter  house  of  Mr.  J P , 

in  Montoursville,  three  miles  below  Williamsport.  This  gentleman  is 
a  successful  butcher,  and  kills  per  week  from  120  to  140  hogs,  with 
from  eight  to  ten  steers.  He  also  handles  a  great  quantity  of  salt 
ham,  prepares  and  smokes  them  and  sells  about  3,000  pounds  per 
week,  stating  that  last  year  (1894)  he  sold  21,000  pounds  per  week. 
The  plant  was  not  in  bad  condition,  but  the  great  drawback  to  the 
establishment  is  the  unfavorable  location  and  the  want  of  sewer  ac- 
commodation. Having  a  public  school  and  private  residences  sur- 
rounding the  estate.  My  advice  was  to  keep  the  place  perfectly  clean 
and  lime  thoroughly  after  each  killing  and  look  for  a  better  locality, 
more  suitable  for  his  business. 

Mr.  David  Updegraff,  secretary,  wished  me  to  make  water  examina- 
tions throughout  the  place,  stating  that  the  people  feared  their  wells 
might  be  infested  from  the  slaughter  house  sinkholes.  The  subsoil  of 
the  place  is  a  large  and  very  coarse  gravel,  and  not  having  any  sew- 
ers in  the  borough,  their  own  privy  pits  and  sinkholes  must  pollute 
their  wells.  I  advised  them  to  take  the  hydrant  water,  which  is  taken 
from  a  mountain  spring,  and  is  very  pure  and  of  exquisite  quality. 


45— INSPECTION  AT  VENICE,  WASHINGTON  COUNTY. 


By  0.  B.  Woods,  Medical  Inspector,  on  account  of  Typhoid  Fever. 


September  3,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  September  2,  1895,  I  visited  Venice  on  September 
3d,  and  found  the  followinjj  conditions  to  exist: 
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A  small  creek  (no  name)  at  Venice  passes  through  the  entire  length 

of  the  village  and  the  F O Company  have  their  pipes,  pos 

sibly  twelve  or  fifteen  in  namber,  crossing  and  recrossing  the  stream. 
These  pipes  not  being  buried,  causes  a  very  serious  obstruction  to  the 
water  in  the  stream,  the  consequence  being  that  a  great  deal  of  rub- 
bish and  filth  of  all  def&criptions  fills  the  bed  of  the  stream,  causing  a 
very  offensive  odor.  The  drainage  from  a  large  number  of  cess-pools 
finds  its  way  into  the  stream  at  the  time  of  heavy  rains. 

The  F O Company  at  one  time  had  a  dam  constructed 

across  this  stream,  at  the  lower  end  of  the  village,  which  caused  the 
collection  of  a  great  deal  of  rubbish,  but  that  has  since  been  torn 
away  by  the  citizens  of  Venice.  The  said  oil  company  express  their 
willingness  to  do  anything  to  better  the  conditions  that  could  be 
done,  and  had  intended  to  take  the  dam  away,  but  the  people  gdt  in 
ahead  of  them. 

There  are  two  sources  of  water  supply,  one  from  a  spring  on  a  hill, 
near  the  borough,  and  one  from  a  well  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  the 
spring  water  being  conveyed  through  pipes  to  a  hydrant.  The  cases 
of  fever  appear  to  be  equally  distributed  between  the  users  of  the 
different  sources.  There  have  been  in  a  population  of  200  people 
about  nine  cases  of  true  typhoid  fever,  with  four  deaths. 

I  declare  the  conditions  as  found  by  me  to  be  a  nuisance,  prejudi- 
cial to  the  public  health,  and  suggest  the  following: 

That  the  company  be  required  to  bury  their  pipes  below  the  level 
of  the  bed  of  the  stream;  the  well  should  be  cleansed,  and  the  wall 
of  the  same  to  be  made  water  tight,  and  brought  above  the  surface, 
and  thus  empty  the  surface  water  out  of  the  well,  as  I  believe  that 
surface  water  finds  its  way  to  the  well. 

The  people  are  continually  changing  about,  and  are  liable  to  drink 
both  kinds  of  water,  and  the  well,  therefore,  cannot  be  excluded^

4G— INSPECTION  AT  SHARPSBURQ,  ALLEGHENY  COUNTY.

September  3,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  I  visited  Sharpsburg  and  found  the  following  con- 
dlMons  to  exist:  r^^^M^ 
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The  borough  of  Sharpsburg  is  situated  on  the  Allegheny  river,  just 
above  the  city  limits  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny;  it  has  4,000  to 
5,000  inhabitants,  and  is  an  incorporated  borough,  its  burgess  at 
present  being  Martin  Dethlefs.  The  drainage  consists  of  one  sewer, 
through  the  main  street,  the  other  street  having  no  drainage.  While 
there  has  been  a  board  of  health  recently  organized,  there  has  been 
no  health  ofQcer  until  the  second  day  of  this  month.  The  prevalent 
disease  at  this  time  is  diphtheria,  and  while  there  is  no  means  of  de- 
termining accurately,  it  is  supposed  there  are  about  thirty-six  cas^s 
now  existing.  There  have  been  five  deaths  as  far  as  can  be  deter- 
mined. No  means  hitherto  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  disease.  Funerals  of  those  having  died  were  conducted  publicly, 
one  being  held  from  the  Catholic  church.  Notices  of  the  disease  are 
not  posted  on  the  houses.  Friends  of  the  family  are  allowed  to  come 
and  go  at  will.  At  the  upper  end  of  Main  street  is  a  pool  of  stag- 
nant water  twenty-five  feet  long,  six  to  ten  feet  broad,  and  about  two 
feet  deep  that  is  never  drained.  In  the  houses  nearby  there  are  two 
or  three  cases  of  diphtheria  and  three  or  four  of  scarlet  fever.  One 
death  from  scarlet  fever  occurred  last  Sunday.  The  most  of  the  cases 
have  been  of  a  mild  type.  In  the  interests  of  sanitation  I  would  su,^- 
gest  better  sewerage  and  a  thorough  isolation  of  all  cases.  The 
board  of  health  of  the  borough  have  closed  the  public  schools,  and  on 
Monday  evening  elected  Andrew  Green  health  officer.  The  town 
seems  to  have  awakened  to  the  fact  that  precautionary  measures 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  intake 
pipes  for  the  water  supply  of  the  city  of  Allegheny  are  below  the 
borough  of  Rharpsburg. 


47— INSPECTION  AT  WALLINGFORD,  DELAWARE  COUNTY.

by  pigpens.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  August  31,  1895, 1  visited  Wallingford  on  Septem- 
ber 2,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Full  notice  of  my  coming  had  been  given,  it  being  known  that  Mrs. 
H had  asked  a  number  of  people  to  enter  complaint  with  her. 

Mrs.  A showed  me  two  pens — one  pig  in  each — nicely  littered 
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with  rye  straw.  Noticing  that  her  answers  were  evasive,  I  questioD- 
ed  her  until  she  admitted  tliat  there  was  another  pen  behind  a  barn. 
This  pen  had  five  pigs  in  it — no  floor — manare  and  swill  one  foot 
deep.    I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  two  flrst  pens  mentioned  were 

cleaned  up  for  my  especial  benefit.    I  recommend  that  T A , 

Briggsville,  care  of  Wallingford  P.  O.,  be  notified  to  abate  nuisance 
by  building  floors  to  his  pens,  raised  two  feet  above  the  ground,  and 
that  pens  be  cleaned  every  day  until  frost.    Within  two  squares  of 

this  piggery  are  five  piggeries  owned  by  B ,  P ,  M ,  N — ^ 

and  E H (son  of  complainant),  so  that  Mrs.  A can  hardly 

be  held  responsible  for  all  the  odor  noticed. 


48— INSPECTION  AT  AVONDALE,  DELAWARE  COUNTY.

September  7,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  on  September  7,  1895,  I  visited  Avondale  on  Sep- 
tember 7,  1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Scarlet  fever  attacked  child  of  M D last  week.    Case  is  of 

a  severe  type,  and  is  now  in  the  stage  of  desquemation.  There  are 
three  other  small  children  in  the  house  who  have  not  yet  been  at- 
tacked, although  it  would  seem  improbable  that  all  can  escape,  ow- 
ing to  the  fact  that,  although  they  are  not  allowed  in  the  sick  room, 
yet  the  mother,  who  nurses  the  sick  child,  comes  down  stairs  to  pre- 
pare meals  and  attend  to  the  other  children.  They  claim  that  their 
attending  physician  gave  no  quarantine  orders,  except  that 
children  must  not  enter  sick  room.  I  ordered  quarantine,  posted 
notice,  left  circular  and  told  them  that  they  must  not  allow  childrea 
to  leave  the  premises.  I  have  asked  neighbors  to  watch  the  house, 
and  will  visit  place  again  in  a  few  days.  Avondale  is  situated  along 
the  banks  of  Ridley  creek,  below  Wallingford,  Delaware  county,  and 
consists  of  about  twenty  houses,  owned  by  Leipert  Lewis.  There  was 
a  bad  epidemic  of  diphtheria  here  about  a  year  ago  which  spread  ovit 
the  entire  township  because  of  carelessness  of  the  people. 
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49— INSPECTION  AT  NARBERTH,  MONTGOMERY  COUNTY.

Norrifltown,  Pa.,  September  13,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instructions 
received  from  you  September  12,  1895, 1  visited  Narberth  on  Septem- 
ber 12,  1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

A  small  stream  one-fouith  mile  above  Narberth  station,  arising 
in  springs  in  the  meadows  above  the  borough,  a  number  of  small 
streams  or  spring  gutters  forming  the  main  stream,  at  its  widest 
point  not  over  six  feet  wide.  North  of  the  road  I  found  nothing  but 
abundance  of  weeds  and  very  little  water.  A  sewage  plant  is  being 
erected  at  this  point,  it  not  being  completed,  will  say  nothing  about 
it,  except  that  I  should  object  to  what  they  term  an  overflow  pipe  en- 
tering this  stream  at  any  point.  It  is  intended  to  relieve  the  subsid- 
ing basin  in  times  of  storms,  etc.,  and  must,  of  necessity,  carry  filth 
into  the  stream  to  become  a  nuisance.  At  the  road  and  railroad,  and 
thence  south  I  find  the  stream  largest,  about  three  to  six  feet  wide, 
with  some  little  water,  but  very  sluggish  and  a  slight  odor  being 
given  off  resembling  cess-pool  or  sewer  contamination.  About  one- 
sixth  mile  below  the  railroad  I  found  a  terra  cotta  drain  emptying 
into  the  creek,  but  nothing  objectionable  passing  at  this  time.  Ad- 
joining the  railroad,  on  the  south  and  bordering  this  creek  is  a  sew- 
age plant  in  operation  (Waring's  system  I  believe).  Skirting  the  field 
or  plant  is  a  ditch  with  some  water  that  has  the  same  odor  found  in 
the  creek,  and  I  judge  comes  from  the  same  source.  I  am  inclined  to 
believe  the  purification  by  percolation  is  not  complete,  and  the  low 
state  of  the  creek  allows  stagnation  and  decomposition  to  take  place, 
and  the  hot  sun  causes  it  to  be  offensive  to  a  greater  degree  than 
usual,  the  very  dry  season  being  a  cause  of  much  complaidt  from 
these  causes.  This,  however,  only  shows  that  the  system  is  not  doing 
its  work  properly,  and  should  be  remedied,  as  the  water  coraiilg  from 
such  a  source  is  not  fit  for  dairy  use. 

This  is  the  condition  in  which  I  found  the  stream.  Not  knowing 
the  nature  of  the  complaint  or  its  definite  location,  I  sought  every- 
thing, and  trust  my  report  will  be  satisfactory.  It  was  one  of  the 
most  trying  jobs  I  have  had  to  do  for  some  time,  considering  the  heat. 
I  saw  a  naan  who  saiJ  he  was  superintendent  of  the  sewage  plant 
being  erected,  who  forbid  me  going  upon  their  property,  which  T  dis- 
regarded of  course. 
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50— INSrECTION  AT  NARBETH,  MONTGOMERY  COUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  tbat  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you,  I  visited  this  day,  and  found  the  following 
conditions  to  exist  : 

I  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  locality  north  of  the  railroad, 
at  the  first  avenue  west  of  Forrest  avenue,  and  found  a  large  drain 
pipe,  say  one  foot  in  diameter  which  empties  into  the  small  gutter 
passing  across  the  road  and  through  a.  tunnel  of  the  railroad  where 
the  foul  matter  spreads  over  the  floor  of  the  tunnel.  Undoubtedly 
this  pipe  drains  the  cess-pools  of  several  houses  on  the  north  side 
of  the  road.  The  odor  emanating  from  the  tunnel  is  wafted  to  the 
rear  of  a  house  marked  15  on  the  plan  given  me  by  Mr.  McOlellan. 
This  odor  is  very  positive,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  it  is  liable  to  give 
rise  to  disease.  Were  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  of  a  malignant 
form  to  occur  in  this  house,  it  would  cause  me  no  surprise.  The  free 
circulation  of  air  at  present  perhaps  aids  to  dilute  the  poison  for  the 
time,  but  when  cold  or  stormy  weather  necessitates  the  closing  of 
the  windows  and  doors,  the  danger  will  be  much  greater.  I  would 
urge  immediate  attention  to  this  matter  and  the  thorough  disinfec- 
tion of  the  floor  and  contents  of  the  tunnel. 


51— INSPECTION  AT  MANN'S  CHOICE,  BEDFORD  COUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  October  12,  1895, 1  visted  Mann's  Choice  on 
October  18,  1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

The  Mann's  Choice  tannery,  located  at  Mann's  Choice,  and  operated 
by  the  Elk  Tanning  Company,  have  made  no  effort  to  abate  the  nui- 
sance worth  mentioning.    They  dug  a  small  pit  not  more  than  ton 
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feet  in  diameter  and  only  22  inches  deep.  All  the  dirt  thrown  out 
of  the  hole  can  he  hauled  at  ten  wheel  barrow  loads.  It  is  mere 
pretense  to  evade  your  positive  order.  GMiis  small  hole  is  more  of  a 
hindrance  than  a  benefit  to  the  drainage  as  it  is  overflowing.  They 
tan  about  6G  hides  daily  and  discharge  600  cubic  feet  of  refuse  in 
the  stream  every  day. 

Mr.  E.  G.  S ,  the  clerk,  is  in  charge  of  the  tannery,  their 

former  superintendent,  Mr.  B ,  has  been  sent  to  a  new  tannery 

down  south,  and  Mr.  S says  that  this  tannery  being  in  the  trust 

their  instructions  were  to  keep  expenses  as  low  as  possible  and 
he  did  not  intend  to  go  to  any  expense  to  prevent  this  pollution.    Mr. 

G.  W.  C ,  Bidgway,  Elk  county.  Pa.,  is  the  president  of  the  Elk 

Tanning  Company,  and  I  would  suggest  that  you  write  him  at  once 
of  their  continued  pollution  of  this  stream  after  they  have  been  re- 
l)eatedly  notified.  I  talked  to  a  number  of  the  farmers  along  the 
stream  between  this  place  and  Mann's  Choice,  and  they  all  told  me 
that  the  water  killed  the  fish  and  their  stock  would  not  drink  the 
water. 

The  extreme  dry  weather  we  ^re  having  here  and  the  low  condi- 
tion of  the  water  in  this  stream  renders  this  pollution  still  more 
dangerous  to  domestic  use.  I  8<?nd  you  a  sample  of  water  taken 
from  the  stream  at  the  point  where  their  refuse  enters  the  river. 
The  color  and  odor  of  this  should  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  any  ordinary 
person  that  this  water  is  unfit  for  domestic  use. 


52— INSPECTION  AT  ALTOONA,  BLAIR  COUNTY.

Altoona,  Pa.,  Sept.  15,  1895. 
Doctor  Benjamin  Lee,  Secretary: 

Dear  Sir:  The  case  referred  to  in  your  official  notice  of  September 
5th,  is  one  that  is  very  familiar  to  the  local  board  of  health  here  and 
to  myself.    The  state  of  the  case  is  as  follows: 

Mr.  B owns  a  property  of  about  15  acres,  a  little  less  than 

half  a  mile  from  the  city  limits.  On  the  extreme  end  of  this  prop- 
erty, farthest  from  the  city,  in  a  sort  of  ravine,  he  has  located  a  soap 
factory  and  bone  boiling  establishment,  to  which,  under  proper  regu- 
lations by  the  local  board  here,  he  every  days  carries  material  gath- 
ered from  the  butcher  shops  in  town.  In  a  sense  he  is  doing  a  very 
valuable  service  to  the  city  in  disposing  of  material  for  making  soap, 
feitilizor.  etc,  which  would  otherwise  have  to  Ix*  carried  off  and 
buried. 
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There  are  two  possible  causes  ot  complaint  in  regard  to  this  estab- 
lishment. The  establishment  is  situated  in  a  sor.t  of  ravine,  and  at 
certain  seasons  of  the  year  following  every  rain,  material  is  washed 
down  through  this  ravine  into  the  city  limits,  and  passes  certain 
houses. 

The  second  cause  of  complaint  is  that  under  certain  conditions  of 
the  wind,  bad  odors  are  blown  into  the  city. 

I  visited  the  establishment  yesterday,  and  just  at  present  there 
is  no  nuisance  from  either  cause.  The  local  board  here  have  had 
cognizance  of  this  matter  for  several  years,  and  have  several  times 
visited  and  inspected  the  work.  The  rendering  is  done  in  closed  ves- 
sels, the  gases  being  taken  up  the  chimney.  The  principle  difficulty 
seems  to  be  with  the  fertilizer  which  is  spread  on  the  soil. 

A  recent  complaint  from  parties  living  in  the  region  caused  a  visit 
of  the  local  board  of  health  to  this  place,  some  month  or  six  weeks 
ago,  and  as  the  result  of  this  it  was  proposed  that  a  sewer  be  put 
in  the  ravine  from  the  city  line,  to  connect  with  one  of  the  main 

sewers  in  the  city.    Mr.  B offered  if  this  was  done,  to  sewer  the 

ravine  from  the  city  line  to  his  establishment,  so  that  there  would 
be  no  cause  for  complaint  due  to  material  washed  down.  Unfortun- 
ately, the  parties  most  interested, and  many  of  them  those  complaining 
the  worst,  have  apparently  gotten  aroused  a  little  over  the  matter, 
and  have  opposed  the  sewer  very  seriously.  I  had  a  talk  with  some 
of  them  yesterday,  and  tried  to  persuade  them  that  a  sewer  was  the 
only  solution  of  that  part  of  the  nuisance  due  to  drainage,  and  that 
it  was  essential  that  they  should  co-operate  in  the  matter  of  the 
construction  of  this  Sewer.  I  also  found  house  drainage  in  the  gut- 
ters in  front  of  the  houses  of  some  of  the  parties  complaining  most 
bitterly,  which  to  my  mind  is  fully  as  prejudicial  to  the  puDlic  health 
as  the  bone  boiling  establishment,  and  so  stated  to  the  parties.  I  am 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  a  sewer,  as  proposed  by  the  local  board 
of  health,  and  as  we  hoped  once  that  we  were  going  to  get  and 
would  get,  but  for  the  opposition  of  the  few  parties  above  referred 
to,  would  entirely  remove  the  difficulty  due  to  drainage.  The  diffi- 
culty due  to  the  odors  can  be  managed  by  constant  supervision  of  the 
establishment  to  keep  it  sweet  and  clean. 

At  the  present  time,  T  do  not  think  there  is  any  cause  for  action 
further  than  what  the  local  board  of  health  is  taking.  We  will  keep 
at  the  matter,  and  see  if  we  can  persuade  these  people  to  put  in  a 
sewer,  and  if  they  are  still  obstinate,  we  will  try  to  get  councils  to 
put  in  a  sewer  as  a  sanitary  measure. 
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53— INSPECTION  AT  GROVE  CITY,  MERCER  COUNTY. 


By  T.  M.  GoOLEY,  Medical  Inspector,  on  account  of  proposed  pollution  of 

a  siream. 


September  20,  1895. 

Grove  City  is  a  yillage  in  the  eastern  part  of  Mercer  county, 
containing  a  population  of  two  thousand  persons.  There  is  a  college 
in  the  yillage  that  has  an  attendance  of  about  three  hundred  stu- 
dentH.  The  collej^e  corporation  owhh  twenty  acres  of  land  on  which 
they  have  erected  very  fine  buildings.  A  small  stream,  called  Wolf 
creeky  flows  along  one  side  of  the  town  and  skirts  the  banks  of  the 
college  lands.  At  the  lower  or  down  stream  side  of  the  college 
lands  is  a  dam  across  this  creek,  making  a  large  mill  pond.  In  this 
dam  is  a  fore-bay  through  which  the  water  is  fed  to  the  mill.  The 
water  usually  stands  about  three  feet  deep  in  this  fore-bay.  But 
when  the  gates  are  lifted  it  goes  out  with  a  great  rush.  Below  this 
dam  and  fore-bay  the  water  is  usually  very  low  and  sluggish,  only 
when  these  gates  are  lifted. 

Now,  the  question  upon  which  they  wish  your  advice  is  whether 
to  empty  this  sewer  into  this  fore-bay,  where  it  would  be  emptied 
each  time  the  gates  were  lifted,  or  whether  they  must  go  below 
the  dam.  To  do  the  latter  would  cost  them  at  least  a  thousand  dol- 
lars more  than  the  former,  as  they  would  have  to  go  a  good  piece 
down  the  stream  before  they  could  avoid  the  low  water  and  sluggish 
stream.  After  going  down  stream  about  a  mile,  theire  is  greater 
fall  and  deeper  water. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  emptied  into  the  fore-bay  above  the  dam, 
might  it  not  back  up  into  the  mill  pond  and  pollute  the  waters  there? 
The  water  in  this  pond  is  about  five  feet  deep,  and  of  course  is  still, 
there  being  no  current,  only  when  the  gates  are  lifted. 

The  sewer  is  intended  principally  for  the  bath  rooms  of  the  col- 
lege, but  ihe  president  informs  me  that  there  will  be  two  closets 
and  a  number  of  urinals  attached  to  it.  But  they  are  expected 
to  be  used  but  very  little.  The  citizens  of  the  vill-age  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  using  ice  from  this  pond  and  some  of  them  are  fearful 
that  emptying  the  sewer  into  the  fore-bay  Its  flow  would  back 
up  into  the  pond  so  much  that  the  ice  would  be  unfit  to  use.  For 
my  own  part,  I  believe  that  each  time  these  gates  are  raised,  all 
sewerage  will  be  carried  off  with  the  rush  of  water.    The  people 
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are  very  much  divided  in  th«ir  opinion  and  await  your  reply  and 
advice  with  interest. 

I  have  explained  the  matter  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  hope 
you  will  be  able  to  understand  it  from  this  meagre  report. 


54— INSPECTION  AT  POLGROPT,  DELAWARE  COUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  September  27,  1895,  I  visited  Folcroft,  on 
September  27,  1895,  and  found  the  following  coaditions  to  exist: 

The  piggery  consists,  at  present,  of  six  pens  and  twenty-four  (24) 
pigs.  The  pens  have  board  floors,  from  eight  inches  to  fourteen 
inches  above  the  ground,  and  floors  rest  on  logs  in  such  a  way  that 
ftlthy  matter  accumulating  beneath  them  cannot  be  removed.  The 
8will  is  fed  to  pigs  directly  on  floors,  there  being  no  troughs.  The 
floors  were  covered  with  swill,  and  there  was  considerable  swill  and 
manure  around  the  pens.  The  neighbors  tell  me  that  since  it  became 
known  that  \he  State  Board  of  Health  had  been  appealed  to, 
three  large  wagon  loads  of  manure  had  been  removed  from  pens.    1 

recommend  that  J K ,  Folcroft  (Sharon  Hill  P.  O.),  Delaware 

county,  be  ordered  to  raise  pens  three  feet  above  ground,  that  pens 
be  cleaned  every  day  until  November  1,  that  swill  be  carted  in 
wagons  having  close  lids,  and  that  ground  around  pens  be  kept 
clejun.

COUNTY.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  September  6, 1895, 1  visited  Mt.  Joy  township 
on  September  15,  1895,  and  found  the  following  condition*  tp  exist: 
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I  inspected  the  bone-boiling  establiBhment  in  Mt.  Joy  township, 

one  mile  from  the  borough  of  Middletown,  conducted  by  A J. 

R .    The  building  is  a  wooden  structure,  30  feet  by  15.    The 

snnoundings  are  quite  clean,  and  nothing  offensive  except  when 
you  enter  the  house.  There  is  no  house  but  one  within  half  a  mile. 
I  could  find  no  one  who  complained  of  anything  except  when  the 
wind  was  towards  the  town,  and  then  occasionally  the  smell  was 
offensive.  The  proprietor  was  not  at  home.  I  do  not  think  that  it 
constitutes  a  nuisance  prejudicial  to  the  public  health*

5r^INSPECTI0N  OP  BELTZHOOVEB  BOBOUGfl,  ALLEGHENY 

COUNTY. 


By  S.  M.  RiKEHART,  MediocU  Inspector,  an  account  of  unaa/nitary  condi- 
tion of  a  $ewer  in  Thirty  first  toard,  Pittsburgh,  connecting  vnth  sewer 
in  said  borough. 


October  8, 1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
licns  received  from  you  October  6,  1895,  I  visited  Beltzhoover  bor- 
ough on  the  8th  instant,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to 
exist: 

The  borough  lias  a  population  of  about  2,700  and  is  situated  on  the 
hill  above  the  South  Side,  Pittsburgh,  being  contiguous  to  and 
partly  enclosed  by  the  Thirty-first  and  Thirty-second  wards  of  said 
city.  The  sewer  complained  of  drains  a  large  part  of,  if  not  all,  the 
Thirty-first  ward,  containing  a  population  of  about  7,000  inhabitants. 
On  Climax  street,  city,  for  about  150  feet,  the  sewer  is  merely  an 
open  ditch  or  drain,  carrying  the  offensive  sewage  into  the  sewers 
of  the  borough  across  the  city  line.  These  latter  consist  of  24-inch 
sewer  pipe,  and  are  two  in  number.  Thence  the  sewage  is  conducted 
through  the  borough,  along  Third  street,  one  square  in  a  westerly  di- 
rection, along  Murray  avenue,  north,  one  squiare;  thence  west  one 
square  along  Second  street,  where  it  empties  into  an  old  coal  pit, 
the  mouth  of  which  is  stopped  up  at  least  two-thirds  with  solid  mat- 
ter. A  small  part  of  the  sewage  drains  out  of  the  pit  a  hundred  feet 
or  so  below  the  opening  and  runs  in  a  winding  coarse  down  the  hill 
to  SawTnill  run.  A  city  sewer  along  Washington  avenue  (Thirty-sec- 
ond ward),  just  being  built,  is  intended  also,  I  believe,  to  drain  into 
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this  coal  pit.  With,  the  sewerage  through  the  borough  the  city  has 
nothing  to  do  and  hence  cannot  be  responsible  for  the  drainage  into 
the  coal  pit  of  this  sewer  complained  of.  In  my  opinion,  however, 
the  open  sewer  on  Climax  street  constitutes  a  nuisance,  as  the  stench 
and  effluvia  from  the  exposed  sewage  are  not  only  disagreeable  but 
unsanitary'.  It  was  and  perhaps  is  the  intention  of  the  city  to  com- 
plete this  (pewer  through  the  borough  in  a  proper  manner,  but  some 
conflict  with  the  latter  authorities  as  to  privileges  and  costs  thereof 
brought  matters  to  a  standstill.  At  and  near  the  pit-mouth  the  sew- 
age is  also  exposed  to  the  air  for  a  distance  of  about  fifteen  feet,  for 
which  the  borough  is  responsible. 

There  is  at  present  no  epidemic,  but  from  the  health  reports  of  the 
borough  I  find  that  a  majority  of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria  during  the  past  year  have  been  in  the  district  near  this  pit 
mouth. 

I  would  suggest  a  speedy  completion  of  the  Climax  street  sewer 
on  the  part  of  the  city,  and  a  more  efficient  sewerage  system  on  the 
part  of  the  borough.  Enclosed  herewith  is  an  imperfect  diagram 
which  may  help  to  elucidate  this  report. 


57— INSPECTION  AT  COLEVILLE^  CENTRE  COUNTY.

September  9,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  September  18, 1895, 1  visted  Coleville  on  Sep- 
tember 19,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

I  found  four  (4)  oases  of  "sickness"  in  the  village;  one  adult  fe- 
male (married)  and  three  children,  all  suffering  from  a  mild  form  of 
continued  fever,  probably  entritis,  which  should  terminate  favorably 
ill  a  week  or  two.  I  saw  also  two  adult  females,  convalescent,  just 
able  to  be  up  in  their  rooms.  These  include  all  cases  of  "sickness" 
now  in  the  village.  I  found  that  the  residents  had  in  large  measure 
neglected  to  observe  my  instructions  as  to  boiling  the  water  used 
for  drinking  and  cooking;  and  further,  that  the  doctors  in  attendance 
had  been  lax  in  insisting  upon  it,  only  directing  that  the  water  drank 
by  the  sick  should  be  boiled,  which  direction,  as  far  as  prevention  of 
disease  is  concerned,  might  have  been  omitted.  I  urged  upon  all 
persons  whom  1  met  the  neressity  of  boiling  ^11  water  consumed  by 
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their  families  (not  the  sick  ones),  no  matter  from  what  source  derived, 
whether  spring,  well  or  cistern.  The  milk  supply  is  derived  from 
cows  owned  by  different  individuals  in  the  village  (which  graze  in  the 
mountains  immediately  adjacent)  and  could  not  be  contaminated 
except  by  carelessness  in  the  use  of  vessels  used  to  contain  it.  A 
species  of  neglect,  I  might  observe,  that  is  very  likely  to  happen 
amongst  these  people.  I  have  "piped  unto  them"  until  I  am  wearied, 
and  if  they  are  too  lazy  to  take  the  trouble  necessary  to  prevent  fur- 
ther disease,  upon  their  own  heads  rests  the  responsibility. 


58— INSPECTION  AT  BELTZHOOVER,  ALLEGHENY  COUNTY. 


By  Gbosby  Gray,  Superintendent  Bureau  of  Health,  Pittaburghy  on  ac- 
count of  Defective  Sewerage. 


October  21,  1895. 
Dr.  Benjamin  Lee,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health: 

Dear  Doctor:  In  reply  to  yours  of  the  9th,  relative  to  alleged  nui- 
sance existing  in  this  city  and  the  borough  of  Beltzhoover,  arising 
from  incompleted  sewer,  I  would  say  that  such  nuisance  does  exist. 
The  circumstances  connected  with  the  case  are  briefly  as  follows: 
Some  two  years  or  more  ago,  the  borough  of  Beltzhoover  con- 
structed two  twenty-four  inch  sewers  on  Third  street  in  said  borough, 
and  continued  them  over  various  streets,  finally  discharging  them 
into  Sawmill  run,  an  open  water  course.  The  starting  point  of  said 
sewers  was  at  Beltzhoover  avenue,  it  being  the  line  between  said 
borough  and  the  city  of  Pittsburgh.  About  a  year  and  a  half  ago, 
the  city  began  the  construction  of  a  three-foot  sewer  on  Climax 
street,  Thirty-first  ward,  which  street  ends  at  Beltzhoover  avenue, 
intending  to  discharge  it  in  a  well  to  be  constructed  on  said  avenue, 
and  to  connect  the  well  with  the  two  sewers  on  Third  street,  owned 
by  the  borough.  I  am  informed  that  such  an  agreement  was  made, 
at  the  time,  between  the  city  and  the  borough  authorities,  and  with 
that  understanding,  the  city  began  the  construction  of  its  sewer. 
When  the  work  was  nearing  completion,  the  borough  authorities  re- 
fused to  permit  the  proposed  connection  to  be  made,  unless  the  city 
would  pay  the  borough  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  the 
privilege,  which  it  declined  to  do,  whereupon  the  borough  authori- 
ties caused  the  arrest  of  some  of  the  employes  of  the*  contractors, 
and  the  work  was  thus  abandoned,  leaving  a  space  of  one  hundred

and  fifty  feet,  more  or  less,  uncompleted.  Some  months  since,  the 
borugh  of  Beltzhoover  passed  an  ordinance  asking  that  it  be  an- 
nexed to  the  city  of  Pittsburgh.  In  said  ordinance  appeared  a  pro- 
vision requiring  that  the  city  should  pay  the  borough  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  for  the  privilege  of  making  the  connection  referred  to,  Which 
ordinance  was  rejected  by  the  city  councils  principally  on  account  of 
said  provision,  and  for  the  additional  reason  that  one  of  the  bor- 
ough sewers  referred  to  was  broken  and  In  bad  condition.  The  fore- 
going is  the  status  of  this  affair  as  I  have  been  informed  by  the 
proper  officers  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  this  city, 
which  department  has  sole  and  exclusive  control  of  matters  of  this 
character.  These  officials  fully  realize  the  enormity  of  the  nuisance, 
and  are,  I  believe,  doing  all  in  their  power  to  arrive  at  a  solution  of 
the  difficulty,  and  which  they  hope  to  do  very  soon.  This  trouble 
originated  before  my  return  to  duty  in  this  bureau,  and  therefore 
I  am  not  personally  cognizant  of  all  the  circumstances  surrounding 
it,  but  have  received  most  of  the  foregoing  information  from  others. 
I  am,  however,  fully  aware  of  the  exigence  of  the  nuisance,  am  as 
anxious  as  any  one  can  be  for  its  abatement,  and  am  doing  what  I 
possibly  can  to  accomplish  that  end. 


59— INSPECTION  AT  RUTLEDGE,  RIDLEY  TOWNSHIP,  DELA 

WARE  COUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  tluit  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  October  22,  1895, 1  vi^iited  Rutledge  on  Octo- 
ber 22,  1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

Child  of  J.  D.  M ,  Ridley  township,  was  taken  sick  three  weeks 

ago  with  what  appears  from  mother's  and  physician's  statements  to 
have  been  a  very  mild  type  of  scarlet  fever.  The  attending  physi- 
cian only  found  it  necessary  to  pay  four  visits  and  the  rash  lasted  two 
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days.  Slight  sore  throat  and  slight  desquamation.  The  hygienic 
condition  of  house  and  premises  is  vei^  good.  No  water  closet  in 
house,  cellar  clean  and  dry.  House  surrounded  by  about  half  an  acre 
-  of  ground.  People  in  good  circumstances;  house  large  and  cleisinly. 
No  predisposing  cause,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained.  Possible 
cause  of  attack  seems  to  be  that  child  sat  next  to  a  child  named 
Garrison,  and  in  the  latter's  family  there  was  scarlet  fever  about  a 
year  ago.  It  is  thought  that  clothing  which  had  been  put  away  for 
about  a  year  and  which  has  been  recently  unpacked,  was  worn  by 
this  child  and  tha^  this  clothing  contained  disease  germs  which  were 

communicated  to  Mr.  M 's  child.    The  attending  physician,  Dr. 

Morton,  will  have  room  re-disinfected  before  other  children  are  al- 
lowed in  the  room  in  which  child  has  been  kept  isolated. 


60— INSPECTION  AT  MORTON,  DELAWARE  COUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  October  24, 1895, 1  visited  Morton  on  October 
24,  1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

A H ,  16  years  old,  daughter  of  H H ,  Morton, 

Delaware  county,  was  taken  sick  October  23,  and  the  attending  phy- 
sician. Dr.  Morton,  reported  the  case  to  me  this  morning,  through 
Dr.  Godd^rd.  The  case  is  of  moderate  severity;  child  is  kept  iso- 
lated as  far  as  allowing  other  children  in  room,  but  the  mother 
comes  down  stairs  frequently  to  attend  to  five  (5)  small  children,  and 
has  been  taking  no  personal  precautions.  The  other  children  have 
been  running  about  the  streets,  and  several  older  members  of  the 
family  attended  a  party  last  night,  I  am  informed.  I  left  copy  of 
diphtheria  circular  at  house,  posted  quarantine  notice  and  also  gave 
copy  of  circular  to  Dr.  Morton.  Dr.  Goddard  asks  most  earnestly 
that  a  guard  be  employed  to  prevent  disregard  of  quarantine  notice 
during  the  day,  by  persons  entering  house,  but  more  especially  to  pre- 
vent the  children  from  running  about  the  streets,  as  the  place  is 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  he  is  certain  that  such  action  is  impera- 
tively needed  in  this  case.    As  I  understand  my  instructions,  such  a 
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guard  should  be  paid  for  by  the  county  commissioners.  You  know 
tvhat  insanitary  condition  Morton  is  always  in.  Gutters  are  foul 
and  people  have  dropped  back  into  their  careless  ways,  although  so 
recently  ordered  to  clean  their  places  up.  Dr.  Goddard  oifers  to  pay 
a  guard  for  a  few  days,  himself,  until  the  county  commissioners  can 
be  conferred  with.  In  case  you  decide  that  guard  should  be  em- 
ployed, please  write  Dr.  Kingston  Goddard,  Morton,  Delaware  coun- 
ty, and  he  will  secure  suitable  person;  and  also,  please  let  me  know 
whether  I  shall  take  steps  to  induce  the  commissioners  to  pay  for 
guarding  the  house.  In  case  commissioners  refuse  to  comply,  what 
should  then  be  done? 

I  posted  quarantine  notice  on  J McC ^'s  house  also.    His 

daughter  is  improving,  but  I  told  him  that  notice  must  remain  until 
he  had  thoroughly  disinfected  the  premises. 


01— INSPECTION  OP  CRYSTAL  SPRING  WATER  COMPANY'S 
RESERVOIR,  LUZERNE  COUNTY.

Wyoming,  Pa.,  October  3,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you  September  28,  1895,  I  visited  reservoirs  on 
October  2,  1895,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

In  company  with  J.  Gross  Myers,  Esq.,  Hon.  Morgan  B.  Williams, 
and  John  Wasely,  Esq.,  sanitary  committee  Wilkes-B-^rre  city  coun- 
cil; Prof.  W.  H.  Dean,  water  inspector,  Wilkes-Barre  city;  W.  V. 
Ingham,  city  engineer;  Wm.  Blaine,  city  health  officer,  and  W.  B. 
Harrison,  county  superintendent  of  schools,  we  proceeded  to  the 
various  reservoirs  and  sources  of  supply  of  the  Crystal  Spring  Water 
Company  (Ivor  Davis,  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  Supt.,)  and  owned  and  oper- 
ated by  the  Lehigh  and  Wilkes-Barre  Coal  Company  (E.  H.  Lawall, 
Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  Supt.) 

The  general  distributing  reservoir  of  the  company  is  about  one  and 
a  half  miles  from  the  borough  of  Ashley,  Pa.,  and  is  formed  by  dam- 
ming a  ravine,  having  a  small  water  shed,  which  is  not  contaminated, 
The  reservoir  is  now  nearly  dry,  has  a  rock  bottom,  somewhat  cov- 
ered with  sediment,  chiefly  of  an  organic  nature,  which  the  com- 
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pany's  men  were  scraj)iiig  up  and  removing;  this  reservoir  receives 
water  from  three  sources.  1.  Pine  creek,  the  water  shed  of  which 
is  not  contaminated  and  furnishes  wa:ter  of  a  fair  quality.  2.  Solo- 
mon's creek,  the  water  shed  of  which  is  highly  contaminated  for  a 
long  distance  with  the  washings  from  closets,  stables  and  fowls,  and 
is  not  fit  to  use.  3.  Crystal  Lake,  about  five  miles  away  in  a  direct 
line,  and  from  which  water  is  piped  to  this  reservoir.  The  company 
this  year  have  erected  a  Jewett  filter  to  filter  the  water  coming  from 
Crystal  Lake,  before  entering  the  reservoir,  but  which  does  not 
filter  the  Pine  or  Solomon's  creek  supply;  the  filter,  on  account  of 
the  large  amount  of  organic  matter  in  the  water  from  the  lake,  which 
it  is  not  able  to  handle,  and  finally  because  of  the  failure  of  water 
supply  from  the  lake,  has  never  been  in  practical  use.  The  sanitary 
committee  and  the  water  inspector  tell  me  that  from  this  first  reser- 
voir, about  one  and  a  half  miles  in  an  easterly  direction  is  another 
reservoir  which  takes  the  overflow  from  the  first  reservoir,  and  is 
used  to  supply  some  of  the  company's  mines;  this  reservoir  is  fenced; 
the  fence  is  not  kept  in  repair,  and  the  banks  of  the  reservoir  inside 
the  fence  are  highly  contaminated  with  human  and  animal  excreta, 
which  washes  into  the  reservoir,  and  this  reservoir  when  the  water  in 
the  distributing  reservoir  is  low,  drains  directly  into  the  latter,  and 
contaminates  the  whole  supply.  The  above  mentioned  reservoirs 
are,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  in  Hanover  township,  Luzerne  county. 

We  now  drove  on  to  Crystal  Lake,  the  third  source  of  supply,  in 
Wright  township.  Crystal  lake  was  and  is  still  a  swamp  which, 
before  its  use  as  a  water  supply,  was  called  Stink  pond  by  the  nearby 
people,  because  of  the  odor  from  it  by  reason  of  the  decaying  vege- 
table matter.  It  receives  its  water  from  a  small  water  shed  which 
is  not  contaminated,  but  is  a  stagnant  pool  of  upland  surface  water. 
By  building  a  dam,  this  water  is  retained,  being  merely  the  rainfall, 
and  covers  to  a  slight  depth  about  450  acres.  No  efforts  have  ever 
been  made  to  clean  or  prepare  in  any  way  a  reservoir.  The  bottom, 
now  nearly  dry,  is  a  foetid  fermenting  mass  of  bogs,  muck,  decaying 
tree  stumps,  moss,  grass  and  dead  fish,  from  which  the  odor  is  in- 
tolerable, and  the  pools  of  water  here  and  there  over  the  surface, 
are  of  a  dark  coffee  color,  with  a  bad  odor,  and  filled  with  bacteria. 
Two  men,  where  they  were  able  to  reach  the  material,  were  carrying 
out  the  dead  fish  and  loose  rotten  material  and  burning  it,  but  this 
would  have  little  or  no  effect  upon  the  general  condition  of  the  reser- 
voir, which  will  be  filled  by  the  fall  rains,  and  carried  to  the  dis- 
tributing reservoir  to  be  distributed  for  consumption.  .  I  also  learn 
that  the  company  talk  of  bringing  the  water  from  the  Lehigh  river, 
about  seven  miles  away,  and  storing  it  in  this  swamp. 
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My  recommendations  are:  1.  That  Crystal  Lake  (or  stink  pond) 
be  abandoned,  both  as  a  source  of  water  supply  and  as  a  storage  of 
water,  unless  cleaned  and  prepared  as  a  reservoir,  which  I  do  not 
think  feasible,  as  it  would  cost  at  least  |500,000  to  put  in  proper 
condition.  2.  That  Solomon's  creek  be  abandoned  as  a  source  of 
water  sunoly,  because  of  its  contamination  with  human  and  animal 
excreta,  which  cannot  well  be  remedied.  3.  That  the  overflow  reser- 
voir at  the  mines  be  cleaned  under  the  direction  of  the  health  officer, 
properly  fenced,  and  a  watchmjan  employed  to  see  that  the  place  is 
not  made  a  nuisance  and  a  menace  to  the  public  health.

RESERVOIR,  LUZERNE  COUNTY.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  you,  I  visited  this  reservoir  on  October  16,  1895, 
and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

The  reservoir  known  now  as  Crystal  Lake  occupies  some  450  acres. 
It  is  not  fed  by  springs  nor  any  other  water  source  save  the  rainfall. 
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Owing  to  a  recent  heavy  rain,  there  was  a  small  amount  of  water, 
not  to  exceed  a  few  feet  in  depth  at  the  deepest  points.  The  whole 
sai*face  of  this  reservoir  is  covered  with  a  deep  layer  of  black  mud, 
filled  with  vegetable  debris.  In  one  place  at  least,  I  ascertained  this 
deposit  to  be  over  thi*ee  feet  in  depth.  Around  a  portion  of  the  edge 
of  this  swamp,  which  it  really  is,  were  found  a  large  number  of 
large  stones  irregularly  placed,  the  object  of  which  could  be  con- 
jectured. Unless  this  reservoir  is  thoroughly  cleaned  and  this  black 
mass  of  mud,  with  its  contents  of  vegetable  debris,  is  entirely  re- 
moved, it  can  not  properly  serve  the  purpose  of  a  reservoir  for  pot- 
able water.  The  very  best  water  could  not  fail  to  be  spoiled  for 
drinking  purposes  by  contact  with  this  filthy  deposit  The  color  of 
the  water  in  this  reservoir  was  a  dirty  brown,  and  in  some  taken  for 
examination,  the  deposit  of  vegetable  decay  was  very  great.  I  un- 
hesitatingly condemn  this  place  and  suggest  its  entire  abandonment 
as  a  reservoir  for  drinking  water.  I  do  not  for  a  moment  suggest 
that  any  effort  be  made  to  cleanse  it,  as  I  am  sure  the  cost  would  be 
enormous,  involving  the  removal  of  a  very  great  number  of  loads  of 
muck  of  the  most  dangerous  form.

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1— SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  QUARANTINE 
BOABD  OF  PENNSYLVANIA,  FOR  THE  PORT  OF  PHILA- 
DELPHIA,  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  JULY  1,  1895. 


To  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania: 

Grentlemen:  The  undersigned  beg  leave  respectfully  to  present  the 
following  report: 

In  addition  to  its  regular  monthly  meetings,  the  Board  has,  during 
the  past  year  held  many  special  meetings.  These  have  been  neces- 
sitated by  new  legislation  with  regard  to  the  duties  and  functions 
of  the  Board  and  the  required  change  in  the  location  of  its 
station,  as  well  as  by  the  presence  at  one  time  of  a  large  number  of 
suspects  at  the  Lazaretto. 

Appointments. 

In  consequence  of  the  change  in  the  administration  of  the  State 
which  took  place  at  the  first  of  January,  the  Board  was  reluctantly 
compelled  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Major  Moses  Veale,  the  health 
officer  of  Philadelphia,  who  had  presided  over  its  deliberations  with 
great  acceptability  since  its  organization.  His  legal  knowledge  and 
long  experience  in  sanitary  administration  gave  him  a  peculiar  fit- 
ness for  the  position.  His  place  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment, 
by  his  excellency,  the  Governor,  of  Mr.  Theodore  B.  Stulb,  a  promi- 
nent citizen  of  Philadelphia. 

Henry  M.  DuBois,  Esq.,  the  appointee  of  his  honor,  the  mayor  of 
Philadelphia,  upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  was  reap- 
pointed by  the  newly  elected  mayor. 

The  term  of  Dr.  Ernest  Laplace,  the  appointee  of  the  Governor, 
has  also  expired,  but  his  successor  has  not  yet  been  named. 

Legislation. 

The  Legislature  of  1893  required  that  the  Board  should  va<!ate  the 
premises  at  Tinicum,  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1895.  The  act  of  1895, 
however,  extended  this  limit  to  October  1,  1895.  The  Board  was 
continued  as  previously  organized,  but  while  it  was  instructed  to 
procure,  either  by  lease  or  purchase,  a  suitable  plot  of  ground  on  the 
Delaware  as  a  station,  it  was  enacted  that  this  station  was  to  be 
used  only  for  purposes  of  observation  and  inspection  and  not  for 
those  of  disinfection  or  detention  of  suspects.  The  Board  has  in 
view  for  this  purpose  a  property  in  the  borough  of  Marcus  Hook, 
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near  the  State  line.  As  there  are  three  substantial  tenem^jits  on  the 
place,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  erect  buildings  as  authorized  by  the 
law,  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  build  a  pier  for  the  accommoda:tion 
of  the  boats.  This  will  entail  a  very  considerable  outlay  which  the 
Board  will  find  it  difficult  to  meet  out  of  its  limited  appropriation. 

Small-pox  Suspects. 

The  detention  of  the  steerage  passengers  of  the  International  Com- 
pany's steamship  "Southwark"  at  the  station  for  two  weeks  in  the 
month  of  December,  1894,  in  consequence  of  exposure  to  small-pox, 
caused  the  Board  much  anxiety.  To  house,  feed  and  warm  three 
hundred  and  sixty-five  souls  during  a  period  of  intense  cold,  with  ar- 
rangements designed  for  not  more  than  one-sixth  of  the  number,  was 
a  problem  which  taxed  to  the  utmost  the  ingenuity  and  energies 
of  the  quarantine  physician,  his  deputies  and  employes.  The  Board 
cannot  express  too  warmly  its  appreciation  of  the  promptness,  en- 
ergy and  readiness  in  resource  displayed  by  the  quarantine  physi- 
cian in  this  emergency.  The  fact  that  only  one  serious  case  of  ill- 
ness occurred  among  this  large  number  of  suspects,  and  that  in  a 
woman  who  was  the  victim  of  chronic  alcoholism,  sufficiently  at- 
tests the  admirable  care  which  they  received.  The  incident  is  more 
fully  described  in  the  following:. 

Extracts  from  the  Report  of  the  Quarantine  Physician. 

On  Thursday,  December  20,  1894,  Surgeon  Purviance,  of  the  U.  S. 
Marine  Hospital  Service,  Mr.  Higbee,  general  manager  of  the  Inter- 
national Navigation  Company,  and  Mr.  Anderson,  passenger  agent, 
called  upon  me  and  recited  the  facts  that  the  steamship  Southwark 
came  into  the  Breakwater  on  Sunday,  December  16,  with  a  case  sup- 
posed to  be  small-pox  on  board,  and  of  which  the  diagnosis  of  small- 
pox was  positively  established  on  Monday,  17th,  when  the  case  was 
isolated  and  afterwards  removed  to  the  Breakwater  hospital.  That 
by  order  of  the  Federal  authorities,  the  vessel  then  proceeded  to 
Reedy  Island,  where  she  was  thoroughly  fumigated  and  every  person 
on  board  vaccinated  by  Drs.  Glennen  and  McDowel,  at  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Purviance.  On  Wednesday,  December  19, 1  had  a  consultation 
with  Dr.  Purviance  at  eleven  o'clock  at  the  Broad  streef  station, 
whence  he  took  the  train  for  Reedy  Island,  there  to  inquire  into  the 
facts  of  the  detention  of  the  vessel,  and  to  ascertain  which  of  the 
J)a8senger8  or  crew  had  in  any  way  come  in  contact  with  the  man 
who  subsequently  developed  small-pox.  On  Thursday  morning,  the 
20th  Dr.  Purviance  notified  me  that  all  persons  occupying  the  steer- 
age quarters  had  been  more  or  less  in  contact  with  the  variola  case. 
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and  that  he  would  be  disposed  to  regard  the  entire  steerage  as  sus- 
pects, an  opinion  which  I  shared.  The  conference  of  December  20^ 
was  arranged  to  decide  whether  the  State  Quarantine  Station  would 
receive  the  suspects  of  the  steamrfiip  "Southwark."  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  vessel  was  laden  with  merchandise  intended  for 
Christmas  trade,  and  also  in  view  of  the  fact  of  the  good  accommo^ 
dations  for  fjuspects  at  the  State  Quarantine  Station,  it  was  urged 
that  your  executive  officer  should  act  promptly  in  the  matter,  and  I 
immediately  agreed  to  receive  the  steerage  passengers.  Accordingly 
the  vessel  was  discharged  by  Dr.  Purviance,  from  Reedy  Island  and 
came  to  our  station  about  nine  o'clock  Friday,  December  21.  By  the 
aid  of  our  tug  and  the  vessel's  boats  all  the  passengers  were  landed 
at  our  station  by  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  They  were  housed  in 
the  East  house,  the  wings  of  the  main  building  and  in 
the  hospital  building.  The  vessel,  after  refumigation,  was  permitted 
to  proceed  to  the  city.  The  superintendent  notified  me  that  he  would 
be  obliged  to  have  stoves  and  additional  mattresses  to  make  the 
quarters  habitable  and  I  immediately  ordered  eight  large  stoves 
from  James  Spear  Co.,  and  seventy-five  mattresses  and  one  h.undred 
pair  of  blankets  from  Pack  &  Sons,  which  at  my  directions,  were 
loaded  on  trucks  and  in  a  few  hours  delivered  at  the  station.  An  ar- 
rangement was  made  with  Mr.  Hlgbee  the  afternoon  of  the  confer- 
ence to  supply  free  of  charge  to  the  Station,  from  twelve  to  twenty 
men,  in  the  service  of  the  Steamship  Company,  to  act  in  the  capacity 
of  guards,  stewards  and  cooks.  Fifteen  men  were  landed  for  this 
purpose  with  the  immigrants,  and,  with  the  addition  of  another 
cook,  on  December  27,  remained  at  the  Quarantine  Station  until  thje 
suspects  left  On  Friday  night,  December  21,  finding  that  the 
guards  supplied  by  the  steamship  company,  were  insufficient,  I  called 
upon  Director  Beitler  and  requested  him  to  secure  out  of  the  force  of 
substitutes,  sixteen  volunteers  in  uniform,  to  guard  the  quarantine 
grounds.  Director  Beitler,  in  his  usual  energetic  manner  consented 
at  once  to  the  proposition  and  ordered  a  call  at  the  various  station 
houses  Friday  niglit  at  mid-night.  On  Saturday  morning,  December 
22,  at  eight  o'clock,  I  met  the  director  at  his  office  in  the  City  Hall 
and  picked  out  the  sixteen  men,  who  were  our  guards  throughout  the 
period  of  detention  of  the  suspects. 

Owing  to  insufficient  facilities  for  cooking  the  food  during  the 
first  days  of  the  stay  of  the  immigrants  at  the  Station,  it  was  not  as 
thoroughly  prepared  as  it  might  have  been  and  the  hours  for  meals 
were  somewhat  irregular,  but  on  Monday,  December  24,  the  super- 
intendent. Mr.  McLaughlin  placed  three  large  steam  boilers  in  the 
boiler  house,  which  immensely  enlarged  the  kitchen  facilities,  but 
finding  this  inadequate,  the  quarantine  committee  a  few  days  later 
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ordered  from  James  Spear  Go.  the  largest  liotel  range  they  had  in 
stock.  The  order  was  sent  out  by  telephone  at  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  and  at  seven  o'clock  the  next  morning  the  range  was 
ready  for  service.  After  this  time  no  further  complaints  concerning 
food  or  cooking  were  made  by  the  detained  suspects. 

One  of  the  female  immigrants  who  had  been  decidedly  ill  during 
the  passage  showed  some  evidences  of  uraemic  coma  shortly  after 
being  landed  at  the  Station,  and  early  in  the  morning  of  December 
24  suddenly  died.  The  autopsy  held  on  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day  by  Dr.  Seymour,  in  the  presence  of  Dr.  Cleaver  and  myself,  de- 
veloped the  fact  that  the  woman  died  of  chronic  nephritis.  The 
other  lesions  present  in  the  liver,  stomach  and  heart  were  those  of 
chronic  alchoholism.  An  embryo  of  about  three  months  was  found 
within  the  uterus,  but  the  cord  had  prolapsed  and  was  found  low 
down  in  the  vagina.  It  was  our  judgment  that  this  partial  abortion 
was  the  result  of  uraemic  eclampsia.  In  order  that  the  woman 
might  be  properly  interred,  I  secured  the  services  of  Rev.  Father 
Daley,  of  the  Church  of  the  Jesu,  who  conducted  the  funeral  ser- 
vices Christmas  afternoon  at  four  o'clock. 

On  Thursday,  December  27,  one  of  the  suspects  detained  in  the 
East  House  complained  of  feeling  ill,  had  a  temperature  of  one  hun- 
dred and  two  and  one-fifth,  severe  pain  in  his  head  and  back.  As 
these  symptoms  are  frequently  premonitory  of  small-pox,  a  guard 
was  placed  at  the  door  of  the  room,  a  mixture  of  aconite  given  to  the 
patient  and  he  was  kept  under  observation.  Ry  Saturday,  December 
29,  all  these  symptoms  had  disappeared,  but  there  were  evidences 
of  a  mild  tonsilitis. 

As  many  of  the  suspects  were  much  enfeebled  as  the  result  of  their 
ocean  voyage,  and  hardly  in  condition  to  take  solid  nourishment,  I 
ordered  a  gross  of  Liquid  Peptones,  which,  although  an  expensive 
food,  acted  with  great  energy  in  the  restoration  of  the  weakened  sus- 
pects to  a  condition  of  health  and  strength. 

As  the  fourteen  days  of  incubation  terminated  at  nine  o'clock,  De- 
cember 31,  the  steamship  company  were  notified  and  were  requested 
to  furnish  transportation  for  the  suspects  to  the  city,  but  they  were 
unable  to  secure  a  proper  steamboat  until  two  o'clock  in  the*  after- 
noon, when  the  steamer  "Rrandywine"  called  at  our  Station  and 
transported  the  immigrants,  Mr.  Higbee's  guards,  and  the  police 
guards  to  the  city.  An  early  dinner  was  served  to  the  suspects  be- 
fore they  left  the  Station. 

As  much  diflRculty  was  experienced  in  keeping  the  tanks  full,  I 
wrote  to  Director  Reitler,  Monday  evening  the  24th,  asking  him  to 
loan  us  a  fire  engine  for  the  double  purpose  of  filling  our  tanks  and 
for  service  in  the  event  of  fire.    The  next  morning  the  Director  sent 
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down  an  engine  and  crew,  who,  in  the  face  of  severe  weather  and 
exposure,  did  excellent  work,  and  thereafter  all  danger  of  a  water 
shortage  entirely  disappeared. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Quarantine 
Board,  who,  by  their  active  co-operation  and  wise  counsel  immensely 
facilitated  the  work  of  their  executive  officer. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  my  associates  in  quarantine  work,  Drs. 
Seymour  and  Cleaver,  for  their  intelligent  and  self-denying  labor, 
and  to  Mr.  McLaughlin,  the  superintendent,  for  his  heroic  efforts  to 
make  the  people  detained  comfortable  and  happy  during  their  stay  - 
at  the  Quarantine  Station.

Disinfection. 

Throughout  the  year  certificates  of  disinfection  were  required  for 
all  rags  and  other  articles  of  merchandise  liable  to  convey  diseases. 
All  cargoes  deficient  in  certificates  of  disinfection  were  denied  ad- 
mittance to  the  port,  for  such  articles,  at  least,  as  did  not  present 
the  proper  certificates  of  disinfection.  The  articles  for  which  cer- 
tificates of  disinfection,  after  some  of  the  methods  prescribed  by  the 
United  States  treasury's  sanitary  regulations,  are  required,  are  rags, 
human  hair,  bed-feathers,  second-hand  bedding,  and  worn  clothing. 
Any  articles  liable  to  convey  disease  coming  from  any  infected  port, 
must  also  have  certificates  of  disinfection  corresponding  thereto  be- 
fore they  are  admitted  to  the  port.

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The  quarantine  stations  maintained  by  the  United  States  govern- 
ment for  the  protection  of  the  ports  on  the  Delaware  bay  and  river, 
are  two  in  number:  One  at  the-  mouth  of  the  bay  on  Cape  Henlopen, 
consisting  principally  of  hospitals  for  those  sick  with  contagious 
diseases  and  barracks  for  suspects;  the  other  on  Reedy  Island,  at 
the  head  of  the  bay,  consisting  principally  of  a  disinfecting  plant. 

Delaware  Breakwater  Station. 

The  Delaware  Breakwater  Quarantine  Station,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Delaware  bay,  was  established  by  the  national  government  in  1884, 
and  was  opened  on  the  first  of  August  of  that  year.  It  was  estab- 
lished upon  the  recommendation  of  the  then  senior  Senator  of  Dela- 
ware, and  by  request  of  the  authorities  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and 
Wilmington  and  Lewes,  Del. 

On  the  24th  day  of  May,  1884,  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  of  Pennsylvania,  as  commissioner  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States  government,  met  three  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the 
state  of  Delaware  at  Lewes,  Delaware,  near  the  mouth  of  the  bay, 
and  determined  the  limits  of  a  reservation  to  be  ceded  by  the  state 
of  Delaware  to  the  United  States  for  the  establishment  of  a  perma- 
nent station. 

The  reservation  has  a  water  front  of  1,500  feet  and  a  depth  of 
1,200  feet,  and  is  situated  one  half-mile  distant  from  the  tip  of  Cai>e 
Henlopen,  between  the  cape  and  the  town  of  Lewes.  Of  this  reser- 
vation, the  greater  portion — 900  feet  on  the  sea  front,  running  back 
1,090  feet — is  surrounded  by  a  board  fence  eight  feet  in  height,  en- 
closing all  the  quarantine  buildings  except  the  surgeon's  quarters 
and  a  boat  house.  About  900  feet  from  the  western  boundary  of  the 
reservation  is  an  iron  pier  1,701  feet  in  length,  with  a  width  at  the 
shore  end  of  21  feet,  while  the  outer  546  feet  h,ave  a  width  of  42  feet. 

This  was  erected  by  the  Engineer  Department  of  tlie  army  at  a 
total  cost  of  about  |368,500.  Provisional  transfer  of  the  pier  was 
made  to  the  Marine  Hospital  Service  by  Congress  in  1890.  The  depth 
of  water  at  the  end  of  this  pier  is  25  feet. 

The  surgeon's  quarters,  as  stated  above,  are  without  the  quarantine^ 
enclosure,  and  are  two  stories  in  height  and  built  of  brick.  They 
contain  the  administration  offices  also.  The  whole  building  is  well 
finished  and  comfortably  fitted  up  throughout,  and  contains  fifteen 
rooms. 

The  boat  house,  48x18  feet,  is  a  short  distance  from  the  surgeon's 
quarters,  near  the  shore  line. 

Within  the  enclosure  are  the  two  hospitals,  steward's  quarters, 
barracks  for  detained  immigrants,  dining  rooms  and  kitchen  for 
same,  bath  house,  disinfecting  chamber,  laundry,  boiler  house  and 
artesian  well.  Digitized  by  GoOgle 
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The  hospitals,  two  in  number  and  some  600  feet  apart,  are  both 
situated  on  the  sea  front,  and  the  larger  one,  60x30  feet,  two  stories 
in  height,  includes  an  addition  just  completed,  increasing  the  quar- 
ters for  the  hospital  steward  on  duty  at  the  quarantine  station.  This 
hospital  has  a  capacity  of  about  twenty  beds,  while  the  smaller  one, 
50x30  feet,  can  afford  accommodation  for  about  twelve  patients. 

The  immigrant  bath  house  is  86xlG  feet,  with  an  addition  24x16 
feet  on  each  end.  The  bath  house  contains  twenty  shower  baths  and 
one  bath  tub,  with  hot  and  cold  water  connections  to  each  bath. 
The  additions  contain  disrobing  and  dressing  rooms.  The  boiler 
house  and  laundry,  twenty  feet  distant  from  the  bath  house,  is  61 
feet  6  inches  in  length  by  21  feet  in  breadth,  and  is  divided  into  two 
rooms.  The  one  next  the  bath  house  contains  the  steam  disinfecting 
chamber,  constructed  by  the  Kensington  Engine  Works  after  designs 
furnished  by  Past  Assistant  Burgeon  J.  J.  Kinyoun,  M.  H.  S.  The 
steam  chamber  is  intended  only  for  the  disinfection  of  wearing  ap- 
parel of  immigrants  detained  for  observation  and  sickness.  It  is  4 
feet  4  inches  by  5  feet  4  inches  by  9  feet  6  inches  in  dimensions,  and 
has  two  cars  which  support  wire  screens  upon  which  the  articles  to 
be  disinfected  are  spread  before  being  run  into  the  chamber.  The 
cars  run  on  an  iron  track,  a  section  of  which,  sufficient  in  length  to 
support  the  car,  is  itself  movable,  and  can  be  brought  either  to  join 
the  track  entering  the  chamber,  or  to  the  one  running  alongside. 
The  boiler  house  also  contains  the  boiler  for  generating  steam  to  be 
used  for  disinfecting  and  for  running  a  small  engine  and  pump.  The 
other  half  of  the  building,  the  laundry,  contains  twenty-four  sta- 
tionary wash  tubs  and  drying  apparatus  for  the  use  of  the  detained 
immigrants.    These  two  buildings  were  erected  in  1893. 

The  barracks,  which  are  the  next  buildings  to  those  just  described, 
consist  of  two  structures,  each  300x24  feet,  and  of  a  clear  height  of 
12  feet.  One  runs  nearly  north  and  south,  and  the  other  nearly  east 
and  west.  They  are  each  divided  by  five  partitions  into  compartments 
of  equal  size,  and  contain  accommodations  for  from  800  to  1,000  immi- 
grants. The  bunks  are  arranged  in  tiers,  three  in  number,  and  are 
similar  in  arrangement  to  those  in  the  steerage  of  a  vessel  carrying 
immigrants.  Each  barrack  has  an  addition,  15x44  feet  in  dimen- 
sions, containing  rooms  for  nurses  and  storerooms  for  sheets,  pillows, 
etc.  The  barracks  are  not  connected,  but  in  the  interval  betweei* 
them  is  the  building  containing  the  dining  room  for  immigranta, 
kitchen  and  storerooms.  This  building  is  48  feet  square,  with  an 
addition  18x45  feet.  The  kitchen  contains  apparatus  for  cooking 
by  steam,  and  all  the  most  modern  appliances  for  the  speedy  prep- 
aration of  food  for  large  numbers  of  people. 

In  the  rear  of  the  barracks  are  found  the  latrines,  30x10  feet,  with 
a  height  of  9  feet.     Water  is  supplied  to  all  these  buildings  by  an 
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artesian  well  situated  within  the  enclosure,  and  driven  to  a  depth  of 
394  feet.  With  the  use  of  a  pump  the  daily  output  of  this  well — ^per 
day  of  twenty-four  hours — is  from  18,000  to  21,000  gallons,  a  quan- 
tity sufficient  for  all  purposes  required.  The  water  is  carried  by 
overhead  piping  to  the  buildings,  and  to  two  large  tanks  situated 
near  the  bath  house,  and  which  can  be  seen  in  the  photograph  of 
same. 

All  the  buildings  within  the  enclosure  are  constructed  of  wood, 
and  are  connected  with  one  another  and  with  the  surgeon's  quarters 
by  boardwalks. 

Reedy  Island  Station. 

Reedy  Island  lies  a  little  below  the  junction  of  the  river  with  the 
bay,  and  about  midway  between  Philadelphia  and  Cape  Henlopen. 
It  is  separated  from  the  Delaware  shore  by  an  interval  of  about 
three-fourths  of  a  mile.  The  main  structure  is  the  pier  head,  on 
which  the  disinfecting  plant  is  erected.  This  is  not  on  the  island 
itself,  but  stands  out  several  hundred  feet  in  the  bay,  being  in  fact 
directly  on  the  channel. 

It  is  200  feet  long  by  40  feet  broad,  and  has  a  depth  of  water  off  its 
eastern  or  channel  side  of  30  feet  at  low  tide.  It  is  built  of  heavy 
piling  driven  down  to  hard  bottom  and  firmly  bolted  together,  and 
Ihaving  at  each  end  a  double  row  of  piling  50  feet  long,  and  a  tri- 
angular ice  break  constructed  of  heavy  piling  and  timbers  extending 
out  from  this  double  row  of  piling  50  feet.  The  depth  of  water  off 
the  pier  allows  of  the  mooring  of  a  vessel  directly  to  the  pier  during 
the  process  of  disinfection.  On  this  pier  is  the  shed  for  the  disinfec- 
ing  machinery,  warehouse  and  observatory  tower,  as  well  as  quar- 
ters for  attendants.  The  total  length  of  the  building  is  196  feet;  the 
90  feet  at  the  southern  end  being  36  feet  broad,  and  the  northern 
106  feet,  being  23  feet  broad.  This  latter  portion  is  divided  into 
warehouses  and  contains  one  large  wooden  tank  of  a  capacity  of 
15,000  gallons.  The  southern  portion,  90x36  feet,  is  divided  into  two 
parts,  one  16x36  feet,  and  one  74x36  feet,  which  contains  the  follow- 
ing disinfecting  machinery:  Two  steam  chambers  of  the  same  make 
and  pattern  as  the  one  at  the  Delaware  Breakwater  quarantine  sta- 
tion already  described,  but  larger,  viz:  Each  15  feet  long,  5  feet  4 
inches  high,  4  feet  4  inches  in  width,  placed  side  by  side,  with  trucks 
and  railway.  This  machinery,  like  that  at  the  Breakwater  quaran- 
tine station,  was  designed  and  built  by  the  Kensington  Engine 
Works,  Limited,  of  Philadelphia.  The  shed  also  contains  a  sulphur 
furnace  of  the  Valk  &  Murdoch,  Charleston,  type,  catch  cylinder,  ex- 
haust fan  and  engine  (three  horse-power),  to  run  the  same,  and 
rubber  piping  to  conduct  the  fumes  of  SO'2  from  the  furnace  to  the 
vessel.    A  fifty  horse-power  boiler  supplies  steam  for  the  disinfecting 
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chamberB,  and  in  addition  there  is  an  air  pump,  a  fire  and  tank  pump, 
and  another  pump  for  the  purpose  of  filling  the  bichloride  tank  (ca- 
pacity,  3,000  gallons)  which  is  placed  on  the  roof.  In  this  shed  is 
also  a  tank  with  a  capacity  of  3,000  gallons. 

Connection  exists  between  the  station  and  the  Western  Union  Tel- 
egraph Company  lines  by  means  of  a  cable  from  Fort  Penn  across 
Reedy  Island  to  the  pier  head.  The  cable  is  4,800  feet  in  length  and 
was  laid  at  a  cost  of  fl,^325.  An  observatory  has  been  erected  on 
the  roof  of  the  southern  end  of  the  pier,  in  size,  15  feet  9  inches  by  17 
feet  3  inches,  and  fitted  with  telegraph  instruments,  so  that  direct 
telegraphic  communication  can  now  be  maintained  with  the  station. 

The  new  buildings  located  on  Reedy  Island  comprise  a  cottage 
hospital  58x29  feet,  with  a  wing  19x14  feet;  attendants'  quarters, 
67  feet  6  inches  by  24  feet,  with  a  veranda  67  feet  6  inches  by  7  feet; 
and  surgeon's  quarters,  41  feet  2  inches  by  41  feet  2  inches,  with  a 
veranda  8  feet  wide  all  around  it.  These  buildings  are  erected  on 
piling  on  the  island,  so  as  to  be  above  high  water  in  winter  and  spring 
and  are  connected  by  gangways.  From  these  buildings  a  gangway 
extends  300  feet  to  the  water,  where  a  boat  house,  49x28  feet  is 
erected  on  piling. 

The  steamer  ^Touis  Pasteur"  is  used  as  a  boarding  boat  at  the 
station.  She  is  87  feet  in  length,  16  feet  beam,  and  draws  6  feet  of 
water.  Vessels  are  inspected  at  the  station  between  sunrise  and 
sunset;  and  the  distance  from  Philadelphia  is  such  that  a  steamer 
inspected  at  Reedy  Island  in  the  morning  reaches  Philadelphia  in 
time  to  enter  and  discharge  passengers  the  same  day,  thus  saving 
both  time  and  money. 

Infected  vessels  are  inspected  at  the  Breakwater,  and  persons  ex- 
posed to  infection  taken  off  and  held  for  observation  at  the  quaran- 
tine station  there,  while  the  vessel  is  sent  to  Reedy  Island  for  disin- 
fection. If  a  vessel  with  quarantinable  disease  fails  to  stop  at  the 
Breakwater,  as  ordered  to  do,  on  inspection  at  Reedy  Island  she  will 
be  remanded  to  the  Breakwater,  if  necessary,  so  that  the  contagious 
cases  and  suspected  immigrants  may  be  taken  off,  and  the  vessel  may 
return  to  Reedv  Island  for  disinfection.

AUentown,  April  26,  1895. 
To  the  Residents  of  Old  Aineyville: 

As  diphtheria  has  become  epidemic  in  your  village,  it  becomes  nec- 
essary for  your  own  safety,  as  well  as  that  of  the  people  living  about 
you,  to  use  active  measures  to  stamp  out  the  disease. 

I  believe  that  your  water  supply  is  not  safe  to  use,  both  from 
reservoir  and  well,  and  all  water  used  for  drinking  and  cooking 
should  be  thoroughly  boiled. 

Your  cellars  must  be  cleaned  and  whitewashed;  yards  and  sur- 
roundings cleaned  and  disinfected  by  a  liberal  supply  of  quicklimo. 

Rubbish  and  garbage  must  be  burned  or  buried  and  covered  with 
lime. 

I  would  also  suggest  a  general  cleaning  and  scrubbing  of  the 
inside  of  the  houses,  and  that  the  walls  be  freshly  white-washed. 

Where  diphtheria  exists  at  present,  or  where  it  should  break  out  in 
the  future,  a  strict  quarantine  is  expected,  and  one  not  having  any 
urgent  or  absolutely  necessary  business  there  will  not  be  allowed 
to  enter  such  infected  houses.  The  people  living  in  infected  houses 
are  forbidden  to  mingle  with  the  public  generally,  and  shall  not  visit 
public  places,  such  as  churches,  schools  and  assemblies  during  the 
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existence  of  sach  disease,  and  for  four  weeks  after  deatli  or  recovers 
of  the  patient,  and  until  the  house  is  thoroughly  disinfected  by  some 
competent  person.  It  should  be  the  duty  of  the  undertaker  to  disir.- 
fect  the  houses. 

There  shall  be  no  public  funeral  held. 

Any  information  in  regard  to  disinfection  or  any  other  matter  will 
be  cheerfully  given  by  the  inspector. 

Any  one  violating  this  proclamation,  or  defacing  or  destroying  the 
same  makes  himself  or  herself  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Any  violation  of  this  proclamation  should  be  reported  to  the  in- 
spector promptly.  Should  any  new  cases  occur  it  will  become  neces- 
sary to  quarantine  the  whole  village.

Dear  Doctor:  I  have  had  two  cases  of  mild  diphtheria,  one  of 
which  died,  the  second  is  on  the  way  to  recover. 

House  has  been  quarantined  nearly  two  weeks  and  the  other  chil- 
dren in  the  family  have  not  been  to  school  since  last  Friday  two 
weeks,  or  September  20. 

Membrane  of  one  case  was  cultured  by  Kyle,  Fifteenth  and  Walnut 
streets,  the  other  by  Bolton,  of  city  bureau  of  health. 

Now  to  the  point.    Another  family  have  some  throat  trouble,  are 

attended  by  Dr.  K ,  who  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  health.    A 

child  in  this  family  had  sore  throat  some  two  weeks  back.    No  spe- 
cific diagnosis  given,  and  no  quarantine  placed.    Last  Thursday  the 

mother  of  the  child  was  taken  sick  and  on  Friday  Dr.  K said  she 

had  diphtheria  and  ordered  quarantine  placed. 

Other  children  in  the  family  went  to  school  up  to  Friday. 

I  saw  the  health  officer  Friday  noon  and  requested  him  to  see  K 

and  have  him  get  some  of  the  membrane  and  have  it  cultured. 

K-— —  has  promised  to  do  so,  but  has  neglected  it  up  to  the  present 
time,  although  another  member  of  the  board  of  health  went  and  re- 
quested him  to  do  it. 

Now  I  feel  that  it  is  of  the  gravest  importance  that  we  know  posi- 
tively whether  or  not  K ^'s  case  is  true  diphtheria,  as  regards  the 

danger  of  contagion  amongst  the  school  children. 

I  saw  one  of  the  school  children  about  10  p.  m.,  yesterday,  and 
found  a  patch  of  membrane  on  right  tonsil  about  size  of  finger  nail. 

Isolated,  though  not  quarantined,  and  sent  specimen  of  membrane 
to  Bolton,  this  morning. 
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If  you  write  him  please  write  me  also,  otherwise  no  one  may  ever 
know  of  your  communication.  Or  can  you  come  up,  if  you  see 
proper,  and  help  to  have  this  serious  question  settled  at  once? 

The  question  is  more  serious  as  we  are  having  so  much  Follicular 
tonsillitis. 

.    Dr.  B ^writes  me  his  charges  are  J5.00  for  making  cultures  that 

come  from  outside  of  the  city  limits.  Can  you  possibly  see  him  or 
write  him  and  have  some  arrangements  made  so  we  can  avoid  the  ex- 
pense which  will  necessarily  fall  on  me,  as  the  parties  are  unable  to 
pay  for  it?

The  epidemic  is  decreasing  in  this  locality. 

At  Sharpsburg. 

During  the  months  of.  August,  September  and  October  I  carded 
sixty-three  houses.  There  were  forty-seven  cases  when  I  started;  at 
this  writing  there  are  only  six.  Drinking  water  here  is  very  bad.  It 
is  a  general  complaint  that  the  water  is  not  fit  to  drink.

Dear  Doctor:  Please  add  to  my  scarlet  fever  report  one  more  death. 
There  have  been  no  new  cases  since  I  last  wrote  you.  So  far  as  I 
know,  not  a  single  case  elsewhere  can  be  traced  to  Eckley.  In  fact 
I  do  not  know  of  any  case  in  a  ^radius  of  seven  miles.  That  the  dread 
disease  did  not  spread  beyond  the  confines  of  Eckley  was  due  more 
to  Providence  than  to  the  enforcement  of  sanitary  regulations.  In 
some  instances  Providence  saved  the  deputy  inspector  also.  Threats 
and  attempts  at  violence  were  too  frequent  to  be  wholesome,  espec- 
lallly  when  isolation  and  hasty  burial  was  insisted  on  by  your  deputy. 
Some  houses  I  was  not  allowed  to  enter  at  all  and  was  never  called 
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to  attend,  but  on  learning  from  the  English  speaking  people  that 
sickness  was  in  such  houses,  in  every  case  I  entered,  peacibly  if  I 
could,  forcibly  if  I  must.  I  think  this  fact  had  much  to  do  with  th^ 
low  mortality  attending  such  a  great  number  of  cases.

The  number  of  children  is  very 
large  in  this  locality — Pen  Argyl  and  Bangor.  Members  of  these 
families  are  constantly  visiting  these  towns,  as  well  as  unaffected 
families  outside.

Dear  Dr.  Lee:  The  health  officer  was  sent  at  once  to  learn  the  num- 
ber of  sick  and  dead  since  the  outbreak  of  the  fever.  He  reports 
sixty-four  stricken,  with  six  deaths.  The  cases  are  now  believed  to 
have  originated  in  a  well  contaminated  by  a  set  of  miserable  Italians, 
the  water  supplied  to  cows  whose  milk  spreads  the  fever  to  many 
families,  and  the  prevalence,  with  the  dirty,  unsanitary  condition  of 
the  settlement,  a  suburb  of  this  town,  designated  as  the  borough  of 
Mt.  Carbon,  soon  became  so  general  that  a  large  portion  of  the  popula- 
tion is  sick.  The  ravages  are  only  arrested  by  want  of  material  or 
the  freezing  weather.  The  cows  were  sent  away,  where  to  I  will  as- 
certain later,  as  the  time  has  elapsed  to  probably  make 'their  milk  safe 
for  food,  or  perhaps  the  purchasers  have  been  directed  to  boil  before 
using.  However,  the  epidemic  is  waning,  and  we  hope  soon  to  hear 
no  further  reports  of  new  cases. 
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I  expect  to  accompany  the  president  of  the  board  of  health,  formed 
last  night,  by  the  influence  of  your  letter  to  the  president  of  the  coun- 
cil, over  the  ground,  and  will  apprise  you  of  the  result  The  necessi- 
ties are  being  supplied  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  the  various 
physicians  in  attendance  upon  the  sick  are  scrupulously  careful  to 
disinfect  everything.

Dear  Doctor:  I  have  not  replied  to  your  communication  regarding 
analysis  of  water  sent  from  well  on  Miller  property,  as  the  board  of 
health  at  Mt.  Carbon  was  only  recently  organized,  and  I  wished  to  get 
the  financial  part  of  the  business  arranged  for.  They  are  not  willing 
to  pay  the  amount  in  question,  so  I  guess  we  shall  have  to  let  the 
matter  go  at  that,  but  the  ^'f  ons  et  origo"  of  this  epidemic  seems  to 
locate  itself  there,  or,  in  a  well  about  twenty  yards  below.  We  have 
had,  as  you  know,  some  fifty  cases  of  typhoid  here — ^many  more  have 
never  been  under  treatment;  in  one  house  where  I  had  four  seriously 
ill  (one  died),  two  other  children  were  under  observation,  and  temper- 
atures taken  showed  them  also  to  have  the  disease;  but  they  kept  up 
duiiug  the  «jisease,  having  no  one  to  look  after  them,  the  mother's 
time  being  fully  occupied  with  the  others,  until  she  gave  out,  when 
I  sent  for  trained  nurses  from  Philadelphia. 

I  have  had  thirty-six  cases  under  my  own  care  since  October  31st, 
and  have  had  three  fatal  cases,  two  from  peritonitis,  the  other  from 
exhaustion.  Five  more  are  still  critically  ill.  So  far  there  have  been 
seven  deaths  resulting  from  the  disease.  I  have  traced  it  to  milk  sup- 
ply, the  milk  dealer  having  used  the  water  from  the  well  in  question 
for  family  use.  If  that  should  not  show  typhoid  germs,  then  the 
other  well  on  his  own  property  must  be  the  source  of  the  infection. 
However  that  may  be,  only  his  customers  have  been  afflicted.  The 
result  has  been  that  he  has  lacked  custom  to  such  an  extent  that  he 
has  sold  his  cows  and  gone  out  of  the  business.

Dear  Dr.  Lee:  Your  recent  favor  is  at  hand,  and  in  reply  I  would 
say  that  if  you  would  complete  that  analysis  I  should  be  obliged  to 
you  for  so  doing.  There  can  be  no  question  either  of  the  nature  of 
the  fever  or  the  mode  of  its  spread,  it  is  typhoid,  and  has  been  con- 
veyed from  house  to  house  through  the  milk.  I  enclose  you  a  few 
temperatures  which  I  took  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  epidemic  and 
prior  to  my  getting  my  trained  nurses  up  here.  As  you  may  guess, 
I  did  not  have  time  to  keep  any  elaborate  chart  with  thirty-six  cases 
of  typhoid  in  my  own  charge,  and  all  my  other  practice  to  attend  to 
in  addition.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  since  October  31,  last,  I 
have  had  no  let-up,  and  have  seen  about  fifty  patients  daily,  which 
does  not  include  the  double,  sometimes  triple  visitations  made  to  my 
typhoids.  This  in  apology.  I  have  thus  far,  as  I  said,  lost  but  three 
cases,  and  I  hope  to  bring  my  other  cases  through  all  right,  although 
T  still  have  one  case  of  peritonitis  (relapse),  very  ill,  a  little  chap  eight 
years  old,  who  may  give  me  the  slip. 

My  temperature  charts  are  all  complete,  and  will  refute  every  as- 
sertion as  to  the  existence  of  typhus  here.  The  Board  of  Health  re- 
port I  enclose  that  you  may  see  the  condition  of  things  as  "discov- 
ered" by  the  Board  in  their  first  tour  through  the  precinct.  "The 
Augean  stables"  were  clean  compared  to  these  shambles. 

I  shall  have  some  exceedingly  interesting  data  to  report  when  I  get 
time  to  turn  my  attention  to  these  matters.  When  I  see  you  I  can 
give  you  an  interesting  confirmation  of  Dr.  Cresson's  report,  made  in 
1893,  which  was  said  to  have  been  contradicted  by  Dr.  Formad's 
analysis.

We  have  had,  during  the  last  two  weeks,  quite  an  epidemic  of  ty- 
phoid fever  in  our  city,  which  has  been  traced  to  our  water  supply 
from  Border  reservoir,  we  have  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  our 
water  supply  from  all  sources,  and  discovered  that  typhoid  fever  had 
been  prevalent  about  two  months  ago  along  the  streams  tributary  t(^ 
the  Border  reservoir,  consequently  it  is  becoming  more  apparent 
every  day  the  necessity  of  establishing  boards  of  health  in  town- 
ships, not  only  for  their  own  protection  but  for  the  people  who  live 
below  their  streams,  which  they  contaminate  with  disease  germs. 

The  water  from  that  source  has  been  shut  off  and  we  hope  the 
worst  is  over.

PROCLAMATION. 


In  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania: 

Whereas,  Information  has  been  received  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  that  a  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  exist  in  the  village 
of  Clarington,  Bennett  township.  Forest  county,  and  that  new  cases 
of  this  disease  are  daily  occurring; 

And  whereas,  There  are  no  local  health  or  municipal  authorities 
in  this  village  or  township. 

And  whereas,  It  is  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  en- 
force sanitary  law  in  places  having  no  local  health  authorities; 

Now  therefore.  The  State  Board  of  Health  hereby  declares  typhoid 
fever  to  be  epidemic  in  the  said  village  of  Clarington  and  the  town- 
ship of  Bennett,  and  establishes  the  following  regulations: 

Regulations. 

First,  All  persons  are  forbidden  to  drink  or  use  for  drinking  pur- 
poses water  or  milk  which  has  not  been  previously  boiled. 
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Second.  All  persons  are  forbidden  to  wash  cooking  utensils  or 
milk  cans  with  water  which  has  not  been  previously  boiled. 

Third;  All  discharges  of  the  sick  shall  be  passed  immediately  into 
vessels  containing  a  disinfectant. 

Fourth,  After  thorough  disinfection,  all  discharges  from  the  sick 
shall  be  buried  not  less  than  two  hundred  yards  from  any  well  or 
spring. 

Fifth,  The  sick  must  not  be  allowed  to  use  the  same  outhouses 
as  the  well,  even  during  convalescence. 

Sixth,  All  privies  and  cess-pools  must  be  disinfected,  cleaned  and 
then  disinfected  a  second  time. 

Seventh,  The  body  of  any  person  who  has  died  of  typhoid  fever 
shall  immeditately  after  death,  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet  which  has  been 
soaked  in  a  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  of  two  drachms  to  (he 
gallon  of  water. 

Eighth,  All  rooms  and  houses  in  which  typhoid  fever  has  oc- 
curred and  all  clothing,  bed  clothing  and  articles  of  furniture  which 
have  been  exposed  to  infection  must  be  disinfected  in  accordance 
with  the  circular  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Ninth,  No  dead  animal,  garbage  or  filth  of  any  kind  shall  be 
thrown  into  any  stream,  race,  dam,  pond  or  other  water,  or  upon  any 
public  road  or  place.  All  such  material  must  be  either  burned  or 
buried. 

Tenth,  All  cellars  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  whitewashed, 
and  all  house  yards  and  privies  disinfected  with  copperas,  and  kept 
clean. 

Note. — The  State  Board  of  Health  has  "power  and  authority  to 
order  the  cause  of  any  special  disease  or  mortality  to  be  abated  and 
removed."  Any  person  who  shall  fatt  to  obey  or  violate  such  order 
becomes  liable  to  a  fine  of  flOO.OO  for  each  such  act  of  neglect  or 
violation.

Northumberland,  September  25,  1895. 
Dear  Sir:  Typhoid  fever  has  prostrated  ei^t  in  one  family  out  in 
Point  township.  The  family  live  on  the  Sherwood  farm.  It  is  said 
tha;t  the  sickness  is  caused  by  a  well  on  the  place.  That  is  a  mis- 
take; there  is  a  spring  of  water  which  has  always  been  called  ex- 
cellent water,  until  so  many  of  the  family  have  been  down  with 
fever  and  one  died  of  the  number.  Now,  the  question  comes,  do 
you  analyze  the  water  free  of  charge,  if  sent  to  you  by  express,  or 
does  the  State  Board  examine  it  and  look  up  the  source  of  the  dis- 
ease? The  entire  family  are  down  with  the  fever  yet,  and  some  are 
very  bad.  They  are  afraid  to  use  the  water  until  tested.  I  will  give 
you  as  near  as  I  can  the  distance  each  building  is  from  the  spring. 
The  house  stands  about  thirty  feet  one  side  from  it,  the  pig  pens  the 
opposite  about  thirty  feet  away  and  about  ten  feet  below,  being  op- 
posite. That  is  as  near  as  I  can  explain  it.  The  barn  one  hundred 
feet  or  more,  the  water  closet  is,  we  think,  all  of  twenty  feet  below 
and  quite  descending  from  where  the  spring  is.  The  milk  house 
stands  between  the  spring  and  water  closet  and  quite  a  distance 
apart.  The  family  that  live  on  the  farm  and  are  all  sick,  have  lived 
there  thirteen  years.  This  is  the  first  serious  sickness  they  have 
had.  I  have  explained  as  best  I  can  and  will  enclose  a  diagram  of 
the  location  of  spring  and  buildings  and  hope  to  hear  very  soon  from 
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you  in  regard  to  the  matter,  but  there  is  no  money  to  pay  for  ana- 
lyzing the  water.

You  will  observe  that  there  are  more  cases  reported  in  1895  than 
in  1894,  with  only  three  more  deaths  in  1895  than  in  1894.  I  believe 
there  are  cases  reported  as  typhoid  fever  in  which  the  diagnosis  was 
mistaken,  for  to  my  knowledge,  some  of  the  cases  reported  were 
well  and  out  in  less  than  two  weeks. 

In  regard  to  the  probable  origin  of  the  disease,  it  is  mostly  attri- 
buted to  the  water  supply.  This  year  our  rivers  (from  which  our 
supply  comes)  are  lower  than  for  many  years,  and  to  this  is  attri- 
buted partly  the  cause.  The  disease  is  not  confined  to  any  locality 
but  is  distributed  over  the  city.  I  notice  that  where  the  sewerage 
is  not  completed  we  have  more  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  that 
locality.  Some  parts  of  our  city  the  sewerage  system  is  not  com- 
pleted, and  there  we  find  more  cases  of  typhoid  fever."

Dear  Sir:  We  have  a  few  persons  who  have  typhoid  fever  that 
refuse  to  be  controlled  by  the  rules  and  laws  as  prescribed  by  the 
State  Board,  and  will  not  stay  in  doors  but  insist  on  going  to  their 
work.  What  is  our  remedy,  and  has  the  local  board  any  power  to 
control  them?  Of  course,  some  families  have  no  support,  only  the 
husbands  day's  work  and  are  very  much  in  need  of  full  time  so  as  to 
enable  them  to  meet  their  obligations.  It  does  seem  rather  hard 
to  keep  them  in  without  any  remuneration.  Some  say  to  us  to  give 
them  what  they  need  for  their  families  and  they  will  then  stay  in- 
doors. Is  it  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  or  overseers  of  the 
poor  to  furnish  them  with  provisions  and  medicines,  etc.,  or  can  we 
compel  them  to  stay  in-doors  and  not  provide  for  them  and  their 
families? 

Should  children  from  typhoid  fever  families  be  allowed  to  go  to 
our  public  schools? 

We  wish  an  answer  in  a  purely  legal  way,  as  we  have  constantly 
such  cases  to  contend  with.

4— SPECIAL  SOURCES  OF  DISEASE. 


History  of  an  Epidemic  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 


By  C.  8.  CAVERL7,  M.  D.,  Rutland,  Vt.,  President  State  Board  Health, 


During  the  month  of  June,  1894,  there  appeared  in  a  portion  of 
the  valley  of  the  Otter  creek,  in  the  state  of  Vermont,  an  epidemic 
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of  nervous  disease,  in  which,  the  distinctive  and  most  common  symp- 
tom was  paralysis.  The  great  majority  of  the  sufferers  were  chil- 
dren under  six  years  of  age.  The  city  of  Rutland  and  town  of  Wal- 
lingford  were  first  affected,  later  the  towns  immediately  contiguous 
to  these,  and  to  this  tier  of  towns,  thirteen  in  number,  the  outbreak 
was  almost  exclusively  confined. 

A  remarkable  series  of  cases  occurring  in  the  city  of  Rutland  first 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  physicians,  and  later,  popular  interest. 
Many  of  these  cases  were  taken  sick  without  apparent  cause.  In 
others  it  was  ascribed  to  getting  over-heated,  or  chilled  suddenly 
when  heated,  indigestion,  and  occasionally  to  trauma.  After  a  few 
weeks  deaths  were  heard  of,  and  during  the  latter  part  of  July  every 
one  was  discussing  the  "new  disease." 

From  my  own  observation  and  conversation  with  other  physicians, 
it  was  plain  to  me  that  an  epidemic  of  unusual^  if  not  of  unique, 
type  was  prevailing,  and  I  decided  that  my  connection  with  the 
state  board  of  health  imposed  a  duty  upon  me  in  connection  there- 
with. The  investigation  thus  undertaken  in  an  official  capacity  soon 
showed  me  that  the  information  I  was  acquiring,  while  unusual  and 
valuable  from  a  public  health  standpoint,  was  doubly  so  from  liiat 
of  the  practitioner.  I  am  sure,  therefore,  that  the  physicians  who 
have  so  kindly  given  me,  as  a  member  of  the  state  board  of  health, 
the  bulk  of  the  data  on  which  this  paper  is  founded,  will  pardon  the 
use  to  which  I  propose  to  put  this  material. 

This  epidemic  has  been  confined,  with  very  few  exceptions,  to  the 
narrowest  part  of  the  Otter  Creek  yalley.  The  territory  is  bounded 
on  the  east  by  the  Green  Mountain  range,  and  on  the  west  by  the 
Taconic  range  of  mountains.  North  and  south  it  has  no  natural 
boundaries.  Its  area  is  about  fifteen  miles  wide,  including  the 
sides  of  the  bounding  mountains,  and  thirty  miles  long.  The  rock 
formation  through  this  valley,  as  a  whole,  is  limestone.  This  is  es- 
pecially true  of  the  western  side  of  the  valley  and  the  Taconic  hills, 
where  the  marble  deposits  of  Vermont  are  chiefly  found.  I  am  in- 
formed by  Prof.  Geo.  W.  Perry,  the  state  geologist,  that  this  valley, 
which  was,  at  a  remote  time,  a  lake  basin,  possesses  no  remarkable 
features  from  a  geological  standpoint — in  fact,  is  quite  an  ordinary 
valley.  Through  this  valley,  from  south  to  north,  flows  the  sluggish 
stream  of  Otter  creek,  dammed  at  several  points.  This  stream,  which 
has  its  source  just  south  of  Rutland  county,  is  fed  by  mountain 
brooks  of  very  pure  water  from  both  sides  of  the  valley.  It  receives 
no  appreciable  contamination  above  Rutland,  where  is  poured  into  it 
all  the  sewerage  of  the  city,  and  below  this  point  it  receives  constant 
accessions  of  sewage.  The  extreme  heat  and  drouth  of  the  early 
summer  had  rendered  the  stream  imusually  low.    The  onlv  reliable 
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figures  obtainable  as  to  temperature,  humidity  and  rainfall  for  Ver- 
mont are  furnished  me  by  the  United  States  Weather  Bureaa  Ob- 
server at  Northfield,  Vt.  Since  the  opening  of  the  station  at  that 
place,  in  1877,  the  average  temperature,  humidity  and  rainfall  per 
month,  for  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  July  and  August,  the 
months  in  which  these  conditions  could  have  any  influence  on  an 
epidemic  occurring  during  the  summer  months,  were  as  follows:

It  will  be  notice  by  these  figures  that  the  only  marked  deviation 
from  the  recorded  meteorological  conditions  of  the  past  eight  years, 
which  has  occurred  during  the  past  summer,  has  been  in  the  average 
monthly  rainfall.  This  has  been  thirty  per  cent,  less  during  the  past 
spring  and  summer  months  than  the  average  for  the  past  eight  years 
during  these  months.  While  it  was  a  matter  of  frequent  remark 
that  our  early  summer  was  this  year  unusually  hot,  the  official  fig- 
ures do  not  bear  out  this  statement. 

The  population  of  the  towns  affected  in  this  valley  aggregates 
twenty-six  thousand,  of  which  eighteen  thousand  dwell  in  the  quar- 
rying and  manufacturing  centres  of  Rutland,  West  Rutland  and 
Proctor.  The  usual  sprinkling  of  foreign  elements  prevails  in  these 
centres,  while  in  the  outlying  farming  towns  the  population  is  chiefly 
of  the  regular  New  England  type. 

The  first  cases  in  this  epidemic  of  which  I  find  notes  occurred  in 
the  city  of  Rutland  and  town  of  Wallingford,  simultaneously,  about 
June  17.  The  characteristics  of  the  disease  can  be  illustrated  by  a 
few  cases,  among  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  of  which  I  now 
have  notes. 

Case  I. — Boy,  three  years  of  age,  American.  Previous  health 
good;  active  child;  healthier  than  his  brother  two  years  older.  No 
apparent  cause.  Moderate  fever;  coated  tongue;  loss  of  appetite; 
sluggish  bowels.  As  these  symptoms  improved,  it  was  observed 
that  he  could  not  walk  or  even  stand  alone.  Reflexes  normal; 
sphincters  normal ;  no  hyperaesthesia.  The  weakness  was  most  no- 
ticeable in  the  extensors  of  the  thigh.  After  ten  days  he  began  to 
improve,  and  in  three  weeks  was  quite  well. 

This  case  is  an  illustration  of  the  mildest  type  of  these  cases. 
Many  of  the  cases  classed  below  as  "fully  recovered"  wer 
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type,  and,  as  will  be  noticed,  the  great  majority  were  paralyzed  in 
the  legs. 

Case  IL  Boy,  three  and  a  half  years  of  age,  Irish;  sturdy  child; 
apparent  cause,  playing  too  hard.  Fever,  102  to  103  degrees  F.  In- 
continence of  urine  for  ten  days;  urine  contained  no  albumen;  hy- 
peraesthesia.  Fever  abated  on  third  day.  Then  was  noticed  par- 
alysis of  both  legs;  loss  of  patella  reflex;  no  anaesthesia;  slight 
response  in  lower  extremities  to  faradism.  Left  leg  improved  rap- 
idly, right  slowly.  After  six  weeks  was  able  to  stand  and  take  a 
few  steps  by  taking  hold  of  chairs.  Had  a  wobbling  gait.  After 
three  months,  paralysis  confined  to  right  glutei  and  lower  spinal 
muscles,  with  considerable  wasting.  The  weakness  of  spinal  mus- 
cles has  resulted  in  a  spinal  curvature. 

Case  CXXIV.  Dr.  Cummings,  Rutland. — Boy,  three  years,  Irish. 
Previous  good  health.  Had  a  fall,  striking  on  the  hips  in  a  sitting 
posture.  For  several  days  after  this  had  a  fever  of  about  102  de- 
grees. This  was  followed  by  paralysis  of  both  arms  and  marked 
weakness  of  both  legs.  There  is  left  paralysis  of  the  arms,  with 
wasting  of  the  arm  and  shoulder  muscles;  also  a  weakness  of  the 
log  muscles. 

Case  LXni.  Dr.  Moore,  Shrewabury. — Girl,  fifteen  years.  Pre- 
vious health  good;  headache;  T.  104  degrees  F.;  P.  104;  muscles  of 
back  and  legs  sore  and  weak.  On  fourth  day  all  the  extremities 
were  paralyzed.  P.  and  T.  normal  on  seventh  day.  Had  retention  of 
urine  and  obstinate  constipation  for  several  days.  Paralysis  most 
profound  in  lower  extremities.  Can  only  move  toes  slightly.  The 
upper  extremities  improved  rapidly  and  she  soon  recovered  their 
use.  The  right  leg  improved  faster  than  the  left,  and  now — six 
weeks  after  the  commencement  of  the  attack — is  quite  well,  but  the 
left  is  still  paralyzed. 

Case  XCIV.  Practice  of  Dr.  Rustedt,  Rutland.— Boy,  six  years. 
Healthy  child.  Apparent  cause,  chilling  the  body  when  heated. 
Fever  and  disturbance  of  digestive  organs,  attended  with  vomiting 
for  six  days.  Temperature  ran  to  104  degrees  F.  No  convulsions; 
no  special  sense  disturbance;  no  bladder  or  rectum  symptoms.  On 
the  sixth  day  the  right  arm  was  paralyzed,  and  the  following  day 
the  left  leg  was  also  paralyzed.  The  paralysis  at  first  seemed  to  in- 
volve the  whole  of  each  limb.  After  three  months  the  paralysis  is 
confined  to  extensors  of  the  left  thigh  and  to  the  right  deltoid. 
These  muscles  are  also  somewhat  wasted. 

Case  CXXVI.  Dr.  Newell,  Proctor.— Boy,  six  years,  American. 
Nervous  child,  but  general  good  health.  Exposure  and  cold.  Head 
and  ear  ache;  slight  nausea;  T.  101-103  degrees  F.  Excitable  but 
hardly  delirious.    On  the  third  day,  subsidence  of  febrile  symptoms,

and  left  leg  paralyzed.  No  bladder  symptoms;  no  hyperaesthesia. 
Beflexes  normal.  Paralysis  confined  to  extensors  of  thigh.  No 
wasting.  Began  to  improve  after  a  week.  Six  weeks  after,  improv- 
ing but  cannot  walk. 

These  five  cases  illustrate  a  very  common  phase  of  the  disease. 
Some  of  the  cases  fully  recovered,  and  many  still  suffer  from  prob- 
ably permanent  impairment  of  some  muscles.  They  were  of  dis- 
tinctly severer  type  of  disease  than  those  illustrated  by  Case  L 

Case  IV,  Practice  of  Dr.  Fox,  Butland.  Boy,  six  years.  Previous 
health  fair.  Had,  on  two  or  three  occasions,  convulsions,  pre- 
sumably due  to  some  gastro-intestinal  disturbance.  Seized  with 
convulsions  while  playing  in  the  street  They  continued  nine  hours. 
Moderate  fever;  rapid  pulse;  vomiting;  rigidity  of  neck  and  back 
muscles.  No  paralysis  noted  during  the  time  he  was  conscious. 
Great  restlessness.  Betention  of  urine  during  last  three  days; 
catheterized.    Death  on  the  sixth  day. 

Oaise  ,XXXn.  Dr.  (Marshall,  Wallingford.— JPemale,  twenty-one 
years.  Married;  one  child  sixteen  months  old.  Child  had  been  sick 
and  mother  was  fatigued  from  caring  for  it.  Taken  with  head,  and 
back  ache;  P.  80;  T.  normal;  third  day,  T.  103.5  degrees  F.;  P.  100; 
eye-balls  rolled  up,  head  drawn  back;  bowels  regular;  urine  normal; 
no  albumen,  no  sugar;  red  blotches  on  skin  that  came  and  went — 
urticaria.  T.  100.5 — 102  degrees  F.  for  succeeding  three  or  four  days; 
P.  about  100.  Unable  to  swallow  or  speak.  Conscious,  answering 
questions  by  moving  the  head.  No  pain.  Sixth  day,  P.  60,  T.  98.6 
degrees  F.  Eleventh  day,  pain  in  stomach,  neck  rigid;  P.  100,  T.  98.6 
degrees  F.  This  continued  during  next  two  days,  then  P.  sank  to  45 
and  became  irregular.  Thirteenth  day,  pain  in  right  side  of  head 
and  right  eye.    Heart  gradually  gave  out  and  died. 

Case  XCm.  Practice  of  Dr.  Swift,  Pittsford.— Boy,  two  years, 
American.  Was  taken  with  an  apparent  attack  of  ordinary  indi- 
gestion— vomiting  and  slight  fever.  On  second  day  mother  noticed 
he  could  not  stand.  Third  day  seemed  much  better,  and  was  taken 
on  a  long  carriage  ride.  Was  at  once  taken  much  worse.  T.  104^ 
ilegrees  F.,  P.  130.  Had  slight  convulsion,  irregular  pupils,  head  re- 
tracted, complete  paralysis  of  both  legs.  These  symptoms  contin- 
ued with  slight  improvement  four  days.  Then  fever  left  him; 
tongue  cleaned,  and  he  retained  nourishment;  P.  90.  Two  days 
later,  without  apparent  cause,  went  into  collapse,  with  pulse  that 
could  not  be  counted;  axillary  temp.  96  degrees  F. ;  cold  extremities, 
mouth  and  tongue  covered  with  sordes,  throat  seemingly  paralyzed. 
Under  stimulants  slowly  revived,  and  two  days  later  was  again  in 
fair  condition.  Paralysis  of  both  legs  complete.  Contraction  of 
both  Achilles  tendons.    In  two  weeks  had  regained  his  usual  health 
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except  that  his  legs  are  completely  paralyzed.  After  one  month 
seems  as  well  as  ever  and  can  sit  in  a  chair  and  use  all  the  muscles 
except  those  of  his  legs,  which  are  useless. 

Case  XCVI.  Dr.  Swift  of  Pittsford. — ^Boy,  three  and  one-half  yeai's, 
Italian.  Taken  with  headache,  drowsiness,  slow,  hobbling  pulse,  45 
per  minute;  no  temperature.  This  continued  for  four  days,  when  he 
developed  strabismus.  On  the  seventh  day  was  apparently  as  well 
as  ever  again.  Three  days  later,  after  playing  hard  out  of  doors, 
had  a  recurrence  of  former  symptoms — ^headache,  strabismus,  drowsi- 
ness and  slow  pulse.  These  symptoms  continued  three  days,  when 
he  had  a.  convulsion,  followed  by  coma  and  death. 

Case  CXXV.  Dr.  Strobel,  Rutland. — ^Female,  aged  twenty-nine; 
American.  Married;  one  child  aged  eight  months.  Does  not  nurse 
child.  Neurasthenic;  no  apparent  cause.  No  fever;  much  nausea; 
great  head  and  back  ache;  marked  opisthotonos;  double  vision; 
deafness  for  several  days  and  roaring  in  head.  Retention  of  urine; 
catheterized  eight  days.  Soreness  of  legs  and  arms;  no  eruption; 
pupils  fully  dilated;  second  day,  paralysis  of  right  arm;  fourth  day, 
right  leg;  fifth  day,  left  leg;  and  sixth  day,  left  arm;  also  paralysis 
of  abdominal  muscles  and  obstinate  constipation;  anaesthesia  of 
limbs;  refiexes  gone.  After  three  weeks  has  recovered  slowly  use 
of  limbs  except  leg  muscles,  which  she  is  still  unable  to  use. 

Case  LXXXVni.  Dr.  Gale,  Rutland. — Female,  aged  six;  Amer- 
ican. Frail  child;  had  a  spinal  curvature  for  four  or  five  years. 
No  history  except  this.  Fever;  nausea;  head  drawn  to  one  side; 
facial  paralysis.  On  third  day  paralysis  in  all  extremities;  hyper- 
aesthesia;  soreness  of  joints;  obstinate  constipation  from  inability 
to  use  abdominal  muscles.  After  two  months  paralysis  continues, 
except  slight  movements  of  toes  and  fingers;  considerable  wasting. 
Bodily  functions  fair;  mind  and  special  senses  normal.  Facial  par- 
alysis passed. 

These  six  cases  illustrate  the  severer  cases  of  the  epidemic,  many  of 
which  were  fatal.  There  were  a  certain  number  of  cases  exhibiting 
odd  and  interesting  symptoms  out  of  the  usual  line. 

Case  XI.  Dr.  Crain,  Rutland. — Boy,  seven  years;  American.  Was 
having  whooping-cough  and  developed  a  broncho-pneumonia.  Dur- 
ing the  progress  of  the  latter  disease  had  loss  of  speech,  which  lasted 
two  weeks;  delirium;  fever,  for  seven  days.  On  the  seventh  day 
had  paralysis  of  left  arm,  involving  the  whole  arm.  In  two  weeks 
from  this,  time  had  recovered  the  use  of  the  arm  except  the  deltoid 
muscle.    After  four  or  five  weeks  fully  recovered. 

Case  LXXXVII.  Dr.  Gale,  Rutland. — Boy,  aged  four;  American. 
Convulsions;   double  vision  for  one  week;   very  drowsy;   moderate 
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fever;  no  other  positive  constitutional  symptoms.    Paralysis  of  ex- 
ternal rectus  of  one  eye,  which,  remains. 

Case  XOIX.  Dr.  Brigham,  Rutland. — Boy,  aged  thirteen;  Frencli. 
Had  a  fall,  injuring  back,  followed  by  fever,  nausea,  muscular  rig- 
idity of  neck.  From  this,  case  ran  along  like  an  average  case  of  ty- 
phoid fever,  lacking  marked  typhoid  symptoms  except  the  fever 
curve.  Fever  lasted  four  weeks.  Following  this  was  paralysis  of 
right  arm  and  right  leg.    Paralysis  improving. 

Of  the  126  cases  of  which  I  have  notes,  all  except  six  were  in  the 
valley  above  described.  Of  these  six,  two  occurred  in  the  town  of 
Ludlow,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Green  mountains,  and  three  in  Mid- 
dletown,  and  one  in  Fair  Haven,  in  Rutland  county.  The  epidemic 
died  out  first  in  the  towns  first  affected,  and  lingered"  latest  in  those 
affected  last.*  Of  the  thirteen  towns  in  the  Otter  Creek  Valley 
which  have  suffered  from  this  epidemic,  those  that  show  the  great- 
est number  of  cases,  Rutland,  fifty-five;  Proctor,  twenty-six,  and 
Pittsford,  eight,  are  immediately  on  this  stream.  The  towns  of 
Wallingford  and  Clarendon,  also  on  the  stream,  suffered  very  little.|| 

As  before  remarked,  the  Otter  creek  is  a  comparatively  pure 
stream  above  Rutland,  while  below  it  carries  considerable  sewerage. 
There  is  very  little  likelihood,  however,  that  there  was  any  connection 
between  the  contamination  of  the  stream  and  the  greater  prevalence 
of  the  disease  at  and  below  Rutland,  for  the  disease  showed  no  pre- 
ference for  houses  directly  on  the  stream;  on  the  contrary,  these 
houses  were  notably  exempt  just  below  Rutland,  where  the  greatest 
pollution  of  the  water  exists. 

Slight  elevations  and  the  upland  settlements  seemed  to  feel  the 
force  of  the  epidemic  most,  though  cases  occurred  at  high  elevations 
on  both  sides  of  the  valley. 

The  water  supply  of-  these  towns  is  wells  in  the  rural  settlements 
and  mountain  springs  and  streams  in  the  larger  communities,  having 
public  supplies. 

It  should  be  stated  that  there  have  been,  among  domestic  animals 
in  this  valley  many  cases  of  paralytic  disease  during  the  period  of 
this  outbreak.  Horses,  dogs  and  hens  have  died — paralyzed  in  their 
extremities.  Beside  the  hen  examined  by  Dr.  Dana — to  which  refer- 
ence will  presently  be  made — I  am  able  to  secure  accurate  details 
of  only  one  other  examination  of  a  lower  animal,  that  of  a  horse  that 
died  paralyzed  in  the  hind  legs.  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  W.  W.  Town- 
send,  of  Rutland,  for  the  following  report  of  his  examination  of  a 
section  of  the  lumbar  portion  of  the  cord  in  this  case:  "The  vertebral

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canal  contained  an  amount  of  venous  blood.  Macroscopically,  the 
appearances  were  as  follows:  1.  Gelatinous  consistency;  2.  yellow- 
ish color;  3.  diffuse  punctate  hemorrhage.  Microscopically  on  frozen 
section  granular  degeneration  and  pigmentation  of  the  ganglion  cells 
in  the  anterior  cornua  and  atrophy  of  the  anterior  nerve  roots." 
Dr.  Townsend  tells  me  there  was  no  meningitis  in  this  case. 

Without  detailing  further  individual  cases,  I  have  prepared  a  tabu- 
lated history  of  the  epidemic  as  a  whole,  collecting  the  commonest 
features  of  the  cases  in  my  reported  list  of  cases  by  themselves.  I 
presume  my  list  includes  ninety  per  cent,  of  all  the  cases  that  have 
occurred.

Of  the  one  hundred  ^nd  nineteen  cases  in  which  the  age  is  given, 
eighty-five  are  under  six  years,  twenty-one  between  six  and  fourteen 
years,  and  thirteen  were  over  fourteen  years.  Of  the  latter,  was  one 
case  seventy  years  of  age.  The  genuineness  of  this  case  might  at 
first  be  questioned,  but  the  train  of  initial  symptoms  was  the  same 
as  in  the  milder  cases  of  childhood,  with  paralysis  of  both  lower 
extremities,  clearing  up  after  ten  days. 

Of  the  seventy-four  cases  in  which  the  sex  was  stated,  fifty-one 
were  males  and  twenty-three  females.

It  has  been  noted  that  in  the  larger  centres  the  races  affected  were 
oftenest  foreign,  while  among  the  farming  population  Americans 
predominated.  It  has  not  been  entirely  confined  to  any  one  class, 
but  has  been  most  prevalent  among  working  people,  and  those  whose 
sanitary  surroundings  were  not  of  the  best.

It  will  be  seen  by  these  tables  that  six  of  these  cases  had  no  par- 
alysis, as  stated,  but  all  of  these  had  distinct  rigidity  of  the  spinal 
muscles,  strabismus,  or  other  symptoms  referable  to  the  nervous 
system,  and  are  therefore  included  in  this  report.  Of  the  seven 
cases  reported  as  "not  known"  to  have  had  paralysis,  or  in  which 
nothing  is  said  of  any  paralysis,  all  died  with  distinct  symptoms  of 
acute  nervous  disease,  and  may  be  fairly  supposed  to  have  died  in 
the  initial  stage. 

Of  those  that  died,  it  will  be  noticed  that,  beside  the  seven  that 
succumbed  early  in  the  acute  stage,  four  had  paralysis  of  both  lower 
extremities,  three  of  all  extremities,  and  one  each  had  "no  paralysis," 
"hemiplegia,"  "tongue  and  throat,"  and  "variously  paralyzed." 

Of  tliose  who  had  recovered  fully  at  the  dates  of  the  reports,  which 
varied  from  two  weeks  to  two  months  after  the  attacks,  five  had  no 
paralysis,  forty-three  had  paralysis  of  both  lower  extremities,  two  of 
one  arm  and  leg  of  same  side,  three  of  one  arm,  one  of  one  leg. 

While  of  the  cases  of  which  I  have  reports,  fifty-three  have  still 
some  paralysis  at  the  time  of  the  report,  and  it  is  probable  that  many 
of  these  are  permanently  disabled. 

The  composite  picture  presented  by  the  facts  I  have  enumerated 
does  not  readily  admit  of  a  name.  In  seeking  a  classification  of  this 
epidemic  under  the  present  nomenclature  of  nervous  diseases,  the 
features  of  the  epidemic  as  a  whole  must  be  studied  rather  than  those 
of  isolated  cases.  Individual  cases  in  this  epidemic  have  been  fre- 
qufnily  diagnosed  by  the  physician  in  attendance  as  poliomyelitis, 
but  the  outbreak  as  a  whole  presents  marked  variations  from  the 
text-book  type  of  this  disease.  Opisthotonos,  special  sense  symp- 
toms, and  hyperaesthesia  are  out  of  place  in  the  long-recognized 
phenomena  of  this  disease,  so  that  the  epidemic  as  a  whole  presents 
notable  departures  from  the  established  characteristics  of  poliomye- 
litis. 

The  Vermont  epidemic,  the  details  of  which  I  have  given  with  as 
much  completeness  as  they  could  be  secured  from  busy  practitioners, 
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is  so  exceptional  as  respects  the  number  of  cases  as  well  as  the  great 
variety  of  the  phenomena,  as  make  one  hesitate  to  assign  it  unquali- 
fiedly to  either  of  the  diseases  mentioned.  The  facts  presented  by 
my  collection  of  statistics— obtained,  as  before  stated,  without  re- 
gard to  tlie  ultimate  diagnosis — point  at  first  thought  to  both  dis- 
eases. That  there  was  a  double  or  coincident  epidemic  here  of 
poliomyelitis  and  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  was  at  first  the  opinion 
of  some  local  observers.  In  view  of  the  facts  detailed  in  regard  to 
recorded  epidemics  of  poliomyelitis  and  the  recent  views  respecting 
its  pathology,  which  I  have  mentioned,  the  conclusion  that  this  has 
not  been  an  epidemic  of  two,  but  of  one  disease,  seems  not  only  rea- 
sonable but  very  certain. 

In  conclusion,  let  me-  acknowledge  the  uniform  courtesy  with 
which  the  practitioners  of  Rutland  county  have  responded  to 
my  requests  for  statistics  of  this  outbreak.  The  list  includes  nearly 
all  the  practising  physicians  of  this  county.  Comparatively  few  of 
the  cases  have  fallen  under  my  direct  observation,  and  without  their 
aid  it  would  obviously  have  been  impossible  to  make  any  record  of 
this  unparalleled  epidemic  approaching  completeness. 


TUBERCLE    BACILLI  IN    HUMAN  MILK,  WITH    REPORT  OF 

TWO  CASES.

The  milk  of  five  cases  was  examined  and  the  bacili  of  tuberculosis 
found  in  the  two  with  marked  tubercular  symptoms,  in  the  others 
tuberculosis  was  doubtful,  one  had  a  supposed  tubercular  ulcer  of 
the  labia,  and  the  other  two  gave  tubercular  family  histories  without 
having  the  symptoms  of  tuberculosis.  The  mammary  glands  of  both 
the  cases  given  below  were  apparently  free  from  disease,  there  were 
no  fissures  or  ulcers  about  the  nipples.  Before  pumping  the  milk 
from  the  breast,  the  surface  was  cleansed,  the  vessels  to  be  used  were 
rendered  sterile,  and  the  bottles  supplied  with  close  fitting  corks. 
The  specimens  were  examined  by  Dr.  D.  Braden  Kyle.  He  used  the 
following  stain,  saturated  aniline  oil  solution  100  parts,  fuschin,  11 
parts,  alcohol  10  parts,  stained  for  24  hours,  then  passed  through 
nitric  acid  1  part  and  water  5  parts,  then  50  per  cent,  alcohol,  cleared 
in  pure  alcohol  and  mounted  in  Canada  balsam.  The  milk  comp  ired 
with  normal  human  milk  was  thinner  and  of  a  more  marked  bluish 
color. 
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Case  I,  C.  C„  a  mulatto,  aged  34,  married,  has  eight  children,  uo 
miscarriages.  Family  history  negative.  At  14  years  of  age  she  had 
hemoptysis,  a  cough,  night  sweats,  and  lost  flesh.  She  did  not  fully 
recover  until  after  two  years'  treatment  with  cod  liver  oil,  etc.  She 
was  in  fair  health  until  a  year  ago  when  she  was  exposed  and  caught 
cold ;  since  then  she  has  had  hemoptysis,  night  sweats,  a  bad  cough, 
expectorating  large  quantities  of  phlegm.  She  has  lost  about  twenty 
pounds  in  weight.  She  complains  of  pain  at  right  apex  which  is  in- 
creased on  deep  inspiration*  For  the  last  two  weeks  she  has  had 
bloody  diarrhoea. 

Physical  signs.  Want  of  expansion  of  upper  part  of  the  chest  and 
depressed  area  above  clavicle  on  each  side.  Dullness  over  both 
apices  with  increased  vocal  resonance.  Crepitant  rales  over  upper 
part  of  chest  with  larger  number  on  right  side.  Her  youngest  child, 
is  two  years  old  and  has  always  been  healthy,  it  was  weaned  in  April, 
1894,  soon  after  the  first  examination.  She  has  lost  four  children, 
one  from  a  bad  cold  following  measles  which  lasted  two  months, 
one  from  cholera  infantum,  one  was  accidentally  smothered  in  bed, 
and  the  other  from  imperforate  rectum.  The  milk  examinations  were 
made  on  April  10  and  May  1  and  each  time  the  bacilli  were  found 
in  large  numbers. 

Case  n,  M.  H.,  a  mulatto,  age  32,  married,  has  six  children.  Fam- 
ily history  negative.  She  enjoyed  good  health  until  last  winter, 
when  she  had  an  attack  of  influenza;  following  this  she  had  a  cough, 
expectorating  yellow  phlegm,  night  sweats,  and  has  lost  fleSh.  She 
lost  thirty  pounds,  but  has  gained  ten  in  the  two  months  she* 
has  been  under  treatment. 

Physical  signs.  Dullness  and  increased  bronchial  breathing  over 
both  apices,  but  more  marked  over  the  left 

All  of  her  children  are  alive  and  healthy  except  the  youngest, 
which  was  brought  to  the  polyclinic  hospital  for  treatment,  suffering 
apparently  from  tuberculosis.  , 

The  milk  examinations  were  made  on  March  22,  29,  and  April  0, 
and  the  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  each  time. 


Tuberculosis  From  Milk. 

The  following  resume  of  a  report  of  the  Massachusetts  Society  for 
Promoting  Agriculture,  upon  the  question  of  infectiousness  of  milk, 
is  taken  from  the  Monthly  Bulletin  of  the  Rhode  Island  State  Board 
of  Health.  This  work  was  conducted  for  them  by  Professor  Harold 
0.  Ernst,  bacteriologist  of  Harvard  Medical  School,  assisted  by  Dr. 
Austin  Peters,  M.  R.  C.  V.,  and  Dr.  Henry  Jackson. 
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Statements  have  been  made,  positive  and  negative,  upon  this  im- 
portant question,  with  considerable  assumption  by  many  whose  au- 
thority is  unquestioned  upon  such  matters,  and  yet  these  statements 
have  been  based  upon  no  acknowledged  facts. 

Children  of  perfectly  healthy  parentage^  with  no  suspicion  of  tuber- 
culosis of  any  form  known  to  be  present  in  the  family,  suddenly 
waste  away  and  die  of  tabes  mesenterica  or  Of  tuberculosis  of  some 
other  part  of  the  system.  The  child  may  be  fed  upon  cow's  milk 
and  frequently  upon  milk  taken  from  one  cow.  Whether  the  cow 
eventually  develops  tuberculosis  or  not,  the  natural  inference  is  that 
the  disease  originated  from  the  use  of  milk  from  this  one  cow. 

Until  the  fact  is  established  that  the  tubercle  bacilli  fire  found 
present  in  the  milk  of  any  animal,  we  can  hardly  agree  that  the  dis- 
»ease  is  transmitted  in  this  way.  We  must  either  assume  that  we 
are  incapable  of  obtaining  or  demonstrating  the  presence  of  th^  or- 
ganism in  this  fluid  medium  or  we  must  look  further  for  an  explaX^a- 
tion  of  the  origin  of  the  disease  in  the  infant.  This  has  not  be^P 
done  as  carefully  as  should  have  been  in  the  individual  case,  bein^ 
satisfied  to  attribute  the  cause  to  the  animal  rather  and  let  the  mat-  \ 
ter  rest. 

It  is  therefore  a  pleasure  to  receive  a  report  as  fully  and  caref 'illy 
made  up  as  this  one.  The  questions  which  it  was  undertaken  to 
answer  were:  whether  milk  as  an  articlo  of  food  could  be  the  carrier 
of  tubercle  bacilli.  It  having  already  been  shown  that  tubercle  ba- 
cilli wore  to  be  .found  in  milk  taken  from  an  udder  in  which  tuber- 
culous process  was  present,  it  was  left  to  determine  whether  the  in- 
fectious element  of  tuberculosis  ever  existed  in  milk  from  tubercu- 
lous cows,  whose  udders  were  apparently  healthy. 

The  investigation  was  approached  under  the  following  headings: 
"1.  A  careful  and  microscopic  examination  of  the  milk  of  such  cattle. 
2.  Inoculation  experiments  with  such  milk.  3.  Feeding  experiments 
with  the  same  milk.  4.  Similar  investigations  of  the  milk  supply  of 
Boston.  5.  The  gathering  of  as  much  evidence  as  possible  from 
medical  men  and  veterinarians  as  to  cases  of  possible  infection 
through  tuberculous  milk  that  had  come  under  their  observation.*' 

The  cover  glass  examinations  were  made  from  milk  which  had 
stood  for  over  night,  samples  being  taken  from  both  the  top  uud 
bottom  of  the  fluid.  Fifteen  minutes  examination  was  given  to  cvaoh 
slide  and  at  least  a  dozen  slides  examined.  The  method  of  staining 
was  the  Koch-Ehrlich  method.  The  work  continued  over  a  period 
of  two  years. 

"A  summary  of  the  results  is  as  follows:  There  were  126  exam- 
inations of  milk  and  cream  made,  the  specimens  coming  from  thirty- 
six  different  animals.    The  bacilli  of  tuberculosis  were  found  in  one 
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or  more  cover  glasses  upon  nineteen  different  occasions.  These 
nineteen  poritive  results  were  obtained  from  different  animals  juid 
the  bacilli  were  found  in  about  equal  proportion  in  the  milk  and  the 
cream;  they  were  seen  more  than  once  in  milk  from  the  same  cow, 
at  different  examinations,  six  times.  The  bacdlli  were  actually  see©, 
therefore,  in  specimens  from  one-third  (33  per  cent.)  of  the  animals 
examined. 

That  these  diseased  animals  were  actually  affected  with  tubercu- 
losis and  the  udder  was  free  from  disease,  was  proven  in  all  pos- 
sible cases  by  careful  post  mortem  examinations.  These  were  con- 
ducted upon  twenty  out  of  the  thirty-six  animals." 

Eighty-eight  guinea  pigs  were  inoculated  by  subcutaneous  injec- 
tion, with  milk  from  fifteen  cows,  and  tuberculosis  was  found  in 
eighty-two  of  the  number,  the  results  coming  after  the  use  of  uiilk 
or  cream  from  six  different  animals. 

Ninety-five  rabbits  were  inoculated  in  the  same  manner.  Ninety 
of  these  were  subjected  to  a  full  examination.  For  these  animals 
milk  from  eighty-nine  different  cows  was  used  and  tuberculosis  was 
found  in  six  animals  inoculated  with  milk  from  four  different  cows. 

The  animals  selected  for  the  feeding  experiments  were  rabbits, 
pigs  and  calves.  There  were  forty-eight  animals  used,  with  positive 
results  in  two,  both  of  these  animals  being  fed  upon  the  milk  from 
one  cow.  Of  the  pigs  twelve  were  used.  Positive  results  in  five,  as 
demonstmted  by  the  microscope,  and  two  others  having  nodules 
with  characteristic  appearance  of  tuberculous  nodules.  This  makes 
about  50  per  cent,  of  tuberculous  results. 

Of  calves,  twenty-one  were  examined.  Of  these,  over  33  per  cent, 
were  shown  to  be  tuberculous. 

Dr.  Ernst  states  that  ^1t  is  of  course  true  that  pigs  and  calves, 
that  drink  milk  much  more  freely  than  do  rabbits,  are  more  f»us- 
ceptible  to  infection  by  the  gastro  intestinal  tract,  and  this  may  ex- 
plain the  far  greater  proportion  of  positive  results  in  these  two  spe- 
cies of  animals." 

A  most  thorough  examination  of  the  animals  furnishing  the  milk 
was  made  to  determine  the  presence  or  absence  of  tuberculosis  in  ilie 
udder.  Of  the  twenty-three  cows  used  for  these  experiments,  only 
one  showed  any  disease  of  the  udder,  and  this  was  demonstrated 
only  by  the  presence  of  a  single  giant  cell  showing  only  one  bacillus. 
In  all  of  them,  however,  tuberculosis  was  demonstrated  in  some 
other  part  of  the  body  than  the  udder. 

From  the  twenty-three  cows  there  were  born  nineteen  calves,  none 
of  them  showing  any  signs  of  tuberculosis,  upon  examination  of  the 
various  parts  of  the  animal.  The  mothers,  however,  were  all  tuber- 
culous. Dr.  Ernst  calls  attention  to  this  as  being  adverse  to  the 
theory  of  hereditary  transmission  of  the  disease. 
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Examinations  of  thirty-three  samples  of  milk  and  cream  developed 
the  presence  of  the  bacillus  of  tuberculosis  in  one  by  microscopic 
examination  of  the  milk.  At  the  same  time,  twenty-five  rabbits 
were  inoculated  with  the  same  specimens  of  milk  examined.  Among 
these  twenty-five  animals  there  were  positive  results  in  three,  and 
these  three  did  not  include  the  one  in  which  the  bacillus  was  f o  lud 
in  the  milk  sediment. 

The  question  of  how  far  these  experimental  demonstrations  might 
be  found  in  man,  under  the  natural  conditions  surrounding  the  or- 
dinary family  milk  supply,  was  investigated  by  inquiry  from  medical 
practitioners  and  veterinarians  whose  attention  had  been  called  to 
cases  of  tuberculosis  in  man  occurring  or  suspected  as  a  result  of 
suspected  tuberculosis  in  the  herd  or  animals  supplying  the  milk 
to  the  infected  family. 

Replies  were  received  from  1,013  medical  practitioners,  with  the 
following  opinions: 

Positive  (mother  to  child),    ' 8 

(cow's  milk  to  child),  11 

(suspicious  cases),   16 

Negative  (disbelief),    9 

(simply),     ; 893 

(out  of  practice),  , 15 

(no  attention), 61 

Total  of  replies,  1,013 

From  the  veterinarians  there  were  54  replies  received,  as  follows. 

Positive,      14 

Suspicious,     9 

Negative,      41 

64 
Thus  in  42.59  per  cent,  of  those  answering  there  was  sufficient  evi- 
dence to  lead  the  veterinarian  to  believe  that  the  disease  had  been 
transmitted  to  man  from  cows. 

The  report  also  contained  a  large  number  of  photographic  repro- 
ductions, which  even  if  the  negatives  have  not  been  retouched  show 
unusually  good  Tvork  of  the  photographic  department  of  the  bac- 
teriological laboratory,  of  which  Dr.  Ernst  has  charge. 
The  report  is  concluded  with  the  following  conclusions: 

1.  While  the  transmission  of  tuberculosis  by  milk  is  probably  not 
the  most  important  means  by  which  the  disease  is  propagated,  it  is 
something  to  be  guarded  against  most  carefully. 

2.  The  possibility  of  milk  from  tuberculous  udders  containing  the 
tuberculous  infectious  element  is  undeniable.  ^  I 
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3.  With  the  evidence  here  presented,  it  is  equally  undeniable  that 
milk  from  diseased  cows  with  no  appreciable  lesion  of  the  udder 
may,  and  not  unfrequently  does,  contain  the  bacillus  of  the  disease. 

4.  Therefore,  all  such  milk  should  be  condemned  as  food. 


IMPROVED  SEWAGE  PLANT  FOR  THE  CITY  OF  READING. 


Philadelphia,  March  30,  1895.

Dear  Sir;  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  23rd  instant,  in 
answer  to  mine  of  19th  instant,  relative  to  private  sewer  at  Schuyl- 
kill Haven. 

I  beg  to  advise  you  for  the  information  of  your  Board,  that  the 
sewage  plant  now  building  for  the  city  of  Reading,  has  lately  been 
changed  at  the  suggestion  of  officials  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing Railroad  Company,  lessees  of  the  Scliuylkili  canal,  in  such  a  way 
as  it  is  thought  will  entirely  prevent  the  pollution  of  the  river.  The 
original  scheme  of  the  contractors  was  to  run  a  pumping  main 
down  the  towing  path,  with  a  sewage  disposal  station  on  a  very  small 
plot  of  land,  about  two  acres,  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  river, 
about  5,700  feet  below  the  pumping  station.  The  proposed  location 
was  adjoining  the  crossing  of  the  Pennsylvania  Schuylkill  Valley 
Railroad,  over  the  Schuylkill,  just  below  the  city. 

It  was  thought  that  the  ground  was  entirely  insufficient  for  the 
purpose,  and  that  whenever  it  proved  so,  under  one  excuse  or  an- 
other, the  outlet  valve  of  the  effluent  sewer  at  the  pumping  station 
would  be  opened,  and  the  sewage  allowed  to  float  directly  into  the 
river. 

This  has  all  been  changed:  The  present  arrangement  is  to  ex- 
tend the  pumping  main  across  the  river  in  front  of  the  works,  and 
carry  it  down  the  we^t  bank  of  the  river  to  Fritz's  Island,  a  distance 
of  about  a  mile  and  three-eighths  below  the  city.  The  surface  of 
this  island  lies  about  twelve  feet  higher  than  the  surface  of  the 
water  in  the  Schuylkill  in  the  second  dam  below  Reading.  It  is 
over  fifty  acres  in  extent,  having  a  sand  and  alluvial  soil,  and  there 
is  ample  room,  by  intermittent  filtration  or  otherwise,  at  that  iso- 
lated location,  for  the  disposal  of  what  is  left  of  the  sewage  after 
chemical  treatment  in  the  tanks  at  the  pumphonse. 

I  think  this  is  the  very  beat  that  can  be  done  for  the  city  of  Read- 
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ing,  and  if  the  plant  is  properly  attended  to,  I  think  tnere  need  be 
no  fear  of  any  pollution  of  the  river. 

I  thought  you  might  like  to  have  this  information..

ing of  Country  Electric  Railway  Tracks"  is  not  detrimental  to  the 
public  health,  nor  a  menace,  or  danj^erous  to  animals  traveling  on 
the  road.  I  kindly  ask  you  to  give  me  your  opinion  on  the  above 
subject  by  return  mail.  Also,  what  etfect  will  salt  have  upon  the 
earth?  How  long  must  it  lay  on  common  earth  before  it  loses  its 
irritating  power  and  becomes  absorbed  and  evaporated?  There  have 
been  no  cases  reported  or  come  to  my  notice  where  horses  have  been 
affected  by  the  use  of  salt  on  "Country  Steel  Railway  Tracks." 

Hoping  you  will  be  one  of  the  number  to  respond  whom  I  have 
asked  for  opinions  on  "The  Salting  of  Electric  Railway  Tracks"  as 
not  being  detrimental  to  public  good.

Reply  of  Secretary. 

January  23,  1895. 
Mr.  C.  F.  Klein,  Mauch  Chunk,  Pa.: 

Dear  Sir:  Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  twenty-first  inst,  in  whioh 
you  request  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  "Salting  of  Country  Elec- 
tric Railway  Tracks"  is  detrimental  to  the  public  health  or  danger- 
ous to  animals  traveling  on  the  roads,  I  have  to  say  that  I  can  con- 
ceive of  no  possible  way  in  which  this  practice  could  exercise  an  in- 
jurious influence  on  the  health,  either  of  human  beings  or  of  animals. 
In  closely  built  up  cities,  with  narrow  streets,  shut  in  by  high  build- 
ings, the  objection  may  be  made  that  it  produces  dampness.  My  own 
view  is  that  it  slicrhtly  lowers  the  temperature,  but  that,  as  regards 
dampness,  it  simply  i>roducos  it  at  an  earlier  stage  of  the  melting  of 
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the  snow.  It  is  not  probable  that  the  salt  itself  evaporates  to  any 
extent  into  the  atmosphere.  So  far  as  it  does,  however,  it  would 
be  eminently  sanitary  in  its  effects.  People  go  to  the  sea-shore  in 
order  to  obtain  just  this  condition.  I  do  not  understand  your  ques- 
tion as  to  how  long  it  must  lie  on  common  earth  before  it  loses  its 
irritating  power,  as  I  do  not  know  that  it  possesses  any  such  power. 
It  has  been  said  that  the  effect  is  injurious  on  the  hoofs  of  horses, 
but  I  have  no  information  on  that  subject.

SUDDEN  DEATH  FROM  INSECT  BITES. 


Blossburg,  July  10,  1895. 
Benjamin  Lee,  M.  D.,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health: 

.Dear  Doctor:    Your  telegram  at  hand  in  reference  to  poisonous 
bites.    In  answer  I  send  you  following  report: 

Jacob  Ryneska,  a  Pole,  who  worked  in  the  tannery  here,  came  to 
me  upon  the  street  and  called  my  attention  to  small  spot  on  lower 
eyelid.    The  lid  was  slightly  ocdematous,  with  small  spot  opening 
very  much  like  the  bite  of  some  insect.    I  gave  him  a  wash  of  am- 
monia;  also  applied  creolin  to  spot.    Saw  no  more  of  him  anril 
next  morning  when  I  found  eye  entirely  closed,  with  swelling  ex- 
tending over  the  whole  face  and  head.    He  asked  to  be  admitted  to 
hospital,  claiming  he  had  been  bitten  by  a  spider.    After  admission, 
I  found  he  worked  in  beam  house  where  he  was  compelled  to  scrape 
the  hair  from  hides.    We  often  have  had  hands  swollen  enormour^iy 
from  the  poison,  and  I  attributed  this  to  same  cause,  and  think  yet 
it  was.    I  ordered  carbolized  Routhers  iodide  potassa,  quinine,  iron 
and  whisky.    Also  made  four  incisions  in  cheek  and  face.    Blood 
was  bright  red,  not  dark.    Temperature  now  above  101  degrees;  no 
delirium;  pulse  88.    There  was  no  gangrene  around  spot  of  infection. 
The  swelling  continued  down  over  neck  and  breast.    So  hard  it 
could  not  be  dented  by  pressure.    There  was  no  nausea,  vomiting, 
diarrhoea,  convulsions,  nor  collapse.    He  was  cyanotic  during  last 
day  of  life. 

Henry  Dyke  gave  history  of  bite  by  some  insect.  I  diagnosed  the 
case  as  erysipelas  and  treated  for  this;  sent  home  cured. 

Joseph  Wiluski;  had  spot  on  right  cheek.  Some  swelling  extend- 
ing? hehnv  and  back  of  ear.  Nothing  malignant;  sick  three  days 
and  resumed  work. 

The  child  of  Jacob  Losmicki.  Was  Dr.  E.  M.  Haley's  patient 
until  last  day,  when  I  w^as  railed.     T  found  small  indurated  spot  on 
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forehead  and  swelling  extending  from  spot  down  side  of  face  and 
head;  bkck  below  clavicle.  Saw  it  twice.  Child  died  next  night 
from  asphyxia  caused  by  swelling. 

These  are  all  the  cases  we  have  had.  The  report  of  cattle  dying  of 
same  is  all  bosh,  purely  fiction.  I  do  not  think  these  two  cases  were 
anthrax,  but  more  likely  some  poison  introduced  by  rubbing  hands 
over  nude  surface.  The  child's  father  works  in  tannery.  The  man 
also  worked  in  same  place.    The  other  two  were  simple  cases.

Arnot,  July  12,  1895. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  instruc 
tions  received  from  you  July  11,  1895,  I  visited  Blossburg  on 
July  12,  and  found  the  following  conditions  to  exist: 

On  June  12,  J R was  bitten  under  left  eye  by  an  inse<T. 

The  following  day,  while  on  the  street,  called  the  attention  of  Or. 
G.  D.  Grandal  to  it,  as  it  began  to  swell  and  give  him  some  uneasi- 
ness. Tr.  iodine  and  creolin  was  applied  locally.  June  14  he  was 
admitted  to  the  S.  0.  hospital.  His  symptoms  were:  Pain,  heat, 
redness  and  swelling  had  extended  to  over  both  eyes,  also  left 
cheek.  Temp.  101  degrees;  pulse,  88;  bowels  and  kidneys  normal; 
no  delirium;  no  vomiting;  nor  convulsiona  June  15,  about  the 
same,  but  swelling  still  increasing,  till  June  17  at  3  A.  M.,  when  lie 
died,  the  swelling  haviiig  extended  over  the  entire  head,  down  tlie 
neck  and  on  the  chest  as  far  as  the  nipple.  One  peculiar  feature  of 
the  inflammation  was  the  extreme  hardness  of  the  tissue  involved. 
Cause  of  death  oedema  of  the  glottis. 

Case  No.  2.  Child  three  years  old;  first  appearance  was  small 
pimple  on  left  eye.  "Round  vesicle."  Swelling  extending  from 
that  point  over  the  face  down  the  neck  and  on  the  chest  as  far  ns 
the  clavicle.  Course  of  sickness  much  the  same  as  No.  1.  Patient 
died  the  fourth  day. 
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Case  No.  3.  Man,  aged  30.  Working  in  the  tannery.  Discovered 
smiall  pimple  on  cheek  having  the  appearance  of  ulceration  of  hair 
bulb,  swelling  extended  from  said  spot  to  a  little  below  and  behind 
the  ear;  not  very  extensive;  treated  locally;  sickness  three  days 
with  good  recovery.  Case  No.  4.  Henry  Dyke,  aged  72,  farmer; 
bitten  by  spider  (so  claimed)  on  top  of  head  June  10.  Admitted  to 
hospital  June  17,  at  which  time  the  swelling  had  extended  over  top 
of  head  and  down  face,  closing  both  eyes.  Treated  same  as  erysip- 
elas.   Was  discharged  cured  July  10. 

Cases  No.  1  and  3  worked  in  the  tannery  at  Blossburg.  Case  No. 
2  was  a  child  of  one  of  the  workmen  in  tannery.  They  all  lived 
within  a  short  distance  from  the  said  tannery.  After  miaking  a  vtsit 
all  through  the  said  tannery,  I  finally  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  quite  possible  cause  of  infection  was  from  a  quantity  (say  6  or  8 
tons)  of  fleshings  taken  from  the  beam  house  of  said  tannery  and 
dumped  back  of  it.  Said  fleshing  one  mass  of  decaying  animal 
matter  composed  of  hair  and  scraping  from  the  hides  while  under- 
going the  process  of  tanning.  The  pile  of  fleshings  was  literally 
covered  with  flies.  I  am  quite  satisfled  that  a  fly  feasting  on  such 
poisonous  matter,  then  biting  any  one,  would  be  likely  to  cause  such 
a  condition  of  things  as  we  have  had  to  deal  with  in  the  above,  if  not 
seen  early  after  infection.  Dr.  G.  D.  Crandal,  of  Blossburg,  stated 
that  he  has  treated  quite  a  number  of  such  cases,  of  workmen  at 
the  same  tannery,  yearly,  only  the  parts  afflicted  were  the  hands 
and  arms.  In  regard  to  the  cattle  dying  from  same  cause  here  is 
only  newspaper  matter  and  of  no  account.

Or.  Benjamin  Ijce,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  Your  presence  is  earnestly  solicited  at  a  convention  of  bacter- 
iologists to  be  held  upon  Friday  and  Saturday,  June  21  and  22,  1SJ)5, 
in  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  New  York  city. 

The  committee  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association  ap- 
pointed to  determine  the  possibility  of  establishing  co-operative  in- 
vestigation into  the  bacteriology  of  American  waters  was  from  IJie 
outset  impressed  strongly  by  the  fact  that  the  chaos  at  present  exult- 
ing with  regard  to  the  bacteriology  of  water  is  essentially  due  lo 
want  of  exactitude  in  the  details  of  research  and  more  especially  lo 
the  absence  of  standard  and  generally  accepted  methods.    The  re 
plies  recei>  ed  to  letters  circulated  by  the  committee  and  addressed  to 
the  leading  laboratories  of  the  United  States  and  of  Canada  have 
indicated  a  general  concurrence  in  the  views  therein  expressed  and 
have  shown  how  strong  is  the  concensus  of  opinion  that  the  time 
has  come  to  attempt  to  establish  the  methods  of  systematic  bacteriol- 
ogy upon  a  basis  more  nearly  resembling  that  of  an  exact  science. 
The  proposal  tlrnt  a  conference  be  held  has  met  with  a  most  willing 
response  on  the  part  not  only  of  those  representing  State,  Provin- 
cial and  municipal  boards  of  health,  and  connected  with  the  water 
supplies  of  large  public  bodies,  but  also  those  interested  in  every 
branch  of  bacteriology.    The  fact  is  fully  appreciated  that  it  is  in 
the  highest  degree  desirable  that  the  methods  employed  by  any  one 
worker  in  any  branch  of  systematic  bacteriology  should  be  such  as 
others  can  be  expected  also  to  repeat  with  precision  and  should  be 
such  as  gain  the  approval  of  the  majority.     A  satisfactory  settle- 
ment of  the  questions  given  below  is  conceded  by  experienced  bac- 
teriologists to  be  necessary  for  substantial  progress  in  the  future, 
not  only  in  the  field  of  pure  bacteriology,  but  also  along  those  lines 
in  which  its  application  plays  a  prominent  part — in  the  bacteriology 
of  water,  air,  soil,  milk,  etc.,  and  in  that  of  disease.    The  conference 
will  therefore  be  an  attempt  to  establish  some  common  ground-plan 
for  systera-atic  work  in  bacteriology  in  general,  in  the  bacteriology  of 
American  waters  in  particular. 
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The  committee  is  authorized  to  announce  at  this  date  that  discus- 
sion on  the  points  at  issue  will  be  opened  as  follows:

Report  of  the  Secretary  as  representing  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
at  a  Convention  of  Bacteriologists,  Held  in  the  Academy  of  Mdi- 
cine.  New  York  City,  June  21  and  22,  1895,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Committee  of  Supply  of  the  American  Public  Health  Associa- 
tion. 

The  object  of  the  convention  of  bacteriologists  recently  held  in 
the  city  of  New  York  will  be  best  explained  by  the  foregoing  letter 
addressed  to  your  Secretary,  and  requesting  that  the  Board  be  repre- 
sented at  the  same.    Your  Secretary  was  present  at  all  the  sessions. 
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Dr.  W.  M.  L.  Coplin,  bacteriologist  to  the  Board,  was  also  in  at- 
tendance, and  took  part  in  the  discussions,  which  were  of  the 
deepest  interest.  A  point  of  considerable  importance  which  was 
developed  in  the  course  of  the  discussions  was  the  fact  that  the 
determining  of  the  presence  of  bacillus  of  typhoid  fever  in  water  is 
a  matter  of  very  much  greater  difficulty  than  is  supposed  by  the 
public  or  even  by  members  of  boards  of  health  who  have  not  devotea 
especial  study  to  the  subject  of  bacteriology.  Tn  fact,  the  general 
sentiment  was,  that  even  when  there  was  reason  to  regard  it  as  posi- 
tively certain  that  a  particular  water  has  been  the  source  of  typhoid 
fever,  yet  the  discovery  of  the  germs  of  the  disease  in  a  given  sample 
of  this  water  was  by  no  means  to  be  certainly  anticipated. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  whole  field  of  bac- 
teriology and  to  decide  as  to  the  standard  types,  methods  of  cultiva- 
tion and  the  interpretation  of  results.  On  this  committee  were  ap- 
pointed the  following  members :

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ISOLATION  HOSPITALS  FOR  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  OTHER 

THAN  SMALL-POX. 


Read  before  the  Section  on  State  Medicine  of  the  American  Medical 
Association,  May  7th  to  10th,  1805,  by  Benjamin  J^ec,  M.  I)., 
Secretary  State  Board  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania, 


it  is  well  known  to  many  members  of  this  section  that  the  various 
State  and  Provincial  Boards  of  Health  throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada  have  been  in  the  habit  for  many  years,  of  meeting  an- 
nually in  conference,  each  Board  sending  one  or  more  delegates. 
The  object  of  this  conference  has  been  to  compare  notes  with  regard 
to  sanitary  administration,  to  render  the  experience  of  all  the  boards 
available  for  the  information  and  instruction  of  each,  and  to  discuss 
such  questions  with  regard  to  inter-state  and  seaboard  quarantine, 
and  the  mutual  relations  of  the  several  boards,  as  have  a  wider  scope 
than  the  interests  of  the  individual  commonwealths. 

At  the  meeting  of  this  conference,  held  in  Cincinnati,  in  1888,  the 
question  of  Isolation  Hospitals  was  presented  in  an  admirable  paper 
by  Dr.  P.  H.  Bryce,  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Province 
of  Ontario.  The  title  of  his  paper  was  "The  Duty  of  the  Conference 
in  Urging  the  Erection  of  Isolation  Hospitals  for  the  Treatment  of 
Infectious  Diseases  (as  Scarlatina,  Diphtheria,  etc.,  as  well  as  Small- 
Pox),  as  a  more  economical  and  effective  Method  than  Placarding 
and  Quarantining  Houses  where  these  Diseases  are  present."  This 
title  appears  to  me  to  bring  the  subject  before  us  in  a  very  practical 
way.  It  is,  in  point  of  fact,  essential  that  we  should  have  isolation 
hospitals  if  we  are  to  protect  our  communities  from  the  ravages 
of  the  two  aflfections  mentioned — scarlatina  and  diphtheria,  and  to 
save  the  thousands  of  lives  of  little  children  which  are  sacrificed  to 
them  every  year. 

The  only  question  is  as  to  Iho  form  in  which  such  hospitals  shall  . 
be  provided.  Shall  each  house  in  which  a  case  of  one  of  these  dis- 
eases occurs  be  made,  for  the  time  being,  an  isolation  hospital,  its  in 
mates  debarred  from  communication  with  the  outer  world,  and  sub- 
jected themselves  to  the  risk  of  acquiring  the  disease,  for  the  entire 
period  during  which  the  patient  is  ill,  with  the  added  period  of 
necessary  quarantine  after  the  patient  has  ceased  to  be  an  object 
of  danger  and  the  house  has  undergone  disinfection?  No  one  whose 
house  has  not  thus  been  temporarily  converted  into  an  isolation  hos- 
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pital  can  appreciate  the  exceaaive  annoyance,  discomfort  and  loss 
which  are  thus  entaik^d.  Especially  is  this  true  with  regard  to  those 
in  moderate  circumstances,,  such  as  mechanics  or  small  tradesmen, 
to  whom  every  day  of  loss  of  wages,  or  of  business,  is  a  matter  of  the 
most  serious  import.  Experience  in  England,  in  New  York,  and  to 
.a  cerUiin  extent  in  Philadelphia,  has  amply  demonstrated  that  the 
spread  of  these  diseases  in  families  is  very  much  greater  when  the 
home  is  converted  into  an  isolation  hospital  than  when  the  member 
of  the  family  first  attacked  is  removed  to  a  properly  arranged  and 
fully  equipped  isolation  hospital.  It  heed  scarcely  be  said  that  no 
general  hospital  is  now  willing  to  receive  infectious  diseases,  so  that 
this  first  plan  of  converting  homes  into  isolation  hospitals,  must  be 
continued,  or  other  isolation  hospitals  must  be  provided. 

The  alternative  })lan  is  therefore,  to  establii^h,  not  only  in  every 
city,  but  also  throughout  the  rural  districts,  hospitals  to  which  those 
suffering  from  contagious  diseases,  of  whatever  kind,  may  be  prop- 
erly removed  as  soon  as  the  diagnosis  is  made.  In  a  city  of  the 
large  population  and  immense  area  of  Philadelphia,  for  instance, 
one  such  hospital  is  not  suflficient.  There  should  be  at  least  four,  so 
arranged  as  to  be  comparatively  easy  of  access  from  the  different 
quarters  of  the  city.  These  hospitals  should  not  be  magnificent 
structures  several  stoi'ies  in  height,  with  elaborate  architectural 
adornment,  but  should  be  constructed  of  wood,  on  what  is  know^n  as 
the  pavilion  plan,  and  but  one  story  in  height.  All  of  the  expendi- 
ture should  be  devot<id  to  the  internal  arrangement  and  equipment 
In  consequence  of  the  horror  which  is  inspired  by  small-pox,  it 
would  unquestionably  be  better  that  that  disease  should  be  treated 
in  an  entirely  distinct  hospital,  and  at  a  different  location  from  the 
others.  Tlie  other  two  should  be  treated  in  separate  pavilions,  but 
might  be  under  a  common  administration.  Separate  ambulances 
should  also  be  provided  for  the  different  diseases. 

The  advantage  to  the  family  in  which  such  diseases  occurs  cannot 
be  over-estimated.  At  the  time  of  the  removal  of  the  patient  the 
house  can  be  inspected  and  disinfected,  and  the  family,  while  not 
(luarantined,  can  be  kept  under  observation,  till  the  period  of  incu- 
bation be  passed,  and  the  wage  earners,  after  a  thorough  disin- 
fection, allowed  to  attend  to  their  daily  duties.  In  this  way,  the 
interference  with  attendance  of  children  on  school  will  be  very 
greatly  diminished.  The  plan  is  in  the  highest  sense  both  humanita- 
li'rin  and  economical.  As  remarked  by  Dr.  Hryce,  it  is,  in  many  in- 
stances, absolutely  impossible  for  the  mother  of  a  large  family  to 
nurse,  for  instance,  a  case  of  diphtheria,  and  attend  to  her  many 
other  household  duties.  It  is  indeed  cruel  to  permit  a  poor  family 
to  \n\  with  an  almost  certainty,  afflicted  in  all  its  susceptible  mem- 
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bers,  with  a  disease  so  fatal;  and  it  is  unjust  and  absurd  to  expect 
a  wage  earner  to  be  prevented  from  earning  the  necessaries  of  life, 
while,  with  almost  absolute  certainty  house  quarantine  will  extend 
the  area  and  period  of  sickness,  inflicting,  as  well  a«  an  unnecessarily 
large  doctor's  bill,  a  tolerably  certain  undertaker's  bill  in  addition." 

The  paper  by  Dr.  Bryce  was  generally  discussed,  and  his  sugges- 
tions met  with  the  universal  approval,  so  far  as  the  desirability  of  the  . 
step  proposed  was  concerned,  the  only  question  being  with  regard  to 
its  practicability  in  small  towns  and  sparsely  settled  districts.    The 
subject  was  referred  to  a  committee  which  reported  as  follows: 

**1.  That  the  principle  of  the  establishment  of  isolation  hospitals, 
as  a  preferable  method  to  placarding  houses  and  quarantining  fam- 
ilies, has  been  fully  confirmed,  both  by  general  experience  and  the 
experience  of  members  of  the  conference. 

2.  That  the  practical  diflSculties:  Fir^t,  Of  expense  of  establish- 
ment. Second,  Of  the  removal  of  persons  suffering  from  dangerous 
infectious  diseases  thereto  are  not  so  serious  in  practice  as  at  first 
sight  would  appear,  since  the  simple  character  of  the  isolated  build- 
ings required  in  many  cases  for  handling  first  cases,  and  the  dis- 
criuiinalion  which  ought  to  be  exercised  by  medical  health  officers 
in  the  removal  of  persons,  will  be  found  to  largely  remove  what  in 
many  cases  appeared  insui>erable  difliculties. 

3.  That  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  position  which  all  our  state 
and  provincial  boards  should  take  is  that  of  urging  from  the  stand- 
points of  duty  and  economy,  their  local  boards  to  establish  places  of 
isolation  for  those  cases  of  diphtheria,  etc.,  which  in  their  opinion 
will  be  dangerous  to  the  household  and  to  the  community^ 

4.  That  contemporaneously  with  education  along  the  above  lines, 
state  and  provincial  boards  ought  to  press  for  such  legislaition  as 
will  place  them  and  their  local  boards  in  a  position  to  enforce  such 
isolation  as  the  circumstances  may  demand." 

There  is  no  question  in  my  own  mind  that  the  existence  of  such 
hospitals,  provided  with  every  means  which  modern  science  can  sug- 
gest for  tlie  proper  treatment  of  such  cases,  not  only  comfortably  but 
tastefully  furnished,  would  be  at  once  appreciated  by  the  community 
and  that  families  in  good  circumstances  would  be  anxious  to  avail 
themselves  of  such  opportunities,  and  to  pay  well  for  the  privilege, 
so  that  such  establishments  would  not  only  pay  for  themselves,  but 
might  be  a  profitable  investment.  The  mother  of  the  family,  or  the 
elder  sister,  could  go  with  the  patient,  so  that  a  little  child  would 
not  be  compelled  to  suffer  the  pangs  of  bereavement;  and  the  home 
would  thus  cease  to  be  an  isolation  hospital,  with  a  placard  on  the 
front  door  stating  the  fact.  As  soon  as  proper  disinfection  had 
been  performed,  the  father  of  the  family  could  go  out  to  business  as 
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usual,  and  the  social  life  of  the  house  could  proceed  without  inter- 
I'uption. 

All  the  discomforts,  anxieties,  vexations  and  perplexities  accom- 
panying the  presence  of  a  case  of  infectious  disease  In  the  house 
would  thus  be  avoided.  Not  only  would  it  be  a  means  of  protec- 
tion to  the  other  members  of  the  family,  but  the  chancea  for  the  pa- 
tient himself  would  be  greatly  improved.  I  say  fhis  advisedly,  and 
desire  to  give  my  reason  for  this  belief.  During  the  past  year, 
small-pox  has  prevailed  in  Harrisburg,  the  capital  of  Pennsylvania. 
At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  the  city  council  of  Harrisburg,  erected  a  small  isolation  hos- 
pital, and,  after  that  building  was  in  readiness  to  receive  occupants, 
every  case  was  at  once  removed  to  it.  Extreme  care  had  been  taken 
in  the  ventilation  of  the  wards.  All  the  used  up  and  infected 
air  of  the  building  was  drawn  out  by  means  of  artificial  exhaus- 
tion, and  passed  through  a  furnace  designed  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  excreta  and  garbage  of  the  institution.  Warm  fresh  air 
was  constantly  introduced.  The  amount  of  fresh  air  thus  furnished 
was  greatly  in  excess  of  that  with  which  the  patients  were  pro- 
vided in  their  own  homes.  The  consequence  was,  as  I  have  been  as- 
sured by  the  chairman  of  the  sanitary  committee,  who  had  the  gen- 
eral charge  and  management  of  the  epidemic,  that  shortly  after  ad- 
mission the  temperature  of  the  patients  fell,  the  nervous  irritability 
diminished,  and  as  a  rule  they  soon  fell  into  a  quiet  sleep;  in  cases 
in  which  wild  delirium  had  been  present  on  entering,  they  awoke 
from  this  slumber  refreshed  and  calm.  The  experience  of  Harris- 
burg in  this  matter  is  valuable  as  regards  the  necessary  expense  of 
such  a  building.  Their  hospital  will  accommodate  with  ease  forty 
patients;  it  is  one  story  high,  seventy-six  feet  in  length  and  thirty- 
six  in  width.  Its  ventilation,  as  I  have  said,  is  very  perfect,  and  its 
cremation  furnace  is  so  effective  that  not  a  particle,  either  of  infected 
material  or  of  infected  air  can  possibly  escape  from  the  building.  I 
believe  that  it  could  witli  safety  be  placed  in  a  populous  neighbor- 
hood.   The  entire  cost  was  only  three  thousand  dollars. 

\\^iether  pay  patients  should  be  received  in  separate  wards,  sep- 
arate pavilions  or  in  entirely  distinct  establishments  from  charity 
cases  is  a  mere  question  of  detail.  It  might  be  quite  possible  to  have 
distinct  wards  or  distinct  pavilions  in  the  same  enclosure  for  such 
caHPH,  as  is  now  the  custom  in  general  hospitals.  But,  as  one  great 
object  would  be  to  make  such  refuges  so  attractive  that  compulsory 
removal  would  cease  to  be  necessary,  it  might  be  well  to  have  en- 
tirely separate  institutions.  If  this  latter  plan  were  adopted,  how- 
ever, it  should  be  a  sine  qua  non  that  the  hospital  should  be  undeR 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  local  health  authorities,  and  that  every 
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detail  of  administration  should  be  in  accordance  with  their  regula- 
tions. In  this  way  alone  could  safety  to  the  community  be  ensured. 
This  need  not  interfere,  however,  with  the  attendance  of  the  family 
physician  on  his  own  case  in  the  hospital.  This  would  be  essential 
to  making  the  movement  a  popular  one,  and  would  go  very  far 
towards  recommending  it  to  the  patient  and  his  family.  The  relief 
to  the  physician  himself  from  the  anxiety  which  he  always  feels  with 
regard  to  other  membeins  of  the  family  would  be  very  great.  At  the 
same  time,  the  facilities  which  would  be  provided  him  for  the  protec- 
tion and  disinfection  of  his  own  clothing  and  person  would  be  suchj 
that  he  would  much  less  apprehensive  of  carrying  the  infection  to 
other  families.  The  methods  of  personal  precaution  insisted  on  in 
such  a  hospital  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  health  au- 
thorities would  also  be  of  very  considerable  educational  value  to  the 
professioD.

REPORT  OF  AN  INTERVIEW  WITH  THE  REPRESENTATIVE 
OF  THE  SUPERVISING  SURGEON  GENERAL  OF  THE 
MARINE  HOSPITAL  SERVICE  AT  W  ASHINGTON,  MAY  9, 
1895. 


In  consequence  of  the  fact  that  the  Ije^slature  was  considering 
the  expediency  of  discontinuing  state  supervision  of  the  quarantine 
on  the  Delaware  river,  your  Secretary  considered  it  a  matter  of  con- 
siderable importance  to  learn  the  exact  position  of  the  service  es- 
tablished by  the  United  States  Federal  Government  on  Delaware  bay 
for  the  prevention  of  the  introduction  of  contagious  disease  into  this 
Commonwealth,  and  for  that  purpose  visited  Washington  on  the 
9th  of  May.  In  the  absence  of  the  Surgeon  General,  an  interview 
was  had  with  his  first  assistant,  and  the  fact  was  demonstrated  that, 
although  the  arrangements  at  the  Delaware  breakwater  and  at 
Reedy  bland  were  not  such  as  are  demanded  by  modern  maritime 
sanitation  in  the  interest  of  the  comfort  of  passengers  and  of  the 
least  possible  interference  with  traffic,  yet  they  were  such  as  could 
be  relied  upon  to  prevent  introduction  of  contagion.  Assurances 
were  given  your  Secretary  that  the  points  with  regard  to  which 
there  is  at  present  a  deficiency  would  be  carefully  considered,  and  so 
far  as  possible  remedied  at  an  early  date.

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Abstract  of  the  rroceedings  of  the  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
National  Conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  the  Ebbitt  House,  Wa^ington,  D.  C,  on 
December  32*14,  1894,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  O.  H.  Liudsey, 
president. 

There  were  present,  Dr.  Jerome  ('(xhran,  Montgomery,  Ala.;  Dr.

2.  What  is  the  best  method  for  gov(?rnmental  dealing  with  tuber- 
culous cattle?  (Discussion  opened  by  Dr.  Florence  O.  Donohue,  of 
New  York.) 

Proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Connecticut. 

3.  The  necessity  for  legislation  to  give  the  state  board  of  health  in 
each  state  power  to  enforce  its  orders  and  recommendations  relat- 
ing to  public  health.  (Discussion  opened  by  George  P.  Ingersoll, 
Esq.,  of  Connecticut.) 

Proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Kentucky. 

4.  Should  medical  colleges  be  required  to  devote  adequate  time 
to  instruction  in  hygiene,  and  exact  of  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
doctor  of  medicine  an  examination  in  this  branch  of  medical  educa- 
tion?

6.  What  measures  should  be  taken  by  the  state  boards  of  health 
to  prevent  the  conveyance  of  small-pox  contagion  by  tramps?  (Dis- 
cussion opened  by  Dr.  C.  N.  Hewitt,  of  Minnesota.) 

Proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Michigan. 

7.  (a)  Just  what  national  healtli  legislation  is  most  important  at 
tbis  time?  Is  it  most  important  that  such  legislation  be  for  the  crea- 
tion of  a  national  health  service  which  shall  deal  with  the  most  im* 
portant  causes  of  sickness  and  of  mortality  in  the  United  States, 
with  reference  to  their  causation,  restriction  and  prevention?  (Dis- 
cussion to  be  opened  by  Dr.  Henry  P.  Walcott,  of  Massachusetts.) 

(b)  Hhould  future  legislation  relating  to  quarantine  be  based  upon 
the  theory  that  the  general  government  should  have  quarantine  juris- 
diction, and  perform  quarantine  duties,  at  all  United  States  ports  of 
entry,  leaving  to  the  states,  unimpaired,  all  the  powers  they  now  ex- 
ercise, to  make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  to  secure  the  safety  of  their  inhabitants?  (Discus- 
sion opened  by  Dr.  Irving  A.  Watson,  of  New  Hampshire.) 

Under  the  proposition  "The  necessity  of  legislation  to  give  to  the 
state  boards  of  health  in  each  state  power  to  enforce  its  orders  and 
recommendations  relating  to  public  health,"  the  discussion  was 
opened  by  George  P.  Ingalls,  Esq.,  of  the  Connecticut  board.  He 
stated  that  every  department  except  that  having  charge  of  public 
health  had  been  empowered  to  enforce  its  own  decrees.  The  only 
power  which  boards  of  health  had  at  the  present  time  was  advisory; 
they  had  a  right  to  inquire  into  serious  existing  unsanitary  condi- 
tions and  to  report,  and  make  public,  their  findings,  but  had  no 
power  to  suppress  existing  nuisances. 

He  cited  an  instance  occurring  in  the  experience  of  the  Connecti- 
cut Board.  A  county  jail  having  accommodations  for  a  certain  num 
ber  of  inmates  were  overcrowded  to  three  times  the  number.  Bunks 
were  built  in  the  passageways  after  all  the  cells  had  been  doubly 
filled.  The  closet  privileges  were  one  open  hopper  closet  in  the  end 
of  the  corridor  occupied  by  the  bunks. 

The  local  authorities  refused  to  make  any  change  on  the  plea  of 
expense,  and  the  state  board  had  no  authority  other  than  to  advise 
an  enlargement  of  the  institution. 

Upon  discussion,  a  difference  of  ojnnion  seemed  to  exist  as  to  the 
advisability  of  interfering  with  local  boards  of  health  authorities,  it 
seeming  to  be  preferable  to  reach  the  needs  of  the  case  throughle 
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those  who  were  in  immediate  contact  with  local  conditions  and  those 
who  had  local  influence;  while  to  others  it  appeared  desirable  that 
some  higher  authority  should.be  granted  which  might  be  respected 
by  the  local  politician  or  other  persons  having  a  pernicious  control- 
ling influence. 

Dr.  Florence  Donohue,  of  New  York  Boards  read  a  paper  on  the 
best  method  of  dealing  with  tuberculosis  in  cattle. 

He  referred  to  the  great  prevalence  of  this  disease  among  the 
cattle  of  his  state,  as  had  been  shown  by  a  recent  investigation  of 
numerous  herds  of  dairy  cattle. 

He  advocated  the  establishment  of  a  cattle  commission,  which 
should  devote  its  attention  to  the  subject  of  diseases  in  cattle,  and 
also  thought  it  desirable  to  compensate  the  owner  for  loss  of  cattle 
to  a  certain  proportionate  value. 

As  a  result  of  tlie  discussion,  it  was  shown  thfit  while  certain 
states — Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island  and  others — ^had  adopted  the 
plan  of  partial  compensation,  yet  it  was  asstimed  by  others  that  this 
would  in  time  entail  an  enormous  expense  and  would  serve  to  intro- 
duce pauper  methods  into  the  occupation  of  farming,  and  would  be 
pernicious  in  the  end. 

Others  considered  that  a  control  could  be  maintained  by  a  regu- 
lar inspection  of  all  herds  by  a  veterinarian  in  the  employ  of  the 
boards  of  health  and  a  certificate  be  issued  to  all  producers  having 
no  infected  cattle.  In  this  way  the  dairyman  would  dispose  of  all 
such  cattle  in  preference  to  losing  his  trade,  no  milk  being  salable 
from  a  farmer  having  no  certificate. 

The  possibility  of  inspection  of  the  meat  and  of  the  milk  from  all 
animals  to  be  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli  was  shown  to  be  imprac- 
ticable, in  as  much  as  the  bacilli  are  not  always  present  in  the  milk, 
and  when  present  are  not  easily  found  unless  the  udder  of  the  animal 
is  diseased,  in  which  case  the  farmer  would  not  probably  milk  from 
that  cow.  i 

Under  the  question  "should  medical  colleges  be  required  to  devote 
an  adequate  time  to  the  instruction  in  hygiene,  and  exact  of  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine,  an  examination  in  this 
branch  of  medical  education?"  a  discussion  was  opened  by  Dr. 
Richard  R.  Lewis,  of  North  Carolina. 

It  was  shown  by  a  number  of  the  members  of  examining  boards 
from  states  where  a  medical  practice  law  is  in  vogue  that  it  was  the 
exception  that  the  ciindidate  showed  any  knowledge  of  hygiene  and 
sanitation,  although  proficient  in  all  the  other  branches.  It  wap 
proposed  that  of  those  colleges  whose  diploma  is  considered  suflft 
cient  examination  to  permit  them  to  practice  medicine  only  such  col 
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leges  as  made  this  branch  a  subject  for  full  consideration  and  re 
quired  examination  and  marking  upon  tliis  study  should  be  admitted 
into  the  list 

The  following  resolution^  offered  by  Dr.  Lee,  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Board,  in  reference  to  the  establishment  of  hospitals  for  the  recep- 
tion and  care  of  patients  suffering  with  pulmonary  consumption, 
was  passed  by  the  conference: 

"Whereas,  The  conditions  prevailing  in  the  homes  of  the  poor  are 
such  as  to  favor  the  spread  of  tubercular  consumption,  and 

"WTiereas,  All  general  hospitals  decline  to  receive  patienta  suffer- 
ing from  this  disease,  especially  in  its  later  stages,  when  the  danger 
of  the  communication  is  greatest,  and 

"Whereas,  The  establishment  of  consumption  hospitals  in  Euro 
pean  countries  has  been  followed  by  a  reduction  in  the  mortality 
from  this  disease, 

"Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  conference,  hospitals  for  the 
consumptive  poor  should  be  establi&hed  by  the  authorities  of  all 
large  cities  as  a  sanitary  meastire,  independently  of  charitable  mo- 
tives and  considerations." 

The  question  "whether  boards  of  health  could  be  of  service  to  each 
other  in  controlling  the  spread  of  small-pox  by  tramps,"  was  pre- 
sented. 

Dr.  Metcalf,  of  the  Indiana  Board,  cited  the  work  done  by  his 
board  in  requiring  that  all  tramps  should  be  vaccinated  before  being 
allowed  to  proceed  into  or  through  the  state  of  Indiana.  It  was  evi- 
dent that  although  the  city  of  Chicago  had  done  little  to  protect 
Indiana  from  the  invasion  of  varioloid  through  the  medium  of 
tramps,  that  the  state  of  Ohio  and  all  states  east  tliereof  had  cause  to 
be  grateful  to  the  Indiana  Board  for  the  enforcement  c .  this  regula- 
tion. 

The  question  propounded  by  the  state  of  W^isconsin,  "Shall  the 
state  maintain  supervision  of  the  propagation  of  vaccine  virus?"  wa^ 
presented,  and  the  discussion  opened  by  Dr.  Scott,  of  the  Illinois 
Board. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  was  to  the  effect  that  there  should  be  as 
perfect  a  control  of  all  virus  used  in  the  individual  states  as  possible. 
Inasmuch  as  it  was  impracticable  for  all  states  to  maintain  vaecine 
farms,  it  was  decided  that  if  all  farms  producing  virus  were  fre 
quently  inspected,  and  certain  requirements  in  the  gathering  of  tho 
virus  were  insisted  upon,  in  order  to  receive  the  commendation  of 
each  board,  that  a  control  could  be  maintained  upon  all  farms  either 
under  State  or  private  management. 

Upon  the  motion  of  Dr.  Lee,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Board,  Drs 
Swarts  of  Rhode  Island,  Scott  of  Illinois,  and  Wingate  of  Wisconsin 
were  appointed  as  a  committee  to  examine,  inspect  and  report  uponi 
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tlie  coudilions  found  at  the  various  fai'ms  now  propagating  virus, 
to  formulate  sucli  requirements  as  would  seem  most  desirable,  and 
to  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting;  and  also  to  make  preliminary 
reports  from  time  to  time  through  the  Monthly  Bulletin  of  the  Rhode 
Island  Board. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Bryce  of  the  Ontario  Provincial  Board,  Dr. 
Swarts  was  requested  by  the  president  to  open  the  discussion  on  the 
proposition  "How  can  state  boards  of  health  best  accomplish  the  re- 
striction and  prevention  of  consumption?" 

The  discussion  dealt  with  the  manner  in  which  the  disease  was 
disseminated  by  the  careless  and  promiscuous  disposal  of  the  ex- 
pectorated matters,  whereby  the  atmosphere  of  a  house  occupied 
by  a  consumptive  became  a  centre  of  infection.  The  dangers  arising 
from  infection  from  beds  in  hotels,  railway  sleepers  and  the  a<jcumu- 
lation  in  public  and  penal  Institutions  of  this  class  of  patients.  The 
methods  at  present  in  use  for  the  study  and  restriction  of  the  disease 
were  dwelt  upon  to  some  extent. 

The  following  proposition  from  the  state  of  Michigan  was  first 
treated  of  by  Dr.  Walcott  of  the  Massachusetts  Board: 

**7.  (a)  .lust  what  national  health  legislation  is  most  important  at 
this  time?  Is  it  most  important  that  such  legislation  be  for  the  crea 
tion  of  a  national  health  service  which  shall  deal  with  the  most  im- 
jxirlant  causes  of  sickness  and  of  mortality  in  the  United  States  with 
reference  to  their  causation,  restriction  and  prevention?" 

The  general  result  of  the  discussion  showed  that  a  control  of  quar- 
antine at  ports  and  interstate  quarantine,  wherever  and  whenever 
the  local  quarantine  was  unable  or  inefficient  to  give  the  proper  at- 
t(»ution  to  detail,  should  be  given  to  some  central  authority,  and  that 
there  shouK  be  a  national  board  with  proper  authority,  organized 
to  meet  with  these  requirements. 

This  board  might  be  one  appointed  by  Congress,  or  preferably 
should  be  composed  of  one  representative  from  each  health  board 
of  each  state.  In  this  way  no  arbitrary  measures  would  be  likely 
to  be  forced  upon  any  state  unnecessarily  and  without  the  sanction 
of  all  the  state  boards,  and  a  confidence  could  be  felt  in  the  adminis 
tration  of  a  board  made  up  in  this  way,  which  would  not  be  accorded 
a  body  appointed  by  Congress. 

The  lack  of  ability  in  executive  attention  of  the  present  control  of 
quarantine  was  cited  in  point  of  this  last  argument,  and  a  strong 
objection  was  shown  by  those  i)resent  having  well  established  quar- 
antine fac  ilities  of  their  own.  The  latter,  however,  agreed  that  a  co- 
operative action  between  such  a  board  and  the  local  board  would  be 
of  immense  service,  but  the  local  board  did  not  care  to  have  its  own 
power  made  subservient  to  the  action  of  a  board  which  might  not  be 
cojrniznnt  of  the  local  conditions  of  comm'^rce  and  oapabUitie^QQQTp 
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After  accepting  an  invitation  from  Dr.  Kinyoun,  of  the  Marine 
Hospital  Service  to  attend  a  lecture  and  demonstration  of  themethods 
used  in  the  propagation  of  the  production  of  the  anti-diphtheria 
serum,  and  also  an  invitation  from  Dr.  Ralph  Walsh  to  visit  the 
National  Vaccine  Farm  in  Georgetown,  the  meeting  was  adjourned. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  examine,  inspect  and  report  upon 
the  conditions  found  at  the  various  farms,  producing  vaccine  virus, 
to  formulate  such  requirements  as  would  seem  most  desirable  in  the 
production  of  this  material,  and  to  report  at  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing; and  also  to  make  preliminary  reports  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Monthly  Bulletin  of  the  State  Board  of  Rhode  Island.  This  com- 
mittee consisted  of  Dr.  G.  T.  Swarts,  of  the  Rhode  Island  Board,  Dr. 
J.  W.  Scott,  secretary  of  the  Illinois  Board,  and  Dr.  U.  O.  B.  Win: 
gate,  of  the  Minnesota  Board. 

The  method  proposed  by  the  committee  is  to  inspect  personally 
every  farm,  producing  vaccine  virus,  within  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  the  members  of  the  committee.  When  the  farms  are  remote,  to 
obtain,  if  possible,  a  report  from  the  board  which  is  nearest  to  the 
farnu  the  report  being  a  result  of  a  recent  inspection  and  attention 
being  given  to  all  the  detail  of  the  operation  and  conforming  as  far 
as  possible  to  the  same  lines  of  investigation. 


REPORT  OF  INSPECTIONS  OF  VACCINE  FARMS  BY  COMMIT- 
TEE APPOINTED  BY  THE  NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  OF 
STATE  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH.* 


The  National  Vaccine  establishment,  1504  II  street,  N.  W.,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  is  under  the  superintendence  of  Dr.  Ralph  Walsh.  The 
immediate  supervision  and  operation  of  vaccination  of  the  animak 
and  charging  the  points  is  attended  to  by  Dr.  W.  F.  Elgin. 

The  stables  are  located  in  Maryland,  just  over  the  line  from 
Georgetown,  near  Washington.  The  location  is  on  a  very  high  pla- 
teau overlooking  the  Capitol;  is  dry  and  in  a  sparsely  settled  farm- 
ing country. 

In  the  incubation  or  waiting  stables,  the  structure  is  of  wood,  the 
insides  unsealed,  and  whitewashed.  The  floor  is  cemented.  No 
bedding  is  used. 

The  vaccinating  room  is  a  warm,  well  lighted,  wooden  structure 
witli  whitev.aslied  wooden  sides  and  wooden  floor.  The  exclusion 
of  flies,  in  summer,  is  effected  by  screening  in  windows. 

•Note. — The  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  Board  having  participated  in  thepo 
inspections,  the  committee  has  courteously  furnished  him  copies  of  the  -.ports 
in  advance  of  the  meeting. 
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The  animals  used  are  inspected  by  (he  operating  surgeon. 

The  animals  preferred  are  not  over  two  years  of  age  nor  under  six 
months.  They  are  obtained  direct  from  the  farmers  in  the  vicinity 
and  the  herd  from  which  they  are  taken  is  known. 

The  point  selected  for  vaccination  is  on  the  buttocks  on  both  sides, 
and  quite  near  the  spine.  The  area  prepared  for  vaccination  is 
about  six  by  twelve  inches,  and  the  area  of  each  scarification  i» 
about  four  inches  square. 

The  animal  is  under  no  restraint  while  being  operated  upon,  being 
upon  the  feet  and  held  in  a  stall  so  arranged  as  to  prevent  freedom  of 
movement  of  the  head,  but  allowing  of  slight  movement  of  the  body. 

The  hands  of  the  operator  are  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed 
with  soap  and  water,  and  the  instruments  are  washed  in  the  same 
way.  The  operator  wears  a  clean  linen  apron.  The  serum  is  re- 
moved from  the  vesicle  on  the  fifth  day.  The  vesicle  matures  more 
rapidly  in  summer  than  in  winter. 

The  vesicle  or  inspissate  serum,  forming  an  amber  and  yellow 
crust  and  which  is  quite  adherent,  and  lays  very  flat,  is  removed  by 
an  ordinary  flat  bladed  knife,  and  the  surface  scraped  with  the  edge 
of  the  knife  to  remove  any  small  adherent  particles  from  the  wound. 
The  surface  presents  a  whitish-yellow  appearance  upon  which  the 
exuding  serum  begins  to  form,  looking  like  a  layer  of  dew.  As  soon 
as  this  has  exuded  sufHciently  the  large  seed  points,  which  are  foui 
inches  long  and  five-eighths  wide,  are  pressed  upon  the  wound  and  a 
large  number  prepared  for  subsequent  vaccinations  upon  other 
animals.  The  surface  is  thoroughly  and  softly  washed  with  boiled 
water,  no  sponges  being  used.  In  place  of  the  sponge,  absorbent 
cotton  is  used,  which  is  thrown  away  after  passing  over  the  wound 
once,  and  a  new  piece  is  taken.  The  serum  is  placed  upon  the  points 
in  the  following  manner:  The  points  are  first  sterilized  by  boiling. 
This  tends  to  soften  them  somewhat  and  they  are  again  sterilized 
by  being  placed  in  boiling  water  for  an  hour  and  then  dried  in  the 
oven.  The  points  are  placed  with  clean  hands  in  a  clamp  which 
binds  them  by  the  base,  the  points  b^ing  left  free;  about  fifty  points 
to  the  clamp.  The  serum  is  taken  from  the  wound  by  pressing  the 
wound  slightly  with  a  sweeping  motion  over  the  whole  surface  and 
gathered  upon  a  cameFs  hair  brush  of  about  six-eighths  of  an 
inch  breadth.  The  serum  is  painted  upon  the  ends  of  the  points. 
The  clamps  are  placed  to  one  side  and  allowed  to  dry.  The 
points  are  then  dropped  into  a  clean  sheet  of  paper  and  poured  into 
sterilized  glass  j«nrs  and  sealed  up  from  moisture.  At  no  point  in 
the  operation  from  the  time  of  placing  the  points  in  the  clamps  to  the 
time  of  placing  the  points  in  the  shipping  envelopes,  are  the  points 
touched  with  the  hand.    This  precludes  the  possibility  of  the  oper- 
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ator  inoculating  the  points  with  dirt  or  soiling  of  the  hand  which 
might  occnr  in  the  operating  room  either  by  accidentally  handling 
the  animal  or  any  of  the  inslrnments,  towels  or  clothing. 

The  envelope  consists  of  a  paste-board  outside  with  a  lining  of 
rubber  gauze  or  tissue.  Upon  this  tissue,  and  adhering  to  it  is  a 
double  layer  of  heavy  tissue  paper  with  pockets  into  which  the  points 
are  pueAied  and  which  when  folded  up  with  five  points  upon  each 
side  is  intended  to  preserve  the  points  from  moisture.  An  advantage 
claimed  in  addition  to  this  is  that  the  dispenser  or  retailer  of  the 
points  can,  with  a  pair  of  scissors,  cut  off  a  section  of  the  envelope 
containing  one  or  more  points  without  handling  the  point  or  remov- 
ing from  its  original  seal.  This  assists  in  preventing  the  druggist 
from  handliijg  the  points  with  hands  which  have  just  come,  from  mix- 
ing some  irritable  compound  or  handling  some  dirty  substance,  and 
the  point  is  not  removed  from  its  case  until  tlie  physician  removes 
it  directly  to  the  wound.  The  only  point  in  the  whole  operation 
where  the  points  are  handled,  from  the  time  of  placing  them  in  the 
clamp  to  the  time  of  vaccination  of  the  person,  is  when  the  points 
are  placed  in  the  envelopes  by  the  packers.  This  brings  the  vesicle 
of  the  animal  directly  to  the  point  of  vaccination. 

As  soon  as  the  wound  shows  a  tendency  to  glaze  over  by  the  dry 
ing  of  the  serum  the  vesicle  is  abandoned  and  another  crust  re- 
moved. 

No  crusts  are  sold  or  preserved.  No  fluid  lymph  is  at  present 
placed  upon  the  market,  but  arrangements  are  being  made  to  provide 
for  this  for  shipment  into  foreign  countries  and  for  selling  a  larger 
amount  in  bulk  than  would  be  contained  upon  a  point.

Dear  Sir:  I  shall  be  glad  to  supplement  the  information  gleaned  in 
my  somewhat  hasty  inspection  of  your  vaccine  propagating  estab- 
lishment, recently  made,  by  replies  to  the  following  questions: 

1.  After  a  scarification  or  abrasion  of  the  surface,  is  the  wound 
cleansed  in  any  way  before  vaccination? 

Only  by  absorption  and  wiping  with  a  soft  cotton  towel. 

2.  Does  the  operaitor  take  any  personal  precautions  in  the  way  of 
disinfection? 
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Yes;  the  hands  carefully  washed  in  a  mild  solution  of  carbolic 
acid.    The  outer  garment  a  also  covered. 

3.  On  what  day  is  the  virus  collected? 
At  full  maturity. 

4.  How  long  does  it  take  for  the  maturity  of  the  vescicle? 

From  six  to  nine  days;  but  75  per  cent,  of  cases  about  seven  days. 

5.  Upon  what  physical  appearance  does  the  operator  depend  to  de- 
termine the  proper  stage  for  collection? 

Commencing  with  the  fifth  day  from  record,  the  case  is  watched 
hourly,  the  crust  gradually  becomes  umbilicated  by  reason  of  in- 
creased inflammation  at  outer  edges,  and  at  maturity  tiie  area  is 
white,  exudes  l^mph  which  must  be  of  proper  viscidity.  The  tem- 
perature is  also  watched. 

6.  What  is  the  character  and  color  of  the  crust,  and  how  is  it  re- 
moved?- 

The  cow-pox  crust  is  a  clear  amber  in  color,  is  carefully  removed 
(to  prevent  bleeding)  with  a  wooden  instrument  made  for  the  pur- 
pose. 

7.  How  is  the  surface  cleansed  before  collecting  the  virus? 
With  a  soft  sponge  and  tepid  water. 

8.  How  are  the  seed  points  prepared? 

The  same  as  merchant  points,  but  nine  to  ten  months  of  the  year 
we  transmit  direct  liquid  lymph. 

9.  Are  crusts  ever  used  for  seeding? 
Certainly  not. 

10.  How  are  the  points  charged? 

Direct  from  the  vesicle  on  the  animal.  Triple  charged;  always 
from  two,  often  from  three,  cases. 

11.  What  form  of  covering  is  used  in  shipping  the  points? 

We  have  tried  glass  and  metal  boxes,  but  abandoned  them  ten 
years  ago,  since  which  time  we  have  been  using  an  adhesive  gum 
cloth,  which  is  absolutely  air  and  moisture  proof. 

12.  Are  crusts  ever  sold  or  preserved? 

No;  we  do  not  have  an  inquiry  for  one  in  five  years.  No  concern 
in  this  country  today  propagates  a  genuine  crust  case,  and  the  new 
ones  in  the  business  never  saw  one. 

13.  Is  virus  sold  in  fluid  form? 
No.

Dear  Sir:   Your  favor  of  12th  inst.  came  duly  to  hand  and  noted. 
We  regret  delay  of  reply  to  foregoing  inquiries.    We  did  not  overt 
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look  the  matter,  but  have  been  short-handed  and  busy  almost  day 
and  night  for  two  weeks,  owing  to  a  fresh  outbreak  of  small-pox  in 
three  of  the  Southern  states.  We  get  the  "Abstract  of  Sanitary  Re- 
ports," as  do  you,  but  often  have  to  regret  the  very  meagre  accounts 
of  small-pox  given,  but  of  course  reports  are  simply  not  given  to 
the  Department 

We  will  add,  that  since  our  establishment  here,  nearly  22  years, 
we  have  used  over  8,000  animals  and  have  never  had  a  mishap  occur 
from  the  use  of  our  product.  We  would  again  suggest  that  you 
come  up;  it  is  important,  in  fact,  that  you  learn  a  few  things  by 
word  of  mouth.

1.  What  is  the  name  of  your  establishment? 
Jenner  Vaccine  Farm. 

2.  How  many  animals  do  you  accommodate  in  your  incubation  sta- 
bles, and  what  precautions  are  taken  as  regards  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  stables? 

Twenty  to  thirty;  stable  kept  as  clean  as  possible;  use  lime  freely. 

3.  At  what  age  do  you  prefer  to  get  the  animals? 
Pour  to  six  months. 

4.  What  is  your  point  of  selection  for  vaccination? 
Between  thighs. 

5.  What  is  the  area  of  scarification? 
From  one  to  one  and  one-half  inches  square. 

6.  Do  you  scarify  with  a  sharp  edge  or  simply  abrade  by  scraping? 
With  a  sharp  edge,  but  not  too  deep. 

7.  After  scarification  or  abrasion,  is  the  wound  cleansed  in  any 
way  before  vaccination? 

Carefully  cleansed  with  warm  water  and  scraped  off  with  a  clean 
spatula. 

8.  Does  the  operator  take  any  personal  precautions  in  the  way  of 
disinfection? 
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Personal  cleaDliuess. 

9.  On  what  day  is  the  vh*us  collected? 
From  seventh  to  tenth  day. 

10.  How  long  does  it  take  for  the  maturity  of  the  vesicle? 
Seven  to  ten  days. 

11.  Upon  what  physical  appearance  does  the  operator  depend  to 
determine  the  proper  stage  for  collection? 

By  full  developed  vesicle,  healthy  appearance,  and  a  loosening  of 
edges  of  crust. 

12.  Wliat  is  the  character  and  color  of  the  crust,  and  how  is  it 
removed? 

Of  a  golden  color,  removed  by  means  of  a  syiatula. 

13.  How  is  the  surface  cleansed  before  collecting  the  virus? 
Spatula. 

14.  How  are  the  seed  points  prepared? 
Same  way  as  the  points  we  send  out. 

15.  Are  crusts  ever  used  for  seeding? 
On  rare  occasions. 

16.  How  are  the  points  charged? 

By  dipping  in  virus  oozing  from  vesicle. 

17.  What  form  of  covering  is  used  in  shipping  the  points? 
Silver  boxes. 

18.  Are  crusts  sold  or  preserved? 
Sold  when  desired. 

19.  Is  virus  sold  in  fluid  form? 
Sometimes  in  form  of  lymph  tubes. 


THfi  LANCASTER  COUNTY  VACCINE  FARMS. 


Report  of  the  inspection  of  the  Lancaster  County  Vaccine  Farms, 
by  Dr.  Lee,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Board,  and  Dr.  Swarts,  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Board,  December  15,  1894. 


The  principal  farm  of  this  company  is  located  in  Marietta,  a  small 
town  about  three  hours  ride  from  Philadelphia,  in  Lancaster  county, 
Pennsylvania.  It  is  situated  in  a  fertile  valley  upon  the  Susque- 
hanna river,  and  is  not  closely  settled.  A  second  farm  is  in  operation 
in  Omaha,  Nebraska. 

The  incubation  stable  is  a  large,  airy,  well  lighted  room  in  a 
wooden  building  with  painted  walls,  and  heated  by  steam;  the  ca- 
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pacity  of  this  stable  is  one  hundred  head  of  calves.  The  whole  la 
heated  by  steam.  The  floors  are  of  earth,  the  moisture  from  the  drop- 
pings being  absorbed  by  free  use  of  bog  moss.  Dry  straw  is  used 
as  bedding.  Hard  wood  stanchions  admitting  of  free  movement  of 
the  head  of  the  animal  are  used.  The  drinking  troughs  are  continu 
ous  from  one  end  of  the  line  of  stanchions  to  the  other  and  are  al- 
ways sponged  out  after  the  animals  have  been  watered.  The  barn 
litter  is  thrown  into  a  large  pit  outside  the  stables  and  sprinkled 
freely  with  lime. 

A  systematic  record  of  each  operation  is  kept,  giving  the  number 
of  the  check  which  is  attached  to  the  animal,  the  owner's  name, 
when  received,  age,  condition  of  animal,  by  whom  vaccinated,  date 
of  vaccination,  from  what  yield  vaccinated,  date  of  return  of  animal, 
cost  of  rental,  and  amount  of  collections. 

In  the  vaccinating  room  the  floors  are  of  wood  and  perfectly  dry. 
Cement  floors  have  been  used  and  given  up  on  account  of  the  ab- 
sorption of  moisture,  the  consequent  dampness  being  injurious  to  the 
points.  Beneath  this  room  are  the  boilers  for  lieating  the  establish 
ment.  The  walls  are  sealed  for  about  Ave  feet  up,  and  the  rest  of  the 
walls  are  hard  finished  and  painted.  The  whole  is  then  varnished. 
The  floors  are  kept  clean  with  hose  and  frequent  washings,  although 
very  little  dirt  comes  to  the  floors  except  from  the  occasional  drop 
pings  of  the  animal  being  operated  upon,  which  are  received  in  a 
tinned  and  painted  gutter  behind  the  operating  racks.  These  are 
immediately  swept  up  and  removed  from  the  room.  Plies  are  ex- 
cluded in  the  summer  time  by  darkening  the  room  with  dark  screens 
over  the  windows  and  creating  a  draught  through  the  room  towards 
a  point  of  light  by  aid  of  fans  run  by  water  motors. 

The  animals  are  obtained  from  throughout  the  immediate  coun- 
try and  are  hired;  not  bought  and  sold.  The  genealogy  of  the 
animals  is  known  perhaps  for  several  generations,  the  same  farmers 
supplying  the  demand.  In  this  way,  the  history  of  the  animal  is 
known  before  the  vaccination  and  the  animal  is  not  lost  sight  of 
afterwards. 

The  age  of  the  animal  preferred  is  over  one  year  and  not  over  two 
years. 

The  point  of  area  of  vaccination  is  on  the  inner  surface  of  the 
thighs.  This  point  is  preferred  as  being  less  lijjble  to  contamination 
when  the  animal  lays  down  and  the  resulting  vesicles  are  found  to 
be  less  liable  to  rupture.  The  size  of  the  scarification  is  about  th^^ 
area  of  a  twenty-five  cent  piece  to  half  a  dollar.  The  surface  is 
first  abraded  with  the  edge  of  the  knife  and  the  sacrifications  are 
made  at  right  angles  over  the  whole  abraded  surface,  considerable 
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blood  being  drawu.    The  blood  lias  ceased  to  How  aud  the  serum  has 
formed  before  the  inoculation  is  made. 

The  points  are  charged  on  the  sixth  or  seventh  day,  when  the 
temperature  has  reached  its  height  and  the  vesicle  is  inflamed. 

The  crusts  are  lifted  or  picked  off.  As  little  disturbance  of  the 
raw  surface  is  made  as  possible.  The  crusts  are  not  cut  or  scraped 
off.  The  exudation  from  surface  is  collected  upon  the  ivory  points 
with  a  camel's  hair  brush,  the  brush  being  touched  only  by  the 
serum,  and  absorbing  the  serum  from  the  surface,  and  is  not  brushed 
over  the  wound.  The  points  have  been  previously  sterilized  by  being 
passed  through  boiling  water,  then  dried  at  180  degrees  Fahrenheit, 
and  then  heated  by  pouring  alcohol  upon  the  points  and  burning  to 
dryness.  The  points  are  placed  in  clamps,  about  eighteen  inches 
in  length,  before  going  to  the  operating  room  aud  the  points  are 
not  touched  again  with  the  hands  until  packed.  The  collection  of 
the  serum  is  discontinued  as  soon  as  it  ceases  to  exude. 

The  same  care  is  exercised  in  the  production  of  the  seed  as  with 
the  small  points. 

Tn  addition  to  ivory  points,  crusts,  and  fluid  serum  in  capillary 
tubes,  and  preserved  with  glycerine,  are  supplied  to  the  market. 

The  points  are  dispensed  in  glass  tulx^s,  ten  in  a  tube.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  ON  THE  FORTY-FIFTH  AN 
NUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SOCIETY  OF  THE 
STATE  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 


The  forty-fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  met  at  Chambersburg,  May  21  to  24,  1895.  The  ad- 
dress in  "Hygiene"  was  delivered  by  a  woman,  Dr.  Hildegard  H. 
jjongsdorf,  of  Carlisle,  and  was  a  strong  and  well  considered  plea 
for  more  extended  governmental  supervision  for  fhe  control  of  im- 
morality in  all  its  phases,  as  to  this  could  be  traced  more  than  to  any 
other  cause,  the  race  deterioriation  which  is  going  on  at  the  present 
time. 

Dr.  George  G.  Groff,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  read  an  earnest 
paper  on  "Typhoid  Fever,  and  the  Carelessness  of  the  General  Public 
in  Spreading  the  Germs  of  the  Disease." 

Your  Secretary  presented,  a  paper  on  "The  Necessity  for  a  Slate 
System  of  Registration  of  Vital  Statistics  in  Pennsylvania,"  a  copy  of 
which  is  appended. 
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Dr.  F.  LeMoyne,  of  Pittsburgh,  read  an  important  paper  on  tlie 
sjjbject  of  "The  necessity  for  the  advertisement  and  isolation  of  cer- 
tain contagious  and  infectious  diseases." 

Other  papers  on  sanitary  subjects  were  presented,  and  it  was  no- 
ticeable that  these  questions  excited  on  the  whole  more  interest  and 
provoked  more  discussion  than  those  relating  to  medical  practice. 

'Hie  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  tbe  Society: 

A  resolution  urging  Congress  to  establish  a  department  of  health 
at  Washington. 

A  resolution  urging  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  to  pass  a  bill 
which  would  enable  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  establish  a  proper 
>:vstem  of  registration  of  vital  statistics  in  the  State. 

A  resolution  suggesting  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  the  import- 
ance of  keeping  vaccine  propagating  establishments  under  constant 
:^upervision.    All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Addenda, 

Under  the  head  of  unfinished  business  at  this  morning's  session, 
rise  paper  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Lee  on  "The  Necessity  for  a  State  System 
of  Registration  of  Vital  Statistics  in  Pennsylvania,"  which  was  read 
at  the  meeting  last  evening,  was  taken  up.  As  an  evidence  of  the 
importance  which  the  Society  attached  to  the  fc^ubject  of  this  paper, 
the  following  resolutions-were  unanimously  pa?sed  and  transmitted 
t(»  ihe  Legislature  at  Harrisburg. 

Resolved,  That  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
considers  the  registration  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  at  the 
Central  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  the  Capitol  of  the  State  a 
matter  of  the  utmost  importance  in  the  interest  of  medical  science,  of 
public  health,  and  of  protection  to  human  life;  and  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Society  respectfully  memorializes  the  honor- 
able the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Penn 
sylvania  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bills  introduced  at  the  present 
session  to  authorize  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  employ  a  clerk  for 
the  registration  of  vital  statistics,  to  confer  the  powers  of  a  Board 
of  Health  on  the  school  board  of  each  township,  and  so  to  increase 
the  appropriation  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  as  to  enable  it  to  eflB- 
ciently  discharge  this  important  duty  as  assigned  to  it  by  law. 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  the  preceding  resolu'tions,  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary,  be  at  once  transmitted  to  the  Honorable 
C.  Wesley  Thomas,  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
Honorable  Henry  F.  Walton,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives at  Harrisburg. 

The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  paper: 
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THE  NECESSITY  FOR  A  STATE  SYSTEM  OF  REGISTBATIOK. 
OF  VITAL  STATISTICS  IN  PENNSYLVANIA.

rt  U'  u  Diatter  of  profound  astonishment  to  intelligent  foreigners 
visiting  tLis  State,  and  even  to  residents  of  neighboring  states,  that 
the  great  and  venerable  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  is  entirely 
without  a  system  of  state  registration  of  vital  statistics.  The  Secre- 
tary of  the  State  Board  of  .Health  is  in  receipt  of  frequent  communi- 
cations from  various  official  and  private  sources,  both  within  and 
without  our  own  State,  and  also  from  European  countries,  seeking 
information  which  can  only  be  afforded  by  a  complete  system  of 
registration  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths;  but,  with  annoyance 
and  n«ortification,  is  compelled  to  explain  that  there  are  no  data 
from  which  to  furnish  the  information;  and  there  remains  the  nn 
pleasant  reflection  that  Pennsylvania,  while  having  nominally  a  Cen 
tral  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  and  a  State  Superintendent  of  Vital 
Statistics.,  is  almost  alone  among  civilized  governments  in  failing 
to  firnish  the  machinery  by  which  such  a.system  can  be  efficiently 
maintained.  Apart  from  the  general  advantage  of  such  a  system 
and  the  (question  of  State  pride,  there  is  the  fact  that  the  demand 
for  its  establishment  is  widespread  and  constantly  reiterated  by  a 
large  and  inlelligent  class  of  our  citizens  for  all  kinds  of  purposes. 
Inquiries  for  such  information  come  from  professional  men,  manu 
factiTcrgf,  corporations,  libraries,  literary  societies,  the  various  de 
paitmenis  of  municipal  administration  and  from  officials  of  all 
kinds.  The  failure  of  the  Board  to  comply  with  these  requests  must 
be  considered  a  serious  reflection  upon  its  efficiency  in  comparison 
with  the  State  Boards  of  other  states.  It  may  safely  be  said  that 
vital  statistics  form  the  basis  of  all  sanitary  work.  Their  registra- 
tion and  tabulation  are  to  the  sanitary  official,  and  therefore  to  the 
State,  what  "taking  account  of  stock''  is  to  the  merchant.  In  Eng 
land  the  improved  system  of  registration  of  births,  marriages  and 
deaths  by  the  central  health  authority,  known  as  "The  Local  Gov 
ernnient  Board,"  has  been  in  existence  for  nearly  sixty  years,  and 
has  then  served  as  a  guide  to  indicate  tbe  places  where  there  has 
been  the  greatest  need  of  taking  measures  to  improve  the  public 
health.  The  board  is  thus  in  a  position  to  note  just  in  what  towns 
or  sections  of  the  United  Kingdom  the  death  rate  from  typhoid 
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fever,  consumption,  diarrhoeal  diseases  of  children,  or  other  dis- 
eases is  comparatively  high,  and  based  upon  such  information  to  in- 
stiturt*  an  inquiry  into  the  causes  of  the  prevailing  high  rate  of 
mortality.  In  this  manner  many  towns  have  been  led  to  take 
measures  which  have  reduced  their  death  rate  in  a  marked  degree. 
In  order  that  municipalities  may  understand  the  necessity  for  sani- 
tary work  it  is  not  enough,  however,  to  quote  to  them  the  statistics 
of  fuieign  countries.  They  need  to  have  the  subject  brought  directly 
home  to  them  by  showing  that  a  neighboring  toVn  or  village  has 
exactly  so  many  fewer  deaths,  or  so  many  fewer  hundred  cases  of 
sickness  each  year,  than  take  place  within  its  own  limits,  from  the 
fact  that  the  neighboring  town  has  spent  more  money  to  obtain  pure 
water  by  an  improved  water  supply,  pure  air  by  abating  nuisances, 
and  pure  soil  by  a  proper  system  of  sewerage.  General  statements 
go  for  Utile;  facts  must  be  furnished,  and  these  facts  must  be  stated 
in  flgcres  and  percentages.  Nothing  appeals  to  the  people  like  the 
money  value  of  things,  and  money  values  can  only  be  shown  by  prop 
erly  systematized  and  tabulated  statistics.  Given  vital  statisticb. 
and  health  boards  and  sanitary  engineers  can  tell  when,  where  and 
how  to  act.  In  Massachusetts  and  nearly  all  the  New  England 
states,  in  New  York,  Michigan,  Illinois  and  many  other  states  of  the 
Union  such  systems  have  been  in  active  operation  for  a  considerable 
period,  and  the  records  have  proved  of  the  greatest  value  in  the  direc 
tion  just  mentioned. 

In  the  second  place,  registration  of  vital  statistics  has  an  essential 
use  in  preventing  the  concealment  of  crime.  The  indispensable  pro- 
vision of  modern  registration  laws,  which  requires  a  certificate  of 
the  cause  of  death,  from  the  attending  physician  and  others,  and  the 
issue  of  a  burial  permit  by  a  properly  constituted  authority,  is  a  di 
rect  assurance  of  safety  in  this  direction.  The  statement  will 
scarcely  be  credited  that  in  this  State,  outside  of  large  cities  and  a 
certaii-  number  of  incorporated  boroughs,  a  human  being  may  die 
and  be  put  under  the  ground  without  official  record  of  any  kind  of 
the  circumstances.  The  death  of  a  blooded  horse  or  an  Alderney  bull 
is  carefully  registered  in  the  Herd  Book,  but  the  man  dies  and  leaves 
no  trace,  as  far  as  any  record  for  future  reference  is  concerned.  Is 
it  any  wonder  that  grave  yard  insurance  has  flourished  in  Pennsyl- 
vania? In  a  civilized  community  no  one  should  ever  be  buried  with- 
out a  burial  certificate  issued  by  authority  of  law,  and  a  statement  of 
the  cause  of  death  attested  by  a  physician. 

In  the  third  place,  properly  recorded  vital  statistics  ensure  the 
means  of  proof  of  personal  identity,  of  right  to  property,  and  of  sub- 
stantiiiting  jusl  claims  for  the  pensions  for  widows  and  orphans  of 
those  who  have  died  in  the  defense  of  their  country. 
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FoLi  tbly,  a  readj  means  is  thus  afforded  of  the  proof  of  age  for 
the  preveDtion  of  election  and  other  frauds. 

The  late  eflBcient  health  officer  of  Philadelphia,  Major  Veale,  in  a 
recent  address  delivered  before  the  members  of  the  Legislature  and 
the  Associated  Health  Authorities  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  hall  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  at  Harrisburg,  made  a  powerful  argument 
in  favor  of  Ihe  passage  of  a  bill  now  before  the  Legislature  to  au 
thorize  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  employ  a  clerk  for  the  registra- 
tion of  vital  statistics  at  the  Central  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  in  the 
Oapitol.  Ho  stated  that  not  a  day  passed  that  he  did  not  receive  in- 
quiries for  the  date  of  the  marriage,  birth  or  death  of  some  indi- 
vidual; now  to  show  right  to  be  registered  as  a  voter,  now  to  be- 
come member  of  police  or  fire  departments,  now  to  establish  a  claim 
in  a  pension  case,  and  again  to  prove  a  right  of  succession  to'  a  prop- 
erty. 

Fifthly.  But,  outside  of  these  conditions,  weighty  as  they  are, 
when  wf-  regard  the  conditions  of  a  state  rather  than  a  city,  are 
those  of  the  growth  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  relative  increase 
of  population.  It  is  desirable  to  know  how  many  children  are  born 
each  year  in  the  State,  whether  they  are  of  native  or  of  foreign  pa- 
rentage, and  what  the  relation  of  the  number  of  births  is  to  the 
number  of  deaths,  and  thus  be  able  to  appreciate  what  is  the  na- 
tural movement  of  population,  independently  of  increment  by  immi- 
gra  tiou. 

Sixthly.  The  writer  is  convinced  that  there  is  no  state  in  the 
Union  with  a  lower  general  death  rate  than  that  of  Pennsylvania, 
but  he  has  no  means  of  showing  it  to  be  so.  He  believes  that  cer 
tain  portions  of  the  State,  consisting  of  elevated  plateaux  and 
wooded  mountain  regions,  are  not  to  be  excelled  for  salubrity  by  an^ 
regions  on  the  continent,  and  that  thousands  of  invalids  who  now 
take  long,  expensive  and  fatiguing  journeys  to  distant  states  and 
countries,  might  find  health  in  many  easily  accessible  points  withiu 
her  borders.  He  has,  however,  no  statistics  to  prove  this  fact,  and 
without  them  is  powerless  to  demonstrate  it  to  the  country  at  large. 
As  indicating  the  value  which  is  placed  upon  work  of  this  kind  in 
other  states,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  New  York  employs  from  six 
to  eiglif  clerks  on  vital  statistics  alone,  whose  salaries  aggregate 
f 8,000.  Michigan  employs  seven,  with  salaries  amounting  to  f7,000. 
Massachusetts  five  clerks  and  an  editor,  with  salaries  amounting  to 
f4,220,  and  the  little  state  of  Rhode  Island,  whose  entire  population 
is  less  thanthat  of  /'Greater  Pittsburgh,"  one  clerk  at  a  salary  of 
1500.00. 

An  act  to  provide  a  registration  system  in  this  State  was  intro- 
duced in  the  House  of  Representatives  the  first  day  of  the  present 
session,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  appropriations,! 
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desk  it  is  still  slumbering.  As  it  calls  for  an  appropriation  of  (5,000 
there  is  little  likelihood  that  under  the  present  era  of  enforced  econ- 
omy it  will  even  be  reported  out. 

That  is  no  reason,  however,  why  this  society  should  not  put  on 
record  an  expression  of  its  approval  of  an  effort  to  place  Penns}lva 
nia  on  the  level  of  other  civilized  commonwealths  in  this  important 
matter.    The  bill  reads  as  follows: 

AN  'ACT 

To  provide  for  the  more  efficient  registration  of  vital  statistics  in  the 
Central  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  the  Capitol  of  the  State,  au- 
thorizing the  employment  of  a  registration  clerk  and  fixing  the 
compensation  of  the  superintendent. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Kepresenta 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Asseinbly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
in  order  to  enable  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  to 
maintain,  as  required  by  law,  a  "general  supervision  of  the  State 
system  of  registration  of  births,  marriages  and  deatbs,  of  prevalent 
diseases  and  of  practitioners  of  medicine  and  surgery,  to  i^repare 
the  necessary  methods,  forms  and  blanks  for  obtaining  and  preserv- 
ing such  records,  and  to  insure  the  faithful  registration  of  the  same 
in  the  Central  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  the  Capitol  of  the  State." 
the  said  State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  be  authorized  to 
employ  a  registration  clerk  in  and  for  said  bureau,  at  a  salary  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  in  his  capacily  of  "Super- 
intendent of  Registration  of  Vital  Statistics,"  to  communicate 
with  all  local  boards  of  health  and  with  all  assessors,  clerks 
of  orphans'  courts  and  prothonotaries,  instructing  them  as  to 
the  time  and  manner  of  making  their  returns  to  the  Central  Bu- 
reau, and  to  prepare  methods  for  the  necessary  forms  and  blanks  for 
this  purpose.  He  shall  also  prepare  books  of  record  for  the  Central 
Bureau,  and  sball  arrange  for  the  collation  and  tabulation  of  all 
statistics  in  such  shape  and  form  as  shall  be  most  available  for 
searches  and  consultation  and  for  practical  deductions  as  to  the 
movement  of  population  and  the  health  of  the  entire  State,  and  of 
its  several  counties,  and  for  the  performance  of  these  duties  he  shall 
receive  the  compensation  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

Section  8.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  the  jmrpose  of  this  act,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  State  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General,  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  expenses  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  are  now  paid 
as  provided  by  law.  Digitized  by  GoOgle 
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jjiection  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all  acts  or 
parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  repealed.

*'0n  motion  of  Dr.  I.  C.  Gable,  it  was  Resolved,  That  this  Society 
respectfully  suggests  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  that  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  establishments  for  propagation  of  vaccine  virus 
should  be  subjected  to.  frequent  and  rigid  inspection,  and  that  we 
will  be  ready  to  co-operate  with  the  Board  in  any  measures  which 
may  be  necessary  lo  provide  for  such  action."

Siccome 
la  Dissenteria  e  spesso  contagiosa,  si  consider!  ogni  caso  come  pos- 
sibili*  sorgente  per  gli  altri,  e  si  disinfettino  le  secrezioni  con  la  me- 
desinia  cura  e  metodo  mentovati  col  colera  Asiatico.

Febbre  Scarlatina,  Difterite,  Vaiuolo,  Varioloide,  Febbre  Tifoidea 
Febbre,  Oialla,  Scabbia,  Colera,  Lebbra,  Dissenteria,  Erisipola, 
Cattivi  Umori  E  Tosse  Asinina. 

Molte  di  queste  malattie  sono  comunicate  da  persona  a  persona; 
lali  sono  la  febbre  scarlatina,  il  vaiuolo  e  la  scabbia.  Altre  contami- 
nano  fluidi  e  solidi,  che  servono  per  I'aliment  umano  e  cosi  entrano 
nel  nostro  sitema;  tali  sono  la  febbre  tifoidea,  il  colera,  la  diss.^n- 
leria,  mentre  altre  passano  quietamente  da  persona,  a  persona  attra- 
vtrso  Taria  (secondo  la  scienza  ne  insegna);  tali  sono  Tileotifo,  11 
vaiuolo,  la  tosse  asinina  e  I'influenza. 

E'  pinamente  pilevato  dagli  igienisti  che  molte  malattie  infet- 
ti've  contagiose  possono  essere  sradicate  completamente,  se  si  potesse 
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indurre  il  genere  umano  a  vivere  secondo  i  dati  luminosi  che  noi  ora 
possediamo  intorno  alia  loro  natara.  La  peste  "la  morte  nera  e"  ie 
inalattie  di  sudore  negli  anni  scorsi  fecoro  atrage  sul  contineuti, 
gpingenda  nella  tomba  da  an  quarto  a  tre  quart!  di  tutti  gli  abitauti 
Queste  stragi  sono  state  fermate;  parecchie  di  quelle  mallattie  soao 
Si'Onosciute  nei  paesi  civili.  Abbiamo  fede  che  le  malattie  noverate 
ih  testa  di  questa  circolare  possano  essere  sconsciute  alle  future  gen- 
erazioni!  Per  agevolare  la  loro  restrizione,  la  Commissione  Saai- 
taria  dello  Stato  Publica  questa  circolare. 

Come  si  Propagano  le  Malattie  Contagiose. 

Giascuna  di  queste  malattie  e  11  risultato  di  uno  speciale  yeleno 
fContagio)  che  lavora  nel  corpo.  Esse  si  introducono  nel  nostro  sis- 
toma  per  differenti  vie,  ed  esercitono  la  loro  influenza  in  diverse  parti 
del  corpo. 

La  febbre  scarlatina,  il  vaiuolo  e  la  scabbia,  e  tutte  le  malattie 
eruttive  della  pelle,  sono  probabilmente  propagate  da  un  v^leno, 
che  si  discarica  nella  cute  morta,  cosi  come  si  discaricano  la  bile, 
la  vescica,  il  naso,  la  bocca,  gli  occhi  e  le  orecchie.  Gli  scarichi  daila 
pelle  (polvere  asciutta  scabbia  ecc.,)  cosi  come  dal  naso  e  dalla  bocca 
sono  conosciuti  molto  dannosi. 

Kella  difterite  gli  spurghi  dalla  bocco,  dal  naso  e  dal  petto,  come 
ijuelli  dalla  bile  e  dalla  vescica,  contengono  il  veleno,  specialmente 
quelli  dal  naso,  dalla  bocca  e  dal  petto.  Lo  stesso  e  per  la  tosse 
asinina.  Nel  caso  di  consunzione,  la  materia  che  esce  dai  polmoni  e 
molto  atta  a  propagare  quella  malattia.  La  febbre  tifoidea  il  colera 
i*  la  didsenteria  lasciano  i  loro  veleni  special!,  che  si  scaricano  dai 
viscera  dai  pazienti  e  si  disseminano  nell'acqua  da  here. 

Lo  stesso  succede  nella  febbre  gialla. 

Si  sa  che  le  febbri  puerperali  si  trasmettono  da  paziente  a  paziente 
sulle  persone  del  dottori  e  delle  balie. 

Le  malattie  parassitiche  si  ottengono  dai  cibi  e  dalle  bevande,  e 
dal  contatto  di  una  persona  sana  con  un,  ammalata.  Tali  sono  la 
sifilide  e  la  lebbra. 

Similmente  1'  ileo-tifo  puo  essere  una  malattia  causata  dalP  ac- 
eentramento  e  dagli  acidi  pestiferi  che  si  sviluppano  dalle  fogne  e 
dai  pozzi  deri. 

II  Tempo  che  si  Rlchiede  per  lo  Sviluppo  di  Queste  Malattie. 

II  tempo  che  si  frappone  fra  il  contatto  col  veleno  e  la  comparsa 
dei  primi  sintomi  di  queste  malattie,  e  molto  variabile.  Puo  essere 
di  poche  ore  soltanto,  come  nei  casi  di  colera  o  di  febbre  giala;  nt^o 
essere  di  tro  o  qnattro  settiniane.  o  pure  pin,  come  nell  febri 
tif  oidee. 
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Porsone  Soggette  a  Queste  MaUattie. 

Secondo  la  regola  generale,  un  prime  attaceo  preserva  il  pazioiite 
da  an  secondo  attaceo. 

La  febbre  scarlatina,  la  diferite,  la  rosolia  e  la  tosse  convulsiva 
prevalgono  molto  piu  sopra  i  ragazzi,  ma  non  pertanto  attaccauo 
i.nche  le  persone  d'ogni  eta.  Le  altre  malattie  sunnominate  attAC- 
cano  anche  le  persone  di  tutte  le  eta.  Giusta  la  regola,  la  pulizia, 
la  temperanza,  un  nutrimento  sano  ed  un'abitazione  aereata  pre- 
servano  da  queste  malattie,  che  al  contrario,  si  sviluppano  molto  piu 
facilmente  dove  regna  la  sporcizia,  V  intemperanza,  il  lavoro  ecjes- 
sivo  e  nolle  case  malsane.  Gl'intemperanti  certamente  soffrouo 
molto  piu  degli  altri. 

Tutti  colore  che  sono  stati  vaccinati  con  successo  entro  i  seteanni, 
positivamente  sfuggiranno  di  pigliare  il  vaiuolo.  La  febbre  tifoidea 
.'iitacca  speoialmente  quelle  persone  che  hanne  una  costituzione  ro- 
bust^. 

La  difterite,  geueralmente  si  attacca  ai  bambini  hittanti. 

Precauzieni  Generali.    Come  si  Evitane  Queste  Malattie.

Kiati  vaccinati  con  successo.  A  menq  che  non  sia  assolutamente 
necessario,  cercate  di  star  lungi  da  quelle  case  dove  queste  malattie 
hanno  fatta  la  lore  comparsa.  Non  pigliate  parte  ai  funerali  di  pei'- 
sone  che  sono  merte  di  malattie  contagiose. 

Tenete  lungi  i  vostri  bambini  da  queUe  caH(»  dove  prevalgono 
iiaeste  malattie. 

Se  qualcuna  di  queste  malattie  a  cui  i  bambini  seno  specialmente 
tsoggeti,  e  epidemica  in  una  citta,  allontanateli  dalle  scuelc*  diurno  e 
demenicali,  dalla  chiese  e  dalle  assemblee. 

Bisegna  aver  cura  di  here  acqua  potabile;  V  acqua  stagniate  e 
sempre  sospetta.  In  viaggio  e  buono  bere  selamente  acqua  bellita, 
niischiata  col  te  e  col  caffe.  Quando  comperate  e  aflfittate  una  '^asa 
domandate  sempre  se  nei  due  anni  passati  sia  statta  immune  da  tutte 
le  malattie  contagiose,  e  fatevi  air  nope  rila  sciare  una  garanzia  in 
iacritto. 

Istruite  i  vostri  vicini  sulla  natura  di  queste  mallatie,  e  dite  lore 
<*ome  debbeno  regolarsi  quando  si  danno  simili  casi.  Incoraggiate  la 
istituziene  di  Commissiene  Sanitaria  locale,  e  guardate  che  la  vestra 
comunita  abbia  leggi  in  riguardo  alia  pulizia  al  funerali  privati, 
air  isolamento  degli  ammalati  di  malattie  contagiose,  ed  alia  chia- 
BTira  delle  acuole  e  delle  chiese  centre  colore  che  abitane  in  ttase 
dove  prevalgono  le  malattie  contagiose.

Se  siete  costretto  di  assistere  una  persona  affeta  da  malattia  con* 
iagiosa,  mangiate  i  vostri  pasti  regolarmente,  pigliate  aria  ogni  gior- 
no,  dopmite  per  quanto  il  bisogno  ne  richiede,  ed  allontanate  tnlti 
coloro  che  potrebbero  aver  danno  dal  contagio.  Bisogna  pero  che 
evitate  V  awelenamento  speciale. 

Evitate  di  aspirare  il  fiato  delP  ammalato.  Non  toceate  colle  lub- 
bran  e  bevauda,  ne  coppa,  ne  eucchiaio  e  ne  qualunque  altra  cosa 
che  sia  nella  suastanza. 

Non  vi  asciugate  la  faccia  o  le  mani  con  biancliena  che  sia  stata  o 
che  si  trovi  presso  Pammalato.  Non  indossate  nessuna  veste  the 
sia  stata  indossata  dairammalato  o  subito  prima  o  poco  dopo  la  lua 
maalattii.  Tenete  le  vostre  mani  libere  da  ogni  contatto  col  corpo  o 
con  la  pelle  della  persona  ammalata,  e  quando  vi  capita  per  neces- 
sita,  cercate  lavarle  subito  nelFacqua,  che  possibilnienlc  coiitenga 
una  salnzione  di  clorato  di  calce.  Non  toceate  Pammalato,  se  avete 
le  mani  piagate  o  screpolate. 

Evitate  particolarmente  di  riceven*.  nel  corpo,  attraverso  la  bocca 
o  il  naso,  ogni  particella  di  crosta  che  possa  staccarsi  dalla  pelle 
degli  ammalati  o  dei  convalescent!  difebbre  scarlatani  o  di  vaiuolo. 
Tatti  gli  eflfetti  appartenenti  aitisici  dovrebbero  essere  bruciati. 
Bisogna  evitare  che  i  loro  sputi  divongano  pasti  di  polli  6  di  altri 
auimali  domestici,  perche  vi  e  ragione  da  credere  che  e^si  infetter- 
auno  gli  altri,  e  cosi,  attraverso  il  clbo,  diventeranno  nn  tramlte 
dlnfezione  anche  per  gli  nomini. 

Allorche  un  posto  e  minacciato  dallHnvasione  di  una  malattia 
contagiosa  ed  epidemica,  la  Commissione  Sanitaria  locale,  o  11  con- 
siglio  cittadino,  deve  scegliere  poche  persone  competent!,  che  possano 
fare  una  visita  casa  per  casa,  ed  istruire  il  popolo  come  deve  regolarsi 
per  evitare  il  pericolo  che  lo  sovrasta. 

Cio  de'essere  fatta  senza  creare  allarme  di  sorta.  La  citta  dovrebbe 
e&sere  intieramente  e  scientificamente  pulita  e  disinfettata,  I'acqaa 
cihe  si  beve  dovrebbe  essere  esaminata  da  persona  competente. 

Precauzioni  nella  Stanza  Dell'  Ammalato. 

1.  La  stanza  dell  ammalato  dovrebbe  essere  larga,  aereata,  e  piace- 
vole  per  quanto  e  possibile. 

Dovrebbe  essere  in  quella  parte  della  casa,  dove  rogna  niaggior 
qt'iete.  Nelle  malattie  contagioae,  Pammalato  dovrebbe  stare  nel 
piano  snperiore  della  casa,  sia  perche  respira  aria  pin  elevata,  sia 
perche  non  viene  ad  essere  contaminata  Taria  del  rimanente  d(*lla 
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casa.  La  stanza  dovrebbe  essere  uel  centre  per  avere  la  libera  ven- 
tUazione  senza  produrre  una  eorrente  nociva.  Dovrebbero  levii'si 
dalla  stanza  tutti  gli  ogetti  non  necessari. 

2.  II  paziente  dovrebbe  esser  isolato  e  non  ricevere  nessuna  vlsita, 
eccetto  che  dai  siioi  assistant!  e  dal  dottore  (Questa  disposizione  »on 
v.  applicabile  alia  febbre  tifoidea,  al  colera  o  alia  dissenteria). 

3.  Tutti  i  bicchieri,  coppe  ed  altri  vasi  usati  dal  paziente  debbouo 
essere  lavati  con  acqua  calda  prima  di  essere  usati  da  altri;  e  tutti 
cibi  e  le  bevande  toccati  e  non  consumati  dairammalato  debbono 
essere  bruciati  o  interrati. 

4.  Lo  spurgo  dei  viscerar  e  dei  rognoni  deve  e  ssere  ricevuto  in  vasi 
che  contengono  disinfettante,  e,  dopo  compiuta  la  disinfezione,  get- 
tarsi  nei  condotti,  o,  trovandosi  in  villaggi,  devono  essere  sepolti  a!la 
distanza  almeno  di  cento  piedi  dalla  eorrente  delle  acque  o  dei  pozzi. 
In  nessun  caso  devono  essere  buttati  nella  superflcie  del  torreno  o 
neir  acqua  eorrente.  Gli  stracci  o  la  carta  che  sono  stati  containi- 
nati  con  ogni  spurgo,  devono  essere  bruciati  subito  in  gran  fuoco. 
E  buono  in  tutte  le  malattie  contagiose,  piazzare  un  pezzo  di  "rubber 
cJoth"  sotto  il  paziente  per  prevenire  che  lo  spurgo  si  riversi  uel 
letto. 

5.  Tutti  gli  articoli  bi  biancheria  del  paziante,  lenzuola,  tovaglie, 
ti)>agliuoli,  fasciature  o  spugne,  prima  che  Taramalato  sia  tratto  dalla 
sua  stanza,  devono  essere  messi  in  un  tino,  contente  una  soluzione  di 
parecchi  galloni  di  clorato  di  calce.  (Vedi  Soluzione  Standard  No.  1.) 
o  farveli  rimanere  per  tre  ore. 

Non  bisogna  transportare  nessun  pezzo  di  biancheria  dalla  stanza 
deir  ammalato,  senza  prima  disinfettarla. 

Dopo  la  disinfezione  tutta   la  biancheria  deve  essere  bollita. 

G.  Bisogna  mantenere  con  perfetta  pulizia  la  stanza,  I'aAsistente,  e 
la  persona  del  paziente. 

Non  bisogna  giammai  permettere  cattivo  odore  nella  stanza. 

7.  Non  crediamo  sia  necessario  il  dire  che  in  tutte  le  malattie  con- 
tagiose, non  importa  se  benigna,  il  paziente  deve  stare  sotto  la  cura 
di  un  esperto  dottore. 

Precauzioui  Durante  la  Convalescenza. 

II  paziente  non  deve  mescolarsi  col  pubblico  fino  a  che  il  dott  ire 
non  certifica  che  non  v'e  piu  pericolo  di  contagio;  egli  non  Tordio'^ra 
fino  a  che  sia  ancora  malsano  o  la  sua  pelle  scorticata,  o  se  abbia 
ancora  piaghe  alia  bocca,  alia  gola  o  al  naso,  o  qualunque  sintomo  di 
idropisia.  Egli  deve  allora,  sotto  la  direzione  del  suo  medico,  fare  pa- 
recchi bagni  caldi,  e  vestirsi  tutto  di  nuovo  prima  di  esporsi  in  pub- 
blico. Dovra  nsare  molta  prudenza  per  parecchie  settimane  fino  a 
che  non  sia  completamente  guarito. 
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Precauzioni  Circa  i  Funerali. 

Dopo  la  morte,  il  cadavere  deve  essere  subito  avvolto  iu  iin  leD- 
zuolo  bagnato  in  una  soluzione  di  subllinato  corrosivo;  (vedi  sou- 
zione  No.  2,)  e  seppellirlo  al  piu  presto  elie  sia  possibile.  I  funernli 
devono  essere  privati.  II  giornale  nel  dare  notlzia,  dovrebbero  far 
il  noma  della  malattia,  perche  11  popolo  potesse  tenersene  in  disparte. 

Qli  "Undertakers"  non  dovrebbero  fornire  corrozze  ai  funerali  di 
coloro  che  sono  morti  per  malattie  contagiose,  e  qoegli  oggetti  jhe 
essi  nsano  nel  loro  mestiere,  appena  trasportati  a  casa,  dovrebbero 
essere  lavati  in  una  soluzione  di  sublimato  corrosivo,  prima  di  essere 
nuovamente  usati.

— Dissolvete  clorato  di  calce  o  polvere  da  imbian- 
care  della  prima  qualta  (contente  al  minimo  il  venticinque  percento 
di  cloro)  nell'acqua  dolce  in  proporzione  di  quattro  once  per  gallone. 

2.  Solution  No.  2. — Dissolvete  sublimato  corrosivo  e  permanganato 
di  potassa  nell'acqua  dolce  in  proporzione  di  due  dram  me  di  cias'sun 
sale  per  ogni  gallone.

Lasciate  che  questi  oggetti  siano  infusi  nella  soluzione  per  uno 
sparzio  almeno  di  tre  ore,  prima  che  si  tolgano  dalla  stanza.  Scuo- 
teteli  in  modo  tale  che  la  soluzione  ne  copra  ogni  parte.  Oopo 
questa  disinfezione,  bi  sogna  che  la  biancheria  sia  bollita  con  molta 
cura.

Tutta  la  polvere  deve  essere 
jucurataraente  levata  via  con  un  concio  umido,  e  non  spazzata  via 
dai  risalti,  dalle  fessure,  dagli  angoli  e  dai  crepaccl. 
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Suffumigi  di  Zolfo. 

Per  ottenere  un  buou  effetto  da  quest!  suffumigi,  bisogna  bruciare 
due  libre  di  zolfo,  in  una  stanza  di  dieci  piedi  quadrati.  Ogni  aper- 
tura  nella  stanza-caminetti.  porte,  finestre  e  fessure-devouo  esaere 
ehiuse,  eccetto  la  porta  donde  deve  uscire  la  persona  che  fa  le  disin- 
feziini;

DUTIES  OF  COUNTY  MEDICAL  INSPECTORS. 


The  duties  of  the  county  medical  inspector  are  principally  super- 
visory, and  are  as  follows: 

First.  To  keep  himself  informed,  in  a  general  way  of  the  sanitary 
condition  of  his  county,  of  the  towns  and  villages  within  its  borders, 
and  of  its  public  streams  and  other  waters,  making  report  of  the 
same  at  least  annually  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

Secondly.  To  notify  the  Secretary  of  any  instances  in  which  bor- 
oughs have  failed  to  comply  with  the  law  establishing  boards  of 
health  in  boroughs,  and  also  of  any  instances  in  which  local  boards  of 
health,  either  by  their  own  negligence  or  through  neglect  of  their 
councils  to  furnish  them  with  the  necessary  means,  habitually  fail  *n 
the  performance  of  their  duties. 

Thirdly.  To  notify  the  Secretary  immediately,  by  post  or  by  wire, 
as  the  circumstances  may  in  his  judgment  seem  to  demand,  of  the 
outbreak  of  any  epidemics  of  communicable  diseases,  and  of  the  oc- 
currence of  any  case  of  small-pox  or  diphtheria,  which  may  come 
under  his  observation  or  be  reported  to  him. 

Fourthly.  On  receiving  instructions  from  the  Secretary,  to  make 
inspections,  either  of  conditions  complained  of  as  nuisances  or  of 
the  prevalence  of  contagious  disease,  and  to  report  at  once  the  re- 
sult of  such  inspections,  together  with  suggestions  as  to  the  steps 
necessary  to  be  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance  or  to  prevent  the  spreid 
of  the  disease. 

Fifthly.  In  cases  of  contagious  disease,  to  order  quarantine  and 
disinfection  in  the  name  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  all  places 
having  no  board  of  health  of  their  own.  In  places  where  a  board  of 
health  exists,  he  shall  act  in  conjunction  with  the  local  board  of 
health  In  taking  any  such  measures,  and  in  places  where  there  is  a 
deputy  inspector,  with  such  inspector. 
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Sixthly.  In  all  cases  in  whicli  compliance  with  such  orders  would 
entail  expense,  to  confer  with  the  county  commissioners  and  ihe 
directors  of  the  poor,  in  order  that  these  authorities  may  assume, 
each  their  own  appropriate  share  of  said  expense,  which  can,  unsier 
no  circumstances,  be  borne  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  unless  the 
epidemic  or  catastrophe  is  of  such  proportions  as  to  entitle  it  to  con- 
sideration by  the  board,  consisting  of  the  Governor,  and  other  State 
oflficials,  which  has  the  Emergency  Fund  in  its  keeping. 

Quarantine  and  disinfecting  expenses  should  be  assumed  by  the 
county  commissioners,  and  expenses  for  furnishing  nursing  and  med- 
ical care  and  provisions,  when  necessary  in  consequence  of  the  im- 
poverished circumstances  of  the  sufferers,  should  be  borne  by  the 
poor  directors. 

Seventhly.  To  take  un  active  interest  in  all  legislation  proposed 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  or  others,  for  sanitary  reform  and  or- 
ganization throughout  the  State,  and  to  use  his^  influence  with  his 
representatives  in  the  Legislature  for  the  passage  of  such  measures.

Dear  Sir:  The  undersigned  has  been  appointed  medical  inspector 
to  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania,  for  this  county,  and 
provided  with  full  legal  authority  to  act  in  said  capacity. 

The  duties  attached  to  said  inspectorship  are  defined  in  the  'in- 
closed circular,  a  copy  of  which,  together  with  this  notice  of  my 
appointment,  has  been  mailed  to  every  practicing  physician  in  the 
county,  to  the  county  commissioners,  to  the  directors  of  the  poor,  to 
local  boards  of  health,  and  to  deputy  inspectors  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 

My  duties  as  county  medical  inspector  do  not  conflict  with  those  of 
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boards  of  health.  It  is  designed  that  they  shall  be  exercised  in  con- 
junction with  such  boards  as  exist  now,  or  may  be  called  into  exist- 
ence within  the  bounds  of  the  county. 

I  shall  be  pleased  to  have  the  active  co-operation  and  assistance  at 
all  times  of  all  the  members  of  the  medical  profession  of  our  county, 
together  with  that  of  all  boards  of  health,  of  the  deputy  inspectors,  of 
the  county  commissioners  of  the  county,  and  of  the  board  of  director 
of  the  poor,  in  this  effort  to  secure  better  sanitary  conditions  in  onr 
communities,  to  protect  the  unfortunate  and  afflicted,  and  to  provide 
prompt  and  effective  remedies  against  the  ever  present  menaces  to 
the  health  and  well  being  of  our  citizens.  It  is  a  matter  that  per- 
tains to  our  larger  professional  sphere  of  preventive  activity,  and  at 
all  times  appeals  to  the  exercise  of  our  intelligent  and  discriminating 
intervention.  My  duties  lead  me  to  make  this  personal  appeal  to  .you 
for  aid  and  advice  as  to  matters  named  in  the  enclosed  circular,  es- 
pecially those  indicated  in  clauses  one,  three,  four  and  five.  All 
communications  bearing  on  these  matters  received  from  you  will  be 
carefully  considered,  properly  credited,  and  confidentially  held,  if  so 
requested. 

There  is  no  emolument  connected  with  the  position  of  county  medi- 
cal inspector  except  when  the  incumbent  is  actually  making  an  ?u- 
sfioction.

LETTER  OF  INFORMATION  IN  REGARD  TO  ANALYSIS  OF 
DRINKING  WATER.

Dear  Sir:  Replying  to  your  request  for  an  analysis  of  water  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health  I  would  say  that,  owing  to  the  limited  appro- 
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priatioii  for  the  uses  of  the  Board  it  is  not  possible  to  furnish  analy- 
ses free  of  expense.  A  charge  of  |7.50  is  therefore  made  for  either  a 
Ohemical  or  a  bacteriological  examination.  Both  of  these  examiia- 
tions  are  desirable  in  testing  water  to  be  used  for  drinking  purposes, 
but  either  will  be  made  alone  if  desired.  The  Board  furnishes  bot- 
tles, properly  prepared  and  boxed  for  transportation,  for  taking 
samples,  and  will  receive  specimens  only  in  these  bottles.  On  re- 
ceiving notification  from  you  how  many  samples  you  desire  to  have 
analyzed  I  will  forward  the  necessary  number  of  bottles.  The  analy- 
sis will  be  made,  however,  only  in  conformity  with  the  following  con- 
ditions: 

1.  The  instructions  for  taking  the  sample,  on  the  box  containing 
the  bottle,  must  be  strictly  complied  with. 

2.  A  statement  must  be  sent  at  the  same  time  with  the  sample,  of 
the  conditions  under  which  the  sample  was  taken,  and  surrounding 
the  source  of  the  supply.  These  are:  a,  the  presence  of  any  epidemic 
disease;  b,  the  nature  of  the  source;  that  is,  ordinary  pump  well, 
driven  well,  artesian  well,  spring,  river  or  stream,  reservoir,  cist^^rn 
or  hydrant;  c,  opportunities  for  pollution,  which  may  be,  access  of 
cattle  to  a  stream,  cess-pool  built  over  a  stream,  sewers  or  drains  of 
manufacturing  establishments  emptying  into  a  stream,  the  proxim- 
ity of  a  cess-pool,  or  sink  containing  foul  material,  to  a  well,  or  other 
similar  conditions. 

3.  Date  of  taking  samples  and  names  of  persons  present,  with  of- 
ficial positions,  if  any,  must  be  given. 

The  above  mentioned  conditions  are  rendered  necessary  by  the 
fact  that  analysis  alone  cannot  be  implicitly  relied  upon  to  determine 
the  character  of  a  water.  The  presence  of  chemical  constituents, 
which  would  condemn  a  water  liable  to  certain  sources  of  pollution 
as  absolutely  unfit  to  be  taken  into  the  human  system,  might,  in  a 
water  not  exposed  but,  in  consequence  of  the  geological  formation 
from  which  it  sprung,  containing  the  same  earthly  salts,  possess  no 
such  significance.  It  is  impossible  therefore,  for  the  analyst  to  an- 
swer the  question  usually  put,  **Is  this  a  wholesome  water ?'^  unless 
he  is  in  possession  of  all  the  data  essential  to  form  an  opinion. 

With  regard  to  the  bacteriological  evidence,  it  must  also  be  borne 
in  mind  that,  while  the  presence  of  the  germs  which  accompany  a 
particular  disease  would  absolutely  condemn  the  water,  their  abseacij 
would  not  necessarily  prove  that  the  water  had  not.  been  the  cause  of 
disease,  from  the  fact  that  disease  germs,  unlike  chemical  sub- 
stances, are  distributed  very  unevenly  through  water,  and  a  given 
sample  might  not  contain  them,  while  one  taken  at  another  point 
might  be  rich  in  them. 
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It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say  how  easily  a  test  can  be  vitiated  by 
carelessness  in  collecting  samples,  by  which  extraneous  polluting 
matter  may  be  introduced.

CARD  OF  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  TAKING  SAMPLES  OF  WATER. 


L  This  case  contains  two  bottles  specially  prepared  to  receive 
samples  of  water  for  analysis.  The  larger  bottle  must  be  well  rinsed 
three  or  four  times  with  the  water  to  be  analyzed,  and  then  filled  up 
to  within  two  inches  of  the  top.  The  cork  must  also  be  rinsed  with 
the  water  and  then  placed  in  position  and  tied  down  with  a  stout 
cord,  and  this  sealed  around  the  neck  with  sealing  wax. 

The  small  bottle  must  be  filled  in  a  similar  manner  and  the  stop- 
per replaced,  as  well  as  the  cotton  cap.  This  can  be  sealed  by  past- 
ing a  strip  of  paper  over  the  cotton  cap.  The  compartment  beneath 
the  small  bottle  is  to  be  filled  with  ice.  The  small  bottle  is  not  to 
be  filled  unless  a  bacteriological  examination  is  required. 

2.  In  taking  samples  from  streams,  ponds  or  reservoirs,  it  is  ad- 
visable to  submerge  the  bottle,  so  as  to  avoid  collecting  any  water 
that  has  been  in  contact  with  air.  Samples  from  public  water  sup- 
plies should  be  drawn  from  a  hydrant  in  direct  communication  with 
the  main,  and  not  from  a  cistern,  storage  tank  or  dead  end  of  pipe. 

3.  In  the  case  of  pump  wells,  a  few  gallons  of  water  should  be 
pumped  out  before  taking  the  sample,  in  order  to  remove  that  which 
has  been  standing  in  the  pipe.

OPPOSING  ABROGATIONS  OF  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH. 


Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,

Dear  Sir:  You  are  possibly  aware  that  an  effort  is  now  being  made 
in  the  Legislature  of  this  State  to  have  the  law  of  1893,  establishing 
boards  of  health  in  boroughs,  so  amended  that  its  provisions  will 
cease  to  apply  to  any  borough  having  less  than  five  thousand  popula- 
tion.   The  argument  in  favor  of  this  bill  is  that  the  organization  and 
maintenance  of  a  board  of  health  in  boroughs  of  comparatively 
small  population  are  attended  with  such  an  amount  of  pecuniary  ex- 
penditure as  to  make  it  a  burden  on  the  community.    This  idea  is  en- 
tirely erroneous  and  unfounded,  as  I  think  you  will  be  convinced  on 
reading  the  accompanying  table,  which  has  been  made  out  from  of- 
ficial returns,  and  is,  therefore,  to  be  depended  on.    These  boards 
were  selected  at  haphazard,  with  no  knowledge  whatever  of  the 
care  which  they  had  exerted  in  keeping  down  expenses,  and  I  am 
confident  that  they  represent  a  fair  average.    This  being  the  princi- 
pal ground  of  objection  to  the  establishment  of  boards  of  health,  in 
boroughs,  you  cannot  fail  to  see  that  it  should  have  no  consideration 
which  should  lead  to  the  adoption  of  a  sweeping  measure,  such  as  is 
contemplated  in  the  bill  introduced  in  the  House  by  the  Honorable 
Mr.  Focht  for  checking  the  progress  of  sanitary  reform  and  sanitary 
organization  in  this  Commonwealth.

EXTRACTS    FROM    ANNUAL     REPORTS     OF     BOARDS     OF 
HEALTH  IN  PENNSYLVANIA  FOR  THE  YEAR  1894. 


Aldan,  Delaware  County. 
Contagious  dfseases  have  been  reported  by  physicians.    Isolation 
and  disinfection  practiced. 

By-laws  adopted.    Salary  of  Secretary,  |50.00  per  annum. 

Allegheny,  Allegheny  County. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  city 
for  many  years.  The  death  rate,  according  to  the  detailed  report  of 
the  city  physician,  being  16.35.  It  may  be  noted,  also,  that  the  deaths 
from  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  have  been  very  low  indeed; 
the  deaths  from  typhoid  fever  alone  being  about  40  per  cent,  below 
that  of  the  preceding  year.  The  deaths  from  diphtheria,  however, 
remain  about  the  same,  there  being  but  three  less  deaths  than  the 
year  before.  I  am  hopeful  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  be  able 
to  control  it,  as  recent  experiments  with  the  new  diphtheria  antiU 
toxin  have  been  most  gratifying,  according  to  the  reports  of  the 
medical  fraternity.  In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  suggest  for  your 
consideration,  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  bacteriological  lab- 
oratory to  be  attached  to  this  office.  The  advantage  of  such  a  plant 
is  so  plainly  manifest  that  I  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  do  more 
than  mention  it  now.  It  is  invaluable  in  determining  speedily  the 
presence  of  diphtheria  bacilli  when  they  exist,  thus  affording  physi- 
cians early  and  positive  information  as  to  the  true  nature  of  the 
disease,  and  also  in  discovering  disease  germs  and  other  impurities 
in  milk  and  other  articles  of  food. 
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The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  exceptionally  good;  com- 
plaints of  nuisances  to  this  office  are  comparatively  rare.  The  sys- 
tem adopted  sometime  ago,  of  house  to  house  inspections,  has  the 
efTect  of  keeping  all  persons  who  are  disposed  to  be  careless  about 
the  cleanliness  of  their  premises,  constantly  on  the  alert  for  the  offi- 
cers, and  as  a  result  there  is  less  garbage  and  filth  found  about 
their  houses. 

Number  of  inspections,  39,611. 

The  garbage  furnace  in  the  Eighth  ward  is  being  run  to  its  fullest 
capacity,  iind  an  enormous  amount  of  garbage  destroyed  daily. 

The  duties  of  the  meat,  milk  and  food  inspector  have  been  well 
performed.  The  large  number  of  places  under  his  immediate  super- 
vision, where  articles  of  food  are  sold,  makes  his  position  very  ardu- 
ous. The  examination  of  meat  and  milk  that  is  brought  into  the 
city  to  be  sold  is  a  heavy  task  of  itself,  to  say  nothing  of  the  large 
number  of  small  stores  scattered  throughout  the  city,  in  places 
where  the  poverty  or  ignorance  of  their  customers  make  it  easy  for 
them  to  sell  many  things  that  are  only  fit  for  the  garbage  furnace.

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  1,962,  equal  to 
a  death  rate  of  16.35  per  1,000  inhabitants,  being  a  lower  mortality 
than  has  been  reported  for  a  number  of  years.  Deducting  the  num- 
ber, 112,  resulting  from  violent  causes,  the  death  rate  would  be  re- 
duced to  15.41. 

There  were  564  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  and  372  between 
the  ages  of  one  and  ten  years,  making  47.1  per  cent,  of  the  total  mor- 
tality. Of  the  decedents,  463  were  of  foreign  and  1,499  of  native 
birth.    Of  the  latter  number,  69  were  colored. 

There  were  1,222  cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported  during  the 
year,  with  251  deaths,  equal  to  12.7  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality. 
Of  these  755  were  typhoid  fever,  with  a  mortality  of  99,  being  12.7  per 
cent,  against  1,476,  with  a  mortality  of  161  the  previous  year.  This 
is  Ihe  lowest  death  rate  from  this  disease  that  has  heretofore  been 
reported.  Measles  claimed  19,  a  decrease  of  13  over  the  previous 
year.  Diphtheria  was  the  cause  of  46  deaths,  a  slight  decrease  over 
last  year.  There  were  reported  during  the  year  176  cases,  giving  a 
mortality  of  26.1  per  cent.  Scarlet  fever  caused  only  18  deaths,  133 
cases  being  reported.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  as  follows: 
Diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  cholera  infantum,  typhoid  fever,  pneu- 
monia, consumption,  scarlet  fever. 

The  annexed  statement  shows  the  sex,  nativity,  age  and  cause  of 
death  of  all  the  decedents  registered  in  this  office  during  the  past 
year.

The  year  has  been  one  of  arduous  work,  almost  from  the  com- 
mencement threatened  with  epidemics  of  small-pox,  diphtheria  and 
scarlet  fever,  it  necessitated  watchfulness  and  strict  enforcement  of 
sanitary  rules  and  laws. 

On  the  28th  of  March  the  first  case  of  small-pox  was  reported  by 
Dr.  Hartman  (county  medical  inspector  to  the  State  board  of  Health), 
in  the  person  of  a  man  who  had  landed  in  the  city  a  few  days  before 
from  one  of  the  Eastern  States.  Being  wholly  unprepared  to  isolate 
the  case  in  a  building  for  that  purpose,  we  were  compelled  to  have 
case  treated  at  the  above-named  location,  in  the  midst  of  a  densely 
populated  section.  A  man  was  furnished  by  your  committee,  to- 
gether with  sustenance  for  person  remaining  in  house,  no  other  place 
could  be  provided  for  them.  The  case  being  a  severe  one,  died.  No 
new  cases  occurred  until  four  weeks  after  this,  when  the  second 
case  was  reported,  located  within  four  squares  of  first  case.  From 
this  time  until  July  27th,  twenty-one  cases  were  reported  within  four 
squares  of  the  first  case.  Your  committee  were  compelled  to  take 
sole  charge  of  all  cases  and  furnish  medical  attendance,  nurse  and 
sustenance.  In  the  meantime  general  vaccination  had  been  ordered 
under  ordinance  of  city,  and  laws  and  rules  of  State  Board  of 
Health,  the  school  board  promptly  rendering  their  assistance. 

Your  committee  had  been  making  every  endeavor  to  obtain  a  loca- 
tion (assisted  by  the  medical  fraternity),  for  a  hospital,  but  without 
success,  until  June,  when  the  board  of  poor  directors  and  county  com- 
missioners donated  a  plot  of  ground  on  the  county  farm  for  that  pur- 
pose. A  contract  was  entered  into  June  5th,  for  the  erection  of  a 
building,  which  was  finished  July  25th,  a  complete  sanitary  hospital, 
containing  every  appurtenance  for  the  comfort  and  successful  treat- 
ment of  patients.  It  contains  a  nurses'  room,  three  large  sick  wards, 
a  bath  room,  dining  room,  kitchen  and  wash  room,  every  room  open- 
ing into  a  hall,  all  heated  by  steam  and  equipped  with  all  the  neces- 
sary sanitary  appliances,  such  as  thorough  ventilators  in  all  the 
rooms,  but  especially  the  sick  rooms,  which  are  ventilated  from  all 
sides.  Disinfected  sanitary  wash  tubs,  baths,  an  abundant  supply  of 
spring  water  throughout  the  building,  a  crematory  which  consumes 
all  waste  water,  ofPal  of  all  kind,  garbage,  foul  air,  thus  assuring  com- 
plete sanitation  and  obviating  any  sewerage  from  building.  We  em- 
ployed an  experienced  nurse,  a  cook,  also  a  watchman,  who  also  at- 
tended crematory  and  heating  furnace. 

First  patient  was  taken  to  the  hospital  July  24th,  and  the  last  we 
discharged  October  17th,  not  a  single  death  occurring  in  hospital. 
All  cases  convalescent  and  new  ones  taken  to  hospital  after  July 
24th. 
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We  transfer  to  your  charge  a  hospital  not  equalled  by  any  in  the 
State  in  equipments  for  the  successful  treatment  of  contagious  dis- 
eases. Diphtheria  has  continued  with  intervals  during  the  year,  in 
the  majority  of  cases  in  mild  form.  Your  committee  purchased  anti- 
toxine,  supplying  it  in  every  case,  with  the  gratifying  result  of  no 
deaths  from  the  dreaded  disease. 

Scarlet  fever  cases  have  been  reported  from  time  to  time,  but  in  a 
mild  form.  Thorough  disinfecting,  isolation  and  quarantine  have 
been  enforced  in  all  cases  of  communicable  diseases. 

There  are  many  suggestions  the  committee  might  offer  for  the  bet- 
terment of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  and  the  increase  of  the 
public  comfort  and  happiness,  among  them  the  necessity  of  a  meat, 
food  and  milk  inspector,  the  improvement  of  our  water  by  filtration.

The  number  of  births  during  the  year  were  418,  an  increase  of  nine 
over  last  year,  the  males  exceeding  the  females  by  sixteen.  The 
number  of  marriages  were  157,  an  increase  of  one  as  compared  with 
last  year.  The  number  of  burials  in  the  two  cemeteries  (Vine  Street 
and  St.  Gabriel)  within  the  city  limits  were  376,  of  this  number  230, 
or  sixty  per  cent,  were  deaths  that  occurred  in  the  surrounding  min- 
ing villages. 

The  board  has  successfully  enforced  the  ordinance  regulating  that 
no  pupil  should  be  allowed  to  attend  the  public  schools  in  this  city 
who  has  not  been  vaccinated  successfully  within  seven  years.  There 
were  very  few  who  objected  or  refused  to  have  their  children  vacci- 
nated, but  to-day  there  are  2,135  pupils  of  the  schools  of  the  city  vac- 
cinated out  of  an  average  enrollment  of  2,134. 

Sewer  Inlets. — Some  steps  should  be  taken  towards  remedying  the 
emission  of  foul  and  noxious  odors  from  the  majority  of  the  city  sewer 
inlets.  That  councils  and  city  authorities  are  ignorant  of  the  unsani- 
tary condition  of  these  sewer  inlets  cannot  be  offered  as  a  reason  for 
their  present  condition,  for  the  first  report  (1892)  of  this  board  called 
attention  to  them  and  suggested  remedies.  Many  of  them  are  con- 
tinually emiting  dense  clouds  of  sewer  gases,  rising  ten  and  fifteen 
feet  in  height;  these  clouds  of  sewer  gas  are  so  dense  that  persons 
passing  though  one  of  them  are  obliged  to  use  as  much  force  as  pass- 
ing through  a  severe  snow  storm. 

Under  the  present  circumstances  and  in  the  absence  of  any  pro- 
visions whatever  for  disposing  of  the  city's  garbage,  and  being  as- 
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sured  by  sanitary  science  that  cremation,  or  burning,  is  the  best  and 
safest  way  of  disposing  of  garbage  and  other  objectionable  matter, 
your  board  of  health  feels  that  it  would  not  have  discharged  its 
whole  duty  did  it  not  call  attention  to  the  absolute  necessity  of  pro- 
viding the  city  with  a  garbage  cremator  or  other  facilities  for  taking 
care  of  the  garbage.

Third.  A  trap  door  at  or  on  the  mouth  of  sewers. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  past  year  many  complaints  were  made  to  the  board  re- 
garding the  city  water  supply.  Upon  investigation  the  trouble  was 
found  to  be  due  to  a  large  amount  of  persulphate  of  iron  in  the 
water,  especially  during  low  stages  of  the  river. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  councils  for  the  use  of  the  board  of 
health,  at  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year  was  f3,000.00.  The 
amount  expended  during  the  year  for  the  maintenance  of  the  board 
was  $2,907.45.  And  the  receipts  from  the  different  sources  was 
$437.00. 

The  system  of  disposing  of  the  garbage,  waste  and  refuse  of  the 
city  has  been  very  much  improved  by  the  city  councils. 

In  the  early  part  of  last  year  they  built  a  garbage  furnace  (the 
Dixon  system — with  a  capacity  of  cremating  fifty  tons  of  refuse  in 
twenty-four  hours)  at  a  cost  of  $8,059.09,  including  lot.

An  average  per  month  of  about  |63.88. 

The  average  revenue  per  month  for  cremating  the  refuse  is  about 
f22.00. 

We  have  successfully  enforced  the  ordinance  regulating  that  no 
pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  the  public  schools  in  this  city  who 
has  not  been  vaccinated  successfully  within  seven  years.  We  advo- 
cated that  to  make  the  vaccination  of  pupils  attending  the  schools 
a  complete  system  each  principal  should  be  supplied  with  a  register 
to  record  the  name,  age,  residence  and  time  of  vaccination  of  each 
pupil,  and  the  school  controllers  have  now  furnished  each  principal 
with  a  register,  which  is  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  members  and 
oflBcers  of  the  board  of  health. 

Report  of  Vital  Statistics. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  454.  Population,  census  1890, 
20,700;  population,  estimated,  1894,  28,000;  death  rate  per  1,000  in- 
habitants, 16.21;  death  rate,  excluding  death  by  violent  accident  and 
still  bom,  14  per  cent.  We  have  been  greatly  blessed  in  not  having 
any  epidemics.  During  the  past  year  there  were  150  deaths  of  in- 
fants under  one  year  of  age,  and  ninety  between  the  age  of  one  and 
five  years,  making  52  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality.  Of  the  dece- 
dents, 98  were  of  foreign  and  356  of  native  birth.  Of  the  latter  num- 
ber, five  were  colored. 

There  were  310  cases  of  infectious  disease  reported  during  the  year, 
with  forty-four  deaths,  equal  to  .09  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality 
of  the  diseases  required  by  law  to  be  reported.  ' 

Measles  caused  one  death. 

Diphtheria  and  diphtheritic  croup  were  the  cause  of  ten  deaths. 

Small-pox.  There  was  only  one  case  of  small-pox  during  the  year. 
The  sanitary  committee  of  the  board  acted  promptly  in  preventing 
the  spread  of  the  disease  by  quarantining  the  house  and  using  the 
standard  solution  No.  4,  to  disinfect  and  fumigated  with  sulphur. 

Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  eighty-two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  re- 
ported during  the  year,  and  eight  deaths.  Tt  prevailed  generally 
over  the  city,  not  being  confined  to  any  particular  locality. 

Typhoid  Fever.  There  were  sixty-three  cases  of  this  disease  re- 
ported during  the  year,  and  a  mortality  of  8,  being  .017  per  cent. 

The  number  of  living  infants  bom  during  the  year  in  this  city 
was  936.    The  annexed  statement  shows  the  birth  rate  by  nionths.

The  condition  of  the  public  health  was  remarkably  good,  the  death 
rate  being  lower  than  that  of  1893,  and  lower  than  that  of  any  of  the 
past  ten  years,  except  1889.  There  was  no  epidemic.  Diphtheria 
did  not  increase  in  fatality.  The  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  were  less 
than  for  many  years.  The  deaths  from  typhoid  fever  were  fewer  than 
for  many  years,  the  death  rate  from  this  cause  being  32.29  per  hun- 
dred thousand  of  the  population.  Influenza  was  more  prevalent 
and  fatal,  the  deaths  being  three  hundred  and  eleven.  From  con- 
sumption of  the  lungs  the  deaths  were  less  than  for  ten  years.  Chol- 
era infantum  also  showed  a  slight  decrease.  In  spite  of  the  most 
stringent  measures  there  were  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  cases  of 
small-pox,  with  thirteen  deaths. 

The  death  rate  was  19.90  per  1,000.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
was  twenty-two  thousand,  six  hundred  and  eighty  (22,680),  a  decrease 
of  nine  hundred  and  seventy-five  (975)  from  the  previous  year. 

As  usual  consumption  heads  the  list,  two  thousand  five  hundred 
and  thirteen  (2,513),  or  one  death  to  every  eleven  from  all  causes, 
the  lowest  for  many  years.  Pneumonia  comes  next  with  2,142;  chol- 
era infantum,  1,170;  diphtheria,  1,047;  typhoid  fever,  370;  maras- 
mus, 1,157;  scarlet  fever,  153;  measles,  132;  influenza,  311.  Children 
under  five  years  of  age,  8,431.  This  is  .74  per  10,000  of  population, 
and  37.17  per  cent,  of  the  entire  mortality.  The  deaths  of  children 
under  five  years  being  a  good  index,  we  may  conclude  that  Philadel- 
phia is  a  very  healthy  city.

There  wen*  1.413  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  754 
between  the  age^i  of  one  and  five  years,  making  4:j  per  cent,  of  the 
total  mortality.

Of  the  latter  number,  282  were  colored. 

There  wen.  2,370  cases  of  infectious  disease  reported  during  the 
year,  with  573  deaths  resulting  therefrom,  equal  to  11.5  per  cent,  of 
the  total  UM  rtality.     This  rate  is  the  lowest  for  the  past  22  years.

Measles  was  the  cause  of  34  deaths,  which  was  much  below  the 
average  (which  was  83)  for  the  past  12  years. 

Whooinng  cough  was  the  cause  of  128  deaths.  The  average  for 
the  past  12  years  being  69.  Many  of  the  cases  were  complicated 
with  bronchitis  and  pneumonia. 

Diphtheria  T^as  the  cause  given  to  128  deaths,  that  being  the  lowest 
for  the  past  12  years,  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1888,  in  which 
126  deaths  occurred.  The  average  for  the  past  12  years  was  220. 
Of  the  4,698  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the  past  18  years,  214 
were  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  3,015  were  children  between 
one  apd  flvf  jears. 
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The  annexed  statement  shows  the  mortality  from  this  cause  from 
1877  (when  it  began  to  prevail  extensively),  to  1894  inclusive.

Small-Pox.  During  the  year  27  cases  were  reported,  with  one  death 
resulting  therefrom.  When  a  case  is  reported  it  is  immediately  re- 
moved to  the  Municipal  hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment,  all  ex- 
posed persons  are  vaccinated,  and  thorough  fumigation  of  the  prem- 
ises from  which  the  patient  has  been  removed  is  performed. 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  in  having  so  small  a  number  of 
cases  of  small-pox  develop  in  our  city  during  the  past  year,  ano 
while  we  are  well  provided  for  with  a  hospital  for  the  isolation  and 
treatment  of  this  class  of  cases,  it  is  unfortunate  that  we  have  no 
hospitals  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever 
and  kindred  diseases.  If  eflicient  methods  can  be  applied  for  the 
eradication  of  one  contagious  disease,  why  may  they  not  be  of  im- 
mense advantage  in  other  diseases  classed  as  preventable.  I  would 
most  earnestly  recommend  the  erection  of  a  hospital  or  hospitals  for 
this  class  of  cases. 
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I  have  in  former  reports  recommended  as  a  safe  and  sure  pre- 
\ention  from  smallpox,  that  vaccination  be  continued  and  that  it 
be  otfered  gratuitously  to  all  those  unwilling  or  unable  to  pay  for 
the  sr.me,  and  I  now  renew  said  recommendation. 

Hcarlet  Fever.  There  were  642  cases  reported  during  the  year,  of 
which  number  81  died,  which  was  below  the  average  for  the  past  12 
years,  said  average  being  90  cases. 

Typhoid  Fever.  There  were  1,147  cases  of  this  disease  reported  dur- 
ing the  year,  of  which  number  152  died,  w^hich  was  considerably  be- 
low the  average  for  the  i>ast  22  years.  No  deaths  from  this  cause 
were  reported  from  the  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Thirty- 
third  or  Thirty-fifth  wards.  About  one-half  as  many  cases  were  re- 
ported durini^:  the  past  year  as  during  the  preceding  year,  with  a  cor- 
responding ratio  of  deaths.  Of  the  deaths  from  this  cause,  32  oc- 
curred di-ring  the  first  quarter,  24  during  the  second,  46  during  the 
third  and  50  during  the  fourth  quarter.  The  greatest  number  of 
deaths  occurred  during  September,  to-wit,  22,  and  the  smallest  num- 
ber in  April,  to-wit,  4.  The  figures  for  the  past  22  years  show  an- 
aggregate  mortality  of  831  during  the  first  quarter,  654  during  the 
second,  1,281  during  the  third,  and  1,131  during  the  fourth  quarter. 

The  annexed  table  No.  1,  shows  the  numbcM*  of  deaths  from  ty- 
phoid fever  during  the  past  12  years  by  months,  August  and  Reptem- 
l»er  sh()\ving  the  highest,  and  April  and  June  the  lowest  mortality 
from  this  cause. 
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The  annexed  table  No.  2  shows  the  number  of  deaths  from  typhoid 
fever,  by  months,  during  the  20  years,  from  1873  to  1892  inclusive: 
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The  annexed  table  No.  1,  exhibits  the  location  by  wards  of  the  mor- 
tality from  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  1894. 

There  \\fre  fill  deaths  in  the  city  wards  and  62  from  typhoid 
fever,  diphtlieria.,  etc.,  in  the  hospitals,  making  a  total  of  S)7;>  deaths, 
as  against  1,033  during  the  previous  3'ear.

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The  folhwin^'  tablo  No.  2  exhibits  tho  inmiber  of  deaths  cans^ed 
by  acute  infectious  disease«  duriuj>  tlie  year  ]8!)4,  contrasted  with 
the  eleven  years  preceding,  wiMi  the  agj^rej^ate  and  avera«:e  for  12 
years  from  ISHi^  to  1894,  inclusive: 
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The  annexed  table  No.  3  exhibits  the  number  of  deaths  caused  by 
acute  infectious  diseases,  for  the  period  of  20  years,  with  the  aggre- 
gate and  average  from  1873  to  1892,  inclusive,  with  the  per  cent,  of 
infectious  diseases  to  total  mortality. 
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The  following  table  No.  1  exhibits  the  deaths  from  consumption, 
tabulated  by  months,  contrasted  with  the  mortality  from  same  cause 
during  the  past  eleven  years  and  showing  that  our  rate  of  mortality 
during  1894  was  above  the  average. 
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Pnebmonia  caused  526  deaths,  as  against  680  during  the  previous 
year,  being  10.5  per  ceut.  of  the  total  mortality. 

Bronchitis,  acute,  chronic  and  capillary,  caused  159  deaths,  as 
against  197  for  the  previous  year. 

Croup  was  assigned  as  the  canse  of  death  in  32  cases,  as  against  60 
for  the  previous  year. 

Diarrhoel  diseases,  including  diarrhoea,  98;  choleraic  diarrhoea, 
242;  dyisentery,  20,  and  gastro  enteritis  165,  together  with  all  other 
diseases  of  the  digestive  system,  caused  992  deaths. 

Violence,  including  railroad  accidents,  burns,  scalds,  surgical  oper- 
ations, drowning,  etc.,  caused  406  deaths,  being  the  same  number 
that  occurred  during  the  previous  year. 

The  annexed  statement  shows  the  sex,  nativity,  age  and  causes  of 
death  of  all  the  decedents  registered  in  this  office  during  the  year 
1894.     Of  the  decedents,  2,703  were  males  and  2,270  were  females. 
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Marriages. 
During  the  year  1,692  marriages  were  solemnized,  a  decrease  of 
361  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Births. 
The  number  of  living  infants  born  during  the  year  in  this  city 
was  6,928,  being  a  decrease  of  116  from  the  previous  year.     Of  these 
ii,586  were  males  and  3,892  were  females.

Garbage  Furnace. 
The  garbage  furnace  continues  to  do  excellent  service  and,  when 
operated  to  its  full  capacity,  consumes  about  sixty  tons  in  twenty- 
four  hours.  The  greater  part  of  the  garbage  collected  in  the  lower 
pail  of  the  city  and  East  End  is  consumed  by  it.  On  account  of  a 
shortage  in  the  appropriation  for  this  bureau  for  the  year  1894,  we 
were  obliged  to  close  it  on  the  first  of  November,  since  which  time  it 
hat.  not  been  in  operation. 

Other  Methods  of  Disposal. 

When  the  furnace  is  not  in  operation,  the  garbage  collectors 
throughout  the  city  are  compelled  to  haul  the  refuse  they  gather  to 
the  Allegheny  river,  where  it  is  deposited  on  a  boat  kept  for  that 
purpose,  and  operated  by  private  parties.  When  the  boat  is  full  it 
is  floated  a  short  distance  below  the  city,  and  the  contents  dumped 
into  the  river.  This  boat  and  the  manner  in  which  the  material  is 
disposed  of  has  been  a  source  of  annoyance  to  many  of  our  citizens 
and  a  cause  for  many  complaints,  one  of  which  has  been  presented  to 
the  NatioLal  Government  at  Washington,  protesting  against  the 
depositing  of  garbage  in  the  rivers,  claiming  that  it  pollutes  and 
contaminates  ^the  water,  and  is,  therefore,  a  source  through  which 
disease  is  disseminated.

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Garbage  Ordinance. 

An  oi'dinance  providing  for  and  regulating  the  collection,  removal 
and  disposal  of  garbage,  otfal,  dead  animals  and  condemned  meat,  has 
passed  both  branches  of  our  city  councils,  the  provisions  of  which  I 
have  no  doubt  will  soon  be  in  operation.  This  law  will  happily  re- 
lieve the  necessity  for  depositing  refuse  in  the  rivers  and  thereby 
remove  all  cause  of  complaint 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  work  of  inspecting  meat^  both  dressed  and  on  foot,  has  been 
done  as  thoroughly  as  our  present  force  would  permit  We  think 
that  some  plan  should  be  formulated  by  which  all  crippled  stock 
should  be  confiscated  and  sent  to  one  slaughter  house,  to  be  operated 
under  municipal  control,  there  to  be  killed  and  the  carcass  inspected, 
and  such  meat  as  found  to  be  good,  sold  and  after  deducting  all  ex- 
penses, the  balance  turned  over  to  the  owner.  It  has  been  the  cus- 
tom for  some  years  past  to  permit  dealers  and  owners  to  sell  their 
crippled  stock  to  the  butcher  paying  the  highest  price  for  them, 
thereby  compelling  the  inspector  to  go  to  many  different  parts  of  l^e 
city  in  order  to  inspect  the  meat  of  such  stock.  In  a  great  many 
cases  they  have  disposed  of  portions  of  the  meat  before  examination, 
and  the  inspector  was  thus  compelled  to  accept  their  statement  as  to 
Its  condition. 

Milk  Inspection. 

We  bog  to  report  that  the  work  of  this  division  during  the  year 
was  very  satisfactory,  considering  that  we  were  somewhat  curtailed 
In  the  inspection  of  milk  on  account  of  the  court  having  decided  the 
act  of  1885,  under  which  we  principally  operated,  to  be  unconstitu- 
lional.

During  the  past  month  a  "division  of  bacteriology"  was  established 
in  connection  with  this  bureau  and  placed  in  charge  of  an  experienced 
bacteriologist  The  laboratory  in  connection  therewith  is  excel- 
lently equipped,  and  will  compare  favorably  with  any  of  a  similar 
kind  in  the  United  States. 

The  amount  expended  during  the  year  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
bureau  was  152,209.00,  leaving  a  balance  of  95  cents.

Twenty-five 
liundred  children  were  vaccinated,  and  with  these  and  other  ordinary 
precautions  the  borough  escaped.

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  still  to  contend  with  small- 
pox, but  by  continuing  a  relentless  war  with  all  the  means  we  had  at 
our  command,  we  succeeded  in  totally  stamping  it  out  and  discharg- 
ing the  last  case  on  July  25.  And  we  are  fully  convinced  that  noth- 
ing but  the  vigorous  manner  in  which  enforced  vaccination  was 
presented,  together  with  careful  isolation,  did  the  work. 

Just  as  soon  as  we  entered  into  each  block  where  small-pox  existed 
and  vaccinated  every  body  that  was  not  already  protected,  just  so 
soon  the  disease  ceased  to  spread  and  to  get  under  our  control.  We 
had  numerous  instances  occurring  during  its  prevalence  here  showing 
that  proper  vaccination  will  most  undoubtedly  protect  against  an  at- 
tack of  this  dread  disease;  and,  the  statistics  all  the  world  over  abun- 
dantly  prove  this  fact,  notwithstanding  the  adverse  opinion  expressed 
by  a  few  isolated  physicians  who  are  willing  to  sacrifice  the  honor  of 
a  great  profession  and  disgrace  their  own  teachers  in  order  to  cate^ 
to  the  opposition  element  for  the  .sake  of  a  little  notoriety  or,  as  we 
believe,  of  acquiring  a  little  patronage  in  business. 

We  rejoice  that  the  introduction  into  our  city  of  a  storm  and  house 
sewer  system  is  no  longer  a  mytli  but  as  good  as  an  a('Com])liKlied 
fact. 

Very  great  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year,  and  no  delay 
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should  now  any  more  occur,  until  botli  sjstema  ai'e  complete  through- 
out the  entire  city  wherever  they  are  needed.  Proper  measures  and 
the  necessary  legislation  should  now  be  introduced  for  the  adoption 
of  universal  and  fixed  rules  to  make  the  house  connections  on  the 
best  sanitary  principles. 

An  office  of  a  sanitary  inspector  should  be  created  to  superintend 
all  the  plumbing  work,  and  see  that  the  adopted  rules  are  strictly 
carried  out. 

This  inspector,  as  well  as  the  whole  matter  of  house  connection 
with  the  sewer,  should  be  in  charge  of  the  board  of  health  as  being 
the  proper  department  to  handle  a  measure  of  such  vast  sanitary  im- 
portance. 

The  subject  of  a  garbage  disposal  plant  has  been  repeatedly  re- 
ferred to  in  our  previous  annual  reports,  and  the  necessity  for  the 
same  being  continually  increasing  we  cannot  help  but  again  urge 
your  honorable  bodies  to  take  into  your  consideration  this  subject  of 
disposing  of  this  refuse  matter,  which  if  allowed  to  accumulate  un- 
removed,  becomes  a  menace  to  the  health  of  our  community  and  may 
engender  very  serious  epidemics  of  disease. 

For  very  obvious  reasons  the  board  does  not  allow  it  to  be  dumped 
within  the  city  limits,  and  our  surrounding  neighbors  in  the  country 
refuse  to  allow  the  carters  to  dump  on  their  properties,  and  the  ques- 
tion arises  every  day,  where  shall  we  put  it? 

The  board  has  studied  the  garbage  question  well,  and  visited  sev- 
eral cities  where  differently  constructed  plants  for  incineration  ate  in 
active  and  successful  operation;  and  it  feels  confident  that  it  can 
dispose  of  this  question  effectively,  providing  your  honorable  bodies 
appropriate  to  us  the  necessary  funds  to  build  a  plant  and  operate 
the  same. 

Water  Supply. — During  the  months  of  January  and  February  ty- 
phoid fever  spread  to  such  an  alarming  extent  that  pollution  of  the 
general  water  supply  with  sewage  matter  was  very  strongly  sus- 
pected, and,  upon  the  water  board  procuring  an  analysis  of  samples 
from  the  different  sources  of  supply  by  Prof.  Leeds,  it  was  shown  that 
the  Edelman,  and  particularly  the  Ohlinger  waters  were  very  much 
polluted,  and  wore  by  him  declared  unfit  for  use  and  highly  danger- 
ous to  the  public  health.  These  supplies  of  water  were  immediately 
turned  off  by  the  water  board  and  in  a  very  short  time  typhoid  fever 
dwindled  down  to  only  a  few  cases,  showing  very  conclusively  the 
origin  and  cause  of  the  threatened  epidemic.  This  occurred  during 
a  wet  season  of  the  year,  when  the  filthy  drainage  of  the  barn  yards, 
pig  styes  and  over-flowing  privies  from  a  large  number  of  farms  was 
washed  directly  into  the  tributaries  that  feed  the  Olilinger  dam. 
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A  later  analysis,  during  dry  weather,  developed  a  very  marked 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  water;  and,  from  a  necessity  of 
circumstances,  the  Ohlinger  water  was  turned  on  again. 
.  During  the  latter  part  of  summer  and  fall  we  had  again  typhoid 
fever  prevailing  to  some  extent,  but  the  cases  were  so  well  scattered 
throughout  the  entire  city  that  it  does  not  seem  likely  that  the 
Ohlinger  water  is  alone  responsible.  There  are  also  a  number  of 
farms  along  and  close  to  the  streams  of  water  that  feed  the  Bemhart 
dam,  which,  at  times,  mayalso  become  polluted  and  convey  the  germs 
of  disease.  But  something  radically  must  be  done  to  remedy  the 
pollution  of  the  Ohlinger  supply. 

This  is  entirely  too  large  a  body  of  good  and  fresh  spring  water, 
and,  moreover,  too  vast  an  expenditure  of  money  by  the  city  and 
building  the  dam  and  introducing  the  water  into  the  city,  not  to 
enjoy  in  the  fullest  measure  all  the  benefits  accruing  therefrom 
without  the  risk  of  plunging  our  whole  community  into  epidemics  of 
typhoid  fever  with  all  its  disastrous  consequences. 

The  water  commissioners  are  moving  in  the  matter  and  are  put- 
ting forth  their  best  efforts  to  purify  our  water  supplies.  But  the 
assistance  and  support  of  your  honorable  bodies  is  eminently  neces- 
sary and  hereby  recommended  by  our  board. 

It  takes  money  to  remedy  the  evil ;  nuisances  must  be  abated,  and 
strips  of  land  bordering  on  the  streams  must  be  bought  and  vacated 
in  order  to  get  the  pollution  of  the  water  down  to  a  safe  minimum. 

During  the  freshet  of  May  20-23  the  southwestern  section  of  the 
city  from  Cherry  and  Oak  street,  thence  up  to  Second  and  Franklin 
streets,  and  between  that  and  the  canal,  was  over-flooded,  the  cellars 
with  water,  and  the  first  floors  were  covered  with  water,  mud  and 
filth.  A  number  of  residents  between  Nicolls  street  and  the  P.  & 
R.  R.  R  shared  the  same  fate. 

On  May  2S,  1894,  the  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  board: 

Whereas,  Quite  a  large  portion  of  the  lower  section  of  our  city  has 
been  inundated  by  the  late  floods,  and  216  cellars  in  this  section  still 
contain  large  quantities  of  water,  filth  and  mud,  and  also  some  cellars 
on  Windsor  street  and  vicinity  west  of  Nicolls  street  are  in  a  similar 
condition  caused  by  to-day's  heavy  rains,  and 

Whereas,  This  condition  of  things  is  liable  to  breed  an  epidemic 
of  such  diseases  as  rheumatism,  malaria,  typhoid  fever,  scarlet  fever 
and  diphtheria,  and 

Whereas,  The  people  living  in  these  houses  are  generally  poor 
and  unable  to  procure  pumps  and  labor  to  remove  the  water  and 
filth  from  their  cellars,  therefore 

Resolved,  Tliat  the  board  of  health  would  most  earnestly  represent 
to  your  honorable  bodies  the  great  necessity  to  talte  some  action  in 
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this  matter  by  directing  the  employment  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
fire  engines  and  men  to  pump  out  the  water  and  remove  the  filth 
from  these  cellars  in  order  to  give  relief  to  these  sadly  afflicted  peo- 
ple and  to  avoid  an  epidemic  of  some  serious  diseases. 

On  December  3,  1894,  the  board  adopted  the  following  rule,  to  be 
known  as  section  33. 

Section  33,  Upon  the  return  of  cases  of  diphtheria  being  made, 
the  health  commissioner  shall  cause  a  blue  cloth,  of  not  less  than 
SIX  inches  square  to  be  fastened  upon  th6  front  door  or  other  con- 
spicuous place  of  each  house  in  which  such  sickness  prevails,  and  to 
bo  maintained  there  during  the  existence  of  the  disease,  and  until 
the  health  commissioner  is  satisfied  that  the  house  has  been  propwly 
cleansed,  disinfected  and  purified;  and  in  case  such  blue  cloth  is  re- 
moved without  permission  from  the  health  commissioner,  the  person 
or  persons  so  removing  the  same,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties 
provided  by  act  of  Assembly  for  violation  of  the  rules  of  this  board.

Permits  were  issued  by  the  department  of  health  for  the  burial  of 
1,497  bodies  during  the  year  1894,  an  increase  of  223  over  last  year. 
Of  this  number  116  were  brought  here  from  other  places,  81  were 
8till-born  and  58  were  prematurely  bom,  leaving  a  net  total  for  the 
city  of  1,257  deaths. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-nine  were  married,  652  were  single,  188 
were  widowed,  and  in  268  the  condition  was  not  given. 

Eight  hundred  and  two  were  males  and  695  were  females.  Of  the 
still-born  children  39  were  males  and  34  were  females.  Of  those  pre- 
maturely born  31  were  males  and  17  were  females. 

Of  the  decedents  1,257  were  born  in  the  United  States,  125  were 
of  foreign  birth  and  of  15  the  nativity  could  not  be  obtained. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-two  died  under  one  year  of  age,  73  be- 
tween the  ages  of  one  and  two  years,  118  between  two  and  five,  74 
between  five  and  ten,  24  between  ten  and  fifteen,  38  between  fifteen 
and  twenty,  78  between  twenty  and  thirty,  90  between  thirty  and 
forty,  87  between  forty  and  fifty,  103  between  fifty  and  sixty,  108  be- 
tween sixty  and  seventy,  141  between  seventy  and  eighty,  65  be- 
tween eighty  and  ninety,  and  3  between  ninety  and  one  hundred. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  belong  to  the  zymotic  class,  189  to 
the  constitutional,  093  to  the  local,  90  to  the  developmental,  52  were 
the  result  of  violence,  and  in  two  the  character  of  the  disease  could 
not  be  ascertained.

Our  board  would  most  respectfully  bring  to  your  attention  the 
dilemma  in  which  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  is  placed,  in  their  inability  to 
dispose  of  their  waste  water  and  sewage  matter,  without  creating  a 
nuisance  for  the  residents  along  Walnut  and  Elm  streets;  particu- 
larly during  the  wet  seasons  of  the  year.  Numerous  complaints  are 
being  entered  in  our  office  during  the  year  by  citizens  in  that  section. 
The  hospital  management  have  dug  w^ells  after  wells  and  expended 
much  money  to  prevent  the  overflow  of  them,  yet  the  earth  seems  to 
be  full  of  springs  which  assist  in  filling  up  the  cesspool  wells,  and 
cause  them  to  overflow;  which  overflow  then  flnds  its  way  down  the 
gutters  on  Walnut  or  Elm  streets.  And  the  only  way  to  get  out  of 
this  trouble  is  to  push,  forward  as  speedily  as  possible  a  branch  of 
the  house  sewer  system  and  let  them  connect  therewith.

Gentlemen:  At  the  close  of  another  year  the  board  of  health  would 
again  congratulate  your  honorable  body  upon  the  exemption  of  our 
city  from  the  visitation  of  any  of  the  severe  diseases  in  epidemic 
form.  A  few  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported  from  Elmhurst, 
endangering  by  contamination  the  water  of  that  portion  of  the  city 
supplied  by  the  Scranton  Gas  and  Water  Company's  reservoir  at 
Number  Seven.  But  happily,  through  the  energetic  action  taken  by 
Health  Officer  Allen,  supplemented  by  the  Elmhurst  board  of  health 
and  the  Scranton  Gas  and  Water  Company,  this  calamity  was 
averted. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  water  shed  and  tribularies  supplying 
this  city  with,  water,  was  made  in  September  by  the  board,  together 
with  several  members  of  the  sanitary  committees  of  the  councils,  who 
were  present  by  invitation. 

The  inspection  of  food  products  that  enter  the  city  has  been  at- 
tended to  with  zeal  and  energy  by  the  food  inspector,  and  while  many 
features  connected  with  this  work  are  necessarily  unpleasant,  it  is 
gratifying  to  the  board  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  reputable  dealers 
of  the  city,  encourage  and  sustain  the  inspector. 

The  efficient  work  done  by  the  crematory  during  the  past  year  is 
recognized  by  all  who  have  knowledge  of  the  amount  of  garbage 
burned  each  month.  The  work  of  the  board  has  been  handicapped 
somewhat  by  lack  of  authority  to  carry  out  certain  regulations  along 
some  lines  of  sanitary  measures  that  would  seem  to  be  important  for 
the  health  and  proper  sanitation  of  the  city.    It  is  to  be  hoped,  how- 
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over,  that  the  inipiilse  that  has  been  iiwakened  upon  public  hygiene 
throughout  the  ("ommon wealth  by  the  action  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Associated  Health  authoritieR,  will  result  in  thor- 
ough legislative  action  in  the  removal  of  present  obstacles,  and  the 
adoption  of  measures  that  will  render  more  efficient  the  labor  of  the 
board.

All  things  considered,  the  death  rate  for  the  year  has  not  been  a 
large  one.  The  total  deaths  have  been  299,  or  18f  per  thousand,  on 
an  estimated  population  of  16,000. 

In  October,  1893,  an  epidemic  of  measles  set  in  which  continued 
until  February,  1894,  reaching  its  height  in  December,  1893,  when 
250  cases  were  reported  for  the  month.  Of  all  the  cases  16  were 
fatal;  however,  it  might  be  said  that  twice  as  many  deaths  were 
due  to  the  measles  as  a  number  of  cases  proved  fatal  because  of  com- 
plication with  other  diseases.  The  whole  number  of  cases  reported 
were  482  and  the  disease  lurked  in  this  neighborhood  until  August 
of  this  year,  when  three  cases  were  reported. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  scarlatina  and  diphtheria  in  the 
town,  and  at  no  time  during  the  year  ending  September  30,  we  were 
entirely  free  from  the  dreaded  disease.  In  July  and  August  it  was  at 
its  lowest  ebb,  until  the  present  time,  when  for  two  weeks  there  have 
been  no  cases  reported.  Altogether  there  were  159  cases  of  scar- 
latina with  15  fatalities,  and  30  cases  of  diphtheria  with  9  fatalities. 

During  the  summer  tliere  was  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  at  Ex- 
celsior, and  during  July,  August  and  September  6  cases  were  re- 
ported to  this  board. 

In  February,  1894,  a  case  of  small-pox  was  reported  on  east  Race 
street  in  the  Fifth  ward.  It  was  then  that  the  board  rose  to  the 
necessity  of  the  hour,  and  coupled  with  the  willing  co-operation  of 
your  honor  and  the  borough  council,  the  disease  was  kept  within  the 
quarantined  house.  The  first  case  was  imported  from  Danville,  and 
the  second  case  from  contagion  with  the  infected  patient. 
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lu  April  of  the  same  year  another  case  of  varioloid,  of  obscure 
origin,  developed  on  East  Arch  street  in  the  Second  ward. 

The  record  of  births  shows  a  total  of  550  in  all  the  wards,  to- 
gether with  {h\  still  births,  making  a  total  of  613,  an  increase  over  the 
I)revious  year. 

Tlie  registration  department  is  in  good  shape,  but  so  long  as  mid- 
wives  are  allowed  to  follow  tlieir  avocation,  so  long  will  it  be  impos- 
Hible  to  give  accurate  statistics.

1»ETITI0NING  CONGRESS  TO  ESTABLISH  LABORATORIES 

OF  HYGIENE.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  been  authorized  by  our  State  Board  of  Health 
to  enter  into  correspondence  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
opinion  and  probable  attitude  of  sanitary  authorities  upon  a  propo- 
sition which  I  will  lay  before  the  American  Public  Health  Associa- 
tion at  its  coming  meeting  in  this  city.  Briefly,  it  is  a  bill  proposed 
to  be  submitted  to  Congress  at  its  next  session,  establishing  in  each 
state  and  territory  a  laboratory  of  hygiene  in  connection  with  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  and  making  an  annual  appropriation  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  same. 

The  bill  is  fashioned  exactly  upon  the  law  now  in  force  which 
makes  an  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations  in  connection  witli  State  Agricultural  colleges. 

I  should  be  obliged  for  a  letter  giving  your  personal  views  upon 
the  matter.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  val- 
ued favor  of  the  7th  inst,  in  which  you  request  my  personal  views 
with  regard  to  the  expediency  of  petitioning  Congress  for  the  es- 
tablishment in  each  state  and  territory,  of  a  laboratory  of  hygiene, 
in  connection  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  such  state  or  terri- 
tory, and  making  an  annual  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  same. 

One  great  diflftculty  which  has  confronted  our  own  Board  in  its 
efforts  to  carry  out  those  provisions  of  the  law  which  call  upon  it 
"to  investigate  the  causes  of  diseases  of  human  beings  and  domestic 
animals,  and  the  effects  of  food,  beverages  and  medicine  on  the 
health  of  the  people,"  has  been  the  lack  of  machinery  for  conducting 
experiments,  and  of  means  for  providing  such  machinery.  As  a  rule, 
the  men  who  compose  our  legislatures  do  not  appreciate  the  im- 
portance of  such  investigations.  Members  of  Congress,  on  the  other 
hand,  are  usually  possessed  of  broader  views.  Of  course,  as  the  agri- 
cultural interest  is  a  material  one,  directly  involving  dollars  and 
cents,  we  cannot  hope  to  obtain  the  same  powerful  influence  in  sup- 
port of  a  measure  looking  toward  nothing  better  than  the  protection 
of  life  and  improvement  of  public  health  that  the  Grangers  were 
able  to  command  for  their  purposes.  At  the  same  time  the  effort  is 
undoubtedly  worth  making,  and  if  it  does  nothing  more,  will  be  edu- 
cational in  its  effects. 

I  do  not  myself  expect  to  be  able  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of 
the  A.  P.  H.  A.,  but  strongly  favor  the  introduction  of  the  subject, 
and  trust  that  it  may  receive  hearty  support.

OPINION  IN  RE  SALARY  OP  SECRETARY  AND  HEALTH 

OFFICER. 


Office  of  the  Attorney  General,  Pennsylvania, 
Harrisburg,  May  2,  1895. 
Benjamin  I^ee,  M.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Dear  Sir:  In  answer  to  your  communication  of  the  27th  ult,  ask- 
ing the  question  whether,  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  1889,  in- 
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corporating  cities  of  the  third  class,  and  the  act  of  1893,  establishing 
boards  of  health  in  boroughs,  councils  have  the  right  to  determine 
the  amount  of  the  salaries  to  be  received  by  health  officers  and  sec- 
retaries of  boards  of  health,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
opinion: 

The  act  of  1889  (P.  L.  306),  incorporating  cities  of  the  third  class, 
in  article  two,  section  three,  provides  that  "the  secretary  and  health 
officer  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board."  The 
act  of  1893  (P.  L.  45),  establishing  boards  of  health  in  boroughs,  in 
section  three,  provides  that  "the  secretary  and  health  officer  shall 
receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board." 

The  plain  terms  of  the  acts  above  referred  to  give  to  the  boards  of 
health,  in  cities  of  the  third  class  and  in  boroughs,  the  right  to  fix 
the  salaries  of  the  secretaries  and  health  officers.  Since  the  specific 
authority  has  been  conferred  upon  the  boards  of  health,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  councils  do  not  have  the  right  to  regulate  the  salaries 
of  those  officers.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  seventh  section  of 
article  eleven  of  the  act  of  1889  (P.  L.  308),  it  is  made  the  duty  of  tlie 
boards  of  health  to  submit  annually  to  councils  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  fiscal  year  estimates  of  the  probable  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  boards  during  the  ensuing  year,  "and  councils 
shall  then  proceed  to  make  such  appropriation  thereto  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary."  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  councils  have  no  dis- 
cretion in  the  question  of  making  appropriations  for  the  salaries  of 
the  health  officers  and  secretaries,  as  fixed  by  the  boards  of  health, 
and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  councils  to  make  such  appropriations. 
But  the  question  of  any  general  appropriations  to  cover  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  boards  is  discretionary  with  the  councils,  and  they  can 
make  such  appropriations  therefor  as  they  shall  deem  necessary. 
A  mandamus  would  lie  to  compel  councils  to  make  the  specific  ap- 
propriations for  salaries,  but  it  would  not  lie  to  compel  the  councils 
to  make  general  appropriations  for  other  expenses  of  the  boards  of 
health.  A  mandamus  will  not  lie  to  compel  an  officer  to  exercise 
his  discretion  in  a  particular  way.

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OPINION  IN  RE  AUTHORITY  TO  ABATE  SLAUGHTER  HOUSE 

NUISANCE.

Benjamin  Lee,  M.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Sir:  Your  communication  of  the  12th  inst.,  enclosing  information 

and  other  papers  concerning  a  nuisance  on  the  property  of  F 

H ,  near  Centre  Square,  Whitpain  township,  Montgomery  county, 

received,  and  by  way  of  reply  thereto,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following  opinion: 

The  authority  of  your  Board  to  abate  a  nuisance  is  given  by  the  act 
under  which  it  is  created.  In  this  particular  case,  however,  the  nui- 
sance complained  of  is,  when  properly  conducted,  a  legitimate  busi- 
ness. It  is  the  manner  of  conducting  the  business  that  is  the  nui- 
sance, and  not  the  business  itself.  The  law  protects  every  citizen 
in  any  legitimate  business,  so  long  as  the  conduct  of  such  business 

does  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the  public.     In  the  H 

case  I  am  satisfied  that  the  manner  of  conducting  his  business 
is  prejudicial  to  the  rights  of  the  public,  and  the  health  of  the  peo- 
ple in  that  particular  locality.  For  this  reason  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  it  is  a  nuisance,  but,  inasmuch  as  property  rights  are  involved  in 
the  attempt  to  abate  it,  I  would  advise  you  to  proceed  by  some  well- 
established  legal  method,  rather  than  by  a  summary  process  under 
the  police  powers  of  your  Board.  Two  methods  may  be  adopted. 
You  can,  by  bill  in  equity,  ask  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  pro- 
prietor from  conducting  his  business  in  such  an  offensive  way,  or 
you  can  have  your  local  officer  make  an  information  against  the  pro- 
prietor for  maintaining  a  nuisance.  The  latter,  perhaps,  would  be 
the  more  summary  process.  **"' ' 

The  latest  utterance  of  the  Supreme  Court  upon  the  question  of 
the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  to 
abate  a  nuisance  may  be  found  in  the  case  of  Philadelphia  v.  Trust 
Company,  132  P.  S.  224,  For  your  convenience  I  enclose  you  here- 
with a  copy  of  the  per  curiam  opinion  in  that  case.

and  all  such  establishments  and  depositories  within  said  ward  are 
hereby  declared  a  public  nuisance,  and  punishable  as  such:  Pro- 
vided, That  this  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  first  July  next:  And 
provided.  That  this  act  shall  extend  to  the  county  of  Montgomery.

OPINION  IN  RE  AUTHORITY  OF  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH. 


Office  of  the  Attorney  General,  Pennsylvania, 

Harrisburg,  June  14,  1895. 
Bf^njamin  Lee,  M.  D.,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health: 
Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  13th  inst., 
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enclosing  letter  of  A.  0.  Maley,  secretary  of  the  board  of  health  of 
the  borough  of  East  Greensburg,  dated  June  4,  1895,  also  letter  of 
Anton  Gi*een,  of  the  borough  of  Sharpsburg,  dated  June  13,  1895, 
and  beg  to  submit  the  following  answer: 

Nearly  all  of  the  questions  you  raise  have  been  substantially 
answered  in  my  letter  of  May  2d,  addressed  to  you  upon  sub- 
jects of  a  similar  nature.  As  a  general  rule  it  can  be  stated  that 
tl)e  State  Board  of  Health,  established  under  the  act  of  1885,  as  well 
as  local  boards,  established  under  the  act  of  1893,  have  no  authority 
except  such  as  is  derived  from  the  acts  of  Assembly  creating  such 
boards.  The  law  in  such  cases  means  what  it  says,  and  says  what 
it  means;  so,  interpreting  these  acts,  we  must  look  to  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  the  law.  In  section  seven  of  the  act  of  May  11,  1893  (P.  L. 
47),  it  is  provided  that  the  Board  of  Health  shall  submit  annually 
to  the  council  an  estimate  of  the  probable  receipts  and  expenditures 
during  the  ensuing  year,  "and  the  council  shall  then  proceed  to  make 
such  appropriation  thereto  as  they  shall  deem  necessary."  This 
vests  in  the  council  a  large  discretion.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  how- 
ever, that  some  appropriations  must  be  made  by  the  council,  but 
the  amount  of  that  appropriation  is  discretionary  with  the  council. 

Your  second  question  is  included  in  the  first,  and  the  same  an- 
swer applies. 

I  am  of  the  further  opinion  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  borough  coun- 
cil to  make  appropriation  of  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  the  secretary  and  health  officers,  as  fixed  by  the  board.  If 
this  is  not  done  a  mandamus  would  lie  to  compel  the  council  to  p<'r- 
form  its  duty  under  the  law.

a  certain  department  of  the  municipal  government,  to  make  any  othor 
use  of  the  money  thus  appropriated. 

When  an  appropriation  is  made  by  a  council  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose, it  is  not  lawful  to  use  that  money  for  any  other  purpose.    *

OPINION  IN  RE  ORDER  TO  CONSTRUCT  WATER  (5LOSETS.

Per  Curiam: 

We  have  no  doubt  of  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  declare 
and  abate  nuisances.  So  much  was  decided  in  Kennedy  v.  Board  of 
tJealth,  2  Pa.,  366.  It  was  therefore  competent  for  said  Board  to 
declare  the  privies  in  question  public  nuisances;  and,  as  they  had  a 
tendency  to  endanger  the  public  health,  the  Board  acted  strictly  in 
the  line  of  their  duty  in  ordering  them  to  be  cleaned  and  purified, 
and  in  charging  the  owners  of  the  premises  with  the  cost  thereof. 
All  this  is  not  disputed.  But  when  the  Board  proceeded  further,  and 
ordered  water  closets  to  be  constructed  by  the  owners,  we  think 
they  exceeded  their  powers.  At  least,  no  such  authority  has  been 
exhibited  to  us,  and  we  cannot  assume  it  to  exist  without  evidence. 

The  act  of  April  5,  1849,  was  called  to  our  attention,  but  it  does 
not  meet  the  difficulty.  It  is  true,  it  authorized  the  Board  of  Health 
"to  remove  the  cause  of  all  nuisances  that  now  exist,  or  may  here- 
after be  created."  But  the  cause  of  this  nuisance  was  not  the  privy 
well  itself,  but  its  contents.  The  mere  hole  in  the  ground  was  not 
a  nuisance.  When,  therefore,  the  well  was  cleaned  and  purified,  the 
cause  of  the  nuisance  was  removed.  It  is  true,  it  might  become  a 
nuisance  again.  In  such  event  it  would  require  to  be  again  cleaned. 
The  order  requiring  the  owners  to  put  in  water  closets,  if  sustained 
by  this  court,  might  be  far-reaching  in  its  consequences,  and  lead  to 
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serious  and  obvious  abuses.    Their  power  to  do  so,  as  before  stated, 
has  not  been  shown. 

We  are  of  opinion  the  court  below  did  not  err  in  giving  the  jury 
a  binding  instruction  to  find  for  the  defendants. 


SOLICITOR'S  OPINION  IN  RE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  OP  POTTS 

TOWN. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Burgess  and  Members  of  the  Town  Council  of 
the  Borough  of  Pottstown,  Pa.: 

Gentlemen;  In  accordance  with  your  request  to  submit  in  writing 
my  opinion  concerning  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  act  of 
Assembly  of  Pennsylvania,  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  borough  coun- 
cils to  establish  boards  of  health,"  approved  the  eleventh  day  of  May, 
A.  D.  1893,  P.  L.  47,  applies  to  the  borough  of  Pottstown,  I  beg  to 
submit  the  following: 

'  As  the  above  act  is  intended  to  promote  the  welfare  and  pros- 
perity of  the  community  by  preserving  the  health  thereof,  by  the 
abatement  and  prevention  of  diseases,  the  question  is  one  worthy  of 
most  careful  consideration.  The  act,  in  section  one  thereof,  provides 
as  follows:  "That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  town 
council,  or  burgess,  where  he  is  the  presiding  officer,  of  every  borough 
in  this  Commonwealth,  within  six  months  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  to  nominate  and  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  council  to  ap- 
point a  board  of  health  of  such  borough,  to  consist  of  five  persons^ 
not  members  of  the  council,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  reputable  phy- 
sician of  not  less  than  two  years'  standing  in  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession. At  the  first  appointment  the  president  of  the  town  council 
or  burgess,  where  he  is  the  presiding  officer,  shall  designate  one  of 
the  members  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  to  serve  for  two  years,  one  1o 
serve  for  three  years,  one  to  serve  for  four  years  and  one  to  serve  for 
five  years,  and  thereafter  one  member  of  said  board  shall  be  appoint- 
ed annually  to  serve  for  five  years.  The  board  shall  be  appointed  by 
districts,  to  be  fixed  by  town  council,  representing  as  equally  as  'nay 
be  all  portions  of  the  borough.  The  members  shall  serve  without 
compensation." 
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It  is  contended  by  certain  members  of  the  town  council  that  the 
act  is  not  applicable,  or  does  not  apply  to  the  borough  of  Pottstown, 
for  the  reason  that  our  borough  is  working  under,  or  governed  by  a 
special  charter,  and  that  a  general  act  of  Assembly,  such  as  abavx:, 
cannot  alter,  impair,  modify,  amend  or  affect  it  in  any  way,  nor  im- 
pose on  the  borough  any  burden,  liability  or  responsibility  whatso- 
ever, and  that  the  act  in  question  only  applies  to  boroughs  incorpo- 
rated or  organized  and  working  under  the  general  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth providing  for  the  incorporation,  formation  and  regula- 
tion of  boroughs.  All  acts  pertaining  to  the  public  welfare  or  for 
the  public  good  are  liberally  construed  by  the  courts. 

Applying  this  principle  to  the  case  now  for  consideration  your 
solicitor  is  of  the  opinion  that  when  the  act  of  Assembly  in  question 
uses  the  words  "of  every  borough  in  this  Commonwealth,"  in  section 
one  thereof,  it  means  borough  incorporated  under  general  as  well  as 
special  laws,  and  that  its  provisions  thereof  apply  to  the  borough  of 
Pottstown.  It  is  also  contended  by  persons  opposed  to  the  board 
that  the  act  does  not  apply  to  the  borough  of  Pottstown  for  the  .ea- 
son  that  it  is  unconstitutional  in  the  respect  that  the  title  of  the  act 
is  defective  in  that  it  does  not  give  notice  to  the  public  of  the  subject 
matter  of  the  act;  and  it  is  also  unconstitutional,  for  the  reason  that 
it  impairs  the  obligation  of  a  contract;  our  borough  charter,  it  is 
contended,  is  a  contract  between  the  inhabitants  of  the  borough  and 
the  State.  The  former  question  has  already  been  raised  before  and 
passed  upon  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  our  county,  in  a  case  re- 
cently before  it  from  the  borough  of  Jenkintown,  and  declared  by 
our  court  to  be  constitutional,  so  far  as  the  title  of  the  act  is  con- 
cerned. As  to  the  second  objection  raised,  your  solicitor  is  of  the 
opinion  that  it  does  not  apply  in  this  case  for  the  cases  in  which 
that  point  had  been  raised  and  passed  upon  by  the  superior  courts 
are  not  analogous. 

Section  three  of  the  act  provides,  among  other  things,  "That  the 
members  of  the  board  shall  severally  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  pre- 
scribed for  borough  officers,  and  shall  elect  a  secretary  and  health 
officer,  who  shaJl  execute  the  orders  of  the  board;  the  secretary  and 
health  officer  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board; 
they  shall  severally  give  bond  to  the  borough  in  such  sums  as  may 
be  fixed  by  ordinance  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties;  that 
all  fines  which  shall  be  collected  or  received  by  the  board  shall  be 
paid  over  into  the  borough  treasury  monthly,  together  with  all  pen- 
alties which  shall  be  recovered  for  the  violation  of  any  regulation  of 
the  board." 

Section  six  thereof  provides  among  other  things,  "That  the  board 
shall  make  and  cause  to  be  published,  all  necessary  rules  and  re$i^n- 
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lations  for  carrying  into  effect  the  powers  and  functions  with  which 
they  are  by  said  act  invested,  and  which  said  rules  and  regulations, 
when  approved  by  the  borough  and  chief  burgess,  and  when  adver- 
tised in  the  same  manner  as  other  ordinances,  shall  have  the  force 
and  effect  of  ordinances  of  the  borough,  and  all  penalties  for  the 
violation  thereof,  as  well  as  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  carry- 
ing the  same  into  effect,  shall  be  recoverable  for  the  use  of  the  bor- 
ough in  the  same  manner  as  penalties  for  the  violation  of  borough 
ordinances,  subject  to  like  limitations  as  to  the  amount  thereof. 

From  the  information  before  your  solicitor  it  appears  that  the 
burgess  of  the  borough  of  Pottstown,  within  the  time  prescribed  by 
section  one,  above  recited,  nominated,  and,  with  the  consent  of  your 
honorable  body,  appointed  a  board  of  health,  as  provided  for  by  the 
said  section;  that  said  board  duly  organized  and  severally  took  and 
subscribed  the  oath  provided  by  section  three,  and  selected  a  sec- 
retary and  health  officer  as  therein  provided  for,  and  have  prepared 
and  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  your  honorable  body  by  an 
ordinance  embodying  the  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  carry- 
ing into  effect  the  powers  and  functions  with  which  they  are  in- 
vested by  the  above  act  of  Assembly.  That  said  Board,  in  good  faith 
regularly  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  in  the  per- 
formance thereof  contracted  certain  debts,  presented  to  the  borough 
for  payment,  and  which  the  borough  has  neglected  or  refused  to  pay. 
This  brings  us  to  the  important  question:  Is  the  borough  liable  at 
law  for  these  debts?  The  only  provision  made  by  said  act  for  the 
payment  of  debts  contracted  by  the  board  in  the  proper  exercise  and 
performance  of  its  duties  is  found  in  section  seven  thereof,  which 
provides  that  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  to  submit 
annually  to  the  council,  before  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year, 
an  estimate  of  the  probable  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  board 
during  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  council  shall  then  proceed  to  make 
such  appropriation  thereto  as  they  shall  deem  necessary."  Has  said 
board  or  your  honorable  body  complied  with  these  provisions  or  re- 
quirements? And  what  does  said  section  mean  when  it  says  before 
the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year?  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
commencement  of  the  fiscal  year  means  when  the  expenditures  begin 
and  the  receipts  of  the  board  commence;  and  which  year,  under  such 
construction  of  the  act,  has  already  begun.  Has  said  borough  sub- 
mitted such  estimate?  It  has  not.  Said  year  having  commenced,  has 
council  made  any  such  appropriation  as  required  by  said  section? 
It  has  not.  How,  therefore,  if  council  objects  to  the  payment  of  ihe 
bills  already  contracted  by  the  board,  can  payment  thereof  be  en- 
forced. The  remedy,  if  any,  would  be  by  mandamus,  and  if  such  a 
writ  should  be  awarded  by  the  court  and  served  on  either  the  bur-

geas,  treasurer,  or  clerk  of  the  town  council,  would  the  board  ^tiil, 
under  the  above  facts  and  the  present  financial  status  of  the  borough 
treasury,  secure  payment  of  the  bills?  Your  solicitor  is  of  the  opin- 
ion that  it  would  not,  for  the  reason  that  the  treasurer,  burgess  or 
secretary,  or  the  oflScer  to  whom  the  writ  was  directed,  could  show 
that  all  the  money  that  has  come  into  his  hands  since  the  service  of 
the  mandamus,  is  required  to  pay  the  necessary  and  ordinary  ex- 
penses of  the  borough,  and  that  the  borough  has  raised  as  much  by 
taxation  as  the  law  permits,  which  would  be  a  sufficient  answer  to 
the  writ,  for  the  officer  would  only  be  liable  to  the  payment  of  the 
residue  in  his  hands  after  the  appropriation  of  the  necessary  amount 
for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  borough,  as  applicable  to  the  other 
indebtedness  thereof;  nor  could  the  board  recover  by  action  against 
the  inhabitants  of  the  borough,  because  they  are  not  individually  lia- 
ble for  any  portion  of  the  borough's  indebtedness. 

The  act  of  April  22d,  A.  D.  1887,  P.  L.  61,  provides  a  remedy  hy 
mandamus  for  the  collection  of  debts  due  by  boroughs  by  giving  ihe 
court  of  quarter  sessions  the  authority  to  compel,  by  writ  of  man- 
damus, the  proper  officers  of  a  borough  to  collect  by  special  taxation, 
sufficient  money  to  pay  the  debts  of  a  borough,  other  than  its  bonded 
debts,  when  they  shall  exceed  the  amount  which  the  proper  officer 
may  collect  in  any  one  year  by  taxation  as  at  present  regulated, 
or  when  the  proper  officers  refuse  or  neglect  to  levy  a  sufficient  tax 
to  pay  the  same.  But  this,  your  solicitor  is  of  the  opinion,  does 
not  apply  to  the  borough  of  Pottstown,  for  there  are  no  words  in  the 
title  of  the  act,  nor  in  the  act  itself  which  would  make  it  applj'  to 
the  borough  of  Pottstown,  by  effecting  a  repeal  of  the  proviso  con- 
tained in  section  six  of  our  charter,  which  says  "That  no  tax  shall  be 
laid  in  any  one  year  on  the  valuation  of  taxable  property,  unless 
some  object  of  general  utility  shall  be  thought  necessary,  in  which 
case  a  majority  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  borough  by  writing, 
under  their  hands,  shall  approve  of  and  certify  the  same  to  town 
council,  who  shall  prpceed  to  assess  the  same  accordingly." 

The  fact,  however,  that  the  board  failed  to  present  such  estimate, 
and  council  failed  to  approve  the  ordinance  and  make  an  appropria- 
tion, as  provided  for  in  section  seven  above  recited,  should  not  Kt 
the  bills  contracted  by  the  board  go  unpaid,  nor  should  the  fact  that 
the  board  would  be  unable  to  collect  them  at  the  present  time  by 
mandamus  likewise  be  ac(*(*ptetl  as  an  excuse,  because  tlu»  ooard,  so 
regularly  appointed  and  confirmed  by  your  honorable  body,  organized 
and  proceeded  to  act  in  good  faith,  and  contracted  the  debts  in  ihe 
proper  exercise  of  its  duties,  and  for  the  public  good,  and  sho^jld 
therefore  be  paid;  nor  should  your  honorable  body  refuse  to  make 
any  reasonjible  appropriation,  nor  any  appropriation  at  all,  for  the 
necessary  and  reasonable  expenses  of  the  board  for  the  ensuing  vear, 
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for  if  all  the  present  income  of  the  borough,  raised  by  the  full  -imit 
of  taxation  provided  for  by  section  six  of  our  charter,  is  required  in 
the  other  ordinary  and  necessary  expenses  thereof,  the  additional 
expense  entailed  by  the  appropriation  for  the  board  of  health  co.ild 
be  raised  under  the  above  proviso  of  section  six  by  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  borough  in  writing  under 
their  hands,  for  such  purpose.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted

Constitution. 

The  constitution  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  is  the  act  of  Legislature  es- 
tablishing the  Board,  approved  June  3,  1885,  of  which  the  following 
is  the  correct  text.

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biennially  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  two  persons  of  the  same  professions  as 
those  whose  terms  of  office  have  just  expired,  to  be 
members  of  said  board,  to  hold  their  offices  for  six 
years  from  the  first  day  of  July  next  following  their 
confirmation,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed, 
excepting  the  Secretary,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
as  hereinafter  provided;  but  any  member  may  be  re- 
appointed. Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  dur- 
ing a  recess  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Governor  until  the  next  regular  session  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  appointment 
of  the  first  six  persons  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  meet 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  shall  proceed,  under  the  direction  of  the  latter  of- 
ficer, to  determine,  by  lot,  which  of  them  shall  sei*ve 
for  the  respective  terms  of  two,  four  and  six  years. 
Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the  office  they  shall 
take  the  oath  prescribed  for  State  officers  by  the  CJon- 
stitution  of  the  State,  and  shall  file  the  same  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  who, 
upon  receiving  the  said  oath  of  office,  shall 
issue  to  each  a  certificate  of  appointment  for 
his  respective  term  of  office  determined  as  aforesaid ; 
upon  receiving  which  they  shall  possess  and  ex- 
ercise the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  said  Board 
as  defined  in  this  act.  Immediately  after  having  taken 
the  oath  of  office  they  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of 
their  number  to  be  president,  and  by  appointing  a 
proper  person,  who  shall  be  a  physician  of  good  stand- 
ing, of  not  less  than  ten  years'  professional  experience, 
and  a  graduate  of  a  legally  constituted  medical  col- 
lege, to  be  Secretary  of  said  Board,  who  shall  hold  his 
appointment  until  removed  by  the  appointment  of  his 
successor  or  otherwise.  The  Board  may  elect  one  of 
its  own  members  Secretary,  in  which  case  the  vacancy 
thus  created  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  in  the 
same  manner  as  a  vacancy  caused  in  any  other  way. 
The  president  shall  be  elected  annually.  No  mem- 
ber of  the  Board,  except  the  Secretary,  shall,  as  such, 
receive  any  salary;  but  the  actual  traveling  and  oth»^r 
expenses  of  any  member  while  engaged  on  the  actual 
duties  of  the  Board,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  on  pres- 
entation to,  and  approval  by  the  Auditor  General  of 
an  itemized  account,  with  vouchers  annexe^ 
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Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  the  executive  officm- 
of  the  Board,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privi- 
leges of  a  member  of  said  Board,  except  in  regard  to 
voting  upon  matters  relating  to  his  own  office  and 
duties  as  Secretary.  He  shall  receive  an  annual  sal- 
ary of  two  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  paid  nim 
in  the  same  manner  that  salaries  of  other  State  «)ffi- 
cers  are  paid;  and  such  necessary  expenses  as  the  Au- 
ditor General  shall  audit,  on  presentation  of  an  item- 
ized account  with  vouchers  annexed  and  the  certificate 
of  the  Board,  shall  be  allowed  him. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once  Time  and  place  of 
every  six  months,  and  may  also  hold  special  meetings 
as  frequently  as  the  proper  and  efficient  discharge  of 
its  duties  shall  require,  in  the  capitol  building  at  Har- 
risburg  (unless  otherwise  ordered),  and  the  rules  and 
by-laws  of  the  Board  shall  provide  for  the  giving  of 
proper  and  timely  notice  of  all  such  meetings  to  every 
member  of  the  Board.  The  Secretary  of  Internal  Af 
fairs  shall  provide  and  furnish  such  apartments  and 
stationery  as  said  Board  may  require  in  the  discharge 
of  its  duties.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
shall,  at  any  regular,  called  or  adjourned  meeting,  or- 
ganize and  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.

tistics. It  shall  make  sanitary  investigations  and  in- 
quiries respecting  the  causes  of  disease,  and  especially 
of  epidemic  diseases,  including  those  of  domestic  .ini- 
mals,  the  sources  of  mortality,  and  the  effects  of  lo- 
calities, employments,  conditions,  habits,  food,  bever- 
ages and  medicine  on  the  health  of  the  people.  It  shall 
also  disseminate  infonnation  upon  these  and  similar 
subjects  among  the  people.  It  shall,  when  required  by 
the  Governor  or  the  Legislature,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  it  deems  it  important,  institute  sanitary  in- 
spections of  public  institutions  or  places  throughout 
the  State.  It  shall  codify  and  suggest  amendments  to 
the  sanitary  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  shall 
have  power  to  enforce  such  regulations  as  will  tend  1o 
limit  the  progress  of  epidemic  diseases.

Sec.  G.  In  cities,  boroughs,  districts  and  places  hav- 
ing no  local  board  of  health,  or  in  case  the  sanitary 
laws  or  regulations  in  places  where  boards  of  health 
or  health  officers  exist  should  be  inoperative,  the  State 
Board  of  Health  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
order  nuisances,  or  the  cause  of  any  special  disease  or 
mortality,  to  be  abated  and  removed,  and  to  enfoi'ce 
quarantine  regulations  as  said  Board  shall  direct. 

Any  person  who  shall  fail  to  obey,  or  shall  violate, 
such  order  shall,  on  conviction,  be  sentenced  to  pay  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  Vital  Statistics  to  have  general  supervision 
of  the  State  system  of  registration  of  births,  marriages 
and  deaths,  of  prevalent  diseases,  and  of  practitioners 
of  medicine  and  surgery,  to  prepare  the  necessary 
methods,  forms  and  blanks  for  obtaining  and  preserv- 
ing such  records,  and  to  insure  the  faithful  registra- 
tion of  the  same  in  the  several  counties  and  in  the 
Central  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  the  capitol  of  1lie 
State.  The  said  Board  shall  recommend  such  forms 
and  amendments  of  laws  as  shall  be  deemed  to  be  ni**- 
e.ssary  for  the  thorough  organization  and  efficiency  of 
the  registration  of  vital  statistics  throughout  the 
State.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  Vital  Statistics  shall  be  the  superintendent  of 
registration  of  vital  statistics  as  supervised  by  said 
Board;  the  clerical  duties  and  safe  keeping  of  the  bu- 
reau of  vital  statistics  thus  created  shall  be  providi»d 
for  by  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  who  shall  iils'> 
provide  and  furnisli  such  apartments  and  stationery 
as  said  Board  shall  require  in  the  discharge  of  such 
duties. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  health  officers  and 
boards  of  health  in  the  State  to  communicate  to  said 
State  Board  of  Health  copies  of  all  their  reports  and 
publications  and  also  such  sanitary  information  as 
may  be  requested  by  said  Board.  And  said  Board  is 
authorized  to  require  reports  and  infonnation  (at  suoh 
times  and  of  such  facts,  and,  generally,  of  such  nature 
and  extent  as  its  by-laws  or  rules  may  provide)  from 
all  public  dispensaries,  hospitals,  asylums,  inftrmariiM. 
prisons  and  schools,  and  from  the  managers,  print-i- 
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pals  and  officers  thereof,  and  from  all  other  public  in- 
stitutions, their  officers  and  managers,  and  from  the 
proprietors,  managers,  lessees  and  occupants  of  oil 
places  of  public  resort  in  the  State;  but  such  reports 
shall  only  be  required  concerning  matters  or  particu- 
lars in  respect  of  which  it  may,  in  its  opinion,  need  in- 
formation for  the  proper  discharge  of  its  duties. 

Sec.  9.  Said  Board  may,  from  time  to  time,  engage  scientiflomTeatign- 
suitable  persons  to  render  sanitary  service  or  to  make 
or  supervise  practical  and  scientific  investigations  :ind 
examinations  requiring  expert  skill,  and  to  prepare 
plans  and  reports  relative  thereto.  But  no  more  than 
two  thousand  dollars  shall  be  expended  in  any  one 
year  for  such  special  sanitary  service. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board,  on  or  be-  Annu-i  report, 
fore  the  first  Monday  of  December,  in  each  year,  to 
make  a  report  in  writing  to  the  Governor  of  this  State 
upon  the  sanitary  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Stale, 
and  such  report  shall  set  forth  the  action  of  the  said 
board  and  its  officers  and  agents,  and  the  names  there- 
of, for  the  past  year,  and  may  contain  other  useful  in- 
formation pertinent  to  the  objects  for  which  it  was 
created,  and  shall  suggest  any  further  legislative  ac- 
tion or  precaution  deemed  proper  for  the  better  pro- 
tection of  life  and  health;  and  the  annual  report  of  said 
Board  shall  also  contain  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
(State)  Treasurer  of  all  moneys  paid  out  by  or  on  ac-  ^^^pL  robabi 
count  of  said  Board,  and  a  detailed  statement  of  the  JohUJ*^®  ^' *'""" 
manner  of  its  expenditures  during  the  year  last  paj^t, 
but  its  total  expenditures  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  11.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  (|10,000)  is  Appropriation, 
hereby  appropriated  from  the  Treasury  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act  and  the  expenditures  properly  in- 
curred by  the  authority  of  said  Board  and  verified  by 
affidavit,  subject,  however,  to  the  limitations  herein- 
before imposed,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasu^or 
upon  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General. 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and 
all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  the  printing,  binding,  distribu- 
tion and  number  of  the  several  public  documents  c'f 
this  Commonwealth  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit: 

XIX.  Five  thousand  copies  of  the  annual  report  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  be 
printed  annually,  four  thousand  to  be  bound  in  muslin 
and  one  thousand  in  paper;  seventeen  hundred  ind 
fifty  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Represen Na- 
tives, one  thousand  for  the  use  of  the  Senate,  seventy- 
five  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  (xovernor,  seventy -five 
thereof  for  the  State  Librarian  for  distribution  and 
exchange  with  tlie  states  and  territories,  five  hundred 
thereof  for  reserve  work,  and  the  remainder  thereof 
for  exchange  and  distribution  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health.

BYLAWS. 


The  By-Laws  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  are  as  follows: 

Article  I. 

OflBcers  of  the  Board. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  President  and  Secre- 
tary as  directed  by  section  two  of  the  act  establishing  the  Board. 
Section  2.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Article  IT. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  -he 
Board,  preserve  order,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  custom  and 
parliamentary  usage  require.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  fell 
(tommittees. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  records  and  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence of  the  Board.  He  shall  be  custodian  of  all  books,  doc- 
uments, furniture  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  Board.  He 
shall  give  proper  and  timely  notice,  in  writing,  of  every  regular  .md 
called  meeting,  to  each  member  of  the  Board,  and  shall,  as  execu- 
tive oflBcer,  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  assigned  by  the  act  ts- 
tablishing  the  Board,  or  by  these  by-laws,  as  the  Board  may  from 
time  to  time  direct.  AH  communications  from  the  Secretary  to  ihe 
Board  shall  be  in  writing. 

Article  II L 

Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Thursday  in  May,  July  and  November,  at  Harrisburg  (unless 
otherwise  ordered.)  At  the  meeting  in  July  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held.  At  the  meeting  in  November  the  annual  report  shill 
be  adopted,  and  at  the  meeting  in  May  a  public  address  on  some 
sanitar}'  topic  shall  be  delivered. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  President,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  he  shall  designate,  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  three  members  of  the  Board,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  3.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  at  any  regu- 
lar, called  or  adjourned  meeting,  organize  and  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Article  IV. 

Order  of  Business. 

Section  1.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  to  order  at 
the  appointed  hour  by  the  President.  In  the  event  of  his  absence  a 
chairman  pro  tempore  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  2.  At  regular  meetings  the  business  shall  be  conducted  as 
follows: 

1.  The  Secretary  shall  register  the  names  of  the  members  present. 

2.  The  minutes  of  the  last  regular  meeting  shall  be  read. 

3.  The  minutes  of  special  meetings  held  since  the  last  regular 
meeting  shall  be  read.

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

7.  At  the  meeting  in  July,  nomination  and  election  of  a  President 
for  the  ensuing  year;  at  the  meeting  in  November,  appointment  of 
standing  committees.

10.  Adjournment.

Article  V. 

Report  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  shall,  at  the  meeting  in  November,  make  a  full  re- 
port of  his  official  acts  during  the  year  ending  October  1,  preceding, 
and  accompany  the  same  with  recommendation  of  such  measures  i  s 
he  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health  and 
the  faithful  execution  of  the  law,  and  this  report  shall  constitute  ihe 
basis  of  the  report  of  the  Board  to  be  presented  to  the  Governor  on 
or  bc*fore  the  first  Monday  of  December  in  each  year,  in  accordanct? 
with  the  recjuirements  of  section  ten  of  the  act  constituting  Miis 
Hoard. 

Arlicle  VI. 

Standing  Committees. 

Section  1.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  Board  at  the  meeting  in  November: 

1.  An  executive  committee. 

2.  A  committee  on  registration  and  vital  statistics. 

3.  A  committee  on  preventable  diseases,  disinfection  and  supervi- 
sion of  travel  and  traffic. 

4.  A  committee  on  water  supply,  drainage,  sewerage,  topography 
and  mines. 

5.  A  committee  on  public  institutions  and  school  hygiene. 

f).  A  committee  on  adulterations,  poisons,  explosives  and  other 
special  sources  of  danger  to  life  and  limb. 

7.  A  committee  on  sanitary  legislation,  rules  and  regulations. 

Sec.  2.  Such  papers,  communications  or  other  matter  received  by 
the  Secretary  as  he  may  deem  proper  for  the  purpose,  he  shall  pole- 
ward to  the  chairman  of  the  appropriate  committee,  after  filing  the 
titles  and  memoranda,  which  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Secretary's  of- 
fice. 

Sec.  3.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  in  writing. 
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Article  VIL 
Finances. 

Section  1.  All  accounts  against  the  Board  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary,  and  may  be  presented  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  when 
they  shall  be  acted  on  in  open  session;  and  all  accounts  allowed  shall 
be  endoi'sed  "Approved  by  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  ind 
Vital  Statistics,"  and  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  record  in  a  book  reserved  for  that  pur- 
pose, all  accounts  of  expenditures  ordered  or  made  by  the  Board  and 
its  several  members,  and  shall,  before  presenting  any  bill,  account  or 
voucher  to  the  Auditor  General,  cause  a  copy  of  the  same  to  be  re- 
corded, and  shall  have  stamped  upon  such  voucher,  account  or  bill 
the  audit  and  date,  as  the  executive  committee  shall  provide. 

Article  VIIL 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  1.  The  executive  committee  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
three  members,  including  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  who  shall  be 
secretary  of  the  committee. 

Sec.  2  It  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  finances,  pur- 
chases, expenses  and  publications  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  X  Its  office  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  until  otherwise 
ordered. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  hold  meetings  at  least  quarterly,  and  as  much  <»f- 
tener  as  it  shall  deem  m^cessary,  and  shall  meet  on  the  call  of  the 
chairman. 

Sec.  5.  With  the  approval  of  the  Board  or  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee, the  Secretary  shall  make  requisition  upon  the  Seiretary  of 
Internal  Affairs  for  such  stationery,  printed  forms,  clerical  labor, 
apartments  and  furniture  as  shall  be  needed  for  the  use  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  6.  No  purchases  shall  be  made  or  expenditure  incurred  ^:x- 
cept  by  order  of  the  Board  or  of  the  executive  committee:  and  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  shall  not  have  power  to  incur  any  indebtedness 
beyond  the  amount  appropriated  by  law. 

Arti4iU  IX. 

Rules  of  Order. 

In  conducting  the  business  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  the  par- 
liamentary rules  governing  the  I/egislature  of  the  State  of  Penn.^yl- 
vania  shall  be  adopted  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  t«>  its  delibc^ta 
tions.

Seal. 

The  seal  of  the  Board  shall  be  circular  in  shape,  bearing  on  the  cir- 
cumference the  words  "State  Board  of  Health.  Pennsylvania.  18S5. 
Salus  Populi  Buprema  Lex,"  and  in  the  centre  the  coat-of-arms  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Article  XL 
Amendments.   - 

These  by-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  by  a  two-thtrds  vote  of  the  members  present. 


REGULATIONS  OF  THE   BOARD. 


Regulations  in  Regard  to  the  Abatement  and  Removal  of  Nuisances. 

Whenever  a  complaint  is  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  the  existence  of  a  nuisance,  he  shall  forthwith,  as  executive 
officer  of  the  Board,  investigate  the  matter,  and  shall  determine 
whether  the  alleged  nuisance  is  detrimental  to  the  public  health,  or 
the  cause  of  any  special  disease  or  mortality:  and  in  case  he  shall  so 
find,  then  he  shall  notify  the  owner,  agent  or  occupier  of  said  prom- 
ises, in  writing,  of  such  finding,  and  the  executive  officer  shall  thei'e- 
upon  order  and  direct  the  abatement  and  removal  of  the  same  within 

days;  and  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  said  owuer,  agent  or  <  c- 

cupier  of  said  property  to  abate  and  remove  the  nuisance,  then  the 
executive  officer  may  proceed  to  abate  and  remove  the  same,  .n  d 
may  employ  all  the  force  n<M*es8ary  to  do  so,  and  shall  proceed  by 
warrant,  arrest  and  indictment  to  convict  the*  party  failing  to  oh^*y 
said  order  of  abatement  and  removal.

JProvisional  Begulations  for  Preventing  House,  Yards,  Streets,  Slaughter 
HoiAses,  Stock  Tarda,  Hog  Pens,  Bone-Boiling  and  Fat-Rendering 
and  Otlier  Similar  EstcMishments  from  Being  or  Becoming  Prejudicial 
to  the  Public  Health. 

Nuisances  Defined. 

1.  Whatever  is  dangerous  to  human  life  or  health,  and  whatever 
renders  soil,  air,  water  or  food  impure  or  unwholesome,  are  declared 
to  be  nuisances  and  to  be  illegal,  and  every  person  having  aided  in 
creating  or  contributing  to  the  same,  or  who  may  support,  continue 
or  retain  any  of  them,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  these 
regulations. 

House  Refuse,  Garbage,  Etc. 

2.  No  house  refuse,  offal,  garbage,  dead  animals,  decaying  vegeta- 
ble matter,  or  organic  waste  substance  of  any  kind,  shall  be  thrown 
upon  any  street,  road,  ditch,  gutter  or  public  place,  and  no  putrid  or 
decaying  animal  or  vegetable  matter  shall  be  kept  in  any  yard, 
house,  cellar  or  adjoining  out-buildings  for  more  than  twenty-four 
hours. 

Noxious  Trades. 

3.  No  person  or  company  shall  erect  or  maintain  any  manufactory 
or  place  of  business  dangerous  to  life  or  detrimental  to  health,  or 
where  unwholesome,  offensive  or  deleterious  odors,  gas,  smoke,  de- 
posit or  exhalations  are  generated,  within  one  mile  of  the  limits  of 
any  city  or  borough,  without  the  permit  of  the  board  of  health  or 
borough  council  of  said  city  or  borough,  and  all  such  establishments 
shall  be  kept  clean  and  wholesome  so  as  not  to  be  offensive  or  preju- 
dicial to  public  health,  nor  shall  any  offensive  or  deleterious  wasie- 
substance,  refuse  or  injurious  matter  be  allowed  to  accumulate  upon 
the  premises  or  be  thrown  or  allowed  to  run  into  any  public  waters, 
stream,  water-course,  street,  road  or  public  place.  And  every  per- 
son or  company  conducting  such  manufacture  or  business  shall  use 
the  best  approved  and  all  reasonable  means  to  prevent  the  escape 
of  smoke,  gases  and  odors,  and  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  cf 
all  operatives  employed  therein. 

4.  The  business  of  bone  and  horse  boiling  shall  not  be  allowed,  r.n- 
less  conducted  under  cover,  the  building  to  be  y)rovided  with  sraoko 
consumers,  and  a  due  regard  to  be  had  to  cleanliness  in  the  dispo- 
sition of  the  offal.     No  bone  boiling  establishment  or  depository  of 
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dead  animals  shall  be  kept  or  erected  in  any  part  of  this  (Common- 
wealth which  is  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  local  board  of 
liealth,  without  a  permit  from  the  board  of  health  or  borough  coun- 
cil of  the  nearest  city  or  borough. 

5.  No  permit  shall  be  granted  1o  any  person  or  persons  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  boiling  bones  and  dead  animals  until  after  a  care- 
ful inspection  of  the  locality,  buildings  and  apparatus,  and  of  the 
})lans  for  conducting  the  business,  by  an  accredited  inspector  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  or,  if  such  inspector  be  not  accessible,  then 
by  an  inspector  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  board  of  health  or 
borough  council  of  the  nearest  city  or  borough. 

6.  No  bone-boiling  establishments  or  depositories  of  dead  animals 
shall  be  kept  or  erected  in  or  near  to  a  thickly  inhabited  neighbor- 
hood. 

7.  The  floors  of  all  bone-boiling  establishments  and  depositories 
of  dead  animals  shall  be  paved  with  asphalt  or  with  brick  or  stone, 
well  laid  in  cement,  or  with  some  other  impervious  material,  ai.d 
shall  be  well  drained.  All  such  establishments  shall  have  such  an 
adequate  water  supply  as.  will  enable  thorough  cleanliness  to  be 
maintained. 

8.  The  boiling  of  bones  and  dead  animals,  etc.,  shall  be  conducted 
in  steam-tight  kettles,  boilers  or  caldrons,  from  which  the  foul  vapors 
shall  first  be  conducted  through  scrubbers  or  condensers,  and  then 
into  the  back  part  of  the  ash-pit  of  the  furnace  fire,  to  be  ccmsamed, 
or  by  other  apparatus  equally  efficient  in  preventing  or  counteractinj^ 
the  offensive  effluvia. 

9.  When  bones  are  being  dried  after  boiling,  they  shall  be  placed 
in  a  close  chamber,  through  which  shall  be  passed,  by  means  of  pipes, 
large  volumes  of  fresh  air,  the  outlet  pipe  terminating  in  the  (Ire  j)it. 

10.  All  proprietors  of  bone-boiling  establishments  not  having,  on 
the  first  day  of  July,  1886,  permits  to  carry  on  the  business,  and  vio- 
lating these  regulations,  shall  be  liable  to  prosecution  for  failing  to 
obey  this  order  and  also  to  an  indictment  at  common  law  for  creaiinj; 
and  maintaining  a  nuisance. 

11.  The  permit  clerk  of  each  local  board  of  health  or  borough 
council  shall  have  provided  a  book  in  which  to  enter  the  names  of  s\\ 
persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  boiling  bones  and  having  dep'si- 
tories  of  dead  animals;  also,  the  location  of  works  and  appliances  as 
reported  by  the  inspector,  whether  licensed  or  not,  the  number  ar-d 
date  of  permit,  and  remarks. 

12.  No  person  or  persons,  without  the  consent  of  the  board  of 
health  or  borough  council  of  the  nearest  city  or  borough,  shall  build 
or  use  any  slaughter  house  within  the  limits  of  this  Commonwealth; 
and  the  keeping  and  slaughtering  of  all  cattle,  sheep  and  swine,  and 
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the  preparation  and  keeping  of  all  meats,  fish,  birds  or  other  animal 
food,  shall  be  in  the  manner  best  adapted  to  secure  and  continue  tlu  ir 
wholesomeness  as  food;  and  every  butcher  or  other  person  owning, 
leasing  or  occupying  any  place,  room  or  building  wherein  any  .:attle, 
sheep  or  swine  have  been  or  are  killed  or  dressed,  and  every  person 
being  the  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  any  room  or  stable  wherein 
any  animals  are  kept,  or  of  any  market,  public  or  private,  shall  cause 
such  place,  room  or  building,  stable  or  market,  to  be  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  purified,  and  all  offal,  blood,  fat,  garbage,  refuse  and  un- 
wholesome and  offensive  matter  to  be  removed  therefrom  at  least 
once  in  every  twenty-four  hours  after  the  use  thereof  for  any  of  the 
purposes  herein  referred  to,  and  shall  also  at  all  times  keep  all  wood- 
work, save  floors  and  counters,  in  any  building,  place  or  premises 
aforesaid,  thoroughly  painted  or  whitewashed;  and  the  doors  of  such 
building,  place  or  premises  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  prevent 
blood  or  foul  liquids  or  washings  from  settling  in  the  earth  beneath. 

13.  No.  blood-pit,  dung-pit,  offal-pit  or  privy  well  shall  remain  or 
be  constructed  within  any  slaughter  house.  Any  one  offending 
against  this  rule  shall  be  guilty  of  creating  and  maintaining  a  nui- 
sance prejudicial  to  the  public  health,  and  shall  be  required  to  re- 
move the  nuisance  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  notice. 

14.  The  owners,  iagents,  or  occupiers  of  all  slaughter  houses  are 
required,  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September,  to 
distribute  twice  in  each  week  not  less  than  twenty-five  pounds  of 
chloride  of  lime  about  the  premises,  and  also  to  remove  the  contents 
of  any  manure-pit  or  manure  pile  on  the  premises,  once  in  each  week, 
the  said  premises  and  contents  of  manure-pits  being  hereby  declared 
to  be  nuisances  prejudicial  to  the  public  health,  unless  subject  to 
frequent  disinfection  and  cleaning  as  herein  indicated. 

15.  All  constables  and  supervisors  are  enjoined,  and  all  citizens: 
are  respectfully  desired,  to  give  information  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  of  any  violation  of  the  health  laws,  or  of  the  regulations  of  the 
]5oard,  so  that  the  sanitary  measures  adopted  by  the  latter  to  ensure 
the  health  of  the  people  may  be  fully  carried  out,  and  all  offenders 
promptly  punished. 

Note. — Section  six  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1885,  confers  upon  the  State  Board  of 
Health  power  and  authority  to  order  nuisances  to  be  abated  and  removed  in 
cities,  boroughs,  districts  and  places  having  no  local  board  of  health.  Any  per- 
son violating  or  failing  to  ot:ey  such  order  becomes  liable,  on  conviction,  to  a 
fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
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(R.  Jll.) 

Regulations  in  Regard  to  the  Sanitary  Supervision  of   Travel  and 

Traffic. 

Upon  satisfactory  information  of  the  approach  to,  or  transit 
through  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  of  infected  persons  or 
goods,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  as  executive  officer  of  the 
Board,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  stopped  at  the  State  line,  or,  if  found 
within  the  limits  of  the  State,  to  cause  such  persons  or  goods  to  be 
removed  from  cars,  stages,  vessels,  boats  or  other  conveyances,  and 
securely  isolated  and  disinfected;  and  he  may,  if,  in  his  judgment, 
the  emergency  is  such  as  to  demand  it,  call  a  meeting  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Travel  and  Traffic,"  to  which  his  action  shall  be  submitted, 
with  his  reasons  therefor,  in  writing.  But,  in  cases  coming  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  national  or  municipal  quarantine  authorities,  he 
shall  co-operate  with  said  authorities  in  all  such  action.

REGULA.TION  OF  TRAVEL  AND  TRAFFIC. 

RegukUions  in  Regard  io  Disinterment  and  7Vanspo7'taiion  of  Dead 

Bodies. 

Disinterment  of  Bodies. 

Kule  I.  The  removal  of  any  body  from  its  place  of  original  inter- 
ment is  declared  to  be  a  nuisance  dangerous  to  the  public  health, 
and  is  prohibited,  unless  the  same  be  done  under  the  direction,  and 
by  permission  of  the  local  board  of  health  or  borough  council. 

Rule  U.  The  above  rule  applies  as  well  to  the  removal  of  a  bod\ 
from  one  grave  or  vault  to  another  in  the  same  cemetery  as  to  its  re- 
moval to  another  burial  ground  or  place. 

Rule  in.  The  removal  of  dead  bodies  from  any  burial  ground  situ- 
ated within  the  built-up  portion  of  any  city  or  borough  is  forbidden 
between  April  1  and  October  15. 

Rule  IV.  The  disinterment  of  the  body  of  any  person  who  died  of 
any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  is  strictly  prohibited,  unless  by 
special  authority,  and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  local  board  of 
health  or  borough  council  may  impose. 

Transportation  of  Bodies. 

Rule  I.  The  transportation  of  bodies  of  persons  who  shall  have 
died  from  small-pox,  Asiatic  cholera,  typhus  fever,  diphtheria  or  yel- 
low^ fever  is  strictly  forbidden. 
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Rule  II.  From  October  15  to  April  1,  all  other  dead  bodies  may  be 
transported  without  restriction,  except  those  who  shall  have  died  ot 
scarlet  fever,  typhoid  fever  or  measles,  which  must  be  enclosed,  as 
prescribed  in  Rule  III. 

Rule  HL  From  April  1  to  October  15  all  dead  bodies,  when  pre- 
sented for  transportation,  must  be  enclosed  in  air-tight  zinc,  copper 
or  lead-lined  wooden  boxes,  or  in  air-tight  iron  caskets;  or  if  in 
any  other  form  of  coffin,  said  coffin  must  be  in  a  hermetically  sealed 
box,  enclosed  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  local  board  of  health, 
health  officer  or  borough  council. 

Rule  IV.  No  person  or  article  which  has  been  exposed  to  the  con- 
tagion can  accompany  the  body. 

Rule  V.  Every  dead  body  must  be  accompanied  by  a  physician's 
certificate  of  death,  and  a  certificate  from  the  shipping  undertaker 
that  the  body  has  been  prepared  for  transportation  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Rule  VI.  In  receiving  any  dead  body  which  has  been  shipped  from 
beyond  or  within  the  states  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Delaware, 
Maryland,  West  Virginia  or  Ohio,  or  the  Province  of  Ontario,  the 
rules  of  the  State  or  provinchial  boards  of  health  of  the  same  must 
be  respected,  and  their  transit  permits  will  be  honored  without  sub- 
jecting the  body  to  delay,  providing  such  rules  do  not  conflict  with 
any  of  the  preceding  rules  in  these  regulations. 

Rule  VII.  The  following  shall  be  the  form  of  a  transit  permit  for 
the  transportation  of  a  dead  body  within,  into,  or  out  of  the  limits  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania: 

Note.-The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  are  laws  to  be 
obeyed  by  every  individual  In  the  State. 
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(R.  V.) 

BegiUcUion  in  Regard  to  the  Interstate  Noti/iccUion  of  t/u:  Existence  of 
Infectious  and  Contayiotis  Diseases. 

The  following  are  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  International  Con- 
ference of  Boards  of  Health,  at  Toronto,  October  6, 1886,  with  slight 
verbal  modifications: 

Whereas,  It  is  ue<'essarj  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  thc^ 
public  health  that  prompt  information  should  be  given  of  the  exist- 
ence of  cholera,  yellow  fever  or  small-pox;  be  it  Resolved — 

1.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  National  Conference  of  State  Boards 
of  Health,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  each  state  and  provincial  board  of 
health  within  whose  jurisdiction  any  of  said  diseases  may  occur  to 
furnish  immediate  information  of  the  existence  of  such  disease  to 
boards  of  health  of  neighboring  states  and  provinces,  and  to  local 
boards  in  such  states  as  have  no  central  board,  in  which  the  duty  of 
notification  shall  lie  upon  the  local  boards. 

2.  That  upon  the  prevalence  of  rumor  of  the  existence  of  pestilen- 
tial disease  in  any  State  or  province,  if  positive  definite  information 
thereon  be  not  obtainable  from  the  proper  health  authorities,  this 
conference  holds  that  the  health  ofiicials  of  another  state  are  justi- 
fied in  entering  the  before-mentioned  state  or  province  for  the  pur- 
pose of  investigating  and  establishing  the  truth  or  falsity  of  such  re- 
ports. 

3.  That  whenever  practicable,  the  investigations  undertaken  under 
the  preceding  section  shall  be  made  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
state  or  local  health  authorities. 

4.  That  any  case  which  presents  symptoms  leading  to  serious  sus 
picion  of  the  rxistenoe  of  oiu*  of  the  aforenamed  diseases  shall  be 
treated  as  suspicious,  and  reported  as  provided  for  in  cases  in  which 
the  diagnosis  is  certain. 

5.  That  any  case  respecting  which  reputable  and  experienced  phy- 
sicians disagree  as  to  whether  the  disease  is  or  is  not  pestilential, 
shall  be  reported  as  suspicious. 

6.  That  any  suspected  case  respecting  which  efforts  are  made  to 
conceal  its  existence,  full  history  and  true  nature,  shall  be  deemed 
suspicious  and   so  reported. 

7.  That  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  resolu- 
tions, the  boards  of  health  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  repre- 
sented at  this  conference,  do  pledge  themselves  to  an  interchange  of 
information  as  herein  provided.

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1.  All  communicable  diseases  hereinafter  mentioned,  prevalent  in 
certain  areas,  or  which  tend  to  spread  along  certain  lines  of  travel, 
shall  be  reported  to  all  state  and  provincial  boards  of  health  within 
said  areas  or  along  said  lines  of  communication. 

2.  In  the  instance  of  small-pox,  cholera,  yellow  fever  and  typhus, 
reports  shall  be  at  once  forwarded,  either  by  mail  or  telegraph,  as 
the  urgency  of  the  case  may  demand. 

3.  In  the  instance  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  typhoid  fever,  an- 
thrax or  glanders,  weekly  reports,  when  possible,  shall  be  supplied 
in  which  shall  be  indicated  as  far  as  known  the  places  implicated 
and  the  degree  of  prevalence.

Regulation  far  the  Betitr  FreiservcUion  of  theJPublic 
HeaMhf  and  to  Limit  the  Progress  of  the  Ejndetnic 
{Contagiotis  and  Infectious)  Diseases.* 

In  virtue  of  the  powers  conferred  by  the  act  of  As- 
sembly, of  June  3, 1885,  section  live  and  six,  P.  L.  56  of 
the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  be  it 
ordered  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Sta- 
tistics of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  it 
is  hereby  ordered  by  the  authority  of  the  same: 

Section  1.  That  whatever  is  dangerous  to  human  life 
or  health,  whatever  renders  the  air  or  food  or  water 
or  other  drink  unwholesome,  and  whatever  building, 
(^rectiou  or  \n\vi  or  cellar  th(»reof  is  overcrowded,  or  iio( 
provided  with  adequate  means  of  ingress  and  egress, 
or  is  not  sufficiently  supported,  ventilated,  sewered, 
drained,  cleaned  or  lighted,  are  declared  to  be  nui- 
sances, and  to  be  illegal ;  and  every  person  having  aid- 
ed in  creating  or  contributing  to  the  same,  or  who  may 
support,  continue  or  retain  any  of  them  shall  be  deem- 
ed guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  regulation,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

Sec.  2.  No  house  refuse,  oifal,  garbage,  dead  animals, 
decaying  vegetable  matter  or  organic  waste  substance 
of  any  kind  shall  be  thrown  on  any  street,  road,  ditch, 
gutter  or  public  place,  and  no  putrid  or  decaying  ani- 
mal or  vegetable  matter  shall  be  kept  in  any  yard,

Sec.  4.  No  privy  vault,  cess-pool,  or  reservoir  into  PHyiw  not  to  re- 
which  a  privy  water-closet,  cess-pool,  stable  or  sink  is  drinking  water, 
drained,  unless  it  is  water-tight,  shall  be  constructed, 
dug  or  permitted  to  remain  within  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  of  any  well,  spring  or  other  source  of  water 
used  for  drinking  or  culinary  purposes;  unless  the  sur- 
face of  such  vault,  cess-pool  or  reservoir  is  at  a  lower 
level  than  the  bottom  of  such  well.  Earth  privies  and 
earth  closets,  with  no  vault,  pit  or  depression  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground,  shall  be  excepted  from  this  reg- 
ulation, but  sufficient  dry  earth  or  coal  ashes  must  be 
used  to  absorb  all  the  fluid  part  of  the  deposit. 

Sec.  5.  All  sewer  drains  shall  be  water-tight. 

Sec.  6.  No  sewer-drain  shall  empty  into  any  lake,  sower-drama  not

pond,  dam,  reservoir,  or  other  collection  of  water  used  water  auppiy. 
for  drinking  purposes,  or  into  any  standing  water. 

Hec.  7.  All  pipes  connecting  a  water  closet  with  a 
soil  pipe  shall  be  trapped,  eadi  Hi*parately.  All  waste 
pipes  shall  be  trapped,  each  separately,  and  close  to 
the  connections  with  each  bath,  sink,  bowl  or  other 
fixture,  unless  adequate  provision  is  made  for  down- 
ward ventilation  through  said  water-pipes,  in  which 
case  one  trap  may  serve  for  several  fixtures. 

Sec.  8.  All  soil  pipes  shall  be  carried  at  their  full 
size  through  the  roof  and  left  open.  A  provision  shall 
also  be  made  for  admitting  air  to  the  house-drain  side 
of  the  main  trap,  if  such  trap  exists. 

Sec.  9.  The  joints  in  vitrified  pipes  shall  be  carefully 
cemented  under  and  around  the  pipe,  and  the  joints  in 
(!ast  iron  pipes  shall  be  run  and  calked  with  lead. 

Sec.  10.  All  changes  in  direction  shall  be  made  with 
curved  pipes.  All  joints  and  pipes  shall  be  made  air- 
tight. 

Sec.  11.  The  following  named  diseases  are  declared 
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to  be  communicable  and  dangerous  to  the  public 
health,  viz:  Small-pox  (variola,  varioloid),  cholera  (Asi- 
atic or  epidemic),  scarlet  fever  (scarlatina,  scarlet 
rash),  measles,  diphtheria  (diphtheritic  croup,  diph- 
theritic sore  tliroat),  typhoid  fever,  typhus  fever,  yel- 
low fever,  spotted  fever  (cerebro-spinal  meningitis),  re- 
lapsing fever,  epidemic  dysentery,  hydrophobia  (rabi.s), 
glanders  (farcy),  tuberculosis  (consumption),  and  lep- 
rosy, and  shall  be  understood  to  be  included  in  the  f (al- 
lowing regulations,  unless  certain  of  them  only  are 
specified. 

Sec.  12.  Whenever  any  householder  knows  that  any 
person  within  his  family  or  household  has  a  communi- 
cable disease,  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  he  shall 
immediately  report  the  same  to  the  school  board  (or 
borough  council),  giving  the  street  and  number,  or  lo- 
cation of  the  house. 

Sec.  13.  Whenever  any  physician  finds  that  any  pi*r- 
son  whom  he  is  called  upon  to  visit  has  a  communi- 
cable disease,  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  he  or  she 
shall  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  school  board 
(or  borough  council),  giving  the  street  and  number  or 
location  of  the  house,  on  the  receipt  of  which  report 
the  said  board  shall  immediately  notify  the  teacher  Oi* 
principal  of  every  school  in  the  district,  instructing 
said  teachers  or  principals  to  dispense  with  the  -it- 
teudance  of  all  pupils  residing  in  the  family  in  whit:h 
such  disease  exists.  No  physician  who  may,  in  go<!d 
faith,  in  obedience  to  this  regulation,  report  a  cast*  as 
one  of  communicable  disease  which  subsHiuently 
proves  not  to  be  such,  shall  be  liable  to  a  suit  for  dam- 
ages for  such  error  in  reporting.

Sec.  14.  No  person  shall,  unless  by  permit  of  a  board 
of  health  (or  borough  council),  carry  or  remove  from 
one  building  to  another  any  patient  affected  with  any 
communicable  disease,  dangerous  to  the  public  heilth. 
Nor  shall  any  person,  by  any  exposure  of  any  individ- 
ual so  afifected,  or  of  the  body  of  such  individual,  or  of 
any  article  capable  of  conveying  contagion  or  infection, 
or  by  any  negligent  act  connected  with  the  cape  or  cu.i 
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tody  thereof,  or  by  a  needless  exposure  of  himself  or 
herself,  cause  or  contribute  to  the  spread  of  disease 
from  any  such  individual  or  dead  body. 

Sec.  15.  There  shall  not  be  a  public  or  church  funeral 
of  any  person  who  has  died  of  Asiatic  cholera,  small- 
pox, typhus  fever,  diphtheria,  yellow  fever,  scarlet 
fevor  or  measles,  and  tlie  family  of  the  deceased  shall 
in  all  such  cases  limit  the  attendance  to  as  few  as  pos- 
sible, and  take  All  precautions  possible  to  prevent  the 
exposure  of  other  persons  to  contagion  or  infection;

of  such  person  shall  have  the  name  of  the  disease  qntrod. 
which  caused  the  death  appear  in  such  public  notice. 

Sec.  16.  No  person  suffering  from,  or  having  very  re- 
cently recovered  from,  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  diph- 
theria, yellow  fever  or  measles  shall  expose  himself, 
nor  shall  any  one  expose  a  person  under  his  charge  in 
a  similar  condition,  in  any  public  conveyance,  without 
having  previously  notified  the  owner  or  person  in 
charge  of  such  conveyance  of  the  fact  of  such  condition 
as  above  stated.  And  the  owner  or  person  in  charge 
of  such  conveyance  must  not,  after  the  entry  of  any 
person  so  infected  into  his  conveyance,  allow  any  other 
person  to  enter  it  without  having  sufficiently  disinfect- 
ed it. 

Sec.  17.  No  person  shall  let  or  hire  any  house  or 
room  in  a  house  in  which  a  communicable  disease,  dan- 
gerous to  the  public  health,  has  recently  existed,  until 
the  room  or  house  and  premises  therewith  connected 
have  been  disinfected  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  keeper  of  a  hotel,  inn  or  other  house  for  the 
reception  of  lodgers,  shall  be  deemed  to  let  or  hire  part 
of  a  house  to  any  person  admitted  as  a  guest  into  such 
hotel,  inn  or  house. 

Sec.  18.  Members, of  any  household  in  which  small-  isolation  of  rami 
pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  measles  exist  shall  ab- 
stain from  attending  places  of  public  amusement,  wor- 
ship or  education,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  from  visit- 
ing other  private  houses. 

Sec.  19.  The  clothing,  bed-clothing  and  bedding  of 
persons  who  have  been  sick  with  any  communicable 
disease,  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  and  the  rooms 
which  they  ]iav<>  o(ru|)i(»d  during  such  sickness,  to- 
gether with  their  furniture,  shall  be  disinfected  as  di- 
rected in  the  circulars  of  this  Board. 
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Sec.  20.  No  animal  affected  with  a  commanicable  dis- 
ease,  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  shall  be  brought 
within  the  limits  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  bodies 
of  such  animals  dead  of  such  disease  or  killed  on  ac- 
count thereof,  shall  be  buried  with  quicklime  under 
four  feet  of  earth  or  burned,  but  shall  not  be  buried 
within  five  hundred  feet  of  any  residence,  or  of  any 
source  of  water  supply. 

Sec  21.  No  milk  which  has  been  watered,  adulter- 
ated, reduced  or  changed  in  any  respect  from  its  nat- 
ural condition  by  the  addition  of  any  foreign  sub- 
stance, shall  be  held,  kept  or  offered  for  sale. 

Soc.  22.  No  meat,  fish,  birds,  fowls,  fruit,  vegetables, 
milk,  and  nothing  for  human  food,  not  being  then 
healthy,  fresh,  sound,  wholesome,  fit  and  safe  for  such 
use,  nor,  any  animal  or  fish  I  hat  died  by  disease,  and 
no  carcass  of  any  calf,  pig  or  lamb,  which  at  the  time 
of  its  death  was  less  than  three  weeks  old,  and  no  meat 
therefrom  shall  be  brought  within  the  limits  of  this 
Commonwealth  or  offered  or  held  for  sale  as  food. 

Sec.  23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  occupant  of  every 
house,  in  the  month  of  May,  in  each  and  every  year,  to 
cleanse  the  cellars  thereof  of  all  dirt,  vegetable  and 
other  impure  matter  calculated  to  engender  disease, 
and  to  cause  them  to  be  thoroughly  whitewashed  with 
fresh  lime. 

Sec.  24.  No  pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  the  pub- 
lic schools  in  this  Commonwealth  who  has  not  been 
vaccinated  successfully  within  seven  years. 

Sec.  25.  No.  parents,  guardian  or  master,  in  whose 
house  or  family  there  shall  have  been  a  communicable 
disease,  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  shall  permit 
any  child  residing  in  said  house  or  family  to  attend 
any  public,  private  or  Sunday  school,  after  the  cessa- 
tion of  said  disease,  within  a  period  of  ten  days  after 
the  house  shall  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  and 
cleaned.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  school  boards  to 
have  this  section  printed  on  cards,  mentioning  the 
names  of  diseases  declared  communicable  and  danger 
ous  to  the  public  health  in  section  thirty-one  of  this 
regulation,  and  posted  in  every  school  room,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  each  teacher  to  read  the  section  to 
the  school  at  least  once  a  month  and  whenc^ver  any 
epidemic  shall  appear. 
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Sec.  26.  Every  person  who  acts  as  a  sexton  or  under-  sextons,  ceme- 
taker,  or  cemetery  keeper,  or  has  the  charge  of  any  ^'^  ^««p«"'  «'«• 
tomb,  vault,  burying  grounds  or  other  place  for  the  re- 
ception of  the  dead,  or  where  the  bodies  of  any  human 
beings  are  deposited,  shall  so  conduct  his  businesss 
and  so  care  for  any  such  place  above  named,  as  to 
avoid  detriment  or  danger  to  public  health;  and  every 
person  undertaking  preparations  for  the  burial  of  a 
body  dead  from  communicable  diseases  as  hereinbefore 
enumerated,  shall  adopt  the  precautions  prescribed  in 
Regulation  IV  of  this  Board.  No  dead  body  shall  be 
exhumed  and  removed  between  the  months  of  May  and 
October  inclusive  and  nobody  dead  from  any  conta- 
gious or  infectious  disease  shall  be  exhumed  and  re- 
moved unless  by  special  authority  and  upon  such  con- 
ditions as  the  State  Board  of  Health  may  impose. 

Sec.  27.  Every  person  violating  any  section  of  this  penalties  to  be  m- 
regulation  is  liable  for  every  such  offense,  upon  convic- . 
tion  before  any  court,  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

For  the  Prevention  of  Blindness. 

Whenever,  in  any  city,  borough,  village  or  place  in  this  State  hav- 
ing no  health  authority  of  its  own,  any  nurse,  midwife  or  other  per- 
son, not  a  legally  qualified  practitioner  of  medicine,  shall  notice  in- 
flammation of  the  eyes  or  redness  of  the  lids  in  a  new-born  child  un- 
der his  or  her  care,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  person  to  report  the 
same  to  some  legally  qualified  practitioner  of  medicine,  within  twelve 
hours  of  the  time  the  disease  is  first  noticed.

Enforcement  of  Domiciliary  Qiiarantine  and  Closure  of  Scliools, 

Whenever  the  Secretary  shall  have  satisfactory  information  that 
any  of  the  following  diseases,  viz:  small-pox,  varioloid,  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria,  yellow  fever,  typhus  fever  or  Asiatic  cholera  is  epidemic, 
or  threatens  to  become  epidemic  in  any  city,  borough,  district  nr 
place  having  no  local  board  of  health,  or  in  which  the  sanitary  laws 
or  regulations  are  inoperative,  he  shall  have  authority,  as  executive 
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officer  of  the  Board,  to  issue  a  proclamation  in  the  name  of  the 
Board  declaring  such  disease  epidemic,  and  to  order  and  enforce 
such  measures  in  the  way  of  quarantine,  isolation  of  the  sick,  vacci- 
nation, disinfection  and  the  closure  of  schools,  public  and  private, 
religious  and  secular,  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  stamp 
out  the  infection.

Regulation  Avihoridng  the  Secretary  to  Places  or  Cavse  to  be  Placed, 
Placards  Upon  Houaen  in  Which  Certain  Communicable  Diseases 
Exist. 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  Secretary  shall  have  satisfactory  infor- 
mation that  any  of  the  following  diseases:  cholera,  small-pox  (variola 
or  varioloid),  scarlet  fever  (scarlatina),  typhus  fever,  yellow  fever,  re- 
lapsing fever,  diphtheria  (diphtheritic  croup,  membranous  croup)  or 
leprosy  exists  in  any  city,  borough,  district  or  place  having  no  local 
board  of  health,  or  in  which  the  sanitary  laws  or  regulations  are  in- 
operative, he  shall  have  authority  to  place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  in 
a  conspicuous  place  or  places  upon  or  near  the  house  or  premises  In 
which  said  ease  may  be  located  a  placard  or  placards  upon  which 
shall  be  printed  in  large  letters  the  name  of  the  disease  from  which 
the  person  or  persons  in  said  house  or  premises  may  be  suffer- 
ing, as  aforesaid,  as  the  case  may  be:  Provided,  That 
variola  or  varioloid  shall  be  placarded  as  small-pox,  and 
that  diphtheritic  croup  and  membranous  croup  shall  be 
placarded  as  diphtheria,  and  that  scarlatina  shall  be  pla- 
carded as  scarlet  fever,  and  said  placard  or  placards  shall  re- 
main thereon  until  such  time  as  the  rules  and  regulations  establish(»d 
by  this  Board  regarding  the  destruction  or  disinfection  of  infecteil 
bedding,  clothing  or  other  articles  which  have  been  exposed  to  in- 
fection, and  the  disinfection  of  houses  and  premises  have  been  fully 
complied  with:  Provided,  That,  in  addition  to  the  placarding  afore- 
said, or  in  lieu  of  the  same,  the  Secretary  may  place  or  cause  to  be 
placed  a  guard  or  guards  upon  said  house  or  premises. 

Sec.  2.  The  head  of  the  family  occupying  any  house  or  premises 
upon  or  near  which  said  placard  or  placards  aforesaid  may  be  placed, 
shall,  on  conviction  before  any  mayor,  burgess,  alderman,  police 
magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  city,  borough  or  township  in 
which  said  offense  was  committed  be  liable  for  the  fine  or  penalty 
provided  by  the  act  of  Assembly  of  June  18,  1S95,  in  any  case  where 
such  placard  or  placards  are  removed,  disturl)ed,  covered  up,  taken 
down  or  destroyed  with  his  or  her  knowledge  or  constant  before  the 
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time  provided  by  section  one  of  this  regulation;  said  fine  to  be  not 
less  than  Ave  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars^  in  default  of  pay- 
ment whereof  such  person  or  persons  so  convicted  shall  undergo  an 
imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  the  proper  county  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding sixty  days.

Btyulatvm  Requiring  Burials  to  be  at  a  Certain  Depth  Below  (he  Sur- 

fioelof  the  Qround, 

Section  1.  The  burial  of  a  body  at  an  insufficient  depth  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance  prejudi- 
cial to  the  public  health. 

See.  2.  In  all  cities,  boroughs,  districts  and  plactes  having  no  local 
board  of  health,  no  body  shall  be  buried  at  a  less  depth  than  six  feet 
below  the  surface  of  the  ground  in  populous  districts,  or  less  than 
four  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  ground  in  rural  districts. 


(R.  XI.) 


Begulalion  for  Ihe  Disinfection  of  the  Persons  Excreta^  Effects  and 
Dwellings  of  those  Sick  tvith  Communicable  {Contagious  and  Infec- 
tious) Diseases, 

To  Disinfect  in  the  Sick-room. 

1.  All  glasses,  cups  or  other  vessels  used  by  the  patient  shall  be 
cleanscMl  in  boiling  water  before  being  used  by  others.  And  all  foods 
and  drinks  touched  and  not  consumed  by  the  sick  shall  be  burned 
or  buried. 

2.  The  discharges  from  the  bowels  and  from  the  kidneys  shall  t)e 
received  on  their  very  issue  from  the  body  into  vessels  charged  with 
disinfectants,  and,  after  thorough  disinfection,  emptied  into  a  closet 
connecting  with  a  sewer  or,  in  the  country,  buried  at  least  one  hun- 
dred feet  from  any  well  or  running  stream.  In  no  case  shall  they 
be  thrown  on  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  into  a  running  stream  of 
water.  Rags  and  paper  which  have  become  contaminated  with  any 
discharge  shall  be  burned  at  once  in  a  strong  fire.  It  is  well,  in  all 
contagious  diseases,  to  place  a  piece  of  rubber  cloth  under  the  pa- 
tient to  prevent  the  discharges  from  soaking  into  the  bed. 

3.  All  articles  of  the  patient's  clothing,  all  sheets,  towels,  napkins, 
bandages  or  sponges  used  about  the  sick,  must,  before  being  taken 
from  the  sick  room,  be  thrown  into  a  tub  containing  several  gallons 
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of  solution  of  chloride  of  lime  (standard  solution  No.  1),  and  remain 
in  it  three  hours.  Never  carry  any  dry  clothes  from  the  sick  room 
without  disinfection.  After  disinfection  they  must  be  thoroughly 
boiled. 

5.  After  death  the  body  must  at  once  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet  satu- 
rated with  a  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  (standard  solution  No.  2) 
and  buried  as  soon  as  possible.

7.  Standard  Disinfecting    Solutions,  Recommended    b>'    the    State 

Board  of  Health. 

1.  Standard  Solution  No.  1 — Dissolve  chloride  of  lime  or  bleaching 
powder  of  the  best  quality  (containing- at  least  twenty-five  per  cent, 
of  available  chlorine)  in  soft  water  in  the  proportion  of  four  ounces 
(a  quarter  of  a  pint)  to  the  gallon. 

2.  Standard  Solution  No.  2. — Dissolve  corrosive  sublimate  and  per- 
manganate of  potash  in  soft  water  in  the  proportion  of  two  drachms 
(a  heaping  teaspoonful)  of  each  to  the  gallon. 

3.  Standard  Solution  No.  3. — To  one  part  of  hypochlorite  of  soda 
add  five  parts  of  soft  water. 

4.  Standard  Solution  No.  4. — Dissolve  corrosive  sublimate  in  water 
in  the  proportion  of  four  ounces  to  the  gallon.  One  fluid  ounce  (two 
lablespoonsful)  of  this  solution  to  the  gallon  of  water  is  sufficiently 
strong.  Articles  should  be  left  in  it  for  two  hours.  One  gallon  of 
standard  solution  No.  1,  may  also  be  mixed  with  nine  gallons  of 
water,  and  used  in  the  same  way.  No  article  should  be  allowed  to 
leave  the  infected  room  until  it  has  been  either  disinfected  or  boiled. 

8.  To  Disinfect  Discharges  from  the  Patient 

Use  standard  solutions,  Nos.  1,  2  or  3,  keeping  a  pint  of  the  solu- 
tion used  constantly  in  the  vessel  ready  for  any  emergency.  Let  the 
discharge  be  passed  directly  into  the  solution,  then  let  a  pint  more  of 
it  be  added,  and  let  the  whole  stand  sometime  to  be  thoroughly  acted 
upon  before  being  thrown  into  the  sewer  or  being  buried.  Ordinary 
whitewash,  freshly  made  or  preserved  by  pouring  a  thin  film  of  coal 
oil  on  its  surface,  is  also  very  useful  for  this  purpose.  These  dis- 
charges should  never  be  thrown  into  a  privy  or  cess-pool,  nor  into 
a  running  stream,  nor  on  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

Note.— This  Bolution  Is  highly  poisonous.    2.  It  requires  a  contact  of  one  hour 
to  be  efficient.    3.  It  destroys  lead  pipes.    4.  It  is  without  odor. 
Corrosive  sublimate  solution  should  be  kept  in  wooden  or  crockery  vessels. 
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9.  To  Disinfect  Clothing,  Towels,  Napkins,  Bedding  and  Such  Textile 
Fabrics  as  can  be  Washed. 

Burn  as  much  as  possible.  Use  standard  solution  No.  4,  one  ounce 
to  fhe  gallon  of  water,  or  use  one  gallon  of  solution  No.  1  in  nine  gal- 
lons of  water.  Let  the  goods  soak  in  the  solution  for  at  least  three 
hours  before  they  leave  the  room.  Stir  them  up  so  that  the  solution 
may  get  all  through  the  goods.  After  disinfection  boil  the  goods 
thoroughly. 

10.  To  Disinfect  Water  Closets,  Urinals,  Sinks  and  Cess-Pools. 

5.  Carbolic  Acid  Solution. — Mix  one  pint  of  carbolic  acid  with  two 
and  a-half  gallons  of  water. 

Standard  Solution  No.  4,  diluted  with  three  parts  of  water,  may 
also  be  used  in  the  proportion  of  one  gallon  (of  the  solution)  to  every 
four  (estimated)  of  the  contents  of  the  vault.  Standard  solution  No. 
1  would  require  to  be  used  gallon  for  gallon  of  the  material  to  be 
disinfected.  Dry  chloride  of  linie  may  be  sprinkled  over  the  contents 
of  a  privy,  or  standard  solution  No.  2  may  be  made  up  by  the  barrel, 
and  four  or  five  gallons  be  applied  daily  during  an  epidemic. 

To  Disinfect  the  Boom  After  Death  or  Becovery. 
The  room  must  be  vacated.  The  paper  should  be  carefully  scraped 
from  the  walls.  Thorough  ventilation  for  several  days,  and  thor- 
ough washing  of  all  surfaces  with  one  of  the  disinfecting  solutions, 
say,  one  pint  of  standard  solution  No.  4  to  four  gallons  of  water,  or 
a  quarter  of  a  pint  of  solution  of  hypochlorite  of  soda  to  a  gallon  of 
water  must  be  effected.  The  walls  and  ceiling,  if  plastered,  should  be 
washed  with  this  solution  and  then  whitewashed.  All  dust  must  be 
carefully  washed  (not  brushed  or  swept)  away  from  ledges,  cracks, 
corners  and  crevices. 

Sulphur  Fumigation. 
To  use  this  effectively,  two  pounds  of  sulphur  should  be  burned  in 
a  room  ten  feet  square.  Every  opening  in  the  room — flues,  doors, 
windows,  cracks  and  crevices — must  be  closed,  except  the  door  by 
which  the  disinfector  is  to  escape;  closet  doors  and  bureau  drawers 
should  be  opened  wide,  and  all  woolen  articles  which  have  been  in 
the  room  during  the  sickness  hung  on  lines,  being  spread  out  and 
opened  up  as  much  as  possible.  The  sulphur  is  to  be  burned  in  an 
iron  kettle  or  other  vessel  set  in  a  tub  containing  a  little  water  to 
guard  against  fire.  A  small  quantity  of  water  should  be  evaporated 
at  the  same  time.  A  little  alcohol  or  kerosene  must  be  poured  upon 
the  sulphur,  by  means  of  which  it  may  be  ignited.  Leave  the  room 
quickly,  for  the  fumes  are  highly  poisonous  when  breathed,  and  close 
the  door  tightly.  Let  the  room  remain  closed  twenty-four  hours  or 
inoit*.     Then  air  thoroughly  for  at  least  twenty  hours.

1.  No.  20.— An  act  to  regrulate  the  employment  and  provide  for  the  safety  of 
persons  employed  in  tenement  houses  and  shops  where  clothing,  cigarettes, 
cigars  and  certain  other  articles  are  made. 

2.  No.  29.— An  act  to  provide  that  one  burial  permit  shall  be  a  sufficient  author- 
ity for  interment  in  a  cemetery  that  is  partly  within  the  limits  of  two  or  more 
municipalities. 

3.  No.  55. — ^An  act  to  establish  a  State  Board  of  Veterinary  Medical  Examin- 
ers, and  to  regulate  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in  the 
State   of   Pennsylvania. 

4.  No.  66. — An  act  to  establish  a  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Bgard  of  Pennsylvania 
and  to  provide  for  the  control  and  suppression  of  dangerous  and  contagious  or 
infectious  diseases  of  domestic  animals. 

5.  No.  99. — An  act  to  provide  for  safety  guards  upon  passenger  elevators,  and 
providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof.

knee-pants,  overalls,  cloaks,  hats,  caps,  suspenders, 
jrrsey  blouHes,  waists,  waist-lmmlH,  underwear,  neck- 
wear, furs,  fur  trimmings,  fur  garments,  shirts, 
hosiery,  purses,  feathers,  artificial  flowers,  cigarettes 
or  cigars.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  hire 
or  employ  any  person  to  work  in  any  room  or  apart- 
ment in  any  rear  building,  or  building  in  the  rear  of  a 
tenement  or  dwelling  house,  at  making,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  any  of  the  articles  mentioned  in  this  section, 
without  first  obtaining  a  written  permit  from  the  Fac- 
tory Inspector  or  one  of  his  deputies,  stating  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  persons  allowed  to  be  employed  there- 
in.

To  establish  a  State  Board  of  Veterinary  Medical  Ex- 
aminers and  to  regulate  the  practice  of  veterinary 
medicine  and  surgery  ih  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  a  State  Board 
of  Examiners,  known  as  a  State  Board  of  Vet- 
erinary Medical  Examiners  is  hereby  established, 
to  consist  of  five  members,  wlio  shall  be  of  good 
standing  in  the  veterinary  profession,  shall  be 
gi'aduates  of  a  recognized  veterinary  college  or  col- 
leges, and  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  duly  qualified.  Said  board  shall 
have  power  to  adopt  by-laws  and  regulations  such  as 
tliey  deem  advisable  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  act.

To  provide  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  health 
by  diminishing  the  danger  from  infectious  and  con- 
tagious diseases  through  the  creation  of  a  State 
Board  of  Undertakers  in  the  cities  of  the  first,  secoud 
and  third  classes,  with  systematic  examinations,  reg- 
istration and  licenses  for  all  entering  the  business 
of  burying  the  dead,  and  penalties  for  violation  of 
the  provisions  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  Governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  appoint  five  persons  who  shall  be  practicing  un- 
dertakers, and  such  appointees  shall  constitute  a  State 
Board  of  Undertakers;  one  of  the  persons  so  appointed 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one 
for  three  years,  et  cetera,  et  cetera,  unless  sooner  re- 
moved; appointments  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  death, 
resignation  or  removal  before  the  expiration  of  terms 
shall  be  made  for  the  residue  of  such  terms  by  the 
Governor,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Senate;  and 
all  appointments  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  expira- 
tions of  terms  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner,  and 
shall  be  for  a  period  of  three  years  each.

REPORT. 


The  Board  held  the  four  regular  quarterly  meetings  during  the 
year  ending  June  30^  1895. 

The  first  meeting  wa^  held  in  the  high  school  building  at  Williams- 
port,  Pa.,  July  16,  1894.  One  hundred  and  thirteen  candidates  pre- 
sented themselves  for  examination;  eighty-four  for  registered  phar- 
macists' certificates  and  twenty-nine  for  qualified  assistants'  certifi- 
cates. Of  this  number,  twenty-four  were  registered  as  registered 
pharmacists  and  thirteen  were  registered  as  qualified  assistants,  a 
total  of  thirty-seven. 

The  first  session  of  the  second  quarterly  meeting  was  held  in  the 
high  school  building  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on  Saturday, 
October  20,  1894,  and  the  second  session  was  held  in  Municipal  Hall, 
in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  on  Monday,  October  22,  1894.  Three  hun- 
dred and  twelve  applicants  appeared  for  examination.  Of  this  num- 
ber one  hundred  and  eighty-four  applied  for  registered  pharmacists' 
certificates,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  for  qualified  assist- 
ants' certificates.  Thirty-seven  of  the  former  and  sixty-two  of  the 
latter  class  succeeded  in  passing  a  favorable  examination,  and  were 
ordered  to  be  registered. 

The  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board  for  the  examination  of 
applicants  for  registration  was  held  in  the  Central  high  school  build- 
ing in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  corner  of  Broad  and  Green  streets, 
on  Saturday,  January  19,  1895.  Three  hundred  and  thirty-five  ap- 
plicants presented  themselves  for  examination.  One  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  for  registered  pharmactists'  certificates,  and  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  for  qualified  assistants'  certificates.  Fifty  of  the 
former  class  and  sixty  of  the  last  named  class  succeeded  in  parsing 
the  Board  and  were  registered. 

The  laat  quarterly  meeting  was  held  in  the  Central  high  school 
building  in  Harrisburg,  on  Saturday,  April  20,  1895.  Three  hun- 
dred and  ten  persons  presented  themselves  for  examination.  Two 
hundred,  and  nine  for  registered  pharmacists  certificates  and  one 
hundred  and  one  for  qualified  assistants'  certificates.  Of  this  num- 
ber,  one  hundred  and  four  of  the  former  class  and  sixty-three  of  the 
latter  class  succeeded  in  passing  the  Board  and  were  ordered  to  be 
registered. 
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The  total  number  examined  during  the  year  was  1,067,  the  largest 
number  ever  examined  in  one  year.  Of  this  number  4t3  were  regis- 
tered.

The  average  temperature  for  January,  1895,  24.2  degrees,  is  4.4 
degrees  below  the  average  (28.6)  for  the  past  seven  years. 

Most  of  the  highest  recorded  temperatures  occurred  on  the  7th, 
lUh  and  21at,  and  were  as  follows:  Pittsburg,  58  degrees;  Union- 
town,  58  degrees;  Lancaster,  57  degrees;  Erie,  55  degrees;  Philadel- 
phia, 55  degrees,  and  Immel  Reservoir,  55  degrees. 

The  lowest  were  on  the  1st,  5th,  13th,  14th,  27th,  28th  and  31st:

For  the  same  period  the  excess  in  precipitation,  in  inches,  at  Phila- 
delphia, was  1.15;  Pittsburg,  0.93,  and  a  deficiency  at  Erie  of  0.01.

General  Review. 

The  average  temperature  for  February,  1895,  20.2  degrees,  is  9.8 
degrees  below  the  average  (30.0  degrees)  for  the  past  seven  years. 

The  highest  recorded  temperatures  occurred  on  the  27th  and  28th, 
and  were  as  follows:  Pittsburg,  60  degrees;  Altoona,  56  degrees; 
Chambersburg,  56  degrees,  and  Aqueduct  (Logania),  56  degrees. 

The  lowest  were  on  the  6th:  Emporium,  minus  26  degrees;  Saegers- 
town,  minus  25  degrees;  Smethport,  minus  24  degrees,  and  Shingle 
House,  minus  23  degreea 

With  the  exception  of  1885,  this  was  the  coldest  February  in  the 
past  twenty,  years.  Not  only  were  unusually  low  temperatures  re- 
corded on  the  6tli,  but  the  month  was  uniformly  cold.  The  naviga- 
tion of  the  Delaware  river  was  practically  closed  for  days  to  ship- 
ping. Ry  the  assistance  of  the  city  ice  boats  the  ferry  boats  were 
enabled  to  make  irregular  trips,  ilany  persons  crossed  the  river  on 
the  ice  between  Philadelphia  and  Camden. 

From  January  1,  1895,  to  February  28,  1895,  the  accumulated  de- 
ficiency in  daily  mean  temperature  at  Philadelphia  was  302  degrees; 
at  Erie,  328  degrees,  and  at  Pittsburg,  395  degrees. 

For  the  same  period  the  deficiency  in  precipitation,  in  inches,  at 
Philadelphia,  was  0.69;  Erie,  2.09,  and  at  Pittsburg,  1.01.

General  snows  occurred  on  the  2d,  7th,  8th,  13th  and  21st  Those 
of  the  7th  and  8th  were  heavy,  and  being  accompanied  by  high  winds 
and  low  temperatures,  the  snow  drifted  badly.  Railroad  trains  were 
either  completely  blocked  or  much  delayed,  and  many  country  roada 
rendered  impassable  for  days. 

Rain  occurred  on  the  28th,  and  was  the  only  rainstorm  during  the 
month. 

The  largest  monthly  totals  of  snowfall  in  inches  were:  Coatesville, 
28.2;  Blooming  Grove,  26.0;  Drifton,  25.8,  and  Kennett  Square,  21.2. 

But  little  remained  on  ground  at  the  end  of  the  month,  and  this 
was  in  patches,  being  the  remains  of  the  heavy  drifts.
